Done after that the Gouernour Ouando 
was in his regiment and office, Cortez 
arriued at Santo Domingo, nd the Gos 
£7! nernours Decretaris , called Medina, 
o/CN9ASY | receyned and lodged him, and alſo infozs 
med him ofthe eſtate of the Jſland, and 
aduiſed him what was nedefull to dee, wiſhing that her 
would be adweller there, and that he ſhould haue a plot 
to build vpon, with tertaine ground fo; huſbandzie, But 
Cortez his thought was cleane contrarie: foz he iudged, 
that as (one as he came thither,be ſhonly lade with gold, 
whereby he did little eſtme his friend Medina his coun- 
ell, ſaping, that he had rather goe to gather gold, then to 
traneli in paſband zie. Medina pet perſmaded him, that 
de Gould take better aduiſement, foz to finde golde, was 
doubtfall und brrie troubleſome. This talke ended, Cor- 
rez went to aii the Guernaas hands, and to declare the 
cauſe of his comming, with other newes from Eſtrema- 
dure the Gourrnours corntrey. The gouernour friendly 
wolromedhim , and alio perſwaded him to abide there, 
the which counſel hee accepted, and ſho:tly after went 
to the warres, whereof was captaine laymes Velaſques, 
in tze unter vf Ang Iaqua, 8 Iarima, and 
other : 'whith were not as pet pacified with: 
the late rebetiion of Anacoana widow, who was a 
genttewornansf groat lung. Ouando gaue vnto Cortez 
certaine Juvlans in the Countreyof Daiguao, and alſo 
the office of publtke notarie in Azua, a towne which 
the Goyuernoarhadbuilved, and there dwelt Cortez fine 
92 ſixe veares, and began to play the gad huſband. Now 
in this meane ſeaſon der woulde haue gone to Veragua, 
a 3 which:

a clearke to the Treaſozer, called Michacll de Paſſamon- 
tes foʒ to keepe the accompts of the Kings fiftes and reue⸗ 
newes,being fo intreated and required by the ſame Iames 
Velafques,becauſe he was holt foz a man both able and 

diligent. And it folowed,that in the repartition of p lands - 
conquered, James Velaſques gaue vnto Cortez the Jndi- 
ans of Manicorao, in coniunc company with his bzother in 
lawe called Iuan Xuarez,where Cortez did inhabite 
in Saint Iames de Barucoa, which was the firſt place of ha⸗ 
bifation in that lande, whereas hee bzedde and bzought 
vp Kine,She&pe,and Mares, and Was the firlt that hadde 
there any heard oꝛ locke, and with his Indians he gathe⸗ 
red great quantitie ofgolde , ſo that in ſhozt time he wax⸗ 
ed riche, and ioyned in company with one Andres de Du- 
ero a Marchaunt, and put in two thoulande Caſtlins foz 
his ſtocke. He was alſo highly eſteemed with James Ve- 
laſques and put in authozitie to diſpatch buſtnetle , and to 
giue 


the welt India. 
giue oꝛder fo2 edifices. In his time he canſed a money 
houſe to be built, æ alſo an Boſpital. At that time one Iuan 


Xuarez naturall of the Citie of Granada, carried to the 


Ile of Cuba his mother and thꝛe filters , whiche came to 
the Jland of Santo Domingo, with that vicequene the 
Lady Mary ef Toledo, in Anno. 1 5 09. hoping to marry 
them there with rich men, foz they were verie poze. And 
the one of them named Cathelina was wont to ſay, That 
the ſhoulde be a greate Gentlewoman:it was exther hy; 
dzeames and fantaſies, oz elſe ſome Aſtronomer hadde 
made her bel&ne ſo, but her mother was repoztedtobee 
very cunning. The maydens were beautifull , foz-which 
cauſe , and alſo being there but fewe Spanniſhe women, 
they were muche made of, and often feaſted. But (ortez 
was woer to the ſaide Cathelina, and at the ende married 
with hir: Although at the ürſt there was ſome ſtrife as 
bout the matter, and Cortez put in pꝛiſon, becauſe he res 
kuſed hir foz his wife , bat ſhe demaunded him as hir hul⸗ 


dand by faith and troth of hand: wherein James V elaſques 
did ſtande hir friende, by reaſon of an other fiſter ot hirs 


which he had, but of an enll name. It ſo fell out that one 
Baltazar Bermudez, Iuan Xuares, ę the two Anthony Ve- 
laſques, with one Villegas accuſed Cortez, that he ought to 
marrie with Cathelina, pet thoſe witneſſes ſpake of. euill 
will many things, as touching v affaires cõmitted to his 
charge, alleadging v he vſed ſecret dealing withcertaine 
perſons. The which cauſes although they were not true, 
vet they carried greaticolaur therof; Foz why many wet 
ſecretiy to Cortez his houſe, complapning of Iames V claſ- 
ques. Some betauſe they had not inſt repertitis of the cõ⸗ 
quered Indians, and otherſome not accoꝛding to deſerte, 
Contrariwiſe Iames V elaſques gaue credit to his talebęa⸗ 
rers,becauſc Cortez refuſed to marry w cathelina Xuarez 
t vied vncourtcous woꝛds vnto him in v pꝛeſtte of many 
* 
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that fwd by, and alſo commaunded him to warde. And 


when Cortez ſawe himſelle in the ſtockes, he feared ſome 
p2ocesoffalſe witneſſe, as manie times doth happen in 


thoſe parties. At time conuenient he bzake the locke of 


the ſtockes, and laide hand vpon the {wozde and target 
of the keeper , and bꝛake vp a winde w, eſcaping thereby 
into the ſtreete, and toke the Church foz Sanctuarie. But 
when laymes Yeu had notice therof, he was great- 
ly offfded with Chriſtopher Lagos the Jailer, ſaying that 
foz money her had loſed bim: wherefoze bee pꝛocured by 
all meanes to pluck him out of the @auctuary, But Cor- 
ez haning intelligence of his dealing, did reſiſt am 
withſtand his fozce. Yet notwithſtanding, one day Cor- 
tez walking befoze the Church dwze, and being careleſſe 
of his buſineſſe, was caught by the backe with a erge- 
ant called Iohn Eſquicr,and others, and then was put a⸗ 
boꝛde a Ship vnder hatches, Cortez was well beloued 
among his neighbours , who did well conſider the euill 
will that the gouernour bare vnto him. But now Cor- 
rez ſing himſelſe vnder batches , diſpaired of his liber⸗ 
tie, and vid verely thinke , that he ſhould be ſent pꝛiſoner 
to the Chante rie of Santo Domingo, oz elſe to Spaine, 
who bering in this extremifie , ſought all meanes to get 
bis fate cut of the chaine, and at length her got it out, 
and the ſame night he chaunged his appare ll with a lad 
that ſerued him, and by the Pumpe of the Shippe ber got 
out, not heard of anie his ke pers, climbing ſoftly along 
the Shippe ſide, he entred the @kiffe, and went his way 
therewith , and becanſe they ſhoulde not purſue after 
him, he loſed the Boat of another ſhip that road by them. 


The Currant of Macaguanigua, a Riuer of Barucoa, 


was ſo fierce,that he could not get in with his Wkiffe, be⸗ 


cauſe he had no helpe to row, and was alſo very wery,fea- 
ring tobe dzowned if he ſhould put hiumſelfe to the tand, 


wheres 
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-wherefoze he ſtripped himſelfe naked, and tied a nighi⸗ 
kercheffe about his bead, with certaine wzitings ap- 
g to his office of Notarie and Clearkſhip to 
the Treaſurer, and other things that were agaynſt the 
Gouernour Iames Velaſques, and in this ſozt ſwamme, 
to lande, and went home to his owne houſe , and ſpake 
with John Nuarez his bzother in law, and toe anctua⸗ 
rie againe with armour. Then the Gouernour James 
Velaſques ſent him wo2de, that all matter ſhould be faz- 
gotten, and that they houlde remayne friendes as in 
time paſt they had beene , and to goe with him to the 
Marres agayulft certaine Indians that had rebelled, 
Cortez made him no aunſwere, but incontinent mars 
ried with miſtreſſe Catalina Xuares, accozding to his pꝛo⸗ 
miſe, and to liue in peace. Iames Valaſques pzoceeded on 
his iourne with a great companie agaynſt the Res 
bels. Then ſaive Cortez to his bzother in lawe Iohn 
Xuares, bzing m&(quotþ he) my Launce, and my Croſs 
bow fo the Townes ende. And ſo in that enening her 
went ouf of @ancturie , and taking his Croffebowe 
in hande, hee went with his bother in lawe to a cer- 
faine Farme, where James V alaſques was alone, with 
his houſholde ſeruants, foz his armie was lodged in a 
village thereby, and tame thither ſomewhat late, a 
at ſuch tyme as the Wouernour was peruſing. 
Bocke of charges, and knocked at his dooze which ff 
open, ſaying: Pere is Cortez that would ſpeake with 
the Gonernour,and ſo went in. When Iames Valaſques

lat him armed, and at ſuch an houre, hee was maryeys 10e ere 


louſſpafraide, deſiring him to reſt himſelfe, and alſo to gaide. 


accept his upper: No Sir (quoth he) my onely com⸗ 
ming is, but to know the complaints vou haue of mee, 
and to ſatiſfie pou therein, and alſo to bee your friend 
and ſeruitoz, They then — Ws other, in _

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of friendſhip. And after long talke, they lay both in one 
bedde, where Iames de Orrelano found them, who went to 
carrie ne wes to the Gonernour, how Cortez had fledde. 
After this ſoꝛt came Cortez againe to his fozmer friends 
Hip with Iames Velaſques, and pꝛoteded with him to 
the Marres, but aſterward at his returne, he was like 
to haue bin dꝛoboned in the ſea ; fo2 as he tame from the 
Canes of Bani, to viſite tertaine of his ſhepheardes and 
Indians that wꝛought in the Mines of Barucoa, where his 
dwelling was, his Canoa oz little bote ouerthae in, being 
night, and halle a league from land, with tempeſt, wher- 
by be was put to his ſhifts, and fozcedtoſwim, and hap- 
ned to eſpie light that certaine Shepheards had, which 
were at ſupper nere the ſea fide, Byſuch like perils and 
dangers, run the excellent men their race, vntil that they 
arriue at the hauen where their god lot is pꝛeſerued. 


The diſcouerie of ow Spaine, 


Rances Hernandes de Cordoua, did 
J üirſt diſcouer Xucatan, going with 
SYZH|th:e ſhips foz Indians, oz elſe to bars 
ter. Theſe @hippes were ſet fozth 
+ REA Eby Chriſtopher Morante , and Lope 
Ochoa de Saizedo, in Anno 15 17. 
And although he bzought home no⸗ 
thing at that time but ſtripes, pet he 
bꝛought perfect relation, how the countrey was riche ol 
gold © ſiluer, and the people of the country clothed. Then 
lames Velaſques gouernoz of the Aland of Cuba, ſent the 
next vere following his kinſman, called Iohn de Grijalua 
with two hundzed Spaniards in foure ſhips, thinking to 
obtaine much gold and ſiluer foz his marchandiſe at thoſs 
places, which Frances Hernandes had infozmedhim: — 
tha 
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that Lohn de Grijalua went to Xucatan, and there foughte 
with the Indians of Campoton, and was hurt. From thece 
he entred the riuer of Tauaſco, which Grijalua had ſo nas 
med, in the whiche place he bartered foz things of ſmall 
value. Þe had in exchaunge golde, cloth of cotten wall, 
and other curious things wꝛought of ſeathers. Ye was 
alla at Saint Iolin de Vihua, and twke poſſeſſion fo2 the 
King z in the name of Iames Velaſques,and there alſo ex⸗ 
channged his Paberdalhe wares, foz Golde, and Coner- 
lets of cotten , and feathers : and if he had conſidered his 
god foztune, bee would haue plantedhabifation in ſo rich 
a land, as his company did earneſtly requeſt him, and if 
he had ſa done, then had he bin as Cortez was, But ſuche 
wealth was not foz him which knew it not, although he 
excuſed him ſelſe, ſaping, he went not to inhabite, but to 
barter oneiy in traffike of his Parchandiſe , and to diſco⸗ 
uer whether that land of Xucaran were an Jlande ,02 no. 
And findingit a maine land, and populous , he left off foz 
very feare. Likewiſe,ſome of his company wers deſirous 
to returne to Cuba, among whom, was one Pedro de Al- 


uado, who was farre in loue with a woman of that coun⸗ Men tangled 
rey. So they determined to returne, with re lation to the in fooliſhloue. 
Gouernoure of ſuche things as hadde happened till that 
dap, andſayled homewardes along the coaſt to Panuco, 
and ſo came to {uba, to the greate griefe of many of his 


company, Pea ſome ofthem wept with ſozrowe , that hee 
would not abide in that rich countrey. Ye was fine mo 
nethes vpon his voyage home warde from lande to lande, 
and eight moneths till his returne to the Citie. But 
when he came home, the Gouernoare hauing hearde of 
his pꝛoce dinge, would not loke vpon him, whiche w 
bis iuſt reward. |

little of Yucatan,x not finding Crijalua, he returned hack 
again to Cuba, which return vayned not wel foz the go- 
uernoꝛ, noꝛ pet foz Grijalua.Foz it he hadpzocceded foozth 
on his way to . Iohn de Vihua, hee had then met with 
whom he ſought oz, Elikewile cauſed him to haue inha⸗ 
bited there: but he excuſed himſell. alledging be had lot 
bis ankers,+ was therfoze fo:ced ai neceſſitie toreturne, 

And as ſone as Olid was departed on that voyage, Pe 
dro de Aluarado returned to Cuba, with full relation of _ 
the diſconerie, t bzought many things w him, wzought 
in gold, with ſtrange coloured feathers, and cotten wall. 
Che gouernoꝛ Iames Valaſquesreigiced much to beholy 
thoſe principles: And ali the @paniardes of Cuba 
wondered thereat,e likewiſe to heare the whole relation 
of the tourney. Pet the gouernour feared the returne of 
his kinſmen , becauſs ſome of his companie that came 
ficke and diſeaſed from thoſe parties, (aide that Grijalua 
meanednot to inhabite there, and that the people and 
land was great, and alſo how the ſame people were war- 
like : likewiſe the gouernour feared the wiſedome and 
courage 
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tourage of his kinſman. Mhereuppon he determined to 
ſend thither tertaine ſhippes, with ſouldiers and armour 
and other trilling things, thinking chicfly fo enrich him⸗ 
ſclfbybarter, and alſo to inhabite by foꝛce. Me requeſted 
one Baltazer Vermudez fo take that voyage in hand, who 
accepted the offer, but he demaunded thꝛer thouſand duc⸗ 
kets fc2 his furniture and pꝛouiſton. Their gouernour 
hearing this demaund, anſwered, that in ſuche ſoꝛte the 
charges would be moꝛe then the pꝛoſite: And ſo foz that 
time lefte oft that matter, becauſe he was couetous, and 
loth to ſpend, thinking to pꝛouide an army at other mens 
toſt, jas he had done befoze;, when Grijalua went firſt on 
that vopage, foꝛ at that time one Friciſco de Montezo did 
furniſh one ſhippe . And alſo cerfaine gentlemen called 
Alaunſo Fernandez; Porto Carero,Alaunſo de Auila, and 
James de Ordas, with many others, went with Grijalua at 
their pꝛoper coſtes and charges. It followed that the go⸗ 
uernour bꝛake the matter to Corte, and required that the 
vopage ſhould be ſet fozth betwixt them, knowing that 
Cortez had two thouſande Caſtlins of golde in the power 
of one Andres de Duero, a merthant, and alſo that Cortez 
was a man diligent, wiſe, and of ſtoute courage. Cortez 
being of haughtie ſtomacke, accepted both the voyage 
and the charges, thinking the coſt would not be much, ec. 
So that the voyage and agreement was concluded, wher⸗ 
vpon they ſent ene Iohn de Sanzedo to the kings tountell 


and chaunterp, refident in the Aland of Santo Domingo, 
l ho were then religious perſons) to haue and obtain of 


them licence, freely to goe and traffike into thoſe pars 
ties of ncwe diſcouery , and alſo fo ſ&ik® foz Iohn de 
Grijalua, foz they imagined that without him ſmall traf- 
ficke woulde bee hadde, whiche was, to exchaunge tri⸗ 
fles of Haberdaſhe foz golde and ſiluer. | 
The chiefe Ralers of 2 at that tyme

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in the kings counſell there, were theſe following, Segni- 
our Alounſo de Santo Domingo, Segnior Luys de Figue- 
r0a,and Segniour Barnardo de Munlanedo, who graunted 
the licence, and appointed Hernando Cortez foz captaine 
Generall of the voyage, and ſetter fooꝛth in company of 
James Velaſques. They alſo appointed a Treaſurer, and 
Surue pour, to pꝛocure fo2 the kinges poztion o2 parte, 
which was accozding to cuſtome one fifte part. In this 
meane ſeaſon Cortez pꝛepared himlelfe foz the Journey, 
and communed with his eſpeciall friends to ſee who wold 
beare him company : And hee founde tha hundzeth men 
that agreed to his requeſt, Yee then bought a Caruell 
and Uergantine , and another Caruell that Pedro de 
Aluarado bzought home. An other Uergantine bee had 
of Iames Velaſques: he pꝛouided foz them armour , ar⸗ 
tillery,and other Munition: he bzought alſo wyne, Ople, 
Beanes, Peaſe, and other vittailes neceſſary: hee toke 
vp alſo vppon his credite, of one Iames Sauzedo mathe 
Baberdaſhe, to the value of ſeuen hundꝛeth Caſtlyns in 
golde. The Gonernour Velaſques deliuered vnto him 
a thonſande Caſtiyns whiche hee poſſeſſed of the gods of 
one Pamfilo de Naruaiz in his abſence, aileaging that he 
had no ather money of his owne pꝛoper. And being in 
this manner agreed, the Articles and Couenaunts were 
dzawne and ſet downe in waiting , befoze a Notary, cal⸗ 
led Alounſo de Oſcalantes, the thz& and twentie day of 
Detobver, 1518. | | 1 
In this meane time arriuedat Cuba, lohn de Grijalua, 
vpon whoſe arriuali, the Gouernour chaunged his pur⸗ 
poſe and pꝛetence, fo2 he refuſed to diſburlſe any moze 
money,noz yet would conſent that Cortez ſhoulb furniſh 
his Nauie, Foz the onely cauſe was, that he ment to diſs 
patch backe againe his kinſeman and his army. Eut to 


beholde the ſtoute courage of Cortez, his charges, and lis 


beralitie 
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beralitie in expences, if was ſtraunge, and fo ſ& how ber 


was deceiued. And alſo to coſider, the flatterie and deceite The cover: . 


ot his aduerſarie, yea what complaints were made to the non an old 


Lo2d Admiral, ſaying that Cortez was ſubtil, high min⸗ 
ded, and a louer of honoz, which were tokes that he wold 
rebel, being in place conuenient, and that he woulde res 
uenge old griefes. Alſo it grieued Vermudez that he had 
not extepted the voyage, vnto whõ it was once offered, ſe⸗ 
ing the great treaſure that Grijalua had bꝛought, and what 
à rich land the countrey newly diſcouered was. Alſo he 
pꝛetended that the gouernoz would be chieftain of þ fleet, 
although his kineſman were not fit foꝛ y rome. The go- 
nerno2 alfo thought that he being flack, Cortez would als 
fo be ſlack. But yet he (@ing Cortez earneſtly pzocced, he 
ſent one Amador de Larez apzincipal man, to intreat him 
to leaue off p voyage(coſidering Þ Grijalua was returned) 
and Þ he would pay him al the coſts x charges that he had 
layd out. Cortez vnderſtading the gouernozs mind, made 
anſwer vnto Larez,that he would not leaue ofthe Jozney 


fo2 veryſhame, noꝛ yet bzeake the agreement made. And Courage of 
alſo if Velaſques would ſend a Naute foz his own actoũt, Cortez. 


he woulde be contente, fo2z(quoth hee) I haue alreadie my 
licence and diſpatcht of the fathers & gouernours, And thẽ 
he conferred with his friendes, to knowe their mindes if 
that they would fauour and beare him company, at whole 
handes he found both ready healpe and friendſhippe . Vee 
fought then foꝛ money,and twke vp vpon his credit foure 
M. Caſtlins in gold, of his friend Andreas de Duero, & of 
Pedro de Xerez & others. With d which money he bought 
two ſhips,s. hoꝛſes, and much apparrel, and begun to fur⸗ 
niſh a houſe, e kœp a god table foʒ cõmers ⁊ goers:he wee 
alſo armed like a captaine , and many waiting e attẽding 
vpon him, wherat diuerie murmured, ſaping that he was 
a Lozd without rente, In this meane while came 
| | = 3; -- Grijalua 
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Grijalua fo the Cittie of Sainte Iames de Cuba: but his 
kinſeman the Gouernour woulde not loke vppon bim 
becauſe her had left and fozſaken ſo riche a lande. Alſo 
it greened him inwardly that Cortez pzoceded thither- 
ward ſo ſtrong and mightie , and coulde by no meanes 
diſturbe oz let him, and to ſ& the great traine that way» 


ted vpon him, with many of them that had bene the other 


boyage with Grijalua: yeaif that hee ſhould diſturbe him, 
blodſhead would follow in the Cittie. So that he was 
fozced to diſſemble his ſozrow.Pet (as many affirme) het 
tommaunded that hee ſhould haue no victualls ſolde vnto 
him. Now Cortez departed from thence, pꝛoclaiming 
bimſelfe foz Generall, and that the Gouernour Velaſ- 
ques had nothing to do with his Nauie, requeſting his 
ſouldiers to embarque themſelues with ſuch vicualls as 
they had. Ye alſo bargained with one Fernando Alfon- 
ſo , foz certaine Pogges and Shcepe that were pzepared 
foz the chambles, and gaue vnto him a chayne of golde 
and bꝛouches foz payment, and alſo money, to pape the 
penaltie that the Butcher fell into foz not pzoniding the 
Cittie, And ſo he departed from Saint Iames de Barra- 
coa, the eighteenth of Nouember, with about th2& hun 
dzeth Spaniards in fire ſhippes. ;

Anthonies pointe, - whiche is the fartheſt parte of that 
Aland Weſtward, And he himſelfe went with his come: 
panie to Macaca, and bought there great quantifie ol. 
bꝛead, and ſome Yogges,ofone Taymaio. Then he pꝛocie⸗ 
ded to the Trinitie lande, and there bought an other 
Shippe of one Alonſo Guillen. And of particular per⸗ 
ſons he bought the Yozles, and fiue hundzed buthels.of 
Cozne.And being there at road, he had aduice;that John 
None: Sedenio paſſed that way with a Ship laden with 
vittails,foz to make ſale thereof at the Pines, Mhere⸗ 
vpon he ſent James de Ordas, with a Caruell well armed, 
fo2 to take him, and to bzing bim vnto S. Anthonies point. 
Ordas went and toke him at the Chanel de Iardines, and 
bꝛought him to the place appointed. Sedenio bzought the 
regiſter of his marchandice , which was great ſtoze of 
bzead, Bacon, and Hennes. Cortez gane him chaines of 
gold, and other peeces foz payment, and a bill fs2 the reſt. 
An conſideration whereof, Sedenio went with him to the 
Conqueſt. Jn the Trinitie Jiand Cortez gathered togi⸗ 
ther two hundzed men moze, who had bin in Grijalua his 
companie.,and were dwellers in that Jland, and in Ma- 
tancas, Carenias, and other Uillages,and ſending his ſhips - 
fozward,he went with his men by land to Hauana, which 
was then inhabited on the South ſide in the mouth of the 
riuer called Onicaxinall , but there they would ſell him 
no pzouiſion, foz fcare of the Ganernoz Velaſques. But pet 
one Chriſtopher Galſada, rent gatherer to the Biſhop,and 
receyuer foʒ the Popes Bulles, ſolde to him great ſtoze 
of Bacon and bzead of that Countrey called Maiz, and 
other pꝛouiſion, whereby his fleete was reaſonably pꝛo⸗ 
uided, ic. And then he began to diſtribute his men and 
D 3 vittailes 
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vittatles aboꝛd ech veſſell in godozder. Then came Al. 
uarado with his caruell, with his other friends Chriſto- 
plier de Olid, Alonſo de Auila, Friciſco de Monteio,t mas 
nyothersiof Grijalua his companie, who had bin to talke 
with the Gouernour Velaſques. And among them came 
ane Garnica;ſo called, with letters ſoʒ Cortez from V claſ- 
ques, inherein he w2ote, deſiring him to abide there, foz 
dat he meant to come himſelfe,oz els fo ſend vnto him, to 
treate of matters p2ofitable fo2 them both. 

Alſo che. ſaid goue rnaꝛ ſent other ſecret letters fo lames 
de Ordas, and others, requiring them to appꝛehend ex take 
pꝛiſoner Cortez. Now Ordas did inuite Cortez to a ban⸗ 
ket aboꝛd his Caruell, thinking by that meanes to catch 
Cortez in à ſnare, and ſo to carry him pꝛiſoner to the citie 
of Saint Lamas de Barocoa. But Cortez vnderſto p mat⸗ 
— hiinſelte to be very ſicke, and alſo fearing 
ſome vpꝛoꝛe, he — dis chip Admirall, aud ſhot 
off a pæce of Oꝛdinance, giuing warning to his nauie ta 
be ina readinefſe to make ſaile, and ta follow him to ſaint 
Anthonies point, which was don with expedition, t there 
in the Towne of Guani Guaniga, he muſtred bis men, and 
found fue hundzed and fiftie Spaniards » whereof fiftie 
were mariners. Pe diuided them into eleuen tompames, 
and appointed theſe perſons following foz captaines, that 
is to ſay, Alonſo de Auila, Alonfo Fernandez Porto Car- 
rero, James de Ordas, Franciſco de Monteio, Franciſco 
do Motla , Franciſco de Salzedo, John de Eſcalante, 
lolm Velaſques de Leon, Chriſtopher de Olid , and

cozne,biſket, hennes, wine, ople, peaſe, and other fruits, 
with great ſtoꝛe of Haberdaſh, as bels,necklaces, beades 

ol glaſſe,collers, points, pinnes, purſes, nedels, girdels, 

thꝛeed, kniues, ſiſlers, pinſers, hammers, hatchets,ſhirts, 

Coyfes, headkirchiefs, handkurchiefs, bꝛerches, coates, 

clokes, caps, Parriners beaches. All the whichmarchis 

diſe he dinided among his nauie. The ſhip admiralb was 

of the burthen ofa hundꝛed Tunnes. Other thꝛe ſhips 

of the burthen of eighty Tunnes the pcece. All the reſidue 

were (mall without onerloppe, and vergantines.. The 
deuiſe of this enſitme oz auncient, was flames of fire in 
white and blewe, with a red crofſe in the middeſt, and

They wond2ednot much te ſe our ſhippes 
and men, becauſe they had ſcene befoze ihnen 
in the ſame Nluer. Che behauiour of that people, and ſti⸗ 
mation ofthe Countrey, liked Cortez very well, © that 
leauing ſufficient guarde in his ſhippes , he manned his 
Uergantines and Boates, and carried with him certaine 
pieces'of Dzdinance, and with fozceof Dares he enterey 
the Kiucr againſt the ſtrrame, which was very great, ann 
pauing rowen little moze then halle a league;tbeyeſpied 
agreate Towne walled with Timber, andthe houſes 
made of mud wall, conered with ſtrawe. The Towne 
wall was verpe ffrong, with lope holes to offende with⸗ 
all. And befoze oure menne came heare the Towne,they 
mette with manye little Boates , whiche the Indians tall 
Tahucup, full of armed mene, hewyng themſelues dev 
firous of battaile. Cortez pꝛotirded fozwardes , and 
made vnto them ſignes of peace, declaring vnto them b 
his enterpꝛeter, that his comming thether was not to 
moleſt oz difquiet them, butonely to take freſhe watet, 
and to buy vicualls, as menne that travelled by Sea; 
and ſtode in node thereof, pꝛomiſing god paymente 
foꝛ anpe thing that they ſhouite take . The Indians hea- 
ryng their requeſt, pꝛomiſed to ſhewe their mellage to 
the Townefmen , and woulde alſo teturne with they:

Cortez alſo went ta a little Aland that ſtandeth in the vi⸗ 
ner , ts abide their aunſwere, ſo that eache pꝛetended to 
deceiue the other, foz the Indians demaunded that time, 


to the intent to carrye that nightawaytheir godes, and 
to put in ſaſetie their wines and childzen in the Moun⸗ 


taynes, and like wiſe to gather their men al warre to de⸗ Diligence ofs 
tende their Towne, Cortez alſo commaunded his Pars good Cap- 
gabuſhiers and Croſſebowmen to goe a lande vppon the ine. 


Jlande , and cauſed the Riner vpwardes tobe ſoughte 
foz wap, to wane over , ſo that theſe things were done 
that nygbte without anye knowledge to the tontrarye 
ſide, Andallthole whiche aboade abw2de the Shippes, 
tame vnfo Coreez , and thoſe who wente toſeke the paſs 
ſage, founde withinlefle then halle a league vpwardes,

. £hys newwes liked well Cortes, where bppon be ap- 
popntod two Captaines, whole names were Alonſo de 
Avila ,, and Peter de Aluarado, and to eache ofthem fif- 
tie menne. The (ame nighte her ſente certaine Sonl- 
dyers with a ſea compalle , to lie in an ambuſhe in ths 
wwodve whiche lfode- betweene the riuer and the fowne, 
foz two conſiderations, The one, bycauſe the Indians. 
ſhaulde-ſe , that there were no mos Spanpardes in 
the Jlande , then were the daye befoze, - And the other 
was, that hys menne hearing their watchwozd, ſhoulde 
allaulte the towne on the land ſide... And as ſone as the 
dap appeared, came eight boates of Indians armed, whers 
as care. Campe was pitched, who bzoughte a — | 
\ : 2 F 4 victua 
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vittaile, ſaying they could "— moze, becauſe that the 
inhabitants of the Towne: were fledde., with feare of 
them, and their defozmed veſſels, deſiring them to re⸗ 
turne abozd their Shippes, and not to diſquiet the peo- 
ple of that Countrey, The interpzeter aunſwered, that 
it was againſt humanitie to (uffer them to periſh with 
hunger, yea, and if they would heare the cauſe ol their 
comming they ſhould ſhoztly ſee what pzofite would re- 
dound vnto them. The Indians replied,that they would 
take no counſell of ſtraungers, and men whome they 
knew not. Likewiſe , they thought not god to — 
ſuch gueſts in their bouleg, foz they ſemed terrible, and 
ſuch as would be commaunders. But if they would needs 
paue water, they might take riner water, oz elſe make 
welles on the thoze,foz ſo didthey at their nde. 
Chen Cortez ſ&ing that wozdes pꝛeuailed not, bie 
 ignified vnto them that he woulde enter their Towne 
by fozce, to ſe it and their Countrey, fozto gine thereof 
relation ts the greateſt pʒince in the wozlde, who had 
ſent them thither ; requeſting them to be therewith con- 
tented, conſidering he ment not to diſquiet them: and 
if they would not permit the ſame, he woulde commend 
þiniſelfe to his Cod, and to the ſtkrengtþandfozce of his 
men. The Indians aunſweredagaine, that they ſhould 


| n thus bꝛagge in sthet menus land, foz in us 


wiſe they would permitte them to enter their Towne, 
And if with this warning they would nat depart, they 
meant to kill both him, and as many as were with yim, 
Vet Cortez ceaſed not to vſe all humanitie with thoſe 
barbarons people „ attozding to the commannyement 
and inſtructions giuen vnto him by the King of Cftill, 
Which was , to require thoſe people oftentimes with 


peace, befoze the attempting of warre , oz entring per- 
koꝛce into their Townes and Countrey, ſo that vet a- 


gaine 
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gayne he tonuited them with peace , pzomiling them li⸗ 
bertie with god entertainement,aſſuring them ol things 
p2ofitable both foz body and ſoule, and that they myghte 

actompt themſelues happie with the knowledge thereof: 
but if now they would refuſe his offer, he did then warne 
them to make them ready foz the euening, foz befoze the 
going downe of the Hanne, he did hope with the help of 
his Cod, to reſt and take vp his lodging in the Towne, 


en delpete o all the inhabitants thereof, who had refuſed 


his offer. | 

The Indians laughed at his falke,andſkozning at him, 
they returned to the Towne, to enfoʒme their fellowes 
of the pzide and madneſle that they thought they hadde 
hearde, Then the Spanpardes went to dinner, and ha⸗ 
uing well refreſhed themſelues, they putte on their Ars 


mour, and went aboꝛde their Boates and Uergantines,' 


looking foz ſome aunſwere from the Indians, and ſæœing 
the @unne decline apate, and no aunſwer, Cortez aduſed 


_ the @panyardes that lay in ambuſhe in the wodve,to' 


giue alſault, and he cmbarqued himſel ſe with his rapier 
and Tarcette, gyupng likewiſe aſſaulte with nere two 
hundzedmen , who comming anere the Towne walles, 
diſcharged his D2vinance, andlept into the water to the 


unte s, and began valiantly ts aſſault the walles and bul- 


warkes. The Indians ſæing their enimies ſo nigh vnto 
them, beganne tofighte with courage, ſhoting arrowes, 
thꝛowing ot dartes and ſtones, wherewith they hurte a⸗ 
boute twenty Spanpardes: pea, and though the fearefull 
noyſe of the Dzdinance did many times lo annoy them, 
being things ſo ſtraunge, and neuer befo2e ſcene of them, 
yet they fledde not from the walles, but reſiſted the Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtians valiantlipe, and ſuffered them not to enter the 


Tone that wap, ifthey had not bin aſſaulted in ano⸗ 
ther place. But when the Company 2 lay in ambuſh 


heard 
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heard the ſhoting of their fellowes, they began likewiſe 
their onſet, The Indians knowing nothing what was 
pꝛepared behinde their backs, and hauing alſothetr hands 
full in defending the entrance by the riuer: and the Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtians finding that part of the towne without reſiſtance, 


_ entred in with a terrible noyſe , killing as many as they 


met. Then the towneſmen vnderffod their ouerſight, and 


would baue remedied it, and fledde from the place where 


Cortez was gluing combat, whereby Cortez and his coms 
pany entered the towne at eaſe, without contradiction, (a 
that:hee and the other companyo! his Souldiers met tos 
gither at the Parket place, and expulſed all the Indians 
out of the towne, except thoſe that were taken pziſoners, 
and the carkaſes of the dead. Then the Chziſtians ſought 
the ſyoyle, and faunde nothing but. Turkie Hennes, 
— ſome things wzought of Cotten woll. but very little:

There was that day aboue fourethouſand Indians in 
fight and defence of the towne : There was much Indian 
blond ched, becauſe they fought naked, many were wouns 
ded,and fewe captiue.. Cortez lodged himſelfe with his 


arme in the chiefeſt Temple of the Jdolles, where was:

-houſe of enemies, but the poꝛe Indians durſt not once in⸗

Al that night Cortez ſlept᷑ not, but rather occupi- 

| ed himſelte in carrying the wounded men, and s- 
| ther ſtuffe abo2d the ſhips, and alſo fo diſenbarke 
thirtene Yo2ſes, and the refidae of his men that 
he had left abzod,the which he bꝛought fo paſſe befoze the 
Sunne riſing, although the Tauaſcans had notiſe theres 
of. When the Sunne was riſen, her had with his com⸗ 
pany made vnto G O D their. pꝛapers, and muſtered 
his men, where were at that time in Campe nears 
fine hundzeth Spanpardes, thirtcene Yozſes, and ſire 
peeces of Dzdinaunce : Theſe Yozles were the firſt that 
euer came into that Countrep, whiche nowe is called 
new Spaine. Ye planted his men and Munition in god 
oꝛder, and thus marched fozwards towarde Cintla. The 
Indians ſing this pꝛeparation, began alſo to make rea- 
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Care of a 
good Cap. 
ine. 


die, and to place in god oꝛder foztie thouſand men in fiue Fortie thou- 
companies : their meeting was in ploughed land among ſand Indians, 


many der pe lakes and pondes, very daungerous to paſſe, 
fo that our men by reaſon thereof were bought out of 
92der. And Hernando Cortez with his hozſemen went to 
ſerke a better paſſage, and to encloſe himſeife among cer⸗ 
taine trees on their left hand, foꝛ to ſet vpon the enemies 
when time ſhould ſerue. The fotemen pꝛotteded on, and 
paſſed many mariſhe groundes, vntill they came to the 
tilled. The Indians were expert in thoſe plates where 
they beganne the battaile , ſhooting with their bowes 
and llinges, and thꝛowing of dartes. Although our men 
did ſome hurt among them with their Croſſebows, hand⸗ 
gunnes and oꝛdinance, when they were in place to ſhot, 


pet the Indians purſued our men ſo thick, that they coulso 


not put them off,foz by pollitie, the Indians of Potonchan 
hadde (ought out that place: = it is to bee — 
- a 
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that they were not barbarous, noi of ſmall vnderſtan⸗ 


ding in warres., pet notwithſtanding with muche 
payne, our men gatte out of that place, and obtained a- 


intas they might die their Dzdinance , and fighte 
with their weapons bodye to body, But tze Indians bers 
yang fo greate a number, dzane our men to ſa narrowe a 
place , that they were fayne to iopne backe fo barks 
4 a; their owne defence, yea and fo; all that were in mar⸗ 
wellous great daunger, foz they had no rome to vſe their 
Oꝛdinance, noz vet Vozſemen to make them waye. 

They bepagin thys perpleritie, and readie to ſipe, ſud⸗ 
daynely appeared a Vozſeman with a ſpeckled ÞPozlſe, 
home they iudged tobe Captaine Morla, which ez ſe- 
4 mann ſette vppon the Indians, and made them retyze: 
am hauing moze ſpare then befoze , they ſette afreſhe 
— bppon the enimies, and le ms fome of them. An this 
meane tue the Pozfemanne vaved away , and was 
not (ene , andWith: his abſence the Indians beganne ae 
frelhe, and enctofed the Chziſfians in the ſame daun⸗ 
ger that they were in befoze-; then the Pozfemanne aps 
prarep againe nere dure menns, and made niarue lieus 
way among the enimies, wherevponour meu [&ing. 
this ſuccoure, gane the onſet againe with greaticaurage, 
and ſiewe and hurt many Indians, hut at the be ſt ſe aſom, 
the Yozſeman vanniſhed away cleans out of ſighte , and 
when the Indians fawe not the Bozſemanne , with fears 
ef whom theyfledde, thinking that he hadde bin a Cen» 
taure, and that the Yozſe and man wus all one incspo- 
rate, they returned againe with liue ly courage, and vſev 
our Chziſtians woꝛſe than they hadde done befoge.. Then 
the Yozſeman returned the chird time, and putte the In 
dians to flight with great hurte, whom our kotemon pur⸗ 
ſued with great ſlaughter. 2

Holy at this inflant-came Cortex with all his compas. 
ny ot hoꝛſmen, being wearied with the trauell in paſſing 
ſuch ſtrange lakes and wilderneſſe, whereof the country 
is repleniſhed. Our men being ioyfull of his comming, 
they began to enfozme him what wonders they had ſeene 
a hozſeman do, which came to ſuccour them, demaunding 
of him which of their companie it was. Cortez anſwered

nerallyit was amyzacle, as certainly it divappeare, foz. 
the Chꝛiſtians did not alone ſer this thing, but allo the 
Indians did much note it, foz the maruellous flerceneſſe

I laying : that it grieued him the hurt 
bone on both parties, but the faulf 
was theirs, And that God was 
witneſſe of his innocencie, and alſo 
of his curteſie offered vnto them. 
But notwithſtanding all that was

if incontinent 02 within two dayes, their Lozde woulde 
come vnto him, to peelde ſatiſfaction of their malice and 
ffubboznneſle, and fotreate of peace and friendfhip, wars 
ning and aduiſing them, that if they came not within 
the time appointed, her woulde enter into his Coun- 
trey,burning and ſpoylung with ſlaughter both great and 
ſmall, armed and vnarmed:with which meflage the mel⸗ 
ſengers departed, and Cortez returned to the Towne to

ent Indians to craue pardon foz their offence, and alſo 
licence to bury the dead, with likewiſe (afeconduct that 
their rulers and pzincipall perfons-might ſafely come 
vnto the towne.

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thevveſt India. 

f if their loʒꝛds came not perſonally,he would not heare 
any moze embaſſadoꝛs: with this rigoꝛous cõmande ment 
and pꝛoteſtatiõ they departed. Theſe Indians feling their 
ſtrength woulde not pꝛeuaile, thinking the Chꝛiſtians to 
be inuinſible, their Loꝛdes and chiefeft perſons did deter⸗ 
mine to goe and vilite the chaiffians and their taptaine. 
And actoꝛding to the time appointed, the Lozde of that 
fown and ether foure Lozts his neyghbonrs came vnts- 
Cortez with agedtrayne of their vaſlalsand-ſeruitours, 
and pzeſented vnto him, baead, turkie hennes, and fruites, 
with other like pꝛouiſion fo; his hoſt, with foure hundzed. 
pieces of gold of the value of 400,double duckets,w other 
ſmall iewels, andcerfaine Turkie ſtones of ſmall value. 
And twentie women flaues, toſerue to make bzeade and 
dzefle meate fo2 the whole army. Ve craued and beſeechen 
Cortez ts pardon. his fozmer offence, And toaccept and 
recetue them info his friendchippe. And in token ol his 
obedience , hee and his fellowes did wiltinglye deliner 
their bodies, landes and gods into his handes ad power, 
Cortez did louingly reteine them, t gaue bnto them cers 
taine trifles ot his warres, which they eſteemed much. And 
thoſe Indians hearing the hoꝛſes and maresney., they 
maruelled at their neying, thinking that the hozſes could 
ſpeake, and demaunded of the Chziſtians what they ſaid, 
(mary quoth they) theſe hozſes are ſoze offended with you 
becauſe ye fought with them, and would haue you cozrecs 
ted and chaſtened fo2 your ſo doing. The ſimple Indians 
bearing this, pꝛeſented roſes and Oynea Hens vnto p hoꝛ⸗ 
les, de ſiring them ts rate and to pardon them. 5

graunted to their requeſt. But now ſ&ing greater veſ⸗ 
fels and moe in number, we feared leaſt ye came to take 
our ſubſtance. And J knowing my ſelle infericur 
to any of my neighbours, would not permit injury to 
be offered me, and that he e his ſabiecs did eſteem them⸗ 
ſelues the moſt valiant of men of warre in all theſe — 
ties, and that none durſt take away their gods , 
men, and childzen, to bee ſacrificed by foꝛce, — 
be thought to withſtand thoſe fewe Chiiſtians,but(quoth 
be) A found my lelfe deceiued, (ing we could not kil any 
of your company, And likewiſe the bzightneſſe of your 
weapons did blinde vs,and the woundes you made were 
incurable, 

But the noyſe and lightning of your ozdinaunce dyd 
-moze amaze vs, then either thunder-clappes 03 tempeit: 
and alſo the great ſpople that you made among vs theres 
with : likewiſe your ſtraunge hozſes made vs greatly to 
wonder, to behold their open mouthes, wee feared to be 
ſwallowed. And then to tonſider their (wiftnclle in run- 
ning, we knew no creature could eſtape them. But the 
firſt hoꝛſe that fought with vs, put vs in maruellousfear, 
being but one, but when wee eſpied many , then all our

che of the vniuerſall did appertaine vnto him. And foz. 
theſe cauſes he required them to vteld themſe lues as his 
ſubiectes. And il they would doe fo, there ſhouldenſue. 
vnto them great p2ofite, lawes and pollicie. And as tou- 
thing their religion, he declared their blindneſſe & great 
abuſes which they vſed in woꝛſhipping many Gods, and 
in making ſatriſice vnto them with mana blond, yea and. - 
thinking that thoſe images and Idols, did 02 coulde doe 
god a etl! vnto them , being dumbe, without life oz. 
ſoule, yea andthe wozke oftheirowne bandes. Ve certi⸗ 
lied them ol one good maker of heauen and earth, and all 
creatures whom the chziſtians did woꝛſhip and _— 
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that all creatures onght to doe the ſame . In concluſion 
with this doctrine they bꝛake downe their Idols, and re⸗ 
teiued the crolſe, Cortez haning firff declared vnto them 
the great miſeries that the ſon of God ſaffred onthe crolſe 
foz mankinde. And in the greateſt temple of Potonchan, 


et vp a Croſſe in remembzance of the death ol Chailt,and 


telebꝛated the feaſt vpon their knees, and the multitude 
of Indians likewiſe, and departed to their meate. Cortez 
deſired them within two daies to come againe to 
their dinine ſeruice. And that day was Palme Þunday, 
And fo they did, and bꝛought an infinite number of men, 
women and childꝛen of other villages with, them which 
was ſtrange to beholde. And there generally their 
haſlalſhip to the king of @paine into the handes er- 
nando Cortez, with pzoteftation of perpetuall friendſhip 
with the Spaniſh nation. Do that theſe were the firſt 
vaſſals that the Emperour had in the new @paine. And 
this feaſt and ceremonie ended, our men tooke ſhipping 
with the palme boughes in their handes. In this doing 


© Corcez deſerued no leſſe pꝛaiſe then in his victozie, fo he 
. bled wiſe dome with manhoode in all his doinges: he left 


thoſe Indians with a new faith, and the towne fre and 


without hurt, de tone none fo2 llaues, noz pet any ſpoile, 


noz exchanged his merchandize fo2 any thing, although 
he aboave there twentie daies. The towne is called in 
the Indian tongue Potonchan, that is to ſay, a place 
that ſtincketh, and our menne named it, the Uicto⸗ 


Che 202d (as ye haue heard) was called Tauaſco,and 


| therefoze the fir® @paniardes that came thither, na⸗ 


med the riuer Tauaſco, but Grijalua called it after his 
one name, whoſe name and remembꝛaunte will not ſa 
ſone be fozgotten, And traely 4 thoſe that doe diſcouer: 
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ne we Countries, ought fs make perpetuall their owne 
names. This town doth containe neare ſiue and twentis 
thouſand houſes (as ſome (ay) but as euery houſe ſtandeth 
by himſelfe like an Jlande, it ſeemeth much bigger then 
it is indeed. The houſes are great, made of lime, ſtone, and 
bzick:others there are made of mud. wall and rafters, ano 
touered with ſtraw oz bozds. Their dwelling is in the 
vpper parts dt the houſe, foz the great mopſtneſſe of the 
riners and lakes, and foz feare of fire, they haue their 
bonſes ſeparated the one from the other, Mithout the 
tobone they haue moze fairer houſes then within, foz 
their recreation and pleaſure, They are bzowne people, 
and ap almoſt naked, and eat mans fleſh ſacrificed, Their 
weapons are bowes and arrowes,flings, darfes,and lan- 
tes. The armoz where with they defend themſelues, ars 
Targets and ckulles made of wodoz barke of frees, and 
fome of gold very thinne. They haue alſo a certaine kinde 
of harneis made of tolten woll wzapped about their ſto⸗

tame two little boates named Acalles, enquiring fo the 


Generali of the Flirte, who when theycame fo his pzeo . 


ſente, did humble reverence vnto him, and ſayd vnto him, 
that Teudilli the Gonernour of that Pꝛouinte ſent to 
knowe what people they were, and what they woulde 
haue, and whether they meant to ſtay there, oz pꝛo⸗ 
c&de further. Aguilar did not well vnderſtande that 
language Cortez cauſed him to come abozve his 
Shippe, gyuing them thankes foz their paynes, and 
vilitation; Mer made vnto them a banquet of Wine and 
Conſerua, and ſayde vnfo them, that the next day fol- 
lowing he woulde come alande , and falke with the 
Gouernonr , whom hee veſought not to alter him, noz 
his people with his comming a ſhoze , fo2 he meant not 
to moleſt him, but rather to pleaſure and pꝛoſite him. 
"To that theſe meſſengers were rewarded with cer⸗ 
tapne giftes, they eate and dꝛanke, but pet ſuſpected 
enill, although they liked the Wine well, wherefoze 


they defired to haue thereof, and alſo ofthe Conſerua, to 
pꝛeſent vnto their L03d, which was ginen them, and ſo 


departed. 

The next day beeing god Fryday , Cortez came 
alande with bis Boates full of menne , and bzought 
his Yozſes and Artillarie a ſhoze, by little and little, 
with all his men of warre , and two hundzeth In- 
dians df Cuba, which ſerued to foyle and laboure. 
Mee planted himlelfe in the beſt ſcitnation that her 
could ſinde among the ſandie Bankes on the Sea fide, 
and there pitched his Campe, and hauing neare 
ad wn manie tres , they buylt them Cottages with 
From alittle Uillage that was at hand, came manie 
Indians to gaze at things ſo ſfrannge, and the like neuer 


ſeen vnto Ry and bzonght —_ them gold fo barter fo2. 


ſuch 
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fach toyies as the two little Boates had bzought frong 
them befoze, They bzought alſo bzead and meate ready 
dꝛeſſed after their vſe like wiſe to ſell. Dur men chaun⸗ 
ged with them Bea-ſfones of Glaſſe, loking Glaſſes, 
Sillers, Kniucs, Pinnes,and ſuch other wares, wheres 

of the Indians were not a little glad, returning home to 

their houſes, hewing their neighbours. The ioy and 
pleaſure that theſe ſimple ſoules tone with theſe trifles, | 
was ſo great, that the next day they came againe with 
other Indians laden with Jewels ot gold. Turky hens, 


bꝛead, meate, and fruit, that ſuffiſedfo; all the Campe, 


and foz the ſame they retepued nerde ls, and Bead · ſtones 
of Glaſle, but the paze ſoules thought themſelues there- 
with ſy rich, that they knews not where they were 
with ioy and pleaſure, yea, and they thought that they 
had deceyued the ®traungers . owe Cortez (&ing. 
the great quantitie of golve bzought and bartered: ſo 
foliſhly fo; trifles of no valewe, pꝛoclaymes thzoughout 


all his hoſte; that no Chziltian ſhoulde take anie goide 


vppon great penaltie, e all ſhe we, 
as thoogd they knewe not to what purpoſe the golde 
ſerued, and that they paſſed not foz it, becauſe they 
ſhoulve not thinke that the veſire- thereof had bzought 


them thither, and ſo they did diſſemble that great des 


monſtration of golde, to ſee what was meant. theredy, 


and whether the J hadde bought that Golde, to 


p2oue whether ——— was fozthat.ozno. On 


The comming Caſter day in the mozning, came Teudilli the Gouernoz 
ot thegouer- tg — Campe rom Cotolta his dwelling plate, which 


was eight leagues from thence. He bzought attending 
vppon his perſon foure thouſande men without weapon, . 
and tye molt part well cloathed , ſome of them with gar- 
ments of Cotton, richafter their manner. And others 
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was ſkraunge to ſe, Teudilli actozding to their blante, | 
did his reuerente to the Captaine, burning frankinfenſe, | 
and little ſtrawes touched in the blod of his owne bodie, A firange : 
be pꝛeſented bato him ths vicuals, and certaine Jewels 'aucatiow | 
of golde verie rich and well wzought, and other things 

made offeathers verie curious, ſtraunge and artificial. 

Cortes embzaced him in his armes, and receyued him 

iopfullp, ſaluting all his companie. Me gaue to Teudilli 4 

toate offilke, a bzoch, and a toller of glaſſe, with manis 

other pieces of Naberdaſh wares, whiche was highly 

eftcemed ol him. 


The talke of Cortez with Teudilli. 


Uthe fozmer talke was had with» 
out an enterpzetour , becauſe Iero- 
2 2 nimo de Aguilar vnderſtode not 
tis language, becauſe it differed | 
much from the peach of the other 
| Indians, whereas he had bene caps 
tine: fo: which cauſe Cortez was 
—ſiomebohat careful „ becauſe b& 
would largely bane diſcourſed with Feudilli. It chaun⸗ 
ced that among thoſe twentie women ginen him in 
Potonchan, one of them dude talking withaſeruaunt > te lou“ 
of Teudilli, becauſe ſh& vnderſtove them as men ol her 
olone language. Cortez eſpying this, called her aſpde, 
and pzomiſed her moze then libertie, ſo that ſhee woulde 
be a truſtie and faithfull interpꝛeter betwixt him and 
thaſe Indians, and that he wouldeſteeme her as his we» 
cretarie. And further demaunded ol her of what linage 
(x was, then cher aunſwered, that ſher was naturall ol 
the Tonntrey that bazdered vpon Xaltxco,andof a — 
0 | ed 
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called Viluta, daughter vnto riche parentes, and ol the 
kinred of the Loꝛde of that lande. And being a little 
girle, certaine Perchantes did ſteale her away in tyme 
of warre, and bꝛought her to be ſolde at the fayze of Xi- 
calanco, which is a greate Towne nere Coaſaqualco,not 
karre diſtant from Tauaſco : and after this ſaꝛte ſhe cams 
to the power of the Loꝛd of Potonchan. This woman was 
Chziſtened Marina. She and her fellowes were the firſts 
Chaiſtians baptiſed in alt the newe Spayne, and He onely 
with Aguilar, were Interpꝛeters betwixt the Indiis and 
our men, 

Nowe Cortez being alſuredof his true Interpꝛeters, 
be celebꝛated his accuſtomed diuine ſeruice , and Teu- 
dill: with him, and after they hadde dyned in Cortez 
bys Tente inpzeſence of many @panyardes and Indians, 
Cortez enfozmed Teudilli howe that hee was vaſſall to 
the Loꝛd Charles of Auſtria, Emperour of the Chꝛiſtians, 
and King of Spayne, and Lozdeoner a greate parte of 
the woꝛlde, whome great Ringes and pzinces-did ſerue 
and obey : and that all Pzinces were glad to bie his 
friendes foz his Uertue and mighte. And hee hauing 
aduertiſemente of that Tountrep and Lo2de thereof, 
padde ſente him thyther to viſite him on his behalfe , and 
to intoꝛme him of certaine ſecrete matters, the effect? 
whereof he hadde in waiting. Sir (quoth Teudilli,) Jam 

The amſ*ere Very glad to heary tho Mate ſtie and Uertne of the Em⸗ 
ef Tenditli, peroure youre maiſter, but you ſhall vnderffande, 
that my Loꝛde the Empervure Melzuma is as greate 
and as godaPzince as he. And J doe murhe marneil, 
that there ſhonlde ber anpe ſo greate a Pzince: in the 
whale 'wojlde; but vet artoꝛding to youre requeſt, J 
will certifye hym , and knowe-bys pleaſure , fo2 J 
truſt (quoth her) in [the clemencie'of my Pzince „ that 


_ newes and meſſage ſhall ber acteptabie vnto bim, 
and 
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and you well recompenſedfo2 your paines. Cortez then 
commanded al his men to ſet themietues in oꝛder of bats 
tayle with phife and dzumme,and foſkjrmilh befoze eu- 
dilli. And that the Pozfemen ſhould runne,and the oꝛdi⸗ 
naunce ſhotte off, to the entent that Mutezuma ſhoulde 
be aduertiſed thereof, Che Indians did muche behold the 
geſture, apparell and beardes of our men, they meſes 

foſ& the hozſes runne, they fearedthebzigh ſe of 
fwozdes,andat the noyſe of the ozdinaunce they lell fla 
to the ground, thinking that the heauens did fall. And the 
chippes, they held opinion was the Cod of the ape called 
Quezalcouale,wi;ich came with the temples on his backe, 
foz they dayly loked foz him. Teudilli diſpatched the poſte 


to Mexico, tu Mutezuma , aduiſing him of all that he has 
{ne , and demaunded golde of him fo} to nine vnto the 


Captaine of that newe people. Becauſe Cortez had inqui⸗ 
red of him, whether Mutezuma had gold o2 no, he aunſwe⸗ 
red (yes) mary quoth Cortez, Jandmy ſellowes daue a 


tertayne diſeaſe of the harte, and golve helpeth vs. This The diſeaſe 
meſſage wente fromthe campo to Mexico in one dap and © — Spani- 


- anight, which is 2 10. mile, and the polte tatrisd paynted 
the hozſes and hozſemen vpon them, the maner of their 


armour, # howe many pertes of o2dinaunce they had, and 


what number of bearded men there were: and as fo2 the 
Gippes,he had giut aduiſe as ſwne as they arriued, ſhews 
ing the greatneſſe and guantitie of them, All theſe things 
_- afozeſayd, Ieudilli cauſed tu he paynted in tlothj of Cotton 
very liuelp, that Mute zuma mought ( it. The cauſe that 
this meſſage wente ſo farre in ſo ſhoꝛte a ſpace, was, they 
had certaine places that poſſes attended, as we may ſay 
hozſepoltes , which gaue alwaies from hand to hande the 
pavated cloth: they dde runne on fate faſter in this ſozte, 
then by hoꝛſepoſt, and is-moze ofantiquitie than hozſes 
paſt: Alſo Tendilk ſent ts — * garmets * —

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other things which WOES ginen him, which — 
were afterwards found in the treaſozie of POR 


ary T be preſent and anſwere that Murezuma

Fter the meſſage ſent,and the anſwer 
1.p20miled, I eudilli toke his leaue, and

men, and the departed faz Cotoſta his 

dwelling res The two Captfaines had charge to pꝛo⸗ 
nide h Chailtians of all things necefary, and the women 


ſerued to grinde their cozne and make bead of Maiz, 
and to weſſe their fiſh and ficſh and other vittails,and the 
men ſexued ta tarry the dzeſſed meate to the Chziſtiang 


b tampe, and wed, water, and graſſe tos the hozſce, and all 


other necelſaries,and this they paſſed t ight daies. In this 
meane ſeaſon returned the poſte with a riche and gentle 
pꝛeſent, which was many coucrlets and clothes uf cotten, 
white, and of ther colours wꝛongbt, many tuffes of legs 
thers very faire, and ſoma things w2ought.with gold and 
ſeatkera, quanfitie-of Jewcls 4 peetes of gold and ſiluer, 
two thinne wheeles,; the one of ſiluer which ware d 25. 
markes with the ligne of the Mone, and the other wheels 
of gold which wayde a hundzeth markes, made like vnto 
the Sunne, with many leaves and beaſts, a very curious 
pete of woꝛke, theſe two things they belde fo2 Gods in 
that country, t giueth them the colours of the me ttal that 
likeſt them euerx wherle was two pards ea half baaad, 
and ſo p;opozcionally in compaſſe rounde about, this pꝛe⸗ 
{nt was eſt#medat20000.Ducats, This pꝛeſent 5 
aue 
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hatte bene giuen to Grijalua;if he had not ſo ſone departed 
as the Indians repoꝛted. e alſo gane vnto Cortes this an 
were, that Mutezumas his Lohe was verre gladde to 
knom, to be friend to ſuche amighty as the King 
of Spayne was, and that in his time arriue in his 
toũtrey ſuch ne w people, the like neuer ſene befoze,and 
that he was readie to ſhew them al pleaſure. hanour, re- 
queſtinghim to ſ& what things he ode innexde of fog the 
time that be meant to abide there, as well foz-himſeifs as 
fox his ſhips, army and deceaſle, and it ould be pzouded 
abundantip:pea and alſo if he could finde any thing in that 


tountrey to his tontentment, to pꝛeſent to the Emperour 
ef Cxꝛiſtians, he would willingly pꝛouide it. And as tote The excuſe of 
ching the deſire that Cortez hod to come to viſite t to haus MMutenuma. 


tõmunitation with him, he thought it vapoſſible, «becauſe 
that he was fickly and coulde not come vnto the ſea coaſt, 
and like wiſe foz Cortez to come where he div abide, it was 


harde. trouble ſome and difficill, as well foz the many and 


tragged mountains, ae alſo the countrey, wild, deſart, and 
without habitation, and ſhoulde be tonſtrayned to ſuffer 
bunger, tiurſt, and other neceſſitie ; and mozeouer the en⸗ 
habitaunts of much part of the way that he ſheulde paſſe, 
were his enemies, both cruel t curſed people, andknowre 
ing the to be his friendes,they ſhould not eſcape with life, 
All theſe excuſes did Mute duma by the mouth ol I eu- 
alk declare vnto Cortes, thintzing to dꝛiue him trõ his pur⸗ 
poſe © pꝛetẽded iourney,alleaging the fozeſatd difficulties 
and perils, the Indians didalſs hope that with ſome cõtra⸗ 
ry weather they ſhould be foꝛced to leaue that coſt and coits 
trey. Notwithltaving this cõtradiaion, ſo much the moze 
. defire had Cortes tobiſite Mutezuma, whe was ſo great a 
. palace in that parties,e thꝛoughip to diſcouer the treaſure 
which he imagined to be ther. And hauing receiuedy pꝛe⸗ 
(ent,e alſo p anſwer, be gaue * Teudilli a garmẽt of his 
owne 
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ent weating, and many other tritles of his Yaberdath, 
tobe ſente vnto Mutezuma);, ſaying that if it were foꝛ no

ä der ade incurro the diſpleaſure of the King his 
— Wberefo;e he beſdught T eudilli pet once againe * 
to advertiſe Mutezuma of his confkant determinatis, by- 
tauſe he ſhealve viiderffande that her would not leaue off 
his pzetenved purpoſe foz'/any inconuenience that was 
odieced'bnto him. Alleagyng mozeoner,that he who had 
"+ men Doa leagties by ſea; monght well goe 50. leagues. 
dye, and confidering that he had many at his charge 
With latall pꝛouiſtom, and lihe wile his ſhippes in daun⸗ 
ger, de required that with all expedition the meſſengers 
| be diſpatched. Teudilliveſtrevhim to recreate him- 
dell, not to take anę grie fe, ſaʒ as much as hs himfetfe: div 
daply adfierfiſe Mutezimaof his pzoctdinges, tuen ſa 
with all expedition the full reſofution ſhoulde tome from 
Mexice,altbongh it were ſomewhat farre oF. And as foz 
his victuals, he hovide tas no care, fo abundantipy ha 
ſchoald be pzouided, And alla deũred him to ſo much as hs 
was not well placed among thoſe ſandy bannes, that it 
might pleaſe him, to goe with hint certainefownes as 
boute Fx v3 fenenloagues ird thence; Cortez refuſed that 
fer. wherevph Teudilli era Maas. __ ten 
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How Cortez knew of diſcord and diſſention

— B this meane ſeaſon, certain Indians 
were eſpied, that went lurking a far 

=. off among the ſandy hilles. And thoſe 
El came not nes“ e the Indians that ſer⸗ 

RW | ued the Spaniard, Cortez demaunded 
S| what people they were, andfo2 what 
z cauſe they went lurking ſo far off, and 
| f came nat neter vnto them. 

The two capfaines anſweret, that they were huſbands 


men, that went about their huſbandꝛy. Cortez lyked not 
their anſwer, but ſuſpetted that they dad told him alie:foz 


it ſeemed vnta him that thoſe people deſired to come ambg 
the Chziſtians,and that they durſt not foꝛ feare of the In- 
dians of Teudilli,and fo it was in very deede, Foz all that 
coaſt and maine land within as farre as Mexico, was full 
_ of the newes and Fraunge things that our men had done 
in Potonchan.Wherefoze they all veffredtoſ them, and 
to falke with them, buf they durſt not fo; feare of the 1n- 
dians of Culhua, whs are ſubiects vnto Mute zuma, wheres 
vpon Cortez ſent fine @paniarvs to tal them with ſignes 
and tokens of peace, This company ot Indians were in 
number twentie, and were glad to beholde thoſe fine men 
comminig towardes them, aud were deſtrous to ſt ſuch 


Arme people andſhips,wherefozethey came willingly... 


altogither vnto Cortez his Tent, 
Theſe Indians did differ much from alt the other In- 


dans vet ſeene, ſoʒ they were higher of perſon, aud had 
the grifies of their nofes fliffe , hanging oner theit | 
mathe, am rings of Jette and Amber hanging thereat. The Indians 
They had alfothety nether lippes bozed,an in che holes 
rings u gold, and Turky * weped 
. : 3 ; 
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that their lips hanged downe ouer their chinnes,and their 
teeth remained bare: The which cuſtome although they 
vſed foz a bꝛauerie, it ſixmed a foule and vgly fight in ths 
Spantards epes, and very loathſome. 

The other Indians of Mutezuma, had their lippes and 
eares bozed, With rounde ſtones hanging at the iagges 
thereof, pet they had not ſuch ſoule littes in their noſes, 
but they had ſuch. bozed holes that a man might put any 
finger ol his hand though them, with rings of golde and 
ſtone hanging thereat, the euillfanoured light ol their fas 
tes made our men to mule, 

Cortez communed With them by his interpꝛeter Nia 
rina, ta knowe from whence they were, they aunſwered; 
that they were dwellers in Zempoallan, a Citie diſtant 
from thence one dayes journey, ſituated vpon a river fide, 
and bozdered vpon the Tonntreyof Mutezumazin , and 
that their Cazike a3 Lozve had ſent them, to ſe what 
Gods were come in thoſe Teucallis, that is to ſay, temple, 
ſaving, allo that they durtt not come ſoner, not knowing 
what people ther were. 

Cortez made much of them and ſhewed acheretull 
tountenaunce vnts them, foz they (cemed very beſtiall, - 

be declarrd vnto them that bee was gladde of their come 
ming, and to knowe the god will chat their Lozde bart 
vnto him, and gaue them Paberdaſh toyes, and ſhe wer 
them the hoꝛſes and armour, a ſtraunge fight to them. 

And ſo they went thaongh the armie loking and gazing 
tere and there as men amazed . And in all the time they 
abode there, they vſednoconuerſation with the other In- 
dians. Cortez enquired ol Marina the cauſe therof, and ſhe 
laid, that thoſe men did not only ſpeak an other language, 
but alſd did appertaine to another Lozd, nh was not val⸗ 
(all to Mutezuma, but by ſoꝛce and extsztion. | 

Cortez was verie glad of thatnewes , fo; te ca 
red 
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fectared by the -talke of Teudilli,, that Mutezuma had 
warres and enemies, where vpon hee toke aſide th:ce 
of thoſe Indians which (emed moſt wyſeſt , and de⸗ 
maunded of them by. Marina, what Lozdes there wert 
in that Countrey: they aunſwered that Mutezuma was 
Loꝛde ouer all, although in euerie Citie and Pꝛouince 
was a Lo2de, pet neuertheleſſe all in generall did pay 
tribute and ſerue him as vaſſals, nay rather like flanes, 
But pet many of them of late dayes did reknowledge 
diem by fozce: of armes, and payde vnto him ſuch tolle 
and tribute that they were not accuftomedto pay, of 
which number their Lo of Zempoallan was one of 
them, and other his neighbours, who many times _ 
him warre, to be free from his tyꝛannie and bondage, but 
yet ſayd they,it pzeuaplednok, foz his hott was great and 
his warriours valiant | 
Cortez receyued great pleaſure to ſinde in that Couns 
trey dillention and diſcozd among ſome noble men, and 
at diuiſion among themſelnes, thinking thereby the bet⸗ 
ter tobzing his purpoſe to paſſe. Ve gaue thanke s vn- 
io thoſe Indians foz their aduile , offering vnto them his 
fauour, helpe and friendſhip, pꝛaving them to come often 
to his campe: and (otoke his leaue of them with his como 
mendations to their Lozde,andſent his certaine p;eſents 
with aduertiſement, that ſhoztly he wouldcome and fs 
NID alſo ſerue bim. 
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Ho Cortez went to ſuruey the: countrey; -'/; | 
withyfoure hundred men. 5 


the endok tenne dayes came Teudillz 
backe againe, and bzoughtcertainecloth 
of Cotton, and other things made of fea⸗ 
thers, well wzought, fo recompence of 
the thing ſent vnta Mexico. And wars 
ned Cortez to depart, foz at that time 
— — no remedy to ſeæ Mutezuma, and ta loke what 
was neceſſarie foz his pꝛouiſion and furniture, and it 
ſhould be pꝛouided, offering the ſame ſeruite at any time 
that hee ſhould happen to tome that way. Cortez would 
not accept the offer, ſoying : That be would not depart 
krom that Countrey. vntill he had both ſcene and talked 
with Mutezuma. The gouernour Teudilli vet againe res 
plied, that he ſhould not contend therein, and with thoſe 
wozdes departed from him. The next night following 
be with ali thoſe Indians, as well mcn as women which 
attended to ſerue and pꝛauide the @paniſh campe , went᷑ 
from thence:ſo that in the mozning all the cottages were 
emptie,whe re thoſe ſeruitoꝛs had beene, 

Cortez luſpecting this alteration,pzcuided himſelf with 
p2cparation foz batte l, and finding the matter contrary to 
bis expe dation. he delihe rated to ſcke a ſure toad oꝛ bar⸗ 
bo2 foz his nauy , and alſo a god plot o ſituation ta build - 
bpon,foz then he fully ment to obtaine perpetuitie, and to 
conquer the land,confidering that be had found ſuch great 
tokfs of gold plate, t other riches, and there about within 
a whole league copaſſe,was ſo fit place foz Þ purpoſe : foz 
why ? all was ſandy ground, e ſuch as toſſed to e fro with 
the wind, with other moziſh ground not meete fo2 habita- 
tion.

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Che hozſemen foke on their way, and when they came 
fo the hill toppe,they made ſignes ol peace vnto them, but 
the poze andfearefull Indians fledde with ſperde, yea be- 
ing amazed and in great feare tobeholde ſuche a monſte⸗ 
rous thing as a hoʒſeman, beleeuyng aſſuredlp, that hozſe 
and man was one thing incozpozate , but in they flight 
they were ſone onertaken, and they yelded themſelues, 
and ſo were all bzought vnto Cortez. 3 

Theſe men had in their eares and noſes bozed holes, 
with rings of golde hangyng thereat ,- fo2 ſo was the vſe 
of Zempoallan:they enſoꝛmed Cortez that the Citie was 
neare at hande. Cortez demaunded the cauſe of their com⸗ 
myng thither, the y anſwered, to behold and ſe ſo ſtraunge 
a fight. but why fledde yon then (quoth he: ) foz feare only 
fir ſayde they, of people which he knew not. Then Cortez 
willed them to put all feare aſide , and tolde them that be 
with his ſmall company woulde goe vnto their Citie to - 
viſite their Loꝛde, and to be acquainted with him: the In- 
dians ſapde, that the day was farre ſpent, and that it was 
late to goe that night to Zempoallan, but if it pleaſed him 
they would cenduct him fo a village whiche ſteode on the 
otherſide of the Riner and within ſight, and although if 
were but a ſmall village, pet there was reaſonable lod⸗ 
ging with meate ſufficiente foz his armie: their coun⸗ 
ſell (emed well, ſo they wente to that village, and when 
they were comen thether , the Indians traue d licence to 

oe 4 to aduertiſe their Lozde how the ſtraungers abode 
in that place, pꝛomiſing to returne the nexte day with an⸗ 
ſ were. Some of the Indians had licence to do the meſſage, 
the others abode there, attendyng and pꝛouiding foz the 
ne we geſtes, & in this oꝛder they were al lodged and their 
ſupper abundantly pꝛouided. That night Cortez foztified 
bimſelfe as ſtrong as mought be, and the nexte mozning 
came ahundzeth men laden = Hennes, ſaying _ 
wevs 
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their Lozd much reioyced _ comming, and becauſs 
he was ſo groſſe and vnwealdie, hee came not perſonally 
vnto him, but yet notwithſtanding he aboade in the cittis 
expecting his comming, Cortez friendly welcomed them, 
and with that pꝛeſent, hee and his company bzake their 
kaſte, and then pꝛocerded with his guides in god o2der, 
with two fauconets in readineſſe, if neede ſhould happen: 
and from that paſſage of the Riuer they had a faire way 
vntill they came to ansther Niuer, which being likewiſe 
waded oner,thcy diſcried Zempoallan, which toda myls 
diſtant from them, all beſet with faire Oꝛchards t Gare 


dens, very pleaſant to behold ; they vſed alwaies to was 


ter them with luſes when they pleaſed. 

TC pere pꝛocieded out of the Towne many perſons, to 
Gchold andreceiue ſo ſtraunge a people vnto them. They 
came with ſmiling tountenãce, and pꝛeſented vnto them 
diuers kindes of Flonres,and ſundzy fruites, which nons 
of eur men.hadheretofoze (ene. Theſe people came with⸗ 
out feare among þ Oꝛdinance, with this pompe, triumph 


and toy, they were receiued into the Citie, which ſeemed a 


beautifull Garden: fo the trees were ſo grene and high, 
that ſcarcely the houſes appeared. 

At the Citie gate ode many.grane perſons of nobi⸗ 
litie, as Pagilkrates of the Citie, who ſolemnely welcg 
med the ſtraungers. Hire Yozſemen,which hadde gone 
befoze the army to diſconer , returned backe as Cortez 
was entring into the Cittie, ſaying,that they had ſcene a 
great houſe and Court, and that the walles were garni⸗ 
Hed with ſiluer. Cortes commaunded them to pzoceens 
on, willing them not to ſhewe any token of wonder of as 
ny thing that they ſhould ſer. All the ftreetes were reple⸗ 
niſhed with people, which fade gaping and wondering 
at the hoꝛſes andffrangers. And paſſing thzough a great 
market place, ther ſaw on their right hand, „ 


the welt India. 
Yedhonſe made ol lyme and fone, with loupe holes and 
towers, whited with plaiſter that ſhined like uluer, being 
fo well burniſhed and the ſunne gliſtering vpon it. And 
that was the thing that the Spaniards thought had bene 
walles of filuer, I doe belcue that with the imagination 
und great defire which they has of golde and filaer,al that 
ſhined they deemed to be the ſame mettall. 

Within this great houſe was a long rew of lodgings, 
und on the other ſive fir oz ſeuen Towersone higher than 
another. They p2oc#ded an,dilſimulyng tbe errour of the 
filaec walles.nd followed their guide vntil ſache time as 
they came to the Loꝛdes lodging, who came fozth actom⸗ 
panied with many auncient perſons, t better attired then 
the other Citizens were, with two Gentlemen that ledde 
him by the armes. They ſaluted eche other acco2ding to 
the vſe of their coũtreys, and then entred into the pallaice, 
Where certaine pꝛintipall men conducted Cortez and all 
his traine to their lodgyng. + Captaine Cortez was lods 
ged in y houle which had the gliſtering walles, utuated in 

the markette place, whiche houſe was ſufficient foz him 
f — his companye. And when they were placed, 
and behelve the walles, they were aſhamed of their owne 
folly : fozwhere they thought thoſe walles had bene adoz- 
ned with filner,they found them cleane contrary. Cortez 


deuided his men, cauſed his hozſes to be trimmed, plans 4 * | 


fed his oꝛdinante at his doe, making himſelf as ſtrong as 

though be had bene in campe and utere his enimies. And 
commannded, that none of his men ſhoulde goe out of the 
Houſe without his expꝛeſſe licence vpd paine of death. Ths 
aficers ofthe Lozd pꝛepared a plenteous ſupper foz them, 
and bedding accozvying to their vſe.

Then came moe Indians in number then there were 
Spaniardes, with their courſes e ſernice of meate ready 
dꝛeſſed, and many bonghes of daintie fruits. In this ſoꝛte 
they were feaſted q bãketed fifterne daies moſt plftioully, 
The next day following, Cortez ſent vnto the @paniards 
certaine olde garments of the Spaniſhe faſhion, and ma⸗ 
ny other frifles, beſeching him to appoynt a day of confe- 
rence at his owne pallapte: woꝛd was ſent agayne that 
he was ready and very well contented. Wherevpon Cor» 
tez toke with him fiftte of his men all armed, and left the 
reſidue at his lodging in a god readineſſe, and appopn⸗ 
ted an vnder Captaine to gouerne them. The Lozde 
hearing of his comming, came out of his Courte into the 
fkreete to receiue him. And hande in hand they entred to⸗ 

gither into a lowe hall, whiche they vſe fo2 the extremitie 
of heate in that countrep, the plotte that the y buyld vpon, 
is raiſed a fadome from tze grounde, ſo that the y aſcends 
vpon 
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dpon ſteppes, and the walles plaiſtred with verie white 
lime, their tile is either of ſtraw, oz leaues of tres, very 
beautifull and ſtraungely wzought, and a god defence as 
gainſt the raine. The Loꝛd and Cortez ſate them downs 
vpon thzce fated ſtoles, made all of one pte, the Lozde 
commannded his ſeruitonrs to ſtande afide, and by their 
inferpzeters they began to commune of their affayzes a 
greatſpace,in demaunds and anſweres, becauſe {ortez 
defired to bee well inſtructedof the affay2esof that coun⸗ 
trep, and likewiſe ol that mightie king of Mutezuma. 

This Cacike oz loꝛd, although he were huge and laden 
with fleſh , vet in his demaundes and queſtions ſœmed 
' verie wiſe, The ſumme of all Cortez his talke, was to 
chewe the cauſe ol his comming thither, and who had 
ſent him, euen as he had done in Tauaſcoto Teudilli, and 
others. 

' This Cacike after he had heard Cortez attentiuely, he 
vegan a long communication, making his complaint, and 
opening his griele in this ſozt. 
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Ightie Sir , my Anceffozs lined a long time in The Indians 
great peace, libertie and quietnes, but of late pres complaint. 


my countrep and Citie was deſtroyed by tyzannie, 
| becauſe the Lozdcs of Mexico Tenuchtitlan with their 
men of Culhua, did not only vſurpe mycitie , but alſo my 
tands by fozce ofarmes,inſuch ſoꝛt that my power coulde

Chen the Loꝛd commaunded eight maydens to be cals 
led, who were very well apparelled after their maner, 
their attire was much like the Moriſcafaſhion, (the ons 
of them was moze coftly apparelled then the others) and 
ſaid vnto Cortes, all theſe maydens which vou here ſ> 
are gentlewomen,noble and rich, and this maiden which 
is beſt attyꝛed, is a Ladie of Waſſals, and my bzothers 
daughter, J doe pzeſent her vnto pou (meaning that Cor- 
rez ſhould marr her) and the others pon map beſtowe 
dpon the Gentlemen in your companie,in a token of pers 
pe tuall loue and frienſhip. c 
Cortez reccined the pꝛeſent with thankes, becauſe hes 
would 


doe you any pleaſure,and to defend von againlt your ene⸗ 
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would not offend the giner thereof. And ſo departed with 
their women riding behind them, with many Indian wo⸗ 


men to wait vpon them, andmany Indian men to beare 
them companie,and to purneyall things neceſarie.

. | poallan, they came to Chiauiztlan, and pet 

= | the ſhips were not arrined. Cortez mars 
£<) uelled at their long tarrying in ſoſhozt a 
%? ieurney. There was a village within hot 

— of a hargabuſh, from the rocke called 
Chiauiztlan,ſtanding vpon a hill. Cortez hauing little 
to do, went thither with his men, and the Indians oz Zem- 
poallan, who certified Cortez that the village was apper⸗ 
tayning to a Loꝛd oppꝛeſled by Mutezuma. They came 
ts the fate of the hill, without ſight of any man of the 
towne, except two, that Marina vnderſt@te not, and go⸗ 
ing vp the hill, the hoz{men to fauour their hozſcs would 
alight, becauſe the aſcending was cragged and euill way, 


orte commaunded that they ſhould not alight, becauſe 


the Indians ſhould thinke that there was no place high 
noz lowe, but that theſe hozſes houlde and coulde come 
vnto it. So by little and little they came into the towne, 
and finding nacreature there , they feared ſome decepte, 
pet appzoching-furthet, they met with twelue auncient 
men, which bzought with them an interpzeter, who vn⸗ 
derſtode the language of Culhua and the ſpeach of 
that place , which is the language of the Totonaquez, 
oz inhabitauntes of the Mountaines. Theſe auncient 
menne declared that the cauſe of their going out - 
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the fawne , was becauſe that they had neuer ſene anye 
ſach men as the Spantarves were, noz yet heard that as 
ny ſuch had paſſed that way, wherefoze with feare they 
had fledde from thence, But (quoth they) when theLozy 
of Zempoallan aduertiſed vs, how you did hurt no bodpe, 
but rather being a people god and peaceable , then wee 
were well aſſured who ye were, when we ſaw you come 
toward vs, And wer are nowe comen vnto you on the be- 
halle of the Lozd,tob2zingyou to your lodging. 
Cottez gaue them thankes, and went with them to a 
tertaine place where the Lozde was abydyng their com⸗ 
ming well accompanyed : he ſhe wed vnto the Chꝛiſtians 
great god wil, and marue lled to ſe thoſe ſtraungers with 
their long beareds. | To 


The Loꝛd toke alittle chafingviſhe in his hande ; and A firaunge | 
calf into it a certaine gum which ſauoured inſweete (mell ſalutatios. 


much like vnto frakinſence. And with a ſencer he mocked 
Cortez, with the ceremony they vſe their ſalutations to 
they2 gods and nobilitie. 
This done they ſet them down, and Coxtez enfozmed 
him of the cauſe of their comming into that country, as he 
had done in all other places where he had bin. | 
The Cacike certified Cortez eut᷑ as the Loꝛd of Zempo- 
illan had done, but he ſtod in great feare leſt Mutezuma 
Goulde be offended foz receyuing and lodging him with⸗ 
in that fowne, without his commaundement, and being 
in this commtfhicatton, ſodeinly appeared twentie men 
entring where they ſate, wcertain wands like cudgels in 
their hads, which did ſignifie p they were rent gatherers, 
and in ech other hand, a fly flap of fethers,the Cacike t his 
. company were (0ze afraide. ( ortez demaunded wheres 
loze he ſo altered himſelt, he anſwered, bicauſe theſe twety 


Indians were tolleders of Mutezuma, and that he feared 


that they would complayne of him, haning founde thoſe 
| D Chziſtians , 
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Chzilfians there, hee feared likewiſe cruell puniſhment 
foz the ſame. Cortes comfozted him, ſaping that Mutezu- 
ma was his friend, and that he woidſs vie the matter that 
be ſhould receiue no blame at all, but rather that Mutc- 
zuma ſhould gine him thanks. fo that which he had done: 
And if Mutezuma did not, 02 would not ſo actept᷑ it, that 
then be wold defend both him and his ſubie tts, foz(quoth 
he) euerꝑ one of my me is ſufficient ſoꝛ a thouſand Mcx1- 
cans, as Mutezuma himſelſe was well enfozmedby the 
late warres at Potonchan. 

Pet foz and notwithſtanding all this talke, the Loꝛde 
and all his folke were in great feare , and meant fo ariſe 
and to lodge the receiuers. Cortes would not ſuffer him, 
and becauſe (quoth be) chou ſhalt ſ& what I and my men 
tan dw, commaund thy ſe ruaunts to appꝛehend and take 
pꝛiſoners theſe reteiuers of Mexico, and J wil abite hers 
with the, in ſuch ſozt that Mutezuma with all his power

Wiith the courage that hee reteined at theſe wozds, | 
he commaunded to laie hand vpon the Mexicans, and bes 
cauſe they defended themſe lues, they were ſoꝛe beaten, 


The receĩuets and laide cuery one in a ſeuerall pziſon, and bounde them 
pur in priſon. ta a great poſte, whereat they were tied by the th2oate, 


fecte and handes, and being in this ſoꝛte impziſoned, they 
aſkedof Cortes whether they ſhould kill them, Cortes re- 
quefted that they ſhould not be ſlaine, hut that they might 
remaine as they were, with god watch, dat they might. 
noteſcape. Then they were bzonght into a ball in the 
Spantards lodging, and were placed round about a gov 
fire, but pet bound hand and fote with gard ol watchmen, 
Contes alſo appointed certaine of his men to watche the 
hall deze, and then went to his lodging to ſupper, where 
he and his company was wel pzouided at the Cazikcs fars

The @paniards handled þ mat- 
terſo well, tyat they ful filled his deſire, and bzought two 
ol them to Cortes his chamber, who leked vpon them as 
thongh he had not knowen them, and willed Aguilar and 
Marina to dema ud who they were, and what they would 
haue, and why t ey had bin in pꝛiſon. The anſwered, that 
they were vaſſals of Mutezuma,andy they bad the charge 
to receine certaine fributes, that thoſe of that towne and 
p2onince paide vnto their Lozd. And alſo (quoth they) we 
know not fo2 what cauſe we are now impziſoned and ſo e⸗ 
nelly vſed; Me rather wonder to ſeo this new cuſtom and 
madnclle, foz in time paſt theſe men were wont to weete 
vs ( reteiue vs with great honour e curteſie, ſhewing all 
ſeruice and pleaſure, Therfoze we thinke that the cauſe of 
tzis alteratid is though the tauour of vou & your compa⸗ 
np, who-beare þ name of immoꝛtality.

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no: vet te abide in tze hands a enemies wherein he

ſozrowfull that his olde, faithfull, and truſtie ſe ruaunts, 
ſhould haue ſucha reward faz their god ſeruite. 
Cortez anſwered that it græued him much, that Ma- 


noz pet his ſeruaunts euill entreated, ana that he 
haue as much rare ouer them as of his owue, ; willing 
them to pꝛaiſe the God of heauen, and to be thankfull t 


to him that had commaunded them to be let at libertie, in 


the grace and friendſhip ol Mutezuma, he certified that in 
all haſte they ſhould bee diſpatthed ſoʒ Mexico withcers 
taine buſineſſe, therfoꝛe (quoth-he) get you to meate,and 
make pon ſtrong to take in hand that journey, truſting te 
your fete, leaſt ye ſhould be taken againe to your great 
perill and daunger, Jwistheir:meate was lone eaten 
with the great haſte they had to be gone. 

Cortez bzought them out of the fowne and gaue them 
victuall to carry with them. And charged foz the libertie 
and curteſie ſhe wed vnto them, that they ſhould ſigniſie 


to Muteſuma their Lozde, how that hee was his aſſured 


friend, and that after he had vnderſtanding of his fame, 


- godnes and mightie power,he much defiredto ſerue hum, 


pea and that he helde himſelfe happie, to finde himſelfe 


bl ſuch a time and ſeaſon ta loaſe thoſe his ſeruants, and to 


ſew therein his god will. like wiſe he would dw all that 


lay in him to pꝛeſerue the honoz and autbozitie of fo great 


a Pꝛince as hee was, and alſo to defende his ſubiects, and 
to loke to his affaires as biz owne pꝛoper, although his 
highneſſe did little eſteeme his friendſhippe, as appea⸗ 
red by Teudilli, who departedfrom him without bidding 
him farewell, and likewiſe abſenting all the people of 
the ſea coaſte, yet this notwithſtanding hee would — 
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let ts dw him ſerutce at all times when occaſion ſhoulde 
ferue, and to pꝛocure by all meanes poſſible nis grace, fa⸗ 
nour, and friendſhip;-and that ber was fully perſwaded, 
that his highneſſe woulde not tefuſt his god will and 
friendſhip, conſidering that with his acauaintante, God 
had done much foz him, to mete with a ſeruaunt 'of the 


_ '- Emperours, foz thereby he might know great ſecrefs of 


holy things, and alſo-:receiue great benefites, ifthen bee 
wold refuſe the:ſame he faultHould be bts :but-yetnots 
withſtanding hee truſted in his wiſedome, that conſides 
ring the thing well, he would be glad both to ſ him, and 
talke with him, and alſo to be friend and bzother with the 
- King of Spaine, in whoſe happie name, both he e his com⸗ 
- pany were come thither. And as touching his ſeruaunts 
that remained in pꝛiſon, he would ſo vſe the matter, that 
they ſhould eſcape all perill, pzomiſing alſo to ſet them at 
libertie to pleaſure him, and that incontinent hee would 
bane done it, but onely betauſe hee would not offende the 
Lozdbfthe Towne: who had friendly entertained him 
with great turteũe, foz which cauſe hee woulde not pꝛe⸗ 
fume to controll him in his owne houſe, no2 pet to ſhewe 
himlſeife unt hanklull. Dhe: melſengers departed with 
this meſſage very glad and ioyfull, pꝛomiſing to accom⸗ 
plith faithfully the charge committed vnto him.

pet deſerued any tozrection in the fac; which was ſeruice 
tothtir amg: but i ſa much as they (hall not fle as the 
ottzer two haue done, deliuer them vnto ine » and JF will 
take them to mpcuſtodie and charge. 

Upon this requeſt the eightæne paiſoners were deli- 
ueros vnto Corte d, -whoi!ſent them abozd his Shippes, 
and there commaundedthem to bee put in pꝛons. The 
Loꝛde and his caunſelloꝛs fearirig what might followe, 
entred into councell what was beſt to doe, conſidering 
that they certainely bel@ued; that the two pziſoners 
which were eſcaped, wouldcertifle in Mexico the ſhame 


and cruell entertainment done vnto them; Dome res 


plyed that it was iuſt and requiſite to ſende vnto Mute- 
zuma his tribute, with other pꝛeſents, to mittigate his 
anger, and to excuſe them, and accuſe the 

were the cauſes of the appzehenſion of his officers „ and 
to craue pardonof their errourand ouerſight which they 
had committed as madde men. in diſhonour of the males 
ſtie of Mexico, Others anſwered againe, that it wers 


Diuers opin+ much better to caſt off that yoke of bondage and ſlauerie, 


ens in collell and to gius no longer obedience ts the Mexicans, who 


were both cruel and wicked tyꝛants, and allo conſidering 
that now they bad on their fide thoſe balfe Gods, and in⸗ 
nincible hozſemen , ſaping like wiſe that they (Gould not 
want many others their neighbozs and bozderers to help 
and ſuccour them. 

Jn this ſoꝛt they reſolued themſelnesfully to rebell, 
and not to loſe ſo gov an occaſion, wherevppon they bes 
ſought Hernando Cortez to be their defender and Caps 
taine , conſidering that foz his ſake they had begun that 
enterpꝛiſe, and whether Mutczuma Ghouldpzepare his 


armie agavnſt them oʒ no, yetthey on their part mw 
ulle 
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fally pꝛetended fo hold him warre, and to delt from ſers 
uitude. 

God knoweth how glad Cortez was to heare this mat⸗ 
ter, 'foz he well weyed that it was the high way to bis 
journeys ende: pet diſemblingthe cauſe, he anſwered 
that they would well loke to the thing which they meant 
tofake in — becauſe(quoth be) J vnderſtande that 
Mute uma is amightie-Pzince, but if ye will valiantly 
pꝛoceede, J wilt bee your Captaine, and ſafely deſende 
vou, fo2 I doe moze effeeme pour friendſhip, then the god 
will of Mutezuma, which A nothing care .fo2 : there- 
foze let mee knowe what number of men of warce per 
are able ts make. Mir (quoth they) among all dur friends 
wee are able to make a hundzeth thouſande menne 
of warre. J like that well (quoth Cortez) wherefo2e ins 
continent ſende pour poſtes, with aduice vnto all your 
friendes in league agaynſt Mutczuma, and certifie them 
of this agreement and ſaccour of: the Chaiſtians , not 
(quoth be) that J ſtand in neede of your helpe, foꝛ J alone 
with imp compante, are able to ſcande agaynſt thoſe of 
Culhua, although there were as many moze, but reaſon 
required that theyſhoulde be warned of pour pꝛetente, 
and to be in readineſſe foz the ſame , fearing leaſt Mute⸗ 
zuma might ſendbisarnue vpon a ſudden, and find pon 
vnpꝛouided. 

Mlith this adnice and entouragement ot Cortes, and 
alſo they themſelues being a people headie, and of (matt 
cofocration, they diſpatched incõtinent their meſſengers 
to al the townes and villages ofnctghbours and friends, 
aduertiſing them what thep had determined, exalting the 
ſtraungers abone the cloudes, 

And by this m2anes rebelled many Cacikes, and towns, 
and al the whole mountains, ſo that there was not left as: 
pycoliectoz oz other officer in Mexico in at thoſe bozders, 
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with open pꝛoclamation of warres againſt Mute uma, 
and all his adherents. 

Cortez his intent was an the other ſide, to ſtir v theſe 
Indians, to get both their gods, willes; and landes. ſoꝝ o⸗ 
ther wile, he could not well bꝛing his matter to paſſe; he 
only cauſed the officers of Mutezuma to bee taken piſe- 
ners, and to be loſed againe, he fained a great lone to Mu- 
tezuma, and ſtirred his ſubieas againſt him, he offered fs 
be their deſendsur, and left them rebelled, to —— 
that theyſhould ſtand in nerde of him. 


The foundation of theriche Towne ; 
called Vera Crux. 


T this inlfant the Flete was arriued at the pozt, 
then went Corte to viſite them, and carried with 
him many Indians of the Rebels, both of p towne, 
and alſo of Zempoallan, who did god ſeruice to tut 
downe timber, and to carry ſtones to the place appointed, 
lo the building of the Citie, named the rich Towne ol 
Vera Crux, accozding to the determination, when the ol⸗ 
ficers were appointed foz2 the ſame, and choſen in . lohn 
de Vihua, and in god oꝛder made repertition to the inha⸗ 
bitants of the ground, and plottes to build vpon. 

They appointed alſo a place foz the high Churche, a 
Market place, a Towne houſe, a Gayle, ſtoze houſes, a 
Kay oz Wharfe, to lade oz vnlade, a butcher row,e other 
places neceſſary to the god gouernement and pollicie of 
@ Towne, Lhey alſo dzewout a plot to build the Caffle 
o2 Fozt on, neare the roade in a plate tonuenient, and in 
this ſozt began their wozke, and their houſes made with 
mudwall,foz the earth there is god foz that purpoſe, 
Aud euery man being thus occupied in this new wozke, 
came 
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came from Mixico two kinſmen of Mutezuma, with 
other foure graue learned menne fo2 Conncellours, and 


many ſeruing men that attended vppon them, as Ambaſ- Lmbaſſad ore. 


ſadoꝛs from Mutezuma, they pꝛeſented vnto Cortez cers 
tayne cloth of Cotten well wouen, and feathers curi⸗ 
ouſly and finely wzoughte , other peeces of golde andfil- 
ner wzought , and a Caſket of graines of golde, as they 
were founde in the Pynes not molten, which wayed als 
together two thouland eninetie Caſtlina, and ſaid y Mu- 
tezuma hadde ſente him the golde in the Caſket, to cure 
theyꝛ diſeaſe , and woulde gladly knowe how they fa- 
red, giuing alſo vnto him moſt hartie thankes, foz loſing 
his two houſholde ſeruanntes, and pzeſeruing the others 
from laughter, beſieching him to make accompte , that 
be woulde doe the like in anye affayzes of his, deſiring 
him alſo fo pzocure the libertie of the other eyghtene 
Pꝛiſoners: and becauſe thoſe Indians hadde entertayned 
him well in their houſes , he did parton they2 vp202e, 
vet notwithſtanding he knewe very well that they were 
ſuche a kinde of people, that in ſhozte ſpace they woulde 
committe ſome other offences , whereby they might bee 
chaſtened foz all together euen as a Dogge deſerueth 
ſtripes. And as concerning the reſt of his requeſt, 
they2 Loꝛde was not well at eaſe , and alſo occupied in 
matters of warre of great impoztaunce , whereby at 
that pꝛeſente, there was no remedie fo viſit eache other, 
— in pꝛoteſſe of time his deſire ſhoulde be accompli⸗ 

d. 

Cortez welcommed them friendly and iayfullp, and al⸗ 
ſo lodged them in Cottages nere vnto the water ſide, and 
ſent loꝛth with foz the Lo2de of Chiaut⸗tlan, that had re⸗ 
belled, who came at his commandement. Cortez ſapd vnto 
bim, lo ſe what troth J haue vſed with thee, foz Mutezu- 
ma dareth not to ſend any army, — —

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perſon where J am. Therefozefrom this daye fozwarde 
pou andall-youre lignage and friendes maye accompts 
your ſelues free and exempt from the ſeruitude af Mcxi- 
co, without rendering the tributes accuſtomed. Þe res 
quefied to ſet at libertie the pziſoners, and to reffoze them 
to the Ambaſſadoꝛs of Mutezuma. This Cazike willed 
Cortes, to doe what pleaſed him, fz ſaide he, euen as wee 
bane choſen you foz oure Captaine, we will not exceeds 
one tote of youre commanntemente:wherevppon he res 


turned home fo his towne , and the Ambaſſadozs toward 


Mexico,all pleaſed and contenf, 

-Nowe fame ftew ab2oade,blazing that Mutezuma "Wa 
red the Ch2iſtians,wherevpon all the Teronaques pzepas 
red themſeluesfoz the warres, taking cleane awaie from 
Mexico, their tribute andebeTience. 

{he Ambalſadszs departed fozm Cortes with theyz.

the fields, and flew their huſbandmen, 
and tobe many p2iloners, The Towne of Tizapanſinca, 
Toth confins with the Totonaquezand with þ grounde of 
Zempoallan, and is a god ſtrong Xowne, ſ(cituated 
nere

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atere the Niuer, and hath a fo2t ſfanding vyon a high 
rocke. And becauſe this towne was ffrong,and planted as 
mong them'who were alwayes: ſeditious and Rebelles, 
Mutezuma placed there his garviſon, who ſing the offis 
ters of retepuers and anditours come flying thither foz 
pelpe;being perſetuted of the rebels, they went out to pa⸗ 
tiſie the rebellion, and foz to chaſten them, they burned 
and deſtroted 'whatſocuer they found, and alſo þad taken 
many pꝛiſoners. 
Cortes hearing this newes, departed foward Zempoal- 

hn; and frum thente in two dayes tourney with a great 
arinp ol Indians Tizapanſinca, which ſtod eight leagues 


andmozefrom that citie. 
The garriſon of Culhua came into the field, thinking 


tu baue bad battell oneiꝝ with thoſe of Zempoallan, but The valiant 


when they ſawe the Bozſemen, and the bearded men, 
they loft their courage, and beganne to tlie as faſt as 
they might poſſible ; their ſuccour being nere , they 
were ſone in holde: they woaldbane entred into their 
Caſtell, but foz the ſwiftne lt of the hozles which ſtopped 
their way, 
And when the hoꝛſes could not aſcend vp vnto the fozf, 
+ Cortczalighted with other fore a his men, and among 
the pꝛeaſle of the tawneſmen gat into the fozt : and beeing 
within, they kept the deze till their companie came with 
many friends, vnto whom he deliuered the fozt t towne, 
Beſiring to doe no hurt to the inhabitants, but to ſuffer 
them to depart freely without weapon and ſtandard, It

was a new wozld to thoſe Indians, who did fulfill Corte: 


his commaundement in all peynfs. This done, (ortez 
returned againe to the ſea coaſt , by the lame 8 which 
he had tome 

This was the fiſt victozie that Cortes had among the 


lablecs of Mutezuma, whereby all the Pountapnes 
A 2 remained 
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remained fore from: the verations of the Mexicans, and 
all our men wtth greatfame and reputation, as well a- 
mong their friendes,as among their enimies, in ſo much 
thatafterwardes when any niede did happen among the 
Todians;they wald immendiatelyfendvnto Cortez foz one 
of his men,ſaying, that one man alone of the Chzyltians, 
was ſufficient to be they2 Captaine and ſecuritie. © - 
his was a god beginning foz the pzetence'of Cor- 
tez. Nowe when hee came to Vera Crux with his com- 
pany triumpbantlv, be founde there Franciſco de Salzeda, 
who was come with his caruell whiche he had boughte 
of Alsſo Cauallero, a dweller in Saint Iames de Cuba, and 
was left there to be grounded and dzefſed at his depar⸗ 
ture from thence. Ye bzought with him. 70. Spanyardes,

At that time the Indians of Zempoallan had many pꝛiſo⸗ 
ners foſacrifice ; Cortez demanded them to ſend vnto the 
Emperour, but the Indians deſired him to pardon them, 
fo; if we fo do(quoth they) we ſhall offend our gods, who 
will take away our cozne, and childzen from vs, yea, and 
alſo our lines inſo doing. 

Pet notwithſtanding, Cortez toke foure ofthem , and 
two women which were all pong and luſtie. 

But it was verie ſtrange to ſee thoſe that ſhould be ſa- 
crificed, how they wer trimmed and deckt with feathers, 
and went dauncing thꝛough the Citie, aſking almes foz 
their ſacrifice E death. Jt was alſo ſtrange fo ſee the offe- 
rings that were giuen them. They had at their ears han⸗ 
ging, rings of gold beſet with Turky ſtone, and likewiſe 
other rings at their lips, which ſhewed their f&th bare, a

that Countrey, with the Paieſtie and power of Mute 
Zuma. - 
Bee offered to bzing in ſabiection vnto his royall 
Crowne and ſtate of Caſtill, all that Empire, and to 
winne alſo the great Citie of Mexico, and te bzing 
that mightie king Mutezuma to his handes quicke oz 
dead, Beſ#ching the Emperours Paieſtie to haue him 
in remembzaunce when offices and pꝛouiſions ſhoulde 
bee ſent vnto that newe Spaine lately diſcouered at 
his __ coſtes , andinrecompence of his paines and 
The Councell and Magiſtrates of Vera Crux wzote 
| ET alſo: 
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alſo two Letters to the Emperour + the one was tou⸗ 
ching the lucceſſe of their pꝛocæ dings in his royall ſer- 
nice. In that Letter, went onelp the Aldermens firmes, 
and Judges. 

The other Letter was firmed by the generalitie and 
chiefeſt of the armie , the contents whereof was in ſub⸗ 
ſtaunte, that they ſhould holde and keepe that tone and 
Countrey wonne, in his ropall name, oz end their lines 
in the quarrell if his Paleltie did not otherwiſe de⸗ 
termine.

Theyalſo moſt bumble veſonght him, that the go- 


nernement thereof, and of all that hereafter ſhould bee 
- conquered, might bee giuen ts Hernando Cortez their 
guide, generall Captaine , and chiefe Juſtice by them 
elect and choſen,ſaping,that wel he had deſerued the ſame, 
fo2 that he alone ſpent moze then the whole armie vppon 
that iourney. And that it might pleaſe his maieſtp to con⸗ 
firme that, which they generally of free will had done foz 
their owne ſafegard and ſecuritie, in the name of his roy» 
all Maieſtie. 

And if by chaunce his Paieſtie had alreadie giuen the 
ſayde office of gouernement to any other perſon, that it 
might pleaſe him to reuoke it.

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They touched by the way at Marien a pozt of Cuba, de⸗ 
tlaring that they went to Hauana: they palled thzough 
the chanell ol Bahama without diſturbante, and ſayled 
with a pꝛoſperous winde, till they arrined in Spaine· 
The cauſe why the generaltie had boꝛitten theſe let⸗ 
tere was, ſuſpecting Iames Velaſques, who had friends 
and great fauour in the Court and conncel ol Indians, and 
alſo ſome ſecret friends in Cortes his campe. Foz Franciſ- 
co Salzeda bzought ne wes that Iames V elaſques had als 
readie obtained a grant of the EmperourtÞ\ the gone rn- 
ment of that land, by the meanes ol one Bonita Martinez 
going into Spaine. And although they knew not the cer⸗ 
taintie thereof, vet it was molt true, as ſhall appeare in

fo diſfurbe the enfraunce of the Claxcaltecas in time of 
warre, who came to robbe and murther them, becauſe of 
the friendlhip betwixte them and Mutczuma, whole val- 
ſals they were: 

Chat ſtrange and coſtly wall, ſemed a thing of areate 
maieſtie to our Spaniardes, andmoze ſyperfluous then 
pꝛofitable, vet they ſuſpected that the Traxcaltecas were 
valiant warriers, who had ſuche defence made againſt 
them. And as Cortez and his army ſtede beholding this 
woꝛke, Iztacmixtlitan thought he had bin afraide to pꝛo⸗ 
cede oz ward, and pꝛaxed him (oz ſo much as he was his 
Lo2des friende) not fo paſſe that wap, noꝛ pet thꝛough the 
Countrey of Tlaxcallan,fozſo much as he wente to viſit 
his maiſter, foz (quoth he) if they knowe you to be my 
Lo2des friende, they will ſ&ke youre diſpleaſure , as they 
haue done to others, and J will pꝛouide pou of guides to 
leade vou continually thzough the dominion of Mute ⁊ u- 
ma, where you ſhall be well recetued and pꝛouided, vntil 
vou come to Mexico. 

But Mamexi and the others of Zempoallan willed him 
ts refuſe that offer and counſell in any wiſe, alleadging 
that it was an onelꝑ pꝛetente to ſeparate them from the 
friendſhip ol that pꝛouince, whoſe people were god, ho⸗ 
no:able, and valiant, and that Iztacmixtlitans perſwaſion 
was, to pꝛohibite theyꝛ helpe and ſuccoure againſt Mu- 
te zuma, willing him earneſtip to giue no credite vnto 
his ſayings , foz he and his allyes are falſe Traptozs, 
and meante to bzing him into ſome ſnare, where they 
mighte kill both him and his company „ and feede vppon A 
their fleſhe, 

Corte foz a ſpace was amazed af the talke ofp one and 
the other, but in concluſton he accepted the counſell of . 
Mamexi, fo that he hadde conce iued a better opinion of 


the Zeampoallanczcs his allyed ftiendes,, than of the o⸗ 
N f thers.

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thers, And ſetting all feare aſide, hee toke the way fo 
Tlaxcallon, bidding Iztacmixtliran farwell , & with th:s& 
hundzed ſouldiers on a ranke, he entered the way in the 
wall, and p2occeded in god oꝛder all the way fozwardes, 
carrying the Oꝛdinante readie charged, and hee himſelſe 
the leader of ql] his army, yea and ſometimes he would 
he halfe a league befoze them, to diſconer and make the 
way plaine. ES 
And hauing gone the ſpace of thz& leagues from that 
tircuite, he commaunded his fofemen to make haſte, be- 
cauſe it was ſome what late, and hee with his Pozſemen 
went to deſcrie the way fozwardes, who aſcending vp a 
hill, two of the foꝛemoſt hozſemen mette with fiftcene 
Indians armed with Swoꝛdes and Targets and tuſfes of 
feathers, which they vſe to weare in the warres. Theſe 
fiftens were ſpies., and when they ſawe the Yozſe- 
_ they beganne toflie with feare , oz elſe to giue ad- 
ge. 

Then app2eached Cortes with other thz& hoꝛſmen, 
calling to them to ſtay, but by no meanes they woulde 
abide : then ſixe hozſemen ranne after them, and ouers 
toke them,. andioynedall fogither, with determination 
rather to dic then to yelde , ſhewing them ſignes to ſtand 
fill, vet the hoꝛſemen comming fo laie handes on them, 
they pzepared themſelues to battayle , and fought, des 
fending themſelues foz a while. In this fight the In- 
dians flewe tiwo of they; hozſes, and as the Spanpards 
doe witneſſe, at two blowes they cutte off a hozſe 
head, bzidle and all, Then came the reſt ofthe hozſe- 
menne, and the Armie appzoached, foz there were 
in ſighte neare fiſte-thouſande Indians in god oder, fo 
luctoure their fiftene fighting menne , but they came 
to late foz that purpoſe , foz they were all ſlaine with 
the anger that was taken foz the killing of the 125 
| bozles, 


the welt India. 
boꝛſes, and woulde not render themſelues in time: 
vet notwithſtanding their fellowes fought , vntill they 
eſpyed oure Armie comming and the Dzdinance, then 
they returned, leauyng the flelde to cure menne, but 
our hozſemenne followed them, and ſle we about thze- 
ſcoꝛe and tenne perſons of them, without receiuing any 
purt. ä 

This done, the Indians ſenfe vnto Cortez two of the 


foure meſſengers which hadde bene ſent thither befoze A ſubtil mf. 
with other Indians, ſaying, that the Tlaxcaltecas knewe is. 


nothing of the thinges that were happened, cerfifying 
likewiſe that thoſe with whome hee had foughte were 
of other communities, and not of their iuriſdiction , be- 
ing ſoꝛrowlull fo that whiche hadde paſſed : and foz ſo 
mucbe as it happened in they2 Countrey , they woulde 
willingly paie foz the two Yozlſes whiche were ſlaine, 
. P2aying them to come in god time to they} Towne, 
who wonlde gladly receiue them, and enter into their 
league of friendſhippe , becauſe they ſ&med fo bee vali⸗ 
aunt menne: but all was a fayned and a falſe meſ⸗ 


e. 

Pet Cortez helitued them, and gaue them thanks foz 
their curtefie and god will, and that accoꝛding to their 
requeſt hee woulde goe vnto theyz Towne, and accept 
their friendſhippe. And touching the death of his hoꝛ⸗ 
ſes, he required nothing,foz within ſhozt ſpace he expec- 
ted many moe: but yet God knoweth how ſozrowfull he 
was fo2 the want of them, and net only ſo much foz them, 
as — the Indians ſhoulde thinke that hozſes could die, o 

Cortez pzoceded fozwardes aboute fwoo leagues 
where the hozſes were killed, although it was almoſt 
Sunneſet, and his men wearied, hauing trauelled farre

S | twomeſſegers of Zempoallan, who de⸗ 
parted frõ them at Zaclotan:theꝝ tame 
with pitiful cheer, exclaiming of the Captains of þ power 
of Tlaxcallan, who had bounde them, and deteyning them 
from returning: but with god fo2tune , that night they 
badde b2oken loſe, and eſcaped, fo2 otherwiſe in the mozs 
ning follawing, they had bin ſacrificed ta the God of Uic- 
tozy,and after the ſacrifice , to be eaten, fo2 a god begins 
ning ol their warres, pꝛoteſting the like to be done with 
the bearded men, and with as many as came with them, 
Che y bad no ſoner tolde their tale, when there appea⸗ 
red behinde a littel hill about a thouſande Indians, verye 
well appointed after their faſhion, and came with ſuche 
a marnellous noyſe and crie, as though they; vopces 
ſhoulde baue pearced the Heauens, -hurling at dure 
— tones, dartes, and ſhotte with bowes and ar⸗ 
rowes., | :

Cortes made many tokens of peace vnts them, and by Firſt bartell. 

his interpzeters deſired them to leaue the battell. But ſq 

much the moze as he entreated foz peace, the moze haſtie 

and carneſt.were they, thinking either to haue ouercome 

them, oz elſe to holde them play, to the intent that the 

Spaniards ſhould haue followed them to a certaine am⸗ 

buſh that was pꝛepared fozthem , of moꝛe then 80000, g,eoo.men. 

men, which they had planted in a creeke of a riuer which 

abutted vpon the high wax. Then our men began to ceaſe 

from wo2ds, and tolay hande vpon their weapons, foz I 

that companie of a thouſand, were as many, as on our — N 

ſide were fighting men, they were well pꝛadiſed in the || 

warres, very valiant, and alſo pitched in a better place foz 

fight. This battell enduredcercame houres, and at the 

ende the Indians being either wearted,oz elſe meaning to 

take our men in the ſnare appointed, began to flie toward 

their maine battell, not as ouercome , but to topne with 

their owne folke, And our men being hote in the fight 

and ſlaughter which was not little, followed them with 

all their fardage , and vnwares fell into the ambuſh a⸗ S: cond batte! 

mong an infinite number of Indians armed, they ſtayed 

not becauſe they would not put themſelues out of oꝛder, 

and paſſed thzough their. campe with great haſte & feare, 

The enemies began to ſet vpon the hozſemen, thinking 

to haue taken their lantes from ehem, their courage was 

ſoſtoute : man of the Spantatdꝝ han tt ir periſhed, had 

it not bin foꝛ the Indi friends. Likewiſe the tourage of 

Cortes did much animate them, foz although he ledde his 

armie making wap, yet dinerſe times, he turned him 

backe to plate his men in oꝛder , and to tomſoꝛt them, 

and at lengtheame out at that daungerous wax into the 

plaine ſie ld, where the hozſes monght helpe, und the oꝛ⸗ 

dinance ſtande in ſterde, which two things did greatly 

anoy the enemie to their great wonder and maruell, and

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at the ſight thereof began fofllie, 

In both encounters remained many "I "GUY 
and wounded, and of the @paniards ſome were hurt, but 
none killed, giuing moſt heartie thankes vnto God foz 
their telinerie from ſo great a multitude of Indians their 
enemies, with much ioy and pleaſure of the victozie. 
Then they went to pitch their campe in a Willage cal- 
led Teoacazinco, where was a little tower and a temple, 
and there foztified themſelues, and buylt Cottages of 
bowes and ſtraw. The Indians of Zempoallan, and thoſe 
of LZtacmixtlitan, did play the valiant men that dap, wher⸗ 
foze Cortes hanoured them with hearty thanks. 

This day was the firſt of September. The night fol- 
Thecare of lowing, aur men ſlept not quietly with feare of inuaſion 
good ſoldiers. of their enemies, but they tame not,foz tbev neuer vſe to 
fightin the night ſeaſon; And as (one as it was day Cor- 
tes ſent to the Captaines of Tlaxtallan, to require them 
of peace and friendſhip, willing them quietly to ſuffer the 
paſſage thzough they Countrey to Mexico, foz that they 
meant them no hurt hat rather god will. Chis done, 
be left two hundzed Spaniards, andthe Carreis in the 
Campe. And toke with him other two hundzed, with 
ſeuen hundzed Indians, and went with them abzoade to 
ſkirmiſhin the late of their enemies -, and at that time 
burned fine oz ſir villages, and returned with foure hun- 
dzed p2iſoners, without reteiuing any hurt, although | 
they followed him ta his camps. At his returne he found 
the aunl were ol the Captaines his enemies,which was; 
that the next day they would tome and: talke with dim, 
and declare their minde. 
Cortez was well pꝛeuented that night;fo; the anſwer 
liked him not, unt rather ſeemed bꝛaue, and a matter de⸗ 
texmined to bee -bone/ as theꝝ had ſaibe: likewiſe thoſe

It was mol true that the T laxcaltecas had gathered 
all their wholc power to appꝛehend the bearded men, and 
to make of them a moze ſolemne ſacriũce vnto their gods, 
then at any time heretoloꝛe they had done, with a gene⸗ 
rall banquet ot their fleſh, which they called Celeſtiall. 
The Captaines of Tlaxcallan deuided their ſouldiers in- 
to tour battels, p̊ one to Tepecripac, another to Ocutelul- 
co. the third to Tizatlan, and the fourth to Quiahuiztlan, 
that is to ſap, the men ofthe Pountaines, the men of the 
Limepittes, the men ol the Pinetrers, and the water 
men, euerp of theſe had their Lardes and Captaines, 
whom they ſhould repaire vnto and obey, and all theſe 
foure (oztes of men doth make the bodie ol the common 
weale and Citie, and alſo commaunde both in time of 
warre and peace. So that euerpot᷑ theſe Captaines had 


his iuſt poztion oꝛ number of warriozs, but the general of 


all d whole ariny was called Xicotencatl, who was of the 
Limepits:and he had the fandartof the Citie, which is a 
Crane of gold, with his wings ſpzed,avozned with Eme⸗ 
ralds + ſilnerwozke, which ſtandart is accozding to their 
bſe,cither caried befoze the whole hoſt, oz elſe behinde the 
all. The ſecond ine oz Lieutenant was Maxixca- 
zin, f the number ol the whole army was 1.50000, men. 
Sucha great number thoy had ready againſt 400. Spas 
niards, and pet at length ouertome, neuertheles after all 
this bꝛoile, they were mot greateſt friends. Theſe foure 
captains tame w their topany,that the ſieids where they 
were, famed a fozeff. They were trim fellowes, and well 
armed accoꝛding to their vſe, although they were painted 
ſo, that their faces ſhewed like diuels, with great tuffes of 
| keathers, 


i 
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feathers and triumphed gallantly. They hadalſoflings, 


Indian armor. ſtaues, ſpeares, ſwozdes, bowes and arrowes,ſkulles, 


A preſent, 


ſplents, gantlets all of Wed, gilt oz elſe couered with 
feathers 02 leather, their Cozflets were made of Coften 
woll, their targets and bucklers gallant and ſtrong, 
made of woꝛdds couered with leather, and trimmed with 
latton and frathers, their ſwoꝛdes were ſtaues with an 
edge ol llint ſtone cunningly iovned into the ſtatte, which 
would cut very well, and make a ſoze wound. 

Che hoſt (as is declared) was diuided into foure parts, 
their inſtruments of warre were hunters hoznes, and 
d2ummes called attabals, made like a caldzon, and coue- 
red with vellam. So that the @paniards in all the diſco⸗ 
nery — did neuer wa _ army fogither,noz bet⸗

Deſe Indians were great bꝛaggers, and ſaide 

among themſelues, what madde people are theſe 

that thzeatneth vs, andyetknoweth vs not. But 

if they wilt bee ſo bolde to inuade our Countrey 
Without our licence, let vs not ſet vpon them ſo ſone: 
it is mæte they haue a little leſt, foz wr haue timo i⸗ 
nongh to take and binde them, let vs alſo lend them meat. 
fo: they are comen with emptie ſtomacks: And againe 
they ſhall not ſay that we doe appꝛehend them withwea- 
rineſſe and hunger. Whereupon they ſent vnto the Chꝛi⸗ 
Mians tþ2& hundzed Ginnea cockes, and two hundzed 
'baſkets of haead called C entli. The which pꝛeſent was a 
great ſuccour foz the neede that they ſtode in. And ſone al⸗ 
ter (quoth they) nowe let vs goe and ſet vpon them, — 
| * p 
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by this time they haue eaten their meate, and nowe wer 
will eate them, and ſo ſhall they pay vs the victuals that 
we ſent : likewiſe we wil know if Mutezuma commauns 
ded them to tome into our countrey,02 who elſe. And if he 
ſente them, then let him come and deliuoo them: and ifif 
be their owne enterpꝛiſe, they ſhall receiue they2 reward 
accoꝛdingly. Theſe and ſuch like bzagges they vſed,ſeing A reckning 
ſo fewe Spaniardes befoze them, and not knowing their made before 
frength. Then the foure Captaines ſente tino thous he bote. 
ſand of their valianteſt men ofwarre and olde @ouldi- 
ers, fo take the @paniardes quietly, with commaunde- 
ment that if they did re ſiſt, either to binde them oz elſe fo 
kill them, meaning not to ſette their whole armie vpon 
them, ſaying that they ſhoulde gette but ſmall honour foz 
ſo great a multitude, tofight againſt ſofewe.' The two 
thouſande Souldiers paſſed the trench that was betwixt 
the two Campes, andcame boldely to the Tower where 
the Chzʒiſtians were. Then came fo:th the Yozſe- Battaile, 
men, and after them the lotemen, and at the firſt encoun⸗ 
ter they made the Indians fele how the pzon ſwozdes 
woulde cutte: and at the ſeconde, they ſhewed of what 
fozce thoſe fewe in number were, of whome a little be⸗ 
foze they had ſo ieſted: But at the thirde bzunte they 
made thoſe luſty Souldiers ſlę, who were come to appze- 
dende them, oz none of them eſcaped, but onely ſuche as 
— — patlage ofthe trenches oz ditche. 
Then the maine battell and whole army ſefte fw2th 
with a terrible and maruellous noiſe, and came ſo fierce 
vppon sur menne, till they entred into our campe with- 
out any reſiſtaunce, and there were at handye ſtrokes 
and w2aſtiing with the Spantatdes, and in a god ſpacs 
conlde not gette them dut „Billing many of them which 
were ſo bolde to enter: and in this ſozte they fought 
foure howzes , befoze they A” way among 
their 
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their enemies. And then the Indians began to faint, ſcœing 
ſo manꝝ dead on their ſive, and the greate woundes they 
had, and that they coulde kill none ofthe Chʒiſtians: vet 
the battaite ſeaſed not till it dzewe nere night and then 
they retired. Whareof Cortes and his Souldiers were ex⸗ 
ceding gladde, foꝛz they were fully weried with killing 
of Indians, ſo that all that night our men triuimphed with 
moze iop, then feare, conſidering that the Indians fought 
not by night, they flepte and take their reſt at pleaſure, 
which they had not vone till that time, but alwaies kept 


both watche and warde.

Che Indians finding many of their holte miſſing, vet 
they would not ptelde themſelues as ouertome, as after 
did appeare, They coulde not well tell howe many were 
Gaine, noz pet our men had leaſure ts count them. 

Che next daye in the moꝛning Cortez wente foꝛth to 
runne the ſieldes as he had done befoze,lcauing halle bis 
menne to kiepe the campe, and becauſc he ſhoulde not be 


' Eſpiedbe departed be loze dap, burned aboute.x.tawnes, 


and ſacked one towne-, which was of thz& thouſands 
houſes,in the whiche were founde but fewe falke of fight, 
becauſe the moſt of them were gone to their campe ; Af- 
ter the ſpoyle, he ſct fire on the towne and came his way 
to his campe with a greate pzay bynwne lime. The eni⸗ 
mies purſued thinking to take away their pzay, and fal- 
lowed them into the camp, where they fought flue houres 
and could not kill one Dpaniarde,although-many of their 
fide were flaine: foz euen as they were many and twd on 
ath2ong togither , the ozpinaunce made a wonderfull 
{yoyle among them, ſo that they left off fighting, and the 
victozy remained fo; our men. The Indians thought that 
the Spaniardes were inchaunted becauſe their arrowes 
coulde not hurte them. 

The next vayfolipwing , the foure Captaines 22

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thꝛe ſeuerall things in pꝛeſent to Cortes, and the mellen⸗ 
gers that bzought them ſaid: Sir behold here fine ſlaues, 
umd ik thou be that rigoꝛous God that eateſt mans fle 
and bloud, eate theſe which we bzing vnto thee , and we 
will bzing thee moe.

And if 
thou be a moztal man, take here foule,bzead, ECherries, 
Cortez anſwcred,that both he and his were moztal me 
euen as they were. And becauſe that alwates he had vſed 
to tell them trouth, wherefoze did they vie to tel him lies, 
and likewiſe to flatter him, foz be deſired to bee their 
friende, aduiſing them to be madde and ſtubbozne in 
their opinion, foz if they ſo did, aſfuredly they ſhoulde re⸗ 
ceine great hurte and dammage. Likewiſe ( quoth he) it 
is apparant vnto you how many of your fide are ſlaine 
without the loſſe of one of mine, and with this anſinere 
ſent them away. Notwithſtanding the anſwere ſent, there 
came aboute. 30000, of them euen to Cortez his campe to 
pꝛoue their Cozſelettes, as they had done the day befoze, 
bat they returned with bzoken pates. Bere is to be noted, 
that although the firſt day the whole hoſt of Indians came 
to comut wit h our men. and finally all they came to fight, 
ret the next day they did not in, but euer ſeueral captaine 
by himſelfe,fo2 to dinide the better the trauail and paines 
taqually amõg them: becauſe that one ſhould not diſturbe 
another thꝛough þ multitude, conſidering that they ſhould 
fight but with a few, e ina narrow place, «4 foz this conſi- 
deration, the ir battails were moze freſher {ftronger, foz 
eche captaine didcontende who ſhould do moſt valiantly, 
fo2 to get honour, and eſpccially in killing one Spaniard, 
fo; they thought that all their burtes ſhouide be ſatiſſies 
with the death of one Spaniarde, oz taking one pꝛiſoner.

whether they be eſpies oz no. Cortez haning heard his 
tale, gaue him heartie thankes foz his god aduice, yea 
and maruelled, that neyther he hiniſelfe , noz none of his 
Spanyardss had noted the thing, the Indians hauing ſo 
many dayes come vnto them after this ſozt , yea and that 
only Indian of Zempoallan had tonſidered it. 

Now the oꝛiginall cauſe was not becauſe Teuch was 
moze wiſe then the Thziſtians, but by reaſon that he had 
fene and heard thoſe Indians commune with the ſubiects 
of Iztacmixtlitan fo feele their mindes, and with craft and 
fubſilfte to obteine their defire $ whereby Cortes vnder⸗ 
ftod that thoſe fellowes came not to any god purpoſe: he 
appꝛe hended that Indian which ade next vnto him, and 
hauing him alone from his fellowes, by his Enterpꝛe⸗ 


friend. 


ters examined him effectually, who incontinent conkeſ⸗ Confefſion. 


ſed that he was a ſpie, and that his comming thither was 
to vie w the way how io enter their Campe foz to ſpople 
and burne their Tentes: and foꝛ ſo much as they had pꝛo⸗ 
ued foztune all the houres of the dap, and all happened 
contrary to their deſire, againſt their auncient fame any 
gloꝛy which they had obteined by noble explopts in wars, 
they now meant to pzoue their ſucceſſe by night, hoping 
of better foztune: and alſo hecaiſe their ſouldiers ſhould 
not feare the hozſes, with the darkeneſſe of the night, 
noꝛ the blowes oz ſtripes of the baight ſwozdes, noꝛ pet 
the fire and terrible noyſe of the Dzdinaunce ;. and that 
Captaine Xicoteucatl was alreadie appointed foz that en⸗ 
terpꝛiſe, with pꝛouiſiõ of many thouſand ſouldiers which 
laie jnambulh ina vale behinde certain hilles, right ouer 
againſttheir Campe, | 
Alter this confeſſion taken, Cortez ſull pzudently come

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maunded to take alſo the ſeneral conleſſions of other foure 
oʒ fine, who likewile confeſſey that they were all eſptes,

cut «,which was fozthwith executed, and then were re- 
turned to their Camp ,fignifying vnto them that the like 
iuſtice ſhould bee executed vppon as many eſpies as they 
might take. And alſo they were charged to ſhewe vnto 
their General who had ſent them, that both day and night 
be would be readie foz them. 

When the Tlaxcaltecas ſawe their eſpies come in this 
pickle, they wereinamaruellonsfeare, and itſemeda a 
newe wozld vnto them, they alſo beleened that our men 
had ſome familiar ſpirites that did inffruct them ot their

Vac eſpies were gone, our men eſpied out 
ol our Camp a great multitude of men goe croſs 
ling ouer a hill, and it ſeemed that they were thoſe that 
the Captaine Nicotencatl had in ambuſh, and although 
it was neare night, Cortes determined to fol lowe them, 
and not to abide their comming, fearing at the firft bꝛunt 
they might ſet fire among his cottages, as was pꝛetended 
among them, which pzetence hauing taken effec, might 
hane bene the deffruction of all his men, either by the fire 
oz otherwiſe, wherefoze he put all his men in god oꝛder, 
and commaunded the hozſemen to decke the bzeaft plates 
df his bozles with belles, and then pꝛocerded toward as xo 
enemies, 


the welt India. 
enemies, who durſt not abide their comming. hauing ins 
telligence of the cutting of their eſpies hands, and likes 
wiſe bearing the new noyſe of belles, yet our men follows- 
ed them till two houres within night,thzough many ſow⸗ 
en ſteldes of ( entli, and lle w many of them, andithen re⸗ 
turned with victozie to the Campe. - 
At that ſeaſon were come fire noble menfrom Mexi- 
co, who bzought two hundzed ſeruing men to wait vpon Ambaſſzge 
them, They bzought vnto Cortez a pzeſent, which was a cem Mum 
bundzed garmentes of coften, and ſome of feathers,anda a 
thouſand peeces of gold, 
_ Theſe embaſſadozs on the behalte of Mutezuma , des 
clared, that their Lo2d woulde be friend with the Empe⸗ 
rour, and alſo with him, and his company, requeſting to 
know what tribute he would yearely demaund, in golde, 
plate, pearles, ſlaues, oz garmentes , oꝛ ot any other 
thing that was within his kingdome , and the ſame tri- f, uſcs. 
bute hee would well and truely pay without delay, with 
ſuch condition, that neither hee noz his company ſhoulde 
come vnto Mexico, And this requeſt (quoth they) is not 
only becauſe you ſhoulde be diſturbed to come into his 
countrey-, but chiefly becauſe the way is euill, bars 
ren, and full of rockes, which let doth gr&eue Mure- 
Zuma, that ſuche valiaunt men as pee be ſhoulde ſuffer 
in his Countrey , lying in his power not to reme dis

| Cortez did thankefully receiue the pzeſent and gentle 
offer foz the Emperour Ring of Caſtile ; but (quoth he) 
myearnelt deſire is, that you depart not till ye ſee the end 
of theſe warres which J haue nowe in hand, becauſe 
eee thall carrie ne wes thereof to.

but vet theſe ſkirmilhes noz furie of the Indians were not 
like to their fierce beginning. | 
Cortez now meaneth to take a purgation foz his ague: 
and toke certaine pilles which bee bꝛought with him 


from Cuba, àt ſuch houre ofthe night as is vſedfoz purga⸗ 


fions. 

It happened that the next day following , befoze his 
purge had wꝛought, came thze great companies of Indi- 
ans to beſiege his Campe. It ſhould (eme that thoſe Indi- 


ans had ſome intelligente of his fickneſle, oz elfe thinking 


with feare that he durſt not come abzoad as he was wont 

Cortez being aduertiſed of thisnewes, without any 
moze reſpect to his purgation taken, toe his hozſe, and 
with his menne came to the encounter, and foughte with 
his enemies all day fill it was night, and dꝛaue them a 
good way off, to their great hurt, and then returned to his 
Camp, and the next day following, he purged as frech, as 
though it had bene newly taken, J do not rehearſe this 
fo2 a miracle, but to declare what he paſled : foz Hernando 
Cortes was a greate ſafferer of trauell and paynes, and 
one of the firſt that alway was at any aſſay oz bzunt of e- 
niemies, and hee was not onely a god man of his hands, 
but alſo graue in counſell. And hauing thus purged him 
felfe.and taken reſt thoſe vayes, her watched enery night 
that fel to his lotte, as well as any other ſouldier,and ſo 
continnally'he vſedto do. Ve was not fo; this the leſſe e⸗ 
ſciemed, but rather muche the moze bels ued among his

It was determined that the hozſes which were fallen, 
— (=) ſhould 
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ſhould be returned to the Campe, and that ofthe reffdne, 
cache Yozſeman ſhould leade his hozſe by the bꝛidle, and 
fo p2oceede on their way, and ſhoztly after their hoſes 
were well againe, but they neuer knew of what motion 
they had fallen : with the darkeneſſe of the night they 
loſt their way to the Mountaines, and chaunced into a 
cragged rock way, that they thought neuerito haue come 
out thereof. 

And after a while that they hadde gone this enill way, 
with their haire ſtanving with very feare , they eſpied a 
a little light , and tooke the way thither „where they 
founde a little houſe, wherein were two women, and 
thoſe women, with other two women that afterwardes

thꝛongh the ſtreetes, toknow what the great mourning 
and lamentation meant: at the firſt entrance many were 
flaine, but becauſe they made no re ſiſtance, Cortez com⸗ 
maunded to ceaſe from killing, noꝛ xet to take any of their 
godes, 02 women. 

The feare of theſe pooze inhabifantes was ſo great, 
that they fled without reſpect of the father to the childe, 
oz huſbande to the wife, oz vet either of Lcuſe, 03 
goodes. 

Cortez tommaunded ſignes of peace to bee made unte 
uy and with that they ſtaied, and befoze the Sunne 

riling,, 
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riſing, ſhe Towne was pacifled, - 

Cortez went vp into a Tower to deſcry the Countrey, 
and there eſpieda moſt great population: hee then de⸗ 
maunded what it was: aunſwere was made that it was 
called Tlaxcallan, and the Towne thereto appertai⸗ 
ning. Then he called his Spaniardcs, and ſaide vnfo 
them: beholde, what would it haue pꝛeuailed vs to kill 
theſe pooze ſoules, hauing vonder ſo manie enemiese 
and without doing anye moz2 hurte in that Towne , 
bee went to a faire Fountaine there af hande , and 
thither came the Rulers of that Zowne , and other 
foure hundzed menne without weapon, and bzoughf 
with them muche victuall , mo humbly they beſought 
Cortez to doe them no moze hurte, gining him likewiſe 
great thankes, that hee hadde ſo fauourably vſed them, 
offering both toſerue andobey him, and from that day 
fozwarde they woulde not onely keepe his friendſhip, 
but alſo frauell with the Lozdes of Tlaxcallan and os 
thers, that they ſhould doe the ſame, Cortes replied, that 
ſure he was, howe they hadde fought againſt him befoze 
that time, although that now they bzought him meate, 
pet notwithſtanding he pardoned them, and alſo receiued 
them into hisſeruice and friendſhip,to the vie of the Ems 
perour,  - 

With this communication hee departed from them, 
and returned to the Campe very ioyfull with ſo good ſuc⸗ 
cefſe, hauing ſuche a dangerous beginning, with the ſo⸗ 
daine fall of their hozſes, wherein the pꝛouerbe is fulũl⸗ 
led, which ſaith, Speake not euill of the day till it bee at 
an end. 

They hadde alſo a great hope, that thoſe newe 
friendes woulde bee a meane, to cauſe the Tlaxcalte- 
cas to leaue from warre, and to become their

full of people, who would not permit there abiding there, 
and they being ſo fewinniiber in the midi among them 
without hope of ſuccour, certainly things to be feared, 


Murmuration With this murmuratio theythought it god to talk with 


Cortes, and alſo fo require hum to pzocede no further, but 
returne backe againe to Vera Crux, from whence by little 
and little they might haue intelligence with the Indians, 
and there vpon pꝛected accozding to time, and that her 
might pꝛouide moze hoꝛſes and men, which was the chie⸗ 
keſt pꝛouiſion of the warre.

low him. Cortez hearing this talke, called two of his 
friends foz witneſſe, willing them to hearken his ſouldi⸗ 
ers talke, foz he that durſt ſpeake (ſuch wozdes would be 
readie to doe it. Alſo he heard others ſax. what ſhall our 
tourney be as Pedro Carbonerotes was? who went into 
Barbaria to take Mozes, and he and all his were there 
flaine, wherfoze ſaid they, let vs not follow him, but turne 
in time. It grieued Cortes much to heare this talke, who 
woulde faine haue cozreced them, but it was not then 
time, wherefoze be determined to lead them with ſuffe- 
rance, and ſpake vnto them as followeth.

to hanour him: and in concluſion he departedfrom-thence

who was chiefe and generall captaine in Tlaxcal- 

lan, and of all the wars: he bꝛought in his companie | 
fiſtie perſons ofauthozitie to ker pe him companie, They 
app2oched ncere where Cortez was, and ſaluted ech other 
accozding to the vſe of their countrer. Their ſalutations 
ended, and the parties ſetten downe, Xecotencatl began 
the talk, ſaping: Sir, I am come on mine own behalf, and 
alſo of my fellow captaine, and lieutenant Maxixca, and 
in the name of inanv other noble perſonages , and finally 
in the name ol the whole ſtate & common weale of Tlax- 
callan , fo beſcech and pꝛap you to admit vs into pour 
friendſhip,and to yeld ear ſe lues and countrey vnto your 
King , crauing alſo at your hand pardon foz our attempt 
in taning armes againſt vou, wee not knowing what 
pou were, no2 what pou ſought foz in our Countrey. And 
where we pꝛeſumed to reſiſt and vefende pour entrance, 
wee did it againlt the ſtraungers whom wee kncwe not, 
and ſuch menne as wee had neuer hcretofoze ſerne ; and 
fearing alſo that you had beene friends to Mutezuma, 
who is, and alwayes hath bene our moztall enemie. And 
tþeſe things we ſuſpected, ſeriug Mutezuma his — 
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in your company, oz elſe wee imagined that you were 
comento vſurpe out liberfie , the which oft times with⸗ 
out memozis-wee haue poſſeſſed, as our fozefathers did 
with the ſhedving of their bloud. And of our done natu⸗ 
rail pzonifon wee want Cotten woll to cidati vs, wheres 
ſoꝛe in time paſt wee went as naked as we were bozne, 
but ſome ol vs vſed other cloth to couer our nakedneſſe, 
made ot the leaues of the tree called Melt: and Salt als 
ſo we wanted, which two things lo neceſſarie ts hu- 
maine life, Mutezuma had great fibze-, and other our 
enemies, of whome wee are round about enuironed. 
And likewiſe where wee haue no golde ſtones of value, 
82 any rich thing to barter with chem, of verie pure ne⸗ 
teſlitie many times wee are fo2ced to (fll our owne bo⸗ 
dyes to buy theſe wantes. And this exttemitie (ſaide he) 
wee needed not if that wee would bee ſubiectes and val⸗ 
als to Mutezuma. But pet had wee rather all in ge⸗ 
nerall to ende our lines, then wee woulde putte onr 


ſelues in ſuch ſubicdion, 'fo2 we thinke our ſelues as 


naliaunt menne in courage as our fozcfathers were; 
who alwayes had refiſted agaynſt him, and his grand⸗ 
lather, who was as mightie as nowe is he: we wonlde 
alſo haue withſtande you and your fozce, but wee coulde 
not, although we pꝛwued all our poſſibilitie by night and 
dap, and found pour ſtrength inuincible, and we no lucke 
agaynſt vou. There oe ſithence our fate is ſuch, wee 
bad rather bee ſubiect vnto you then vnto an others. 
Foz we haue knowne and heard by the Zempoallane ges, 
that pou doe no tuili „ noz came not to vexe any, but 
were moſt valiaunt and happie, as they had ſ@ne in 
the warres, being in vour companie. Foz which con- 
ſideration, wes truſt that our libertie ſhali not be dimi⸗ 
niſhed, bat rather our owne — — 
better pe ſerued, and our houſes and zie not 
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deflxoved. And in ſome ol all 3 teares trick 
ling downe his ch«kes , he beſougut Cordes to way that 
Tlaxcallan did neuer at anꝝ time reknowledge any ſupe⸗ 
riour King oꝛ Loꝛde, noꝛ at any time, had commen:any 
perſon among them. to cammaunde, but onclyhe;whome:

They hearing this 
anſwere and determinatton, befought dim to gine vnto 
one of them licence to returne vnto Mexico; fo aditrtife 


Mutczuma of all that was palt, with airanſtvere to their | 


Ambaſſage, pꝛomiſing within ſixe dayes to haue newes 
from Mexico, and till then pzayedhim not to depart with 
bis Campe. 

Cortes graunted their requeft,andabove there the time 
appointed, expecting the anſwere. In this means ſeaſon

The anſwere of the Tlaxcaltecas touching the 
leauing of their Idolles. 


Vn Cortez ſawe that theſe people execufed Ju- 
ſtice, and lined in Religion after their manner, 
although abhominable and diuelliſh: and alwayes when 
he deſired them to leaue off from their Jdolatrie and that 
cruell vanitie, in killing and eating men ſacriſiſed, con⸗ 
fidering that none among them how holy ſoener he were, 
would willingly be ſlaine and eaten, required them to be⸗ 
leue in the moſte true God of the Chꝛiſtians, who was 
the maker of heauen and earth, the giuer of raine, and 
Creatoz of all things that the earth pzoduceth only foz the 
vie and p2ofit of moztall man, 

Some of them anſwered,that they would gladly do if, 
\]nely to pleaſure him, but they feared that the Commons 
would ariſe and fone them, Others ſaid, that it was an 


hard matter to vabeleue that which their fozefathers had 


ſo long belceued,and that it ſhould be a cauſe to condemns 
their fozefathers and themſelues, 

Others laid, that it might be in time they would con- 
nert, ſing the ozder of the Chꝛiſtian Religion, and vn⸗ 
derſtanding the reaſons and cauſes to turne Chꝛiſtians, 
and likewiſe perteiuing thzoughly the maner and life of 
the Chꝛiſtians, with their lawes and cuſkomes : and as 
fo; warlike feates, they were ſatiſſied, and had ſeene ſuch 
trial, that they held them fo2 men inuincible in that point, 
and that their God did he lpe them. 

Cortez pꝛomiſed them, that ſhoztly hee woulde bzing 
them ſuche men. as ſhould infkruct and teache them, and 
then they ſhould ( which way was beſt, with the great 
top and fruite that they ſhoulde fete. They accepting 
that counſell which hee like ä giuen them, * 
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fo2 as much as pꝛeſentl it coulde not be bꝛought to paſſe 
by reaſon of his journey to Mexico, he deſired them, that 
the Temple wherein he was lodged , ſhoulde be made 
a church foz him and his company,and if it pleaſed them, 
they might allo come to {ie and heare their dinine fer⸗ 
nice, - 

The Indians grauntedhis requeſt , anddayly came 
among them all the time of their abode there, and ſome 
came and dwelte with the Spanyardes, but the chieleſt 
friende was Captaine Maxixca , whoneuer went from 

Cortez.

 Maxixca deſired p̊ Cortez ould not adyenture him⸗ 
ſelfe into the power of the men of Culhua,, where at ſome 
of the Spaniardsfeared and ſuſpeded euill ofthe matter,

pats; |") bartie god willes,he demaunded of them 
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Cortes tolde him, that notwithſtanding al thoſe things 
which they had tol de him, he was fully minded to goe to 
Mexico, to viſit Muteuma, wiſhing him to aduiſe him 
what he mought 80, oꝛ bzing to paſſe foz them with Mu- 
tezuma, foʒ he ſhould willingly do it, fo2 the curteſie ſhe⸗ 
wed vnto him, and that he beleued Mutezuma would 
graunt bim any lawfull requeſt. 

Chen they beſought him lo pzocure foz them a licence 
to haue cotten woll and ſalte out of his Countrey, foz 
( ſaid they) in time ofthe warres we ſfode in great nerde 
thereof,and that they had none but ſuche as they boughte 
by ſtealthe of the Comercans very dere, in change of 
golde:foz Mutezuma had made a ſtrait lawe , whereby 
all ſuche as carried anye ofthoſe commodities to them 
ſhoulde be llaine. Then Cortez enquired the cauſes of 
their diſoꝛder and euill neighboꝛhod. They aunſwered, 
that their guͤefes were olde, and cauſe of libertie: but 
as the Ambaſſad9zs did affirme, and Mutezuma al⸗ 
terward declare, it was nat. ſo, but foz other mat⸗ 
ter farre differente. So that eache partie alleadging 
their cauſes, their reaſons were, that the pong menne 
of Mexico and Culhua did exertiſe and bꝛing them vppe 


in warlike feates nere vnto them, and vnder theyz 


noſes, to they2 greate annopance, whereas they mought 
baue gone to Panuco and Teocantepec, his frontiers a 
farrre off, 

' Likewiſe their pzetence was, to haue warre with 
them being they2 netghbours , onely to haue ot them 
to ſacrifice to their Gods:ſo that when they would make 
any ſole mne feaſt, then would they ſend fs Tlaxcallan foz 
men to ſacrifice, with ſuch a great army, that they might 
take as many as they needed foz that peare: fo2 it is moſt 
certaine if Mutezma woulde , in one dape her moughte 
baue bzoughte them in ſubiection „ and flayne _ 
OTE U 2 all, 
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. all, ioyning his whole power in effect : but his purpoſe 


was, to kæpe them foz a pzay to hunt withall , foz men 
to be ſacrificed to his Goddes,and to eate, ſo that he would 
neuer ſende but a ſmall Armie againſt them: whereby 
it did chance that ſoine times thoſe of I laxcallan did oners 
come. 

Cortez reteiued great pleaſure to heare theſe diſcoꝛds 
betwixt his new friends a Mutczuma, which was a thing 


- fit foz his purpoſe, foz by that meanes hee hoped to bzing 


them all vnder ſubiection, and therefoze be vſed the ons 
and the other ſecretly, to build his pzetence vppon a god 
foundation, | 

At all this communication there ſfod by cerfaine In- 
dians of Verozinco, which had bene againſt our men in 
the late warres,the which Towne is a Citie as Tlaxcal- 
lan, and iopned with them in league of friendſhip againſt 
Mutezuma, who oppꝛeſſed them in like effecs of laughter 
fo: their Temples of Mexico, and they alſo yeelded them⸗ 
ſelues to Cortez foz vaſſals to the Emperour. 


The ſolemne _— of the Spaniards. - 
into Chololla. 


"Þe Ambaſſadozs of Cortez ſœing the determination 
of Cortes to pzoceede on his tourney toward Mexico, 
they beſought him to goe by C hololla, whiche t@d flue 
leagues from thence , certifying that Chololla was a citie 
in their friendſhip,and y there he might at his pleaſure as 
bide þ reſoluti of their Loꝛd Mutezuma, whether it were 
bis pleaſure Þ he ſhould enter into Mexico oz no. This res 
queſt was only to haue him from thence, foz truly it gr&- 
ucd much Mutezuma of their new friendſhip and —— 
earing 
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fearing that thereof would ſome great diſpleaſure haps 
pen towards him, and therefoze pꝛocured all that was 
poſſible to haue him from thence, ſending him alwayeg 
pꝛeſents to allure him to come fro thence the ſoner. But 
when the Tlaxcaltecas ſaw that he would go to Chololla, 
it grieued them much, ſaying vnto Cortes, that Mutezu- 
ma was a lier and fraudulent perſon, t that Chololla was 
aCitie his friend but not conſtant, and it might happen 
that they would diſpleaſe him, hauing him within their 
Citie, wilhing him to loke wel to himſelfe. And if needes 
be would go thither, pet they would pꝛonide 20000. men 
to kepe him compass. 

The women that were giuen to the Spaniards at 
their firſt entraunce, had vnderſtanding of a ſnare that 
was layd tomurther them at their comming to Chololla, 
by meanes of one of the foure Capfaines, who had a ſi⸗ 
ſter which diſcouered the thing to Pedro de A luarado 
who kept her. Cortes incontinent called that captaine out 
of his houſe, and cauſed him to be choked, and ſo was the 
matter kept cloſe, that his death was neuer knowne, 
whereby the ſnare was vndone without any rumour, It 
was a wonder that al Tlaxcallan had not made an vpzoze 
ſing one of their greateſt Captaines dead. There was 
inquirie made of that ſnare, and the truth being knowne, 
it was appꝛoued, that Mucczuma had pzepared, 30000, 
Souldiers who were in campe foz that purpoſe within 


two leagues of the Citie,and that the ſtrextes of Chololla 


were ſtopped vp with timber and railes, and the toppes 
of their houſes pzouided with ſtones, which houſes are 
made with plaine rofes;-02 ſotties , and the high way 
ſtopped vp, and other falſe bywates made, with deep holes 
pitched full of ſtakes very ſharpe, ts ſpoile and lame both 
hoꝛſe and man: theſe engines were finely conered with 
ſande, and could not be eſpied, although the ſcoute had 

U 3 gone 
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gone befoꝛe on fte to diſcouer. The matter alſo was ve- 
rie ſuſpicious,foz theſe Citizens of Chololla had not at any 
time come to viſite him, oz (ent anꝑ pꝛelent vnto him as 
others had done. 

Mhere vpon Corres conſulted with the Tlaxtaltecas, 
to ſendcertaine meſſengers to Cholollo, to requeſt their 
captains and rulers to come vnts him, who did their mes 
ſage accoꝛdinglp, and the Cholollans would not come, but 
pet they ſent the oꝛ foure perſons to excuſe them, ſaying 
that they were not weil at caſe , pꝛaping him to ſigniſie 
vnto the what he would haue: the I laxcaltecas enfozmed 
Corte ⁊, that thoſe meſſengers were men ol ſmali credite, 
and of low degree , wiſhing him not to depart till theyz 
Captaine came. In this ſozt Cortes returned their mefs 
ſengers backe againe, withcommanundement witten, 
declaring that if they came not within th:& dayes, hie 
would p2oclaime them rebels, and his vtter enemies, and 
as ſuch would he chaſten them with all rigour. 

When this commandementcame vnto them,the nert 
day following came many Lo2ds and Captaines to make 
their excuſe, ſaping, that the Tlaxcaltecas were their ene⸗ 
mies, and that thzough them they could not liue in ſafety: 
likewiſe they knewe of the euill repoꝛt which they had 
made agaynſt them: whcrefoze they beſought him to 
giue no credite vnto them, ſoꝛ why, they were both falſe 
and cruell men: beſeeching bim alſo to goe with them to 
their Citie, and then he ſhould (& that all was but a moc⸗ 
kerie that had bene tolde them, and they his god and 
faithfull friends: and laſt of all they offered to ſerue him 
as tributary ſubiects. | 

Cortes commaunded that all this talke Could bee (ct 
dotwne in wziting befoze the Notarie, and his interpꝛe⸗ 
ters, and ſo twke his leaue of the Citizens of Tlaxcallan. 
Maxixca wert at his departure, but there went in his 

com⸗ 
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companie,a hundꝛed thouland men ol warre: there were 


amõg them many Marchants that went to barter foz ſalt 


and mantels. 

Cortez commanded that thoſe hundꝛed thouſand men 
ſhould go alwaies by themſelues: that dap he reached not 
to Cholollo, but abode by a bzwke ſide, and thither tame 
many ofthe citie, to deſire him that p Tlaxtaltecas Gould 
not doe any hurt in their Countrep: whereupon Cortez 
commanded them to returne back again, all ſauing 5000 
oz there about, much againſt their willes. But they fill 
required him to take god herde of thoſe euill folke, who 
be not(quoth they) men of warre, but pedlers, and men of 
double heart: and they ok their parts would bee very loth 
to leaue him in any perill oz danger, hauing giuen them⸗ 
ſelues to be his true and faithfull friends, 

The next dap in the moꝛning the Spaniards came fo 
Chololla, and there came out nere 10000. Indians to res 
ceyue him with their Captaines in god oꝛder: many of 
them pꝛeſended vnto him bꝛead, ſoule, 4 roſes, and euery 
Captaine as hee appꝛoached welcomed Cortez, and then 
ſtode aſive, that tie reſt inozder{might come vnto him. 
And when he came entring into the Citie, all the other 
Citizes receiued him, marue ling fo ſee ſuch men e hozſes, 

Alter all this, came out all the religious menne, ag 
Pꝛieſts and Miniſters, to the idols ( who were many and 
ſtraunge ts beholde,) and all were clothed in white like 
vnto ſurpleſſes, and hemmed with Cotten thz&de : ſome 
b:ought inſtruments of maſitke like vnto Coznettes, 
other bzought inſtrumets made of bones, other an inſtru⸗ 
met lie a kettel coueredwith ſkin, ſome bꝛought chafing 
diſhes of coales with perfumes, others bzought idols co- 
uered, and finally they al came ſinging in their language, 
which was a terrible noiſe, anddzew ner Cortes and his 
company ſenfing them with wert lmels in their ſenſers. 
ts With 
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With this pompe and ſolemnitie (which trulie was 
great)they bzought him into the Citie,and lodged him in 
a houſe where was roume inough foz him and his, and 
gaue vnto eachofthem a Ginnea cocke, andhis Indians 
of Tlaxcallan, Zempoallan and Iztacmizrlitan, were p20- 
uided by themſelues. |

=== that night folowing Cortes was vis 
8 gilant with al his company,foz both in 
A the way e in the towne they had found 
E ſome of the things whereof they had 
/ I been aduiſed befoze in Tlaxcallan, and 
/ N although their firſt pꝛeſẽt was a Gin⸗ 
SO =>" neacock to each mans alowance,other 
the dayes following they gaue them 
nothing almoſt fo eate , and very ſeldome the captaines 
came to viſite them, whereof Corres had great ſuſpition. 
And in this meane while the Embaſſavours of Mute- 
Zuma entreatedhim to leaue off his tourney to Mexico, 
alledging that their great King would die in beholding 
their beards and ieſture: other times they ſapd that there 
was nopallage, other times they woulde ſay that they 
wanted wherewith to ſuſtaine them, And ſeeing them 
fally, and in eueryreſpect aunſwered to all theſe points, 
they cauſedthe Townes men to enfourme them, that 
where Mutezuma his abiding was, were monſtrous Li- 
ſards, Tigers, Lions, and many other fierce beaſts, the 
which when Mute zuma commaunded to be loſed, were 
ſufficient fo plucke in p&ces , and to deſtroy thoſe fe we 
ſtraungers: and (ing that all theſe polliciesauailednof, 
they conſulted with the Captaines and chiefe Citizens — 
martþer 
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murder the Chꝛiſtians. And becauſe they ſhoulde ſo 
bzing it to paſſe, the Embaſſadours pꝛomiſed the Ci⸗ 
tizens great rewardes on the behalfe of Mutezuma, and 
pꝛeſented fo their generall a dꝛumme ol Golde, and pꝛo⸗ 
| miſed to bꝛing the thirtie thouſand Souldiers which lay 
aboute two leagues from thence : the Cholollans pꝛomi⸗ 
ſed to deliuer them bounde hande and fete. But pet they 
would not conſent that thoſe Souldiers of ( ulhua ſhould 
come into their Citie, fearing that they ( vnder colour 
of friendſhippe ) woulde remaine with the Towne, foz 
| why the Mexicans had vſev the like fleyght, And in this 
| ſoꝛte they with one bolte meante fo kill two birdes at a 
| tate, foz they thought to take the Spaniardes ſleping, 
and then to remaine with the Towne of Chololla.Alls it 31a ay perilo 
was determined, that if all theſe pzefences coulde not be 
bꝛought to pale, that then they ſhould be conducted a cons 
trary way to Mexico vpon the left hande , in the which 
were many daungerous places, becauſe the way was all 
ſandy, with many ſlutes, diches, and holes,of thꝛe fadom 
deepe, meaning there to mete them, and to carry them 
bound to Mutezuma: this matter being fully agreed, they 
beganne to take away their houſcholde ſtuffe, and to cars 
ryit with their wines and childzen vp into the moun⸗ 
taines, | 
And our men being alſo ready to departe from thence 
fo2 their ſmall chere with euill countenaunce, it happe⸗ 
ned, an Indian woman (being wife to one of the pꝛintipa⸗ 
leſt Cittizens.) hauing ſome affection to the bearded inen, 
ſaide vnto Marina, that ſhe ſhoulde abide there with hir. 
dz that ſhe loued hir well, and that it woulde griefe her 
that ſhe ſhould be llaine with hir maiſter. Marina difſis 
muling the matter, pꝛocured to knowe what they were 
that had conſpired the thing, and hauing knowledge ther⸗ 
ol, che ranne to ſæke A guillar hir fellow interpꝛeter, and 
PO :2-"M both * 
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both togither enfozmed Cortes of the whole matter. 
Corres hearing this newes, flept nof, but incontinent 
examined two of the Cittizens , who confeſſed the thing 
enen as it paſſed, and as the Gentlewoman had declared; 
where vpon Corres ſtaped his tourney two dapes, to mol⸗ 
lifie the matter and to diſappoint them of that euill pꝛe⸗ 
ended purpoſe, and alſo to cozrect their offences; he com- 
maunded their rulers tobe called, ſaying that he had to 
talke with them, and when they were comen, he requi⸗ 
red them neyther to vie lies noꝛ deceits with him, but 
rather like men to defie him to the field and battaile , fog 
(quoth he) honeſt men vie rather tofight the to lie. They 
all anſwered that they were his friends and ſeruitours, 
and no liars , and that it might pleaſe him to ſhewe them 
when he would depart; foz they would goe armed to kp 
him company. He anſwered that he wold depart the next 
bay following.and that he required but only ſome of their 
flanes to carry his fardage, becauſe his owne Tamemez 
oz Carriers were wearied : likewiſe hee re ed ſome 
pꝛouiſion of victuall. | 
At this laſt requeſt they ſmiled,ſaying among them- 
ſelues,to what purpoſe will theſe men haue victuals, ſoʒ 
ſhoꝛtly themſelues ſhalbe boyiedandeaten with the ſauſe 
called Axi,yca,and if Mutezuma had not pzetended their 
—— koz his owne diſh, ther had bene eaten here befoze 
ime.

The puniſhment that Cortez executed 
: for conſpiracie. 


12 day in the moꝛning the Cholollans thinking 
that they had their determinate purpoſe in god rea⸗ 
dineſſe, they came t᷑ bꝛought many to carry their fardage, 
and otherſom to carry the @paniardes vp6 their backes, 
boping to appzehend them in the ſame ozdcr, Ther cams 
alſo many armed men of the moſt valianteſt, fo kiil him 
that ſhoulp diſoꝛder himſelfe. Likewiſe that day their 
Pꝛieſts ſacrificed tenne childzen of thz& peeres of age ta 
their God Quezalcouatl,fine of theſe childzen were men, 
and the other fine wemen , whiche was their cuſtome 
when they began their warres ; the Capfaines placed 
themſelues at the foure does of Cortez his houſe with 
ſome armed med. Cortez earely in the mozning had ſes 


cretly ina readines the Indians of Zempoallan and Tlax- © worthis 


callan,and other friends:he commaunded his hoꝛſemen to 
take their hozſes,giuing them this watch woꝛd, that whe 
they heard the noiſe of the ſholte ofa handgun, that then 
they ſhould play the men, foz it impozted all their lines, 
And he ſ&ing the towns men appꝛoch nere his lodging, 
commaunded the captaines and chiefeft of them to tome 
bnto him, ſaying, that he woulde take his leaue of them: 
there came many, but he wouldnot ſuffer aboue thirtis 
perſons to come in, who were the pꝛintipalleſt, and de⸗ 
clared vnto them, that al waies he had dealte truly with 
them, and they with him nothing but treaſon and lies. 
Likewiſe they had vnder colour requeſted that his freds 
the Tlaxcaltecas ſhoulde not come vnto their towne, and 
that he fulfilled therin their deſire, and alſo tommaun⸗ 
ded his owne men in no wiſe to be hurtfull vnto them, 
rea and although they had not pꝛouided him of victuals 
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as reaſon did require, pet he would not permit any of his 
men to take the value of one henne from them, ſo that in 
recompence of all his gentle dealings and god will, they 
had moſte wicke dly pꝛocured the death of him and all his 
companie. And becauſe they coulde not perfozme it in 
their owne towne, they had pzepared the laughter in the 
bigh wap, at thoſe daungerous places whiche they had 


determine d to leade them vnto, pzetending alſo the help 


of thirtie thouſand men, Souldiers of Murezuma, which 
armp ſtode not fully two leagnes from thence. And foz 
this hozrible and deteſtable wickedneſle pe ſhall all die, 
and in memozie of trayto2s J will deſtroy this citie, and 
turne the foundations vpwardes , ſo that there ſhall res 
maine no remembꝛaunce of pon. 

Che ir offence being manifeſt , _ not be denied, 
and looking one vpon an other, their colgurs waredpale 
and wanne, ſaying, this man is like vito our Godves, 
who knoweth all things, therefoze lette not vs denie the 
truth, and openly befoze the Embaſſadours of Mutezuma 
confeſſe their errour and enill fade. 

Then ſaid Cortes to the Embalſadours, vou do ſce that 
we ſhould haue bene flain by the C holollons, and thzough 
the pzocuremet of Mutezuma, but pet J beleue it not, cdõ⸗ 
ſidering that he is my kriende anda mightie Pꝛinte, ſap⸗ 
ing alſo that Noble men vſed neither treaſon noz lyes, 
wherefoze feare not vou, but theſe diſſembling Traptoꝛs 
hal be puniſhed, fo; you are perſons inuiolable, and meſs 
ſengersofaPzince, whome he meante to ſerue and not 
offend, becauſe he had an aſſured opinion in Mutezuma, 
to be a vertuous Pꝛince, and one that woulde not com⸗ 
mitte villanie. 

All theſe woꝛdes he ſpake, becanſe he woulde not fall 
out with Mute zuma, vntill be . himſelfe within the 
Go of Mexico. 

Inconti- 
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Intontinent he tommaunded ſore ol thoſe Capfaines 
to be Aaine, and kept the re ſidue bounde. Then he ſhot 
eff his handgunne, which was the watch vnto his armie, 
who fo2thwith ſet vpon the Towneſmen,and within two 
boures flow ſirc thouſand perſons and moze. 

Cortez cemmaunded that they ſhould kiltneither wo⸗ 
man noꝛ childe, they fought welncare fine houres: the 
fit fire on ali the houſes & Towers that made refiſtance, 
and dzaue all the inhabitants out of the Towne. The 
dead carkaſles laie ſo thicke, that of fozce they mult tre ad 
vpon them. 

There were twentie Gentlemen, and many Pꝛieſks, 

who aſcended vp to the high tower of the temple, which 
bath a hundzeth and twentie ſteppes, from'whence with 
arrowcs and ſtones they did much hurt , and would nof 
pelde, wherevpon our men ſet fire to the Tower, and 
burned them all, Then they cxclaimed on their Goddes, 
who would neither helpe them noz their Citie and holie 
ſanctuary.- 

The Citie being ſacked, our men foke the ſpoyle of 
golde, plate, and feathers, and the Indians their friendes 
twke cloathes and ſalt, which was the treaſure that they 
deſired, - 

Cortez commanded to ceaſe the ſpoyle. The ofher 
Captaines that late bounde , hearing of ſuch a great des 
ſtruction and puniſhment , moſt pittifully beſought Cor - 
te to loſe ſonie of them, 5 to'ſ& what was become of 
their Gods and common people, Likewiſe they humbly 
beſought him to pardon them, who had not ſo much fault 
as Mutezums, who perl waved: and entiled them to _ 
pꝛetended trealon. | 

: Uparirtheit lamentable reqiielt,he lofed two of then; 
and the next dap following the Citie was as ful of people 
againe, that there (@mednot one to be wanting. 
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At the ſute of the Tlaxcaltecas who were put foz medi⸗ 
atoꝛs, Cortez pardoned them all, ann ſet his pꝛiſoners at 
libertie, alluring them that the like cozrection he woulds 
do vppon all them that ſhould diſſemble oz ſhewe an euill 
tountenaunce, oꝛ make lies, oz finally vie anye kinde of 
treaſon foward him:-wherevpon they all abode in greate 
feare. Be made the knot of friendſhip betwene them and 
the Tlaxcaltecas, which in time paſt had ben betwixt the, 
foz Mutezuma and his aunceſtoʒs made them enemies, 
with faire pꝛomiſes, woꝛos, and alſo feare. 

The Citizens hauing their generall flaine , choſe an 
other with licence of Cortez, :

— Hololla is a titie as Tlaxcallan, and 
7 | hath but one perſs whois gonernour 
I] and general Captaine, choſen by the 
v| conſent of al the Citizens. It is a Ci⸗ 
tie oftwentie thouſande houſe holdes 
within the walles, and in the ſubur⸗ 
A] bes as much moze. It ſheweth out ⸗ 
wardes very beautiefull, and full of 
towers, foz there are as many temples as dapes in the 
veare, and euery temple hath bis tower men coun⸗ 
ted loure hundꝛed towers. The men and women are of. 
god diſpoſition, wel ſauoured, and very wittie. 
The women are Goldſmithes and alſo Caruers, the 
men are warriers, and ligbt fellowes, and gad maiſters 
foꝛ any purpoſe : they goe better apparxelled then any 04, 
ther Indians pet feng. They weare foz their vtter gar- 
ment, tilokes like vnto Pyziſcos , but after another ſozt. 


All the Countrey round about them is fruitfull and — 
: 
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able ground, well watered,and ſo full of people,thaf there 
is no waſt ground, in reſpect whereof, there are ſome pwze 
which begge from doꝛe to doze. The Spaniardes had 
not ſcene any beggersn thatCountrey befoze they cams 


thither, 

Chololla is a'citie of molt denotion and religion in all 
India, it is called the Sanctuarie oz holy plate among the 
Indians; and thither they trauelled from many places far 
diſtant in pilgrimage z and koz this-caule there. were fo 
many temples. 

Their Cathedzall Temple was the beſt and higheſt 
ofall thenew Spaine , witha deen and twentie Teps 
vp vnto it. 

Che greateſt Idoll of all their Gabs was called Que- 
zalcouately, God of the aire, who was (ſay they) the foun- 
der of their Citie, beeing a Uirgin of holy life, and greaf 
penance. He inſtituted faſting, and dzawing of bloudouf 
of their cares andtougues, and lefta pꝛetept, that they 
_ facrifice-but cy ee Daues, and other 

„ 00. 

Hee neuer ware but ons garment of Cotten, which 
was white, narrow, and long, and vpon tþat a mantle bes” 
ſet with certaine red croſſes. 

They haue tertaine grene ſlones which were his, and 
thoſe they kerpe fox relitkes. One of them is line an 
Apes head. Heiz they abode fwentie dayes, and in this 
meane while there came ſo many to buy and ſell, that it 
was a wonder to ſee. And one of the things that was to 
be (ene in thoſe laires, was the en ee was

auide the in the way. The aſcending 
vp was very froubleſome, and full of 
traggie racks, They appzoched lo nigh the top, that they 
beard ſach a terrible noiſe which pzoceded fromthence, 
that they durſt not go vats it, koz the ground din treibe 
and ſhake , and qreat quantitie of aſhes which diſturbed 
the way: but vet twa ol them who ſeemed to be molt har- 
die, and deſirous to ſc ſtrange things, went vp to the top, 
becauſe they would not returne with aſleeucleſſe anſwer 
and that they might notbe-atcounted cowards ,: leauing 
their followes behinde them, pzoceding fozwards. {The 
Indians ſaid, what mean theſe men? foz as yet neuer moꝛ⸗ 


tall man twke ſuchajourneyin hand. 


CTheſe two valiant fellowes paſſed thzough the deſart 
of Aches, and at length came vnder a great ſmoke verie 
thicke, and ſtanding there a while, the darknefſe vaniſhen 
partly awap, and then appeared the vulcan-and concane/ 


tie, which was about halte a league in compaſſe, out of 


the which the apꝛe tame abounding, with a great noiſe, 
verie ſhꝛill, aud whiſtling, in ſuch ſoꝛt that the whole hill 
did tremble. It was to be tomparod dntꝭ an ouen whrre 
glaſſe is made. The ſmoke and heate was ſo great, that 
they could not abide it, and of foꝛce were conftratned to 
returne by the wap that they had aſcended: but they were 


not gone farre, when the vulcan began to lach out — 
| 0 
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af fire,athes.and imbers,yea and at the laſt ones ofburs 
ning fire: and if they had not chaunced to finde a rocke, 
wherevnder they ſhadowed themſelues, bndoubtedly 
they had there bene burned, 

hen with god tokens they were returned where 
they left their fellows, the other Indians killed their gar⸗ 
ments as an honoz due vnto gods. They pzeſented vnto 
them ſuch things as they had, and wondzed much at their 
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fac. 
Thoſe imple Indians thought, that that place was an Purgatory. 


infernall place, where all ſuch as gouerned not well, oz 
vſed fyzannie in their offices , were puniſhed when they 
died, and alſo belæued, that after their purgation, they 
pallſedinto glozie, 

This Uulcan is like vnfo the Uulcan of Cicilia, it is 
bighand round, and neuer wanteth Snowe about it, and 
2 farre off in the night, it laſheth out flames of 

re. 
There is nere about this hil many cities, and Hucxe- 
zinco is oneof the nigheſt. 

Jn tenne yeares ſpace this ſtraunge hill of wozking 
did expell no vapoure oz ſmoke: but in the peare 15.40. if 
beganne againe to burne, and with the hozrible noyſe 
thereof, the neighbours that dwelt foure leagues from 
thence were terriſted, foz the eſpeciall fraunge ſmokes 
that then were ſerne, the like to their pzedecefſozs had not 
bene ſcene. L 

Lhe aſhes that pzoceeded from thence came to Hucxo- 
zinco, Quelaxcopan, Tepiacac , Quauhquecholla, Cho- 
tolla,and Tlaxcallan, which ſtandeth tenne leagues from 
thence, pea ſome ſay, it extended fifteenc leagues diſtant, 
and burned their hearbes in their gardens, their field 
 ofcazne,tcees,and cloathes that lay a dzying, 
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The conſultation that Mutezuma had, concerning 
the comming of Cortez into Mexico. 


= Ortez pzetended not to fall out with Ma- 
tezuma, befoze his comming to Mexico, 
and vet hee vnderſtod all Mutczuma his 

\&\ pzekence , wherevpon he complaineth to 
& the Ambaſſadours, ſaying, that hee much 
>= maruelled that ſuch a mighty Pꝛince, who 
by fo many Gentlemen had aCured his friendſhip vnto 
bim,ſhould now pꝛocure his tofall deſtruction, in not kc⸗ 
ping his pꝛomiſe and fivelitie.In conſideration whereof, 
where he meant to viſite him as a friend, that now hee 
would goe to his Court as an enemie. The Ambaſſatozs 
excuſed their maiſterscauſe,beſ&ching him to withdzaw 
bis furie, and to giue licence to one of them to go to Mcx- 
— » who woulde bzing anſwere from thence with all 


Cortez graunted vnto the requeſt, the one of them 
went, and returned againe within ſix dayes, in company 
of another meſſenger that had gone thither befoze, wha 
b:oughte tenne platters of golde , and a thouſande fiue 
hundꝛed mantels of cotten, with much victuall., and Ca- 
cao, which is a kinde of fruit that ſerueth foz currant mo- * 
ney among them.RLikewiſe they bzought a certaine kind 
ef wine oz liceure made of Cacao and Centli. They ens 
lozmed Cortes, that Mutezuma was innocent of the cons 
iuration in Chololla , noz by any meanes pꝛiuie to their 
dealings.affirming mozeouer, that the garrizon of ſouls 
diers did apperteine to Acazinco,and Acazan,who were 
neighbozs to Chololla,who by inducement of ſom naughs 
tie perſons, had pzocured that thing,ſaying that be ould. 
both {> and vnderſtand him to be dis ſaithfull and lening 

p riend, 
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kriend, pꝛaying him to come ſoz ward on his journey, foz 
be would abide his comming in Mexico. 
Chis ambaſſage pleaſed well Cortes, but Mutezuma 

feared, when hee heard of the laughter, and burning of 
Chololla, and ſaid to his friends, theſe are the people that 
aur Gods ſaid ſhould come and inherite this land. 

. Mutezuma went incontinent fo his Ozatoꝛie, and ſhut 
in himſclfe alone, where he abode in faſting and pꝛayer 
eight vayes, with ſacrifice of many men, fo aſlake the ſu⸗ 
ry of his Idols, who ſæmed fo be offended, 

The voyce of the Dinell ſpake vnto him, bidding him 
not to feare the Chziſfians, ſaving they were but fewe, 
and when they were come, he ſhould do what he lifted 
with them, willing him in no wiſe to ceaſſe from the 
bloudte ſacrifice, leaſt ſome miſchance might happen vn⸗ 
to him, And aſſured him that he ſhould haue the Coddes 
Viezpuchth, and Teſcatlipuca, to pzeſerne anv kp him, 
And becauſe Quezalcouatle was agrened foz wante of 
blodie ſacrifice, hee permitted the ſtraungers to puniſh 
them of Chololla. And Mutczuma hearing this dinelliſh 
Oꝛacle, and likewiſe Cortes haning warned him that be 
would viſite him as an enemie, he was by this perſwa⸗ 
flon of Sathan, the better willing to receine him inta 
Mexico. 

Likewiſe Cortes whe be came to Chololla, was ffrong, 
and had at commanndement a mightie power, and there 
made himſelfe ſtronger, the fame whereof, was blowne 
. abzoad,thzoughout all the dominions of Mutezuma. And 
wheras the poꝛe Indians had but only maruelled at their 
perſons and furniture, now they beganne to tremble and 
to feare at his doings, ſo that whereſoeuer he came, theꝝ 
_ him the gates with pure feare, moze then foz 
any one, :

as the foztitude of Mexico, with his great multitude of 
ſubiects, and the great number of Pꝛinces that did both 
ſerue and obey him: and ſ&ing that all theſe things pꝛo⸗ 
fited not, her thought to haue ouercome him with giftes 
and treaſure, knowing that he hadde required gold: pet 
be ſawe that nothing woulde pzeuaile, foz that Cortez 
woulde nerdes come to ſe him, wherevpon , her toke

which counſell hee was ſatiſſied by his Pꝛieſts and Caps 

taines, that he onght not to warre againſt ſo fewe ſtraun⸗ 

gers, fo it he ſo did, the diſhonour would be his, and chicks 
ly, becauſe Cortez cerfified that he was an Ambaſſadour, 

and vfing him other wiſe, it might ſo fall out, that his own 
ſubiects would rebel againſt him their LozdandPzince, 
ſaying likewiſe. that it was manifeſt that the Otomies 
and I laxcaltecas would fauour his ſide, and lſo many a⸗ 
thers, foz to deſtroꝝ and ſpople Mexico, vpoh which cons 
ſultation it was openly pꝛoclaimed, that his wil was that 
the ſtraungers ſhould enter into Mexico freely, thinking 
that if at any time they ſhould diſpleaſe him, to make A. 


0 a bzeakefaſt of them the next day, 


Things that happened to Cortez in his 
| Journey to Mexico. 


Oortez hauing ſo god an anſwere of the Ambaſſa⸗ 
doꝛs, he gaue licence to as many of the Indians his 
friends, as lifted to depart home to their houſes, 
and he like wiſe departed from Chololla, with ſome 
Yo2derers that would needs follow him. 


Ve 
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Hee left the way that the Mexicans had perſwaded him 
to tome, fo2 it was both euill and daungerous, as the 
Spaniard which went to the vulcan hadſene, he went 
another plainer wap, and moze nearer. That dap he tra⸗ 
uelled but ſoure leagues, betauſe he ment to lodge in the 
villages of Huexozinco, wher he was friendly receiued, 
and they pꝛeſented vnto him lanes, garments, and golde, 
although but little,foz they are pe, by reaſon that Mu- 
tezuma hath enuironed them about, becauſe they were of 
the parcialityof Tlaxcallan. The next day in the moꝛning 
he aſcended vpa hill couered with ſnow, which was ſire 
miles ot height, where if the 30000, ſouldiers had wats 
ted fo; them, they might eaſily haue take them, by reaſon 
of the great cold:and from the top of that hill, they diſcos 
uered the land of Mexico, and the great lake, with his 
villages round about, which is an excerding godly ſight. 
But when Cortes ſaw that beautifull thing, his iov was 
without compariſon, and he tokenot ſo much pleaſure, 
but ſome of his men feared as much, and there was a 
murmuration among them to returne backe againe, yea 


and like to haue bene a mutinie among them. But Cortes Oh wiſe 
with his wiſe dome and diſlimulation did pacifie the mats Cortez. 


ter, with courage, hope, and gentle wozdes, and they (&- 
ing that their Captaine at all aſſapes was the firſt him⸗ 
ſelſe, they feared the leſſe the things that they imagined, 
And diſcending downe into the plaine, they found a great 
large houſe, ſufficient fo2 him and all his companie, with 
fire thouſand Indians of Tlaxcallan, Huexozinco,  Cho- 
lolla. Andp ſeruants of Mutezuma made cotages ot ſtraw 
foz the Tamemez oz carriers, who were lade with the far⸗ 
dage, and vittailcs : there was a god ſupper pꝛepared fo: 
them, and great fires to warme them, and all things ne⸗ 
teſſary. Thither came manp p2incipal perſons fro Mexi- 
co, to viſite him, among whom was a Kinſman of Mu- 

P 3 tezuma, 
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cezuma,who pꝛeſẽted vnto Cortes the value of thz& thew 
ſand dacats in gold, and beſought him to returne backe a⸗ 


gaine, and to haue conſideration of the ponertie, hunger, 


and cuill way, yea and to palle in little boats in danger of 
dꝛowning. And as foz tribute to be giuen to the Empe⸗ 
roʒ, a greater ſumme ſhould be appointed, then though he 
went perſonally to Mexico, yea and that it ſhould be paid 
at what place he would appoint, Cortcs welcomed them, 
as reaſon didrequire, and pzeſented vnfo them haberdaſh 
toies, which they eſtemed in much, e chiefly he did louing⸗ 
ly entertaine Mute zuma his kinſman, vnto whome hes 
made this anſwer,ſaying, A would gladly ſerue and plea⸗ 
ſure ſuch a mightie pꝛinte as your ſoueraigne Mute um 
is if it lay in my handes without offence of the King my 
maſter: and concerning my going to Mexico, Mutezuma 
Hall receiue both pleaſare and honour, rather than others 
wiſe, t after J haue talked with him, A wil ſwne returne, 
likewiſe hunger I feare not, neither pet doubt that J noa 
none of mine ſhall want, and ſoz my paſſage on the was 
ter, J ſap it is nothing in compariſon of two thouſande 
leagues, which J haue ſailed onely to come and viſit him, 

But pet foz all this talke, if they had found him care⸗ 
leſſe, they would haue pinched bim as ſome doth ſay, foz 
he gaue them to vnderſtand, that he noz his men flept not 


 bynight,noz pet vnarmed themſelues, yea, and alſo if it 


chanced the to finde in the night ſeaſon any that were not 
of their company,they flue them out of hand, deſiring him 
fo aduiſe his men therof, leaft any of them ſhould happen 
to fall into that daunger, which would much grieue him, 
and with this takle they went all to take their reff, 
Che next day in the mozning he p2oc>ded foꝛ ward and 
came to Amaquemecan which is 2. leagues from thence, 
and ſtaveth in the pꝛouinte of Chalco,a town» containeth 
20000, houlholvers, The Lozd of that towne — 
9 
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fo Cortez foztie women flanes,and 3 ooo. dutats in gold, 
with meat abundantly foz two daies, e ſecretly made coms 
plaint vnto him ol Mutezuma. And from thence he went 


to another town foure leagues rd thence, the halftherof 


was built vpon the lake, and the other half vpon the land 
at the fot of aragged hill. There went in his companie 
many ſubiects of Mutezuma foz purueyo2s , but pet both 
they and the towneſmen weuldfaine haue lais hands vp⸗ 
en the Spaniards, and euery night would ſend their ſpies 
to ſ what the Chziffians did, but the watch flue about 
twentie of them, wherevpon the matter ſkaied, and their 
pzetence toke no effect: ſure if is a thing to laugh at, foz 
at euerp fancie they would pꝛoue to kill the, and pet they 
were not foz the purpoſe. The next day in the mozning 
came twelue Loꝛds from Mexico, among whom was Cas 
cama, neuew to Mutezuma, who was Lo2d of Tezeuco, 

avoeng man of rxv. yearesof age, whom the Indians did 
much honour ; he was carried vpon their ſhoulders, and 
when they ſet him done, one went befoze with a bꝛome 
to ſwerpe the duſt out of his way. Theſe Gentlemen came 

to accompanie Cortes, excuſing Mutezuma, ſaping that he 

was not well at eaſe, and therfoze he came not perſonally 

to reteiue him. And pet they intreated Cortes to returne 


back againe, and not to come bnto Mexico, giuing him to 


vnderſtand by ſigns, that they would there diſpleaſe him, 
and ſo defend the paſſage and entrance, a thing eaſfle to be 
done, but they were either blinded, oz elſe they durſt not 
| bzeake the cawſey.Cortes entertained the like noble men 
and gaue vnto them ol bis haberdach, and departed fro the 

lone w many graue perſonages, who carried with them 
A great traine, which filled vp the way well nigh as they 
ſhould paſſe, wondꝛing at their beards, harneſſe, apparell, 
beꝛſes and oꝛdindte, ſaping to themſelues, theſe be Gods, 
Cortes gaue them warning nat to come among the hozſes 
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no2 among his men,foz feare they would kill them. Tbis 
he made them beleue becauſe he would not haue his way 
fopped,fo2 that the number of the was ſo great. They the 
tame to a towne built vppon the water, of two thouſany 
houſes,and befoze they came thither, they had gone moze 
then halle a league vpon a faire Cawſey , which was 
twentie fote bꝛoad:the fowne had faire houſes and many 
towers: the Loꝛd of the towne did reteiue them wozlſhip- 
fully, and pꝛouided all things plentifully, defiring him to 
abide there that night, and ſecretly made complaintes as 
gainſt Mutczuma,of many wꝛongs andexactions done by 
him, and certified him, that from thence the way was ve- 
ry faireto Mexico, ę all the like cawſey as he had paſſed, 
Mlith this newes Cortes was very glad, foz he meant to 
haue ſtayed there foz to haue built Barkes and Foyſts, 
and pet he feared leaſt they would bzeake þ cawſey,wher- 
foze he had alwayes a care ouer Cacama,who with the os 
ther Lo2des defired him not to abide there, but to pzocede 
foʒward fe Iztacpalapan, which was but two leagues off, 
and that the Lo2d thereof was another Renew to Myu- 
cezuma, To admit their requeſt he wee with them to that 
towne,and from thence to Mexico was but two leagues, 
the which the next day he might go at plfaſure, and coms 
timely into the citie, & in this ezder came to Iztacpalapan. 
Euer two houres came meſſengers betwixte Cortes 
and Mutezuma:then came Cuetlauac Lozd of that fowne, 
with the Lo2de Culhuacan his kinſman to receiue him, 
who pꝛeſented vnto him lanes, garments, and feathers, 
and to the valew of foure thouſande Ducatcs in Golde. 
Cuetlauac reteiued al the @pamiards into his own houſe, 
which hath verie faire lodgings all of lone, and Car- 
penters wozke,erceding well wzonght, with high e low 
rowmes , with all kind of {eruice : The chambers were 
hanged with cloth of Cotten very rich, after their — 
| here 
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There were faire gardens repleniſhed with many ſweet 
Aoures, and ſwete trees garniſhed with netwozke, made 
of Canes, and conered with roſes and other fine hearbes, 
with ſundzie pondes of ſw#te water. There was an o⸗ 
ther garden very beautifull of all ſoztes of fruites and 
bearbes,with a great ponde walled with lime and ſtone, 
and was foure hundzeth paces ſquare , made with faire 
ſceppes to diſcende vnts the bottome in many places, and 
was fall of diuers kindes offiſhes , and many kinde of 
water birdes, which ſomtimes couered þ pond,as Gulles, 
Me wes, and ſuch like, Iztacpallapanis a towne of. 10000, 
houſholds,e is planted in a lake of ſalt water, the one halle 
of the towne built on the water, and the other on the land.

Mutezuma. Upon this Calſey are many dzawne bꝛidges 
built vpon faire arches , that the water paſſeth thꝛough. 
Cortes paſſed this calſey with. 400.@paniardes,q.6000., 
Indians his friends; they; paſſage was with much — by

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reaſon ok the great multitude ol : wa which came fol 
him, t comming ner the citie, there adiopned another tal⸗ 
fey with a bzoder paſſage , where ſtandeth a ſtrong bul- 
warke of ſtone ofthe he igth of 2. fatom, with two towers 
on each ſire. and two gates very ſtrang. Pere at this. 
fozt came thꝛe thouſande Courtiers and Citizens to re 
tejue him.andeucry of them touched the ground with his. 
right hand and kiſſed it, and paſſed fozwards in the oꝛder 
as they came, Theſe ſalutatiosenduredan houre e moꝛe. 
From the bulwark the calſey lieth directly, and befoze the 
entraunte into the ſtreete there is an other dzawe bzidge 
made of timber ten paces bꝛoad, vnder the which the wa⸗ 
ter paſſeth ta and fro. At this baidge came Mutezuma to 
receiue Cortez vnder a Canapie ofgrene feathers e gold, 
with much argenterx hanging thereat, which Canapie 
foure noble men did carry. And the two pzinces Cuerlauac 
and Cacama his neue ws, did leade him by each arme: all 
thꝛee were rich apparelled t all of one faſhion, except Mu- 
tezums, which bad a paire of ſhoes of gold beſet with pꝛe⸗ 
tious ſtones, and the ſoles were tied to the vpper parte 
with latehets, as is painted of the Antikes. Vis gentle⸗ 
men went by two and two, laying downe and taking vp 
mantels and couerlets vpon the ground, becauſe his fete 
ſhould not touch the ſame : then followed him as in pꝛo⸗ 
te ſſion, 200. noble men barefoted, with garments of a ri⸗ 
cher liuery then the firſt thꝛee thouſand. Mute zuma came 
in the middeſt of the ſtrerte, and the others came behind: 
him as nigh the wal as they moughtf, their faces towards 
the grounde, foz it was a great offence to lone him in the 
face, Cortez alighted from his hoꝛſe, ans actoꝛding to our 
vſe went toembꝛate him, but the Princes who led him by 
the armes would not ſuffer him ta come ſo nigb, foz ther 
held it fo2 ſin to touch him, but yet ſaluted each one p other. 

Cottez put about Mutezuma his necke a coller of Pars. 
N garites, 
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garites, Diamonds, & other ſtones all of glaſſe, Mutezu- 
ma receiaed it thankfully, and went befoze with one ol the 
p2inces his neuewes, and commaunded the other to leade 
Cortes by the hand, next after him in the midſt of p ſtræt: 
and pꝛoci ding foꝛ ward in this oder, then came the Gen⸗ 
tlemen in the richeſt linery to welcome him, one by one, 
touching the ground with their hands, and alter returned 
to their ſtanding. And ik the Citizens had come as they 
requeſted, all that day would not haue ſerued foz ſalutati⸗ 
ons, Che toller of glaſſe pleaſed well Muteauma, and bes 
tauſe he would not take without giuing a better thing, as 
à great pꝛince, he tommaunded to be bzought two coilers 
Hf redde pzawnes, which are there much eſteemed, and af 
euery one of them hangedeight ſhzimpes of gold, ot extel⸗ 
"lent wozkemanſhip, and of a finger length cuery one, he 
put theſe collers with his owne handes about Cortes his 
necke, the which was eſfemed a moſt great fauour, yea 
wad the Indians maruelled at it, At this time they were 
come to the ffr&te ende, which wasalmoT a mile long, 
bzoad,traight;and very faire, and fall ofhouſes on eache 
Hoe, in whoſe dots, windowes and tops, was ſuch a mul⸗

be beule where the Spaniardes ii was 
great and large, with many faire chambers ſuffici⸗ 
entfoz them all: it was nete, cleane matted, and 
. - hanged withcloth of Cotten, and feathers of many 
colours, pleaſantto behold, When Mutczuma was depar⸗ 
ted from Cortez, he began to ſette his houſe in o2der, and 
plated the ozdinaunce at bis doꝛe, e hauing all his things 
in god (ozt,he went ta a ſumptuous dinner that was pꝛe⸗ 
paredfoz him. As ſwne as Mutezuma had made an end o 
his dinner, hearing that the ſtraungers were riſen from 
the table , and repofeda while , then tame he to Cortez, 
faluting him, and ſatte downe by him. e gaue vnto him 

diuers te wels of gold plate, feathers, and many garmets 
ol Cotten, both riche, wel wauen, and wwought of range 
colours, a thing comely, that did manifeft tis greatueſſe,. 
and alſo confirme their imagination. This gifte was deli⸗ 
uered honozablie, and then began his tal ze as foloweth: 
Loꝛde and Gentlemen, J dos much reiopte to haue nay 
*houlſe ſuch valient men as pe are; fo; to vſa pen with cur. 
telle, and intre ate you with honour, acco2ding to your de- 
ſerte and my eſtate. And where herefofoze A deſircd that 
you ſhoulve not come hither , the anely cauſe was, my 
people had a greate feare ta le you, ſo2 your ieſture and 
. grimmo beardes did terrifie them, yea, thaꝝ repozted that 
ve tad ſuch beats as ſwallowed men, and that your cam ⸗ 
ming was tro heauen,bzinging with you lightning,thun- 
der, e thũderbolts, wherwith vau made the earth to treble 
and to ſhake, and that ve lew therwith whom ye pleaſen 
But now do ſi e know that vou are moʒtal mũ and that 
ve are quiet e hurt no man:alſo I haue (@ne your _ 
ich 


which are but your ſeruants, and your Gunnes like dn⸗ 
to ſhoting Trunkes. A doe now holde all fo; fables and 
res which haue bin re poꝛted ol you, and J doe alſoaccept 
you foz mymerre kinſman. My father tolde mee that her 
had beard his fozefathers ſay, of whome J doe diſcende, 
that they helde opinion howe they were not naturals of 
this land, but come hither bychaunce, in companie of a 


mightie Lozde, who after a while that he hadde abode A ſtraustze 
here, they returned to their naturall ſoile: After manis 9219199: 


veares erpezed, theꝝ came againe fo2 thoſe whom they 
bad left hre behinde them, but they would not goe with 
them, becauſe they had here inhabited, and hadde wines 
_  andchildzen, and great gouernment in the land, owe 
theſe mightie Loꝛdes ſeeing that they were ſo ſtubbozne, 
and woulde not returne with them, departed from them. 
fo;e diſpleaſed, ſaying, that h woulde ſend his childzen 
. that ſhould both rule and gouerne them, in iuſtice, peate, 
and auncient Religion. And foz this conſideration, wee 
baue alwayes ſaſpectedand beleued, that ſuch a people 
ſhould come to rule and gouerne vs, and coſidering from. 
whence you come, J doe thinke that you are they whome 
weloked foz, and the notice which the great Emperour 
Charles had of vs, who hath now ſent you hither, Theres 
fo;e Loꝛde and Captaine, bee well aſſured, that wee will 
obey vou, if their b& no feynedoz deceitfull matter in 
pour dealings, and will alſo diuide with you and yours 
all that wee baue. And although this which A haue ſayds 
were not onely foz your vertue, fame, and derdes of vas 
tiant Gentlemen, A would pet do it foz your wozthinelle 
in tze battels of Tauaſco, Teocazinco, and Chololla, bes 
ing ſs few, to ouercome ſo many. 
 Nowagaine, if ve imagine that Jam a God, and the 
walles and rotes of my houſes, and all my veſſell of (er- 


uice, to be af pure golde, as the men of Zempoallan, Tlax-

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callan, and Hucxozinco,hath enfozmedyon, it is not ſo, 
and J iudge you to be ſo wile; that vou giue nocredite to 
ſuch kables. You ſhall alſo note, that thʒough your cõming 
hither, many of my ſubiects haue rebelled, and are be⸗ 
come my moztall enemies, but pet 3 purpoſe to bzeake 
th: ir wings. Come fele you my bodie, J am officſh and 
bone, a moꝛtall man as others are, and no God, although 
as a king A doe eſtme my ſelfe of a greater dignitie and 


pꝛeheminence then others. Py heuſes you doe alſo ſe, 


which are of timber and earth, and the p2incipalieft of 
Maſons worte, therefoze not vou doe both knowe and 
{& what odious liers thoſe talebearers were. But troth 
it is, that gold plate, feathers, armour, ie we ls, and other 
riches, I haue in the treaſurie of my fozefathers-a lung 
time pꝛeſerued, as the vſe of Kings is, all the which von 
and yours ſhall enioy at al times. And now it may pleaſs: 
vou to take pour reſt, foꝛ I know that vou are wearle of. 
Pour iournev. Cortes with ioyfull countenance humbled 
himſelf, ſeing ſome teares fall from Mutezuma his eies, 
ſaying vnto him, vpon the truſt J haue had in pour cle⸗ 
mentie, J inſiſte d to come both to (ce, and talke with your 
bighnefſe, and nowe J know that all are lies which hath 
bene tolde mc, The like pour highnelle hath heard repoz- 
ted of vs, aſſure pour (clfe , that the Empcrour King of

He went ſeldome out of his Chamber, but when ze 
went to his meate, Ye eate alwayes alone, but ſolemne⸗ 
lie, and with great abundance, Mis table was a pillow, 

oz elſe a couple of coloured ſkinnes, Mis Chaire was a 
foure foted ſtole made of one pece , and hullowe in the 
middeſt, well wzought and painted, Vis table clothes, 
napkins, and fowels, were made of Cotten wall, veris 
White and ne we, foz he was neuer ſeruedbut once with 
that naperie. Foure hundzed Pages bzought in his 
meate, all ſonnesof great Lozdes, and placed it vppon a 
table in his great Pall. The meate beeing bzought in, 
then came Mutezuma to behold the diſhes, and appoyn⸗ 
ted thoſe diſhes that liked him beſt, andchafing diſhes 
were pꝛepared fo kepe that meate warme, and ſeldome 
woulveate of any other diſh, except the Lozd te ward oz 
Controller ſhould bighly commendany other diſh, 
Beſoze he ſate downe, came twentie of his wines of 
the fayzeft and beſt eſfemed, oz elſe thoſe that ſerued 
werkely by turne, bꝛought in the Baſon and Ewer, with 
great humbleneſſe. This done, he ſafe him downe , and 
then came the Loꝛd Steward, and dzew a wodden nette 
befoze him , becauſe none ſhoulde come nigh his Table.

Mbile the Lozd Mutezuma was at his meate, ercept 
ſome Jeſter, they all ſerued him barefoted, There aſſiſted 
alwayes ſomewhat a farre off, ſire auncient and Poble 
men, vnto whome he vled to gine of the dilh that beſt ly⸗ 
ked him, who receiued the ſame at his hand with great 
reuerence, and eate it incontinent, without loking in his 
face, which was the greateſt humilitie that they coulde 
ble befoze him. Ye had muſicke of Fiddle, Flute, and of a 
Snayle ſhell, anda Caudzon conered with a ſkinne,and 
ſuch other ſtraunge inſtruments. They had very euill 
voyces to ſing. Alwayes at dinner time he had Dwarfes, 
crokebackes, and other defozmed counterſeits, all foz 
maieſtie and to laugh at, who had their meate in the Hall 
among the Jeffers and Jdiots, which were fed with part 
of the meate that came from Mutezuma his table, all the 
reſt ofthe meat was ginen to thze& thouſand of the guard, 
who attended 02dinarily in the yard oz court, and therfoze 
they ſay that there was bzought fo his table the thous 
ſand diſhes,and as many pottes of wine, ſuch as they vie, 
and that continually the Buttrey and Pantrey ft@d open, 
which was a wonder to ſ& what was in them.

=) Dmetimes Mutezuma went fo the Ten⸗ 
nis Courte. Their ball is called Villama- 
A lizch, and is made of the gum which com⸗ 
meth krõ a tro called VI. This tre grows 
ethina hote Countrey. The gumme being 
AZ2Y kneded together, and ſo made round, is as 
blacke as pitch, and ſomewhat heauie, and very harde foz 
the hande, but yet god and light fo rebound , and better 
than our windballes. They play not at chaſes,but at bans 
die,o2 at check; that is,if the ball touch the wall it loſeth, 
They may ſtrike the ball with any part of their bodie, but 
there is alwaies a penaltie ił they only ſtrike not with the 
battoke oz ſide, which is the fineſt play:whereof they vſe a 
ſkinne vpon each buttocke, They play ſo many toſs 
many foz a packe of mantels, oz accozding to the abilitie 
of the players. Alſo they play foz golde and feathers, and 
ſometime fo2 their owne bodyes, as they vſe at Patolli, 
which is there permitted xlawfull. The Tennis Court 
is called Tlachco, and is a Hall long and narrow, but wi⸗ 
der vpwards, then done wardes, and higher on the fides 
then at the ends, which is an induſtrie fo2 their play. The 
houſe is alwaies white and ſmoth in the ſive walles: ther 
baue certain tones like vato * alittle hole — 
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the middeſt that palſeth homes. the ſtone, the hole 100 
ſmall, that ſcarcely the ball may pay pale though, but he 
that chanceth to irike the ball into the hole, which ſildom 
bappeneth, winneth the game, and by an auncient lawe 
and cuſtome among Tennis players, be ought to haue the 
tloakes of all thoſe that ſtand and be hold the play, on that 
ide that the ball went in, and in ſome Tennis Courtes, 
the halle of the garments of them that ſtand loking on. 
The winner is then bounde to make certaine ſacrifice to 
the Cod of the Tennis play , and to the fone where the 
ball entred. The beholders ofthe play would ſay,that ſuch 
a winner ſhould bee a the and anadulterer, oz elſe that | 
he Gould die quickly. 

They vled in the Temple of the Tennis play, two 3. 
mages ot the God of the ball, which tod vpon the two lo⸗ 
wer walles. The Sacrifice was celebzated at midnight, 
with many Ceremonies and Mitchcrafts, and ſonges 
foz that purpoſe. Then came a Pꝛieſt from the Cathedꝛall 
Church, with other Religious perſons to bleſſe the Sa⸗ 
crifice.ſaying certaine diuelliſh pꝛaiers, and thzowing the 
ball foure times in the Tennis Court. In this 0zder was 
the Tennis play conſecrate d, and aſter this conſecration it 
was lawfull to play,o2 elſe not, foʒ this diligence was firſt 
— — done when any Tennis Court oz play was newly 

ilt. 

Che ownerof the Tennis Court alſo woulde neuer 
ſaffer any to plap, vntill he had firſt offered ſomething to. 
the Jdoll, their ſuperſtition was ſo great.

The walles were made of maſons woꝛke, and wꝛought 
of Parble, Jaſpe, and other blacke ſtone, with vaines ol 
redde, like vnto rubies and other ſtones, which gliſtered 
very faire: the Roffes were wꝛought of Timber, and cu⸗ 
riouſiy tarued: the Timber was Cedze,Cipers, e Pine⸗ 
tre : the chambers were painted and hung with cloth of 
cotten, and cloth made of Connects hatre and feathers, 
The beddes were pwze and of no vale we, foz they were 
nothing but Mantels laide vpon mattes, oz vpon Yay,oz 
elſe mattes alone: fewe men lay within thoſe houſes, 
There were a thouſande women, and ſome affirme that 
there were thz& thouſand,accounting gentlewomen,ſers 
naunts and llaues:the moſt were noble mens daughters, 
Mutezuma toke of them foz his ſelſe, thoſe that liked him 
deft, and the others he gaue in marriage to Gentlemen 


his ſeruaunts. 
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The ſaying was, that he had at one time a kund: eth 

and fiftie women his wines with childe, who thzough the 
perſwaſion of the diuel, take meditines to caſt their crea» 
tures, becauſe they knew that they ſhould not inherit the 
ſtate ; theſe his wines, had many olde women foꝛ their 
Guard,foz no man was permitted to loke vpon them, 

The Hielp of armes that is ſet in his Pallace,and like⸗ 
wiſe carrieq to the warres, ia an Eagle (ozing vpon aL 
ger his talents, bent as taking pzay. Some thiake it is a 
Gryphon and not an Eagle. The Gryphons in time paſt, 
ſay they, did cauſe the vale of Auacatlan to be diſpeopled, 
fo2 they. were great dengurers of men, and that their abi⸗ 
ding was in p Pountains of Teoacan: they appꝛoue that 
theſe Pountaines were called Cuitlachtepelt, of Cuit- 
lachtli, which is a Gryphon, bigger then a Lion: but the 
Spaniards did neuer ſe any of them. 

Lhe Indians by their old Pidures do paint thoſe Grp⸗ 
phons to haue a kinde of haire and no feathers, and alſo 
affirme, that with their talandes and teethe they bzeake 
mens bones. {They haue the courage of a Lion, and the 
countenaunce of an Eagle: they painte him with foure 
feete,and tet, with a kind of downe,moze like woll then 
ſeathers, with his beake, talandes, and wings. ;

They did not onely pax this rent, and tribute, but alſo 
ſerued with their bodies at all times when the great 
mg ſhould'commannd. ':Zhep were in ſuch great ſubs: 
ir mom ed their pꝛinte, that they durit not ipeane one woꝛd 
el though their daughters ſhould bee taken from them to 
be vſed at their pleaſure. It was re poꝛted that of euerie 
th: ſons, thep deliuered one to be ſacrificed, but that res 
pozt was falſe; fozif it had birne true, the townes had not 
bin ſo repleniſhed with people as they were: and alſo the 
noble men did not eate mans ficſh , but one ly of thoſe 
which were facrificed, and they were llaue s 02 pꝛiſoners 
taken in the warres. Aſſure diy they were cruell but⸗ 
chers, and ſlue yearely fo; that blovyſacrifice many men, 
and ſoms ohild en, but nat io many as was repoꝛte d. All 
the afozeſaive rentes they bꝛought to Mexico vpon their 
backes, and in boates,J meane ſs much as was neceſſaris 
loz the pzouiſion of the houſe and Court of Mutezuma, 
all the refidne was ſpent among Souldiers, and bartred 
foz golde, plate, pꝛecious tones, and other rich Jewels, 
eſteemed of Pz2inces, all the which was.bzought to the 
treaſurie. In Mexico was large and great barnes and 
bouſes to receiue and kepe the cozne foz pꝛouiſian of the 
Citie,with officers, and vnderoficers, who did receine

pon water, vet the ſame water is not god to dzinke, 
whereof there is bꝛoughte by conduit water from a place 
called Capultepec, th2& miles diſtant frõ the Citie, which 
ſpꝛingeth out of a little hill, at the fote whereof ſandeth 
two Statues oz couered Images wꝛought in ſtone, with 
their Targettes and Launces, the one is ol Mutezuma, 
and the other of A xaiaca his father. 1 

The water is bꝛought from thence in two pipes oz 
Canalls in great quantitie, and when the one is foule, 
then all the water is conueied into the other, till the firſt 


bo made cleane. From this fountaine all the whole Citie 


is pꝛouided, ſo that they goe ſelling the ſauie water from 
crete to ſtreete in little boafes, and doe pate a tertaine 
tribute fo: the ſame. 

Chis Citie is deuided into fwo ſkretes, the one was 
called Tlatelulco, that is to ſap, a litle Jland, and the other 
Mexico,where Mutezuma his dwellingand cotirtewas, 
and is to be intery2etedaſpzing. This ſkrerte is the faireſt 
and molt pzincipall , and becauſe ofthe Kings-Pallace 
there, the Citie was named Mexico, although the old and 
firſt name of the Citie was Tenucheiclan, which doth ſig⸗ 
nilſie fruite out ot ſtone , foz the name is compounded ol 
Tetl, which is, ſtone, and  Nucheli which is fruite, called 
Cuba, Tunas. The tree that beareth this fruite, is named 
Nopal, and is nothing almoſt but leaues of a fotebzoade 
and round, and th2& ynches thicke, ſome moꝛe, and ſome 
leſſe, accozding to the growth, full ot thoznes which are 
venemous: the leafe is greene, andthe thoꝛne oꝛ pꝛicke 
ruſſet. After that is planted, itencreaſeth ; growing 
leafe vntoleafe , andthe tote thereof commeth to be as 
the bodie ol a tre , and one leafe dothe onely pꝛodute 
another at the pointe, but at the fidesofthe ſame leaues 
p2occedeth other leaues: Er here in — is 
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fn! ſame ous and truite, it nedeth no further deſcrip⸗ 


An ſome pzouinces where wateris ſcante, they vſe ts 
dꝛinke the inice of theſe leaues. The fruite thereof cal⸗ 
led Nuchtli, is like vnto figges , and euen ſo hathe his 
little kernels oʒ graines within, but they are ſomewhat 
larger, andcrownedlike vnto a Pedler . - Theroare of 
them of ſundzye coloures, ſome are greene without, and 
Carnationlike within, which haue a god taſte . Others 
are vellowe. and others white,and ſome ſpeckled: the beſt 
ſozt are the white:it is a fruite that will laſt long. 
Some ol them taſteth ol peares, and other ſome of 
Grapes: it is a colde and a freſh truite, and belt eſteemed 
in the heate of Sommer. The Spaniardes doe moze eo 
ſteeme them then the Indians. The moze the grounde is 
_— where they growe , the fruite is ſo muche the 
tter. 

Chere is pet another kinde of this fruite redde, and 
that i is nothing eſteemed , although his (aſt is not euill, 
but becauſe it dothe coloure and dye the eaters mouth, 
lippes, and apparell, yea and maketh his vzine loke like 

ure bloud. Many Spantardes at their firſt coming into 
India, and eating this fruite , were ina maze,and at their 
wittes ende, thinking that all the bloud in their bodies 
came out in vzine : yea and manye Phiſitions at_theyz 
flirſt comming were of the ſame beliefe-: foz-it hath hap- 
pened, when they haue bin ſent fo2 unto ſuch as haue ea- 
ten this fruite, they not knowing the.cauſe, and behol- 

ding the vzyne-, by and hy they miniſtred medecine ts 
Kannch bloud-:-ſurelya thing to laugh at, to ſ& the Phis 
ſitions ſo deceiued. Df this fruite Nuchtli and Tetl, which 
is a ſtone, is compounded Tenuchtlitan. When this Citie

Mexico is as much to ſap, as a ſpzing o2 fountaine, ac⸗ 
eopding tothe p2opertte of the vowell andipech, - 

 Dtbers doe affirme- that Mexico hath his name of a 
moze auncient time, whoſe firſt founders were called 

Me xiti, fez'vnto this day p Indian dwellers in one ſtræte 
of this city are called of Mexica. The Mexiti tke name 
al their pꝛintipalleſt Jooll called Mexitli, who was in as 
gteate veneration as Viezilopucheli,God of the warre. 
Mexico is enuironed with ſwerte water, and hathe 
thꝛer waies to come vnto it by calſey , the one is from 

tbe Weſt , and that calſey is a mile and a halfe long. 

Another from the No2th , and tonteineth thz& miles 
in length. Eaftwarde the Citie hathe no entrye. But 

South warde the Calſey is fire miles long,which wasthe 

way that Cortez entred info the Cite. 

The lake that Mexico is planted in, Abend it ſæ⸗ 
meth one, vet it is two, fo2 the one is of water ſaltiche, 
bitter, and peſtiferous, and no kinde offiſhe — in it. 

And the other water is wholefome,god and ſ wert, and 

dyingeth fozth ſmall ſiſſe. 

The ſalte water ebbeth 2 fidweth y ring 

$'S -* 
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to the winde that bloweth. = ſwete water fandeth 
higher, ſo that the god water fatleth into the euill, 
and reuerteth not backward,as ſome hold opinion. The 
falt lake conteineth fiftene miles in bꝛeadth, and fift#ne 
in length, and moꝛe then fiue and foztie in tirtuite, and 
the lake of (wete water conteineth euen as much, in 
ſach ſozt, that the whole lake conteineth moze then thir⸗ 
tie leagues, and hath about fiftie townes ſcituated round 
about it, many of which Townes doe conte ine fine 
thouſand houſholdes, and ſome fenne thouſande, yea and 
one Zowne called Tezcuco,is as bigge as Mexico. All 
this lake of water ſpzingethontofa mountaine that ſtan⸗ 
deth within ſight of Mexico. The tauſs that the one part 
of the lake is bꝛockiſh oz ſaltiſh, is, thar the bottome oz 
2 is all ſalt, and of that water great quantite of ſalt 


is daily made, 


In this great lake are aboue two hundzeth thouſande 
little boates,which the Indians call Acalles, and the Spas 
niards call them Canoas, acco2ding ts the ſperch ef Cuba 
and Santo Domingo, wꝛought like a kne ding trongþ:ſom 
are bigger then other ſome, actoꝛding to the greatnefly of 
the bodie of the tree whercof they are made. And where 
2 number two hundzed thouſand of theſe boates, I ſpeake 
of thc leaſt, foz Mexico alone bath aboue fiſtie theuſands 
ozdinarily to carryandbzing vnto the Citie viuuall, pꝛo⸗ 
uiſion, and paſſengers, ſo that on the market day all the 
fretes of water arefullof them, - 


The Maket place of Mexico, 


Be Parket is called in the Indian fongue Tlan- 


quiztli: enery pariſh bath his Market place to buy 
and ſell in: but Mexico, and Tlatclulco onelp, 


' which are the chieleſt Citties, baue great _ 
an 


- - and places fit foz the ſame, and eſpecially Mexico hath 


hang houſes, other Cotten cloth foz linning-bz#ches, 
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one place where molt dayes in the yeare is buying and 

ſelling,buteuery fourth day is the great Market oꝛdina⸗ 

rilp:and the like cuſtome is vſed thzoughout the domini⸗ 
ons of Mutezuma. 

This place is wide and large, compaſſed round about 
with does, and is ſo great, that a hundzed thouſand per⸗ 
ſons come thither to choppe and change, as a Citie moſt 
pꝛincipall in all that region. Wherfoze the reſozt is from 
karre parties vnto that place, Euery occupation and kind 
of marchandiſe bath his pꝛoper place appointed, which no 
other may by any means occupy 82 diſturbe. Likewiſe pe⸗ 
ſcerous wares haue their place accozdingly, (that is to 
ſay) ſtone, timber, lime, bzicke, and all kinde offtuffe vn⸗ 
wꝛought, being neceſſarie to build withall. Alſo mattes 
both fine and courſe ofſundzie wozkemanthip, allo coles, 
wodde, and all ſoztes ofearthen veſſell, glazedand pains 
ted very curioufly; Deare ſkinnes both raw and tanned 
in haire and without haire, of manie colours, ſoʒ ſhomas 
kers,Bucklers, Targets, Jerkins, and lining of wod⸗ 
den Cozſe lets: alſo ſkinnes of other beaſtes and foule in 
feathers readie dzeſſed of all ſoztes, the colours and 
ſtraungeneſſe thereof was a thing to beholde. The richeſt 
marchandiſe was Salt, and mantels of Cotten woll of. 
diuerſe colours, voth great and ſmall, ſome foz beddes, o⸗ 
thers fo; garments and clothing, other foz Tapiſſarie to 


Hirtes, table clothes, towels, napkins, and ſuch like 

There were alſo mantels made of the leaues ol the 
tre called Metl, and of Palme tree, and Cony haire, which 
are wel eſtermed, being very warm, but p couerlets made 
of feathers are the beſt : they ſell thꝛerde made of Conie 
haire,pieces of iinnen cloath made of Cotten woll, alſo 
Cc 3 ſkaines 
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ſkainesof thꝛœde of all _ alſo it is ſtraunge to ſcæ 
the great ſtoze of poultrie that is bꝛought to that market, 
And although they eate the fleſh of the foule, yet the fea⸗ 
thers ſerue fo2 cloathing, mixing one ſoꝛt with another, 
There are of theſe foule ſo many ſoztes and ſeuerall co⸗ 
lours that J cannot number them: ſome wilde, ſome 
tame, ſome water foule, and other ſome of rapine, All the 
bꝛauerie of the market, is the place where golde and fea⸗ 
thers ioyntly wꝛought is ſolde, foz any thing that is in 
requeſt is there liuelꝑ w2ought in gold and keathers, and 


gallant colours. The Indians are ſo expert and perfec in 


this ſcience, that they will wozke oz make a Butterflie, 
any wilde beaſt, trærs, roſes, flowers, hearbes, rotes, oz a- 
ny other thing, ſo liuelp, that it is a thing maruellous to 
be hold. Jt hapneth many times that one of theſe woꝛke⸗ 
men in a whole dap will eate nothing, oneiꝑ to place one 
feather in his dew perfection, turning and toſſing the fea⸗ 
ther to the light of the Dunne, into the. ſhade oz darke 
place, to ſæ where is his molt naturall perfection, and 
till his wozke be finiſhed he will neither eateno2 dzinke, 
There are fewnations of ſo much fleame oz ſuſferaunce.- 
Lhe Art oz ſcience of Goldſmiths, among them is the 
molt curious, and verie god wozkemanſhip engrauen 
with twoles made of flint, oz in moulde. They will caſt a 
platter in moulde with eight cozners,and enery cozner of 
ſeuerail mettall, that is to ſap, the one of golde, and the o⸗ 
ther of ſiluer, withont.any kinde of ſowder: they will alſe 
found oz caſt a little cawdzon with loſe handles hanging 
thereat, as wee ble to caſt a Bell: ihep will alſo caſt in 
mould a fiſh of mettal with one ſcale of ſiluer on his back, 
and another of gold: they will make a Parret 02 Popins 
Jay of mettall, that his tongue ſhall ſhake, and his heade 
mouczt his wings flutter; they wil caſt an Ape in mould, 


that both hands and fert ſhall ſtir, and hold a ſpindle in bis 


hand 
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hand ſerming to ſpinne, yea and an apple in his hand, as 
though he would eat it. Dur Spaniar ds were not a little 
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amazed at the ſight of theſe things. Foz our Goldſmiths 


are not to be compared vnto them, They haue ſkill alſoof 
Amell wozke, and to ſet any pzecious ſtone. But nowe 
as touching the markette, there is to ſell, Golde,Siluer, 
Copper, Leave, Latton, and Linne, although there is 
but little of the th laſt mettels mentioned. There are 
Pearles, Pzecious ſtones, diuerſe andſundzie ſoztes of 
Shelles, and Bones, @punges and other pedlers ware, 
which certainly are many and ſtraunge ſoztes, yea,and a 
thing to laugh at their Haberdach topes 4 trifles. There 
are alſo many kind of hearbes, rotes, and ſeds, as well to 
be eaten, as foz medicine, foz both men, women, and chil⸗ 
dꝛen, haue great knowledge in hearbes, foz thzough po⸗ 
uertie and neceſſitie, they ſeeke them foz their ſuſtenance 


and helpe ol their infirmities and diſeaſes. They ſpend 


little among Phiſitions, although there are ſome of that 
Arte, and manie Potitaries, who doe bzing into the mar⸗ 
ket, oyntments, ſirops, waters, and other dzugges, fit foz 
ficke perſons: they cure all diſeaſes almoſt, with hearba, 
pea, as much as foz to kill lice, they haue a pꝛoper hearbe 
fo; the purpoſe, | 
The ſeuerall kindes of meates to be ſelde , is without 
number, as Snakes without head and taile, little Dogs 
gelt, Poules, Rattes, long wozmes, Lice, yea, and a 
kinde of earth, foz af one ſeaſon in the yeare they haue 
Nettes ot maile, with the which they rake vp acertaine 
duſt that is bzedde vpon the water of the lake of Mexico, 
and that iskneaded togither like vnto oas of the ſea: they 
gather much of this vittaile, ekep it in heaps, and make 
therof cakes like vnts bꝛickbats: they ſell not onely this 
ware in p market, but alſo ſend it abꝛoad to other faires 
t markets a far of;they eat this meat was god ſtomacks 
| as 
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as wee eate cherſe, yea and they holde opinion that this 
ſkum oz fatneſſe of the water, is the tauſe that ſuch great 
number of fouls commeth to the lake, which in the win- 
ter ſeaſon is infinite, 

They ſel in this market veniſon by quarters oz Whole, 
as Does, Bares, Conies, and Dogges, and many other 
beaſtes, which theybzing vp foz the purpoſe, and take in 
hunting. There are a great number of ſhoppes that ſell 
all kinde ofoffall and tripes. It is a wonder to (& how ſo 
much meate readie dzeſſed could be ſpent. There is alſo 
fleſh and ſich roſted, boyled., and baked, Pies and Cu⸗ 
ſtards made of diuerſe ſozts of egges : the great quanti⸗ 
tie of bzead is without number. Alſo co2ne of all ſoztes 
th:zclhed, and vnthzeſhed. The great ſfoze of ſundzie 
kindes of fruites is maruellous, which are there ſolde, 
both greene and ripe: there is one ſoꝛt as bigge as Al⸗ 
mondes called Cacao, which is both meate and currant 
money. There are diuerſe kinde of colours to bee ſolde, 
which they make of roſ?s,floures, fruits, barkes of trees, 
and other things verie excellent: they ſell their Honie of 
ſundꝛie kinds, oile of Chian, made of a ſæde like vnto mu⸗ 
' ffarde ſede, and oynting any painted cloath thercwith, 
the water can not hurt it, they alſo dʒt ſie therewith their 
meate, although they haue both butter and larde. Their 
ſandy ſoztes of wines ſhalbe declared in another place:it 
would bee a pꝛolixisus thing to rehearſe all the thinges 
that are to bee ſolde in that market. There are in this 
faire many artiſicers, as Packers, Barbers, Cutlers, and 
many others, although it was thought that among theſe 
Indians were none ſuch.All the things retited, and many 
others which A ſpeake not ol, are ſold in euerꝝ market of 
Mexico, all the ſellers pay a tertaine ſumme foz their 
ſhops oz ſtandings to the king, as a cuſtom, and they to be 
pꝛeſerued and delended from theeues: and foz that —

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there goe tertaine Sergeants oz officers vp & dolone the 
market to eſpie out malefactours, In the midveſt of the 
market ſtandeth a houſe whiche may be ſene thaoughout 
the fay2e, t᷑ there ſitteth twelue auncient men foz iudges 
to diſpatch lawe matters: their buying and ſelling is to 
thaunge one ware foz another, as thus, ane gineth a hen 
foza bundell of Maiz, other giue mantels foz ſalte, oz mao⸗ 
ney whiche is Cacao, and this is their oꝛder to choppe and 
chaunge: they haue meaſure and ffrike foz all kinde of 
cozne, and other earthen meaſures fo; Honꝑ and Wine, 
and if any meaſure be falſified, they puniſh the offenders, 
andbzeake their meaſures,

Þe Temple is called Teucalli, that 
0 — bes) is toſay,Gods houſe, Teutl, fgniſieth 
re God, and Calli is a houſe, a vowel ves 
ee ryfitte , ifthat houſe had bene of the 
LF] true God, The Spaniards that vn⸗ 
Aderſtand not þ language, do pzonsiice 
el and call thole Cemples Cues, and the 
N God Virzilopucheli, Vchilobos. Ther 
are in Mexico many pariſh churches, with towꝛes, wher⸗ 
in are Chappels and Altars where the images and idols 
do ſtand, and thoſe chappels do ſerue foz buriall places of 
their foũders, that p Pariſhiners are buried in the churchs 
yard. All their temples are ofone faſhion,therfoze it ſhall 
be now ſufficient to ſpeake of the cathedzal church. And e- 
uen as thoſe temples are all in generall of one making in 
that citie. A doe belæue that the like was neuer (ene noz 
beard off. This temple is ſquare, and doth containe enery 
way as much ground as a croſſebowcan reachleuell; it is 
made of ſtone, with foure doꝛes that abutteth vpõ the ther 
calſeys,and vpon another parte of I » Phathno _ 
d ey 
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ſey but a faire ſtrt. In the midſt of this Quadern ffane 
detha mount of earth and ſtone, ſquare like wiſe, and fiftie 

fadome long euerꝑ wap, built vpward like vnto a pyzas 
mide of Eg vpt, ſauing the top is not ſharpe, but plain and 
flat, and ten fadom ſquare : vpon the weſt ſide, were ſteps 
bp to the toppe, in number an hundzcth and fourtene, 
Which beeing ſo many, high, and made of ged ſtone, div 
ſceme a beautifull thing. Jt was a ſtraunge fight to be⸗ 
Holde the Pꝛieſtes, ſome going vp, and ſome downe with 
ceremontes,o2 with men to be ſatriſiced. Apon the toppe 
ol this Temple are two great Altars, a god ſpace diſtant 
the one from the other, and ſo nigh the edge oꝛ bzimme of 
the wall, that ſcarccly a man mought go behinde them af 
pleaſure. The one Altar ſtandeth on the right hand, e the 
other ov the 1eft, they were but of fine fte high, each of 
them had the backe part made ol ſtone, painted with mon⸗ 
ffrous and feule figures, the Chappeli was faire and wel 
wꝛought of paſons wozk and timber, eue ry chappel had 
th:& lofts, one aboue another, ſuſtained vpon pillers, and 
with the height thereol it ſhewed like vnto a faire tower, 
and beautiſied the Citie a farre off: from thence a man 
mought ſ& all the Citie and townes rounde aboute the 
lake, which was vntoubtedly a godly pꝛoſped. And be⸗ 
cauſe Cortes ꝭ his company ſhould ſce the beautie thereof, 
Mutezuma bzought him thither , and ſhewed him all the 
oꝛder of the Temple, euen from the fate tothe toppe. 
There was a ce rtaine plot oꝛ ſpace fo2 the idoll pꝛieſts to 
telebꝛate their ſeruice without diſturbance of any. Their 
generall pꝛapers were made foward the riſing ofthe ſun, 
Upon each altar ſtandeth a great idoll. Beſide this tower 
that ftanteth vpon the pyꝛamide, there are fourtie towers 
great g (mall belonging to other little tẽples which ſtand· 
in the ſame circuite, the which although they were of the 
fame making, yet their pzoſpect was not weſtward, — 
other⸗ 
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other wayes, becauſe there ſhould be a difference betwixt 
the great temple and them. Dome ol theſe temples were 
bigger then others, and euer one of a leuerall God; as 
mong the which there was one round Temple dedicated 
to the God of the ay2e, called Quecalcouatl, foz euen as 
the aire goeth round about the heauene, euen fo2 thatcons 
ſideration they made his temple round. The entrance of 
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that Temple had a doe, made like vnto the mouth of a A ftrange 
Serpent, and was painted with foule and Dineliſh ge- doore. 


ſcures, with great teeth and gums wzought, which was 
a thing to fears thoſe that ſhould enter in therat. and eſpe⸗ 
cially the Chꝛiſtians vnto whom it repzeſented very Hel 
with that ougly face and monſterous tet. 

. There were other Teucalles in the citie,that had the aſ⸗ 
cending vp by ſteps in the plates: all theſe temples had 
bouſes by thfſelues with all ſeruice, and pꝛieſts and pars 
ticular Gods. At euer de ofthe great temple ſfanvdeth 

*a large Hall e godly lodgings, both high and lowe round 
about, which houſes were common armozies foz the cifie, 
fo2 the fo2ce and ſtrength ofeuery towne is the temple, 
and therefoze thcy haue there placed their ſtoehouſe of 
munition. They had other darke houſcs ful of jvols,greaf 
and (mail, wzought of ſundzymettals,they are all bathed 
and waſhed with blood. and do ſhew very blacke thꝛough 
their daply ſpzinkling e annointing them with the ſame 
when any man is ſacrificet:yea,and the wals are an inch 
thicke with blod, and the ground is a fonte thicke of blond, 
ſo that there is a diueliſi ſtinch. The pꝛieſts oz miniſters 
go daylp into thoſe Dzatozies,and ſuſfer none others but 
great perſonages to enter in, Pea, and when any ſuch go⸗ 
eth in, they are bound to offer ſome man to be ſacrificed, 
that thoſe blody hangmen and miniſters ol the diuel may 
wah their handes in blond of thoſe ſo ſacrificed, and ta 
2inckle their þoaſe therewith, 2 
CA Dd 2 Foz 
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Foz their feruice inthe kitchin they baue a ponde of wa- 
ter that is filled once a yeere, which is bzought by contuct 
from the pzincipal fountaine. All the reſidue of the foze- 
(aide circuite ſcrneth foz places to bꝛede foule, with gar- 
dens of hearbes and ſwerte trees, with Roſes and floures 
fo; the Altars. Such, ſo great and ſtrange was this tem- 
ple of Mexico, fo2 the ſeruite of the Dinel who had decet- 
ued thoſe fimple Indians, There doth reũde in the ſame 

temple continually fiue thouſand perſons,andall they ars 
todged t haue their lining there, fo2 that temple is mar- 
nellous riche, e hath diners townes onely foz their main⸗ 
tenaunce and reparation, and are bounde to ſuftaine the 
ſame alwaies on tote. They doe ſowe co2ne, and main⸗ 


taine all thoſe fine thouſande perſons with bzead, fruite, 


lech, fiſh,and ſtre wodde, as much as they nirde, foꝛ they 
ſpende moze firewodde then is fpent in the kings court: 
theſe perſons doe line at their hearts eaſe, as ſeruants 


- and vaſlals vnto the Goddes, Mutezuma bzongh Cortez 


to this temple,becauſe his men ſhould ( the ſame,and to. 
enfozane them of his religion and holineſſe , wherofJ wil 
ſpeake in an other plate, being the moff ſtraunge and cru⸗ 
elleſt thatener was heard ot.

men, made of golde, and each of thoſe Adolles had a coun⸗ 

viſoz with eies of glaſſe, and in their necks death 
pa :eache of theſe things hadde their conſiderations 
and meanings. Theſe two Goddes were bzethzen, foz 
Teæcatlipuca was the God of P2ouidence , and Vitcilo- 
pucheli God of the warres , who was wozthipped and 
fearedmoze then all the reſt, 

There was another God, who hadde a greate Image 
placed vppon the toppe of the Chappell of Jdolls, and hee 
was eſteemed foz a ſpectatt and ſingular God aboue all 
the reſt. This God was made of all kinde of ſeedes that 
groweth in that Countrep, andbeing ground,they made 
a tertaine paſt, tempered with childzens bloud, and Uirs 
gins ſacrificed , who were opened with their razures in 
the bꝛeaſte s, and their heartes taken out, to offer as firſt 
fruites vnto the Jdoll, The Pꝛieſts and Miniſters doe 
conſecrate this Jvoll with greate pomp and many Cere⸗ 
monies. All the Comarcans and Citizens are pꝛeſent at 
the conſecration , with great triumph and incredible de- 


notion. Alter the canſecratiom , many denoute perſons , ,, 
tame and ſticked in the bowy Jmage pzecious fkones, offering. 


wedges of golde,and other Jewels, After all this pomp 
ended, no ſecular man mought touche that holys Image, 
no no2 pet come into his ChappelL,nay ſcarcely religious 
perſous, except thep were Tlamacazcl, who are Paieſts 
of aver. {They doe renue this Image many times with 
new dough, taking away the elde, but then bleed is he 
that can get one peece of the olde ragges foz relikes, and 
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chiellx foz ſouldiers, who thought theme lues ſure theres 
with in the warres. Alſo at the conſecration of this J doll, 
a tertaine veſſell of water was bleſſcd with many woꝛds 
andceremonies, and that water was pꝛeſerued very reli⸗ 
gioully at the fte of the altar, foz to conſecrate the King 
when he ſhould bee crowned, and alſo to bleſſe any Taps 
taine generall, when he ſhould be electedfoz the warres, 
with only giuing bim a daaught of that water.

Ithout the Temple, and ouer againſt the 


pꝛincipall doze the rot, a ſtones caſt viſtant, 

ſtandeth the Charnell houſe onely of dead 

mens heads, pꝛiloners in warres, and (as 
crifiſed with the knife, 

This Ponument was made lyke vnto a Theater, 
moze larger then bzoade , wzought of lyine and ſtone, 
with aſcending ſteppes, in the walles whereof was gral⸗ 
fed betwixt ſtone and fone a (cull, with the teeth outs 
wards, 

At the fote and head of this Theater, were two To⸗ 
wers, made only of lyme and ſcullcs, the tecthe outward, 
and this wali hauing no other ſfuffe, (emed a ſtraunge 
fight. At and vppon the toppe of the Theater, were 70. 
polles, ſtanding the one from the other fours oz fine fots 
diſkant , and eache of them was full of ſtaues from the 
fote to the toppe. Eache of theſe ſtaues had others made 
faſt vnto them, fo that euery of them had fine ſculles bꝛo⸗ 
ched thzough the temples, Andrewe de Tapia did certis 
fie me, that he and Gonſalo de Vmbria did recken them 
in one day, and found a hundꝛed thirtie and ſire thouſand 
ſculles on the poles, ſtaues, and Leppes, Che other Co⸗ 
wers 
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wers were repleniſhed out of number, a moſk cruell cu- 
tame, being only mens heads ſlaine inſacrifice,although 
it bath a ſhewe of humanitie foz the remembzance there 
placed of death. There are alſo men appointed, that 
when one ſkul falleth,toſet vp another in his place,ſo that 
the number may neuer want, 


Hoy Cortez tooke Mutezuma 
Priſoner. 

Ernando Cortex andhis company, were fire daies 
in beholding and peruſing the ſcituation of the Ci⸗ 
tie andſecrets ofthe ſame, with p notable thinges 
befoze rehearſed : they were often viſited by Mu- 
tezuma,and the Gentlemen of his Court, and abundantly 
pꝛouided of things necelſary foz his vſe, and the Indians of 

his company, | 
Likewiſe his Bozſes were cheriſhed and ſerued with 
grene barley and graſſe, whereofthere is plentie ali the 
yeare : likewiſe of cozne,meale, roſes, and ofall thinges 


that their owners would requeſt, in ſomuch that beddes A ſweete 
or floures were made fo2 them in place of litter. But yet bedde. 


not withſtanding, although they were in this ſoꝛte cheri⸗ 
ſhed, and alſo lodged in ſo riche a Countrep, where they 
mighte fill their purſes, they were not pet all contente 
and merrie, bat rather with great feare and tare, eſpeci⸗ 
ally Cortez, who hadde the onely care as head and chieſe 
Capfaine foz the defence of his fcllowes , hee (A ſay) 
was penſiue , noting the ſcituation of the Citie, the 
infinite number of people, the ſtate and maieſtie of 
Mew, yea and ſome diſquie tneſſe of his owne com⸗ 
panpe , who waulde come and lape vats his charge 
the ſnare aud nette that they were in, in thinking it 
a thing vnpoſſibie that ange cf them coulde _—_ 
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if Mutezuma, were thervnto determined, oz elſe with the 
leaſt muteny inthe wozlde, that mought be raiſed in the 
Citie, although thatenery inhabitant ſhoulde thzow but 
one ſtone at them, oz elle to bzeake vp the dzawbzidges, 
oz withdzawing their victuals , things very eafte to bee 
done, Wiith this greate care that he had of the pzeſers 
uation of his fellowes , and to remedie the perill and 
daunger that he ſtode in, be determined to appꝛehẽd Mu- 
tezuma, and to builde foure Foyſtes to haue the lake in 
ſabiection, which he hadde tofoze imagined, and without 
the appzebenſion of the Ring, de coulde not come by the 
Ringdome: he would very gladly haue built the Foyſtes 
out of hand, but he left offthat pzetence, only betauſe he 
would not delay the impꝛiſonment of Mutezuma, where- 
in conſiſted the e ſfes of all his buſinelle, ſo that fozthwith 
be minded to put in execution his intent, without giuing 
any of his company to vnderſtand therof, 

The quarrell where with he had armed himſelle foz 
that purpoſe, was, that the Lo2d Qualpopeca hadde flaine 
nine Spaniardes:likewiſe encouraged him the great pꝛe⸗ 
fumption of his letters wzitten to the Emperour Charles 
his king, wherein he w2ste that he would take Mutezu· 
ma pꝛiſoner, and diſpoſſeſſe him of his Empyꝛe. Theſe 
cauſes conſidered , he toke the letters of Pedro Hircio, 
wherin was waitten, howe Qualpopoca was the cauſe of 
the death of nine Spaniardes, e put thoſe letters into his 
pocket, and walking vp and downe his lodging, toſſing 
te and fro theſe imaginations in his bzapne , full of care 
ofthe greate enterpꝛiſe that he had in hande, yea he him⸗ 
ſeife iudging the matter doubtfull, and his head beeing 
in this ſoꝛt occupied. he chanced to eſpie one wall moꝛe 
whiter then the reſt, and beholding the ſame, he ſawe 
that it was adoze lately dammed vp, and calling vnto him 
two ol his ſeruaunts (foz all the reſidue were a llæpe) —

tauſe it was late in the nighte, he opened that doze , and Treaſory of 
went in, and there found ſunday halles, ſome with Jdols, Murczuma, 


fome with gallant feathers , Jewels, pꝛecious tones, 
plate,yea and fach an infinite quantitie of golde, that the 
fight thereof amazed him, and other gallant things that 
made him to maruell. Me ſhutte this dwze againe as 
well as he moughte, without touching any part ofthat 
treaſure, becauſe he woulde not make any vpꝛoze theres 

_ aboute, noz yet to delape the impꝛſonment ol Mutezuma, 
fo2 that treaſure was al waies there to be had. 

The next daye in the moꝛning came certpine Spa. 
niards vuto him, and mange Indians of Tlaxcallon, ſaping 
that the Citizens did goe about to conſpire their deathe, 
and to bzeake downe the bzidges of the calſepes, to bzing 
their purpoſe the better to paſſe. So that with this 
newes, being true oz falſe, Cortes left the one halfe of his 
men to vefende and keepe his lodging, andatenery croſſe 
firxte he planted mt, and the reſidue he (cnt to the Court 
by two and two, and th2& and th2e , and he himſelle 
came to tbe pallaice, ſaying that he muſt talke with 
Mutezuma of matters that did empozt their lines, Cortez 
was ſccretly armed, Mutezuma hearing howe Cottez 
attended fo2 him, came foꝛth and receiued him, taking 
him by the hande, and placed him in his ſeate thirtie Spa⸗ 
niards waited vpon Cortes, and the reſidue abode without 
at the dwꝛe. 5 

Cortes ſaluted Mutezumaaccozding to his artuſtomed 
manner, and began to ieſt and talke merily as he was 
wont to doe. Mutezuma being careleſſe of the thing that 
Foztune hadde pzepared againſte him, was alſo very 
merrie , and pleaſed with that conuerſation. he gaue 
vnto Cortez Jewels of golde, and one of his daughters, 
aͤnd other noble mens daughters to others ot his com⸗ 

pany. Cortez rete iued the gift, fo2 other wiſe it had bene 
; Ce afrent 
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a frenf vnto Mutezuma, But 4 he enfozmed him, that 
be was a married man, and that he coulde not marrie 
with his daughter, foz the Chꝛiſtian law did not per mitte 
the fame, no2 pet that any Chzʒiſtian mought haue moze 
then one wife, vppon paine ofinfamy, and to be marked 
in the fozehead. 

After all this talke ended, Cortes toke the letfers of 
Pedro Hircio,andcauſed them to be inte rpꝛeted vnto Mu- 
te uma, making his grieuous complainte againſte Qual - 
popoca, who hadde flaine ſo many Spaniareds though 
his commanndement , yea and that his ſubiects had pub⸗ 
liſhed, that they would kill the Spaniardes , and bzeake 
dobune the bzidges, 

Mutezuma extuſed himſelfe earneſtly , as well of the 
one as of the other, laping, the repozt giuen out againſte 
his ſubicttes was falſe and vatrue, and as foz Qualpopo- 
ca who had flaine the Spaniardes, he was innocent thers 
af: and becauſe that he ſhoulte ſ& the troth , he called ins 
continent certaine ofhis ſeruauntes,commannding them 
to goc foz Qualpopoca, and gaue vnto them his ſeale, 
which was a ſtone that he ware at his wꝛeſt, engraued 
with the figure of the God Vitzilopuchtli, and the meſſtẽ̃⸗ 
gers de parted there with incontinent. 

Cortez replied and ſaid, My Lozd,your bigbnelle mult 
goe with me to my lodging, and there abide, vntill your 
meſſengers returne with Qualpopoca, and the tertaintie 
of the deathe of my men: In my lodging poure hig hneſſe 
hall rule and commaund as vou Toe hœre in Court, pour 
perſon ſhall be well vſed , whcrefozc take you no care, 
fo2 I will haue reſpece vnto peure hono2, as to mine 
owne pꝛoper, oz the honoꝛ of my King, beſeching you ta 
pardon me in this my requeſt, fo2if J ſhould do other 
wiſe, and diſſemble with you ,mine own cempany would 
be offended with me, ſaying that J doe not defende them 
Accoas

atco2ding fo dutie. Wherefoze commaund your houſe- 

holde ſeruantes fo repoſe themſelues without alterati⸗ 

on, fo be you aſſured that ifany hurt tome bnfo mee, oz 

vnto anpe of mine, youre perſon ſhall pay the ſame with 

= cofidering that it lieth in youre hande to goe quietly 
th me, 

Mlutezuma wasſoze amazed, ſaping, Sir, my perſon is 
not fitte to be a pꝛiſoner, yea, and though 4 woulde per⸗ 
mitte the ſame, my ſubiectes would not ſuffer. | | 

They abode arguing the matter nere foure houres, 
and at length Mutezuma was content to goe, hauing p20- 
miſe that he ſhoulde rule and gouerne as he was wont to 
do. Cortez commaundeda place in his lodging to be trim⸗ 
med fo2 him, and he went fozthwith thither with Cortes. 
There came many noble menbarefofev, werping and 
lamenting the caſe , carrying their beſt garments vnder 

their armes, and bꝛought a rich ſeate, wheron Mutezu- 
ma was placed, e they carried him vppon their ſhoul ders. 
When it was blowen abzoade in the Citie that Mu- 
tezuma was carried pꝛiſoner to the Spaniardes lodging, 
all the Citie was on an vpꝛoꝛc: but yet Mutezuma didtũ⸗ 
fozt the Gentlemen that carried and followed him wer⸗ 
ping, pꝛaping them to teaſe their lamentation, ſaying 
that he was not pꝛiſoner, noz pet went with the Cbꝛiſti⸗ 
ans againſte his will, but foz his onely pleaſure. Cortes 
appointed a Spaniſh garde foz him, with a Captaine, the 
which he dayly chãgen and had Spaniards al waies in his 


copany to make him paſtime. Alſo poze Mutezuma was A ſorrefull 
cotented with their connerſation, & gaue the ſtil rewards, paſtime. 


Ve was ſerued with his owne ſeruãts Indians, as at home 
in dis pallace, Cortes, alwaies intreated him to put ofſads 
nes, t to be merrie, permitting him to diſpatch ſuters, to 
deale in all affaires of his eſtate, and tocomune and talke 
openly oz ſecretly with his noble " as he was wont to 
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do, and that was but onely a baite to bꝛing them ts the 
boke. There was neuer Grieke noz Romaine, nozany 
other nation ſince the name ol Rings was oꝛdeined, did 
giue þ like interp2iſe, as Hernando Cortez did in taking 
Mutezuma pziſoner in his owne houſe, being a molt 
mightie Ring, t in a moſt ſtrong foꝛt among infinite peo⸗ 
ple, he hauing but only 450. companions. 


The creation of Hunting, which 
Mutezuma vſed 
Vtezuma had not only all the libertie that 
ve deſired in the Citie, beeing p2iſoner as 
mong the Spaniards, but alſo Cortes pers 
2 emitted him to hunt and hauke, oz to go to 
Y WG »IS| the temple, foz he was very deuoute, and 
sa a great hunter. | | 
When he went a hunting, he was carried vpon mens 
Houlders with eight oz ten Spaniardes in his guard, and 
thz& thouſand Mexicans, who were Gentlemen, his ſer⸗ 
nants, and hunters, of whom hc hadde a great number, 
Come toſ#ke the game, others to beate the touertes, and 
others to marke. Some of thoſe Hunters were onlyfoz 
hares and connies, other foz ali ſoztsof Deere, Wolues, 
fores, and ſuch like, They were very perfite with the yz 
bowes , and god markemen,fo2 he that miſſed his marke 
at foureſcoze paſes diſtant was puniſhed. It was ſtrange 
toſ& the number of people that wente with him on hun⸗ 
ting, and to ſ& the laughter ofbeaſts killed, with hande, 
Fanes , nettes, and bowes, ſome of thoſe beaſts were 
tame, and other bzaue and fearfull, as Lyons, Tigers, 
and Dunxes, It is a harde thing to take a fierce Lion in 
hunting as they do, being in manner a naked people, and 
the beaſt touragious and ſtrong, but pet the Pzonerbe 
laith,flight and cunning is better then ſtrength. 5 
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It is a moze ſtrange thing to take any foule that flieth 
in the aire, as their Falconers do,fo2 after they haue once 
marked and ſet eie vpon any foule, the Falconers of Mu- 
tezuma will vndertake to catch him, although the foule 
be neuer ſo ſwiftsf wing, being at the leaſt ſo commanded 
by the King ; Ft happened int daß that Mute zuma ſtode 
in his Gallerie with his guar de of Spaniards, who had 
eſpieda faire Hauke ſoaring in the ayze., oh quoth they 
what a faire Hauke flieth vonder, Mutezuma hearing 
their talke, caltedbnto'him certaine of his Falconers, 
conimaynding them to followe that Yanke, and to being 
him vnto him. The Falconers went to falfit his requeſt, 
and followed that foule with ſuch diligence, that in ſhoꝛt 
ſpace they bzought the haukevnto him, who pꝛeſented the 
fame vnto the Spaniards, a thing trulyalmoſt incredi- 
ble, but yet certified by wozde and wzitings of the pꝛe⸗ 
fent witneſſes. Their chicfeſf and moſt pleaſant paſtime 

of hawking was, of Mi ghtes, NRauens, Crowes, Pies, and 
rothebirds of hardie ſtomacke, allow in pets ay and: 
ſmall of all ſoztes, foz the which he had Tagl — 
ters, and other foule of rapine, marus ll dus ſuf 

and ſuch as would mount verie high iu the ayꝛe, Büythe 
which they murthered Hares, Waldes, aud (as fome 

He had other foulers, that vled Hettes, Snares,and 

ſundzy engens Murezmnaviey much toſhotina trunke, 
and with his bew kilte s many wude beaſts. Mis houſes 
of pleaſure, as haus befoꝛze declared, ſtode fire mies 
krom the Citie in pleaſant woddes an alwapes when 
he went a hunting after the time that hee was pꝛiſoner, 
the ſame day he wouls returne againe to Corte qis lon⸗ 
ging, although he baͤuetted e lealted with the Spaniards 
at his places of ſpoꝛting and paſtime, and wouldalwayes 
at his returne to his lodging ＋ ſome pꝛeſent vnto the,

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that had arcompanied him — N. 
Caorteꝛ ſting the liberalitie of RB, Ge unte 
bim: r, mycompanie are vnrulv fellowes, and as I vn- 


derſtand, they haue found out ſome of pour treaſure, aud 
baue made ſpoile thereof : wherfoze A would know pour 
pleaſare:what ſhali be dque with the. And in effect it was 
thetreafure that Cortes himſelte hadfounde out, Mucc-

alighting downe, be.twke one of thoſe rods into his owne 
hand. He was a Pzincefull of ceremonies in all his dc- 
ings; but the ſubſtance of bis eſtate is alreadie declared, 
from the time that Cortez entred into Mexico, vntill this 
pꝛeſent. Thoſe firſt dapes that the @paniardscame to the 
Eitie, and as ot as Mute uma went tothe Temple, In- 
dian men were flaine in ſacrifice. And to pzohibit ſuch ab⸗ 
bominable trueltie and fin, committed in the pꝛeſence of 
| | the 
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the Chꝛiſtians who went in copany of Nlute⁊ uma. Cortes 
required Mutezuma, fo commannde that no mans fleth 
ſhould be any moze ſpoyled,02 blodſhedin ſacrifice,and in 
not fulfilling his requeſt, he would deffroy both the tem- 
ple and Citie.Alſo he ignified vnto him, that he himſelle 
would thzow downe the idols,befoze his pzeſence, and all 
the Citizens, | 
Mutezumareplied fo his demand, ſaying: Jt may pleaſe 
you to leaue off your determination, leaſt that in ſo doing 
all the Citie fall info an vp20ze and rebellion to defende 
their god Gods, andauncient religion, the which Gods 
had alwayes pꝛouided them of water, bꝛead, health, light, 
and all other things nerdfull. This notwithſtanding, the 
firſt time that Mute uma went to the Temple after his 
impzifonment, Cottez and his companie went with him, 
and euer of them laid hands vpon the idols, and thzewe 
them Towne headlong from their ſeates, and Altars, and 
other Chappels. Mutezuma with this ſight was in great 
agonie. ea and his ſubiects readie to take weapon to lay 
them there pꝛeſent, but yet Mutezuma tommaunded his 
ſubiects to ſtay from their pꝛetence: beſœching Cortez 
to Fay from his pꝛote dings, at whoſe requeſt Corres ceas 
ſed, foꝛ he thought, as vet time ſerued not foʒ the purpoſe 
and pꝛetente: but he declared vnto them by his inte rpꝛe⸗ 
ke rs, as followeth,

a ponde of water full offiſhe, and flue hundzed Duckes, 


and a thouſand fige hundzed Turkie cockes and hennes, 


and muche houtholve ſtuffe, ſo that the gifte was wozth 
twentie thouſand Caſtlins of golde. Þe gane vnto him 
alſo twentie buſhels of the graine called Centli, readye 
ſowen, and two thouſand ſtockes of trees called Cacauatl, 
whiche bzingeth loꝛthe the fruite Cacao, that ſerneth foz 
money and meate. {ortez began this huſbandzye,but pet 
made not anp ende thereof, with the comming of Pamfilg 
de Naruaiz,andthe bpꝛoʒe in Mexico, whichſhoztly fol- 
lowed. Yeallo beſoughte Mutezuma to tertiſie him if 
there were any ſure pozte oz harbour on the Mea coaſt, 
where the Spaniſh nauie mought ride in ſafette: he aun⸗ 
ſwered that he knew ol none, but that he woulde ſende to 
make enquirie thereof, And fozthwith he commanndev 
all that coaſt to be painted in a cloath made of cotten 
woll, with all the riuers, bayes, creekes and capes that 
were within his dominion In all the ſame poztrature 
did not appeare anye pozte, ſkale, oz ſure roade,ſaning a 
gulfe that falleth out of the Pountaiaes , which place is 
now called the harboz of Saint Martine, and Saint Antho- 
nie in ß pꝛouinte of Coazacoako, The Spaniards thought 
the ſame to be a ſtraight 02 paſſage into the South ſea, 
to paſſe vato the 4Laluccos and ſpicerie, but they were de⸗

twelue leagues, where they deſcryedmany great townes, 


and it ſemed a fraitefull ſople. This Cazicke Tuchnitlec, 
ſente vnto Cortes with the Spaniardes certain gold, pꝛe⸗ 
cious ſtones, aud cloth of cotten, with apparrell made of 
ſkinnes,and! tygers,requeſfing his friendſhip, and to ads 
mitte him tributarie to the Cmperour, paying yerely a 
certaine pꝛopoꝛtion of his riches, with ſuch condition, that 
the Indiansof Culhua ſhould not enter into bis iuriſtidid. 

Cortes muche retoyced with theſe meſſages, and was 
glad of the finding of the faire rincr , foz the Parriners 
Hadde enlozmed him, that from the riner of Grijalua vnto 
Panuco, mas no riuer to be found, hut A beleue they were 
deceiued, Cortes returned backe againe ſome of thoſe 
meſſengers, with a pꝛeſent of Spaniſh ware foz Tuchnit- 
lec, and to be better inſoꝛmed of all his meaning, with a 
ſpeciatl charge to know the commoditie ot that pozt any 
Countre ß, who went, and in ſhozte time returned wel ſa⸗ 
fiſfied ol their demaund: where vpon, Cortez ſentthither 
Lohn Velasques de Leon, lo Captain of a hiidzed and fifty

thꝛeatning the death and deſtruttion of the Spaniardes.

Once he gathered a great armꝑ, which he 
tould not want, although Mute zuma was pꝛiſoner, eſpe⸗ 
cially againſt the Spaniards.

This was a terrible newes foz the Chailkians, but vet

ched vou, and bſurped your king dome, no noz yet ſuffer 
the Goddes of Culhua to be thzowne downe and ſpoyled, 
yea and the Mexican religion and holy places violated, 
and troden with theres feete and deceiners: likewiſe the 
honour, gloꝛie, and fame of your pzedecoſſours blotted and 
abaſed, thꝛough your faint ſtamacke andcowardiſe, But 
' notwithſtanving,accozding to your requeſt, and to repair 
our religion, to reftoze the Goddes to their Temples, to 
pꝛeſerue the king dame, and to p2ocure libertie foz. you 
and the Citie, J will obey pour cammaundement: But 
how: not with my hands in my boſome, hut like a warri⸗ 
dur, to kill thoſe @paniards who haue ſo-affrented the na⸗ 
tion of Culhua. Dur men ſtave in great perill, as well 
of the lofing of A exico as of their own liues, if this war 
and mutenie had not ſone bene qualified: ſ why? Caca- 
ma was valiant, ſtoute, and a god ſoulaier, yea, and well 
furniſhcy of men ol warre : alſo the Citizens of A exico, 
were defirous of the ſame, fa to redeem Mutezuma their 
Pꝛince, and to kill the Spaniards, 02 elſe to expalle them 
dut ol the Citie. | 
But poe Mutezuma remeniedthe matter, knowing 
oz ſozeſæing, that warres would nat pzenaile, yea and be⸗ 
icrue d, that in the end all ſhould fall vpon his backe. He 
dealt with certaine captaines and gentlementhat dwelt 
in Tezuco with Cacama,to appzehendhim,andbzing him 
pꝛiloner, tõdering that he tuns their king and pet aliue. 
But whether it were, that thoſe Captaines had ſerned 
Muuma in the warres, da whether it were foz gifts and 
re wards, they appzehended Cacama, being in counſell as 
mong them, treating of his warrespoefended., and em⸗ 
barked him in a -boate armed mn the purpoſe, and fo 
bought him to Mexico, without any further flaunder 03 
ſtrife, and when he was tomen - Mexico, theyput him

ter pleaſure. Bis heart than waulde not ſuffer him ta - 
ſpeake anje moze, with: the ſohbes,.ſigheg, and teares, — 


that tell from his eyes, All his ſubiects there pꝛeſent 
fell into acrie, weping and mourning., that fo2 a god 
ſpace they had no _ to ſpeake: they gaue ſh2ikes, and 
ſightings, 
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ſigbings, vttering with their mouthes many dole full, and 
ſo:rowfull ſpeches , yea that it pittied our owne men at 
the hearts, But in concluſion , they anſwered that they 
would obey his commaundement. Then Mutezuma and 
the Bargefſes of Parliament in oꝛder yxeldedthemſelues 
foꝛ vaſſals of the king of Caſtile, $zomiſing lopaltie. This 
act was ſet downe by the Notarie , and with witnefſes 
aufhozifed. Then the Indians departed home to their 
houſes with fozrowfal hearts, God knoweth,as vou may 
imagine. It was a ſtraunge thing to ſer Mucezuma wep, 
with ſo many Hoble men and Gentlemen, yea and with 
what griefthey became ſubiects to an vnknowne Pꝛince, 
but they could not otherwiſe do, ſeing that Mutczuma 
did commannd the ſame. | | 

Alſo they had a certaine Pꝛognoſtication and fozewars 
ning by their Pziefts of the comming from the Eaſt par⸗ 
ties a ſtraunge people, white of colour and bearded men, 
who ſhould winne and rule that countrey.Likewiſe there 
was a ſetret talke among them, that in Mutezuma ſhould 
ende and finiſhe, not alone the linage of Culhua, but alſo 
the Empire and Ringdome: therefoze ſome were of opi⸗ 
nion, not to name him Mutezuma, which ſignifieth,agr@- 
ned with miſloꝛtune. They lay alſo that Mutezuma him- 
ſelke hadmany times anſwere of the D2acle ofthe Gods, 
that in dim ſhoulde finiſhe the Mexican Emperours, and 
that no childe of his oulde ſuctede in his kingdome, 
and that hee ſhould loſe his ſeate in the eight yeare of his 
raign: and foz thefe cauſes he wonlde neuer pꝛocure war 


to withſtand the @paniards, bel&>ning that they ſhould 


be his ſucceffours, Pet on the other five,he thought bis o⸗ 
pinion would take no plate, lo that he had raignedſeuen- 
tiene yeares: But this ſhonld ſceme to come from the pꝛo⸗ 
nivence of God, which giueth kingdoms and taketh them

vnto him rich clothes of cotton and ſeathers,maruelouſly 
wouen infigures ecolours, it ſeemed without copariſon, 
foz the Spamardes had neuer ſine the like: be gaue vats 
hun moze,twelue — where with he _ 
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was wont ta paſtime: ſome 5 them were painted with 

birdes; beaſts, floures e trees very perſite, a woꝛke ſurely 
much to be commended:and ſome of them were engrauen 
very curiouſly, with the ir mouldes and pellets ot golde.

Eut now Murczumacame, 
and deſtred Cortes to de part out of his countrey, aduiſing 
bim that otherwiſe bothe he and his menne were in pes 
rill of killing , (ſaying alſo , that tha eſpeciall cauſes 
moued him to this requeſte: the one was, tbe dayly 
Wte ofhis ſubienes, who enps2tuned him to come out

. And — occupied in tbete londe imaginations. it 
hqppenedthat bis Chaplin, one Beniſo Martine, bzought 
letters. from the Emperoure vnto him, with title and lets. 
ters pattentes ,. of Generall and chiefe Gonernour of all 
that then was diſcouered, inbabited:; and conquered in 
the land and coaſt of Yucatan, With this news, V elaſques 
began to triumph, not only ſo much foz the bonour, as alſa 
to dꝛiue ( ortes from Mexico. Mherupon, he incontinent. 
pꝛepared his Flete o2 Nauie of eleuen Shippes, and 
ſeuen Uergantines, with nine hundzed men, and foure⸗ 
ſcoꝛe Hoꝛſes, and appointed one Pamfile de Narvaiz fo; 
Captaine Generall, and his Depntie, inthe rigiment of 
the Countrep: and ſoʒ his moze quicker diſpatth,ke him⸗ 
ſelle wente with him thꝛougbaut that Jlande, till they 
came to Guani iguanico,, which is the Weſtermoſt harboz 
of the Jlande, and.heing there, Nannes reavie todepart 
z exico, and Velaſquestoretung to Cuba, came tha 
2 Lucas Vaſe = de Aillonachief Judge of Santo 
qmingo,inname of the whole nm = Ve- 
, | aſques

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laſques vpon great penalties,that be ſhould not permit og 
ſuffer Pamfilo de Naruaes to pzoceede on that voyage a- 
gainſt Cortes, which woulde be cauſe of murther, cinill 
warres, and other miſchiefes among the @paniards, yea 
and that Mexico ſhould be in daunger of lofing , with all 
the reſt that was conquered, and in quiet to the Kings 
'vſe, ſaying vnto him mozeoucr , that if there were any 
diſcoꝛd betweene them foz gods, oꝛ poynts of honour, that 
then it did appertaine to the Emperour to indge , and to 
determine the cauſe , and not that hee himſelfe ſhould be 
iudge in his owne cauſe, vſingfozce againft the other par⸗ 
tie, pzaying them fo2 the ſeruice of God e the Ring, that if 
they would goe fo conquere , that then they ſhould ſecke 
other Countryes, hauing ſo god an armꝑ and fleete, and 
Countries inough toſeeke, This diligence, requeſt and 


authozitie of the Licenciate Aillon, to Velaſques and Nar- 


uacz pzeuailed not: he feing their obſtinacie and litle res 
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gard fo him being a chiefe Judge, determined to go with A noble 
Naruaez in his ſhippe, fo let and diſturbe the great hurt ludge. 


that might followe , thinking there in the new Spaine to 
to perſwade Naruaes, better then in the pzeſence of Velaſ- 
ques, ꝑea andalſoifned ſhould be, to be a meane of quiet⸗ 
neſſe bel wirt them. 

Pamfilo de Naruaes, tube ſhipping in Guaniguanico, and 
failed till he came ner vnto Vera Crux, with al his flarte, 
and hauing intelligence that there were a hundzeth and 
fiftie Spanyards of Cortes his band, he ſent vnto them a 
Pꝛieſt, withone Tohn Ruiz de Gueuara, f Alonſode Ver- 
gara , to require them to receine him foz their Captains 
and Gouernoz. But the new Citizens would ginenoeare

Efoze Cortes knew the effect of the comming of this 
new fleete, his head was ſoze troubled,foz,on the one 
ide he was glad of the comming of his owne nati⸗ 
on, on the other ſide, be lyked not ſo great an army, 


bee helde the Countrey foz. conquered : alſo if that they 
were come againſt him, hee iudged the Countrey to bee 
loſt. Pe iudgedalſo,that it they were come from Spaine, 
that then they had bzought to him the thing loked foz, 
but if they were come from Cuba, he feared ciuil warres, 
He allo thought, that from Spaine could not come ſo many 
folke in ſo ſhoꝛt ſpace. Finally , he deemed, that his olde 
enemy Iames Velaſques was come perſonally, but when 
be knew the whole truth, then was bee much moze pen⸗ 


aſunder, yea, and that they would bee a meane to ffoppe 
the gappes of the whole diſconery, both of the ſecretes of 
the land, mines, and treaſure, as alſo, inthe knowledge of 
the friends oz enemies of Murczuma. Jt ſhould be alſo a 
let fo inhabite the places which he had begunne, yea and 
ajſo to Chaiſten the Indians, which was the pzincipall 
thing that he pꝛetended, yea e a let oz ſtop of many other 
things begun in the ſeruite of Cod and the pꝛinte, ſearing 
allo: by flying from one intonueniente, to fall into manp, 

and alſo it he ſhould permit Pamphilo de Naruaes to come 

unto Mexico, it ſhoulde bee a meane of his perdition -

if likewiſe he ſhould encounter him, he feared ſome rebel⸗ 
lion in the Citie, and the ſetting at libertie of Mutezuma, 
putting in perill his owne honour, life, and trauaile: and 
to anopde all theſe daungers and inconueniences, he de⸗ 
termined remedie. Firſt, he diſpatched two men, the ons 
vnto Iohn Velaſques de Leon, who was gone to inhabite 
at Coazacoalco, willing him at the ſight of his letter to 


repaire vnto Mexico, giuing him aduiſe of the comming . 


of Naruacz, and of the great ne&de that he ſtede in, of him 


and his company. The other meſſenger he (ent to Vera 


Crux, tobzing full relation of the arriuall of Naruaes, and 
what was his pzetence. | 

Che letter ſent to Iohn Velaſques, came no ſoner to his 
hande, but foꝛthwith he obeyed and fulfilled the ſame, con⸗ 
trary to the expectation of Naruaes , foz hee was his bꝛo⸗ 


ther in law, andkinſman vnto Iames Velaſques. Cortes 


ſing his conſtancp, had him euer after that time in great 
eſtimation. 

From the Vera Crux ame twentie of the ftownes men 
with certificat what Naruaes had nubliſhed, and bzought 
with them a pꝛieſt, with Alonſo Gueuara, and Iohn Ruiz 
de Vergara;who had temen to Vera Crux to amotiue the 
towne, vnder colour that they had bzought the commiſſi⸗ 
on from the king. Cortes on the other ſide, ſent vnto Nar- 
uaes ſignioʒ Bartholome de Olmedo, with other two Spas 


niards, ta offer vnto him his friendſhip, e otherwiſe to re⸗ 


quire t commaund him on the behalf ol the king and or his 
own, as chiefe iuſtice of the land, and in the name of p ru- 
lers and Aldermen ofthe towneof Vera Crux, who were 
then in Mexico,andy he ſhouldenter peaceably, without 


making any alteration vntil his authozitie and commiſſio 


on were ſerne and allowed, and to make noſtaunder oz bp- 
roze to 8̊ hindʒante of the king his maiſters pꝛoctedings. 
But all this diligence 4 letters of Cortes and the other

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rulers pꝛeuailed not, de ſing this, ſet at liberty the pꝛieſt 
that was bzonght pꝛiſoner, and ſent him vnto Naruacz, 
with certaine rich collers of golde,andother iewels with 
a letter, wherein he wꝛote, that he was moze gladder of 
bis comming in that fleete then any other, foz the friend- 
ſhip and olde acquaintaunce that had bene betwirt them, 
deſiring him that they mought talke and confer togither, 
alone,fo2 to take oꝛder to p2ohibite wars, ſe dition, bloud⸗ 
ſhead and diſquietneſſe among them, being ol one nation 
and bzethꝛen, requeſting him toſhew his commiſſid from 
the king vnto him, oz vnts the counſell of Vera Crux, and 
be would willingly obey it as reaſon did require: and if he 
had not bzought any ſuch commiſſion, pet he would make 
ſome honelt agreement with him. Pamfilo de Naruaes [tvs 
ing himſelle ſtrong and mightie, did little regard Cortes 
his letters,offers,noz requefts,andchiefly becauſe Luncs 
V claſques was ſoʒe diſpleaſed with Cortes. | 


The talke of Narnaez to the Indians, 
and his anſwere to Cortes. 
Amphilo de Narnaez, declared to the Indians that 
they were deteiued with their opinion in Cortes, fog 
tbat be alone was Captain Generall and chief Lozd, 
and that Cortes was but a naughty man, and ſo were 
all they of his company which ure nom in Mexico, who 
were all but his boxes, and that his pꝛeſent comming was 
to cut off Corres his head, and to chaften the others, lyke- 
wiſe he meant to dꝛiue them all out of the countrey, and 
_ to depart himſeife, and to leaue them in full liber⸗ 


Che Indians gaue credite to bis talke, (ing ſo many 
bearded men and ho2ſes, and thereupon began to attends 
and ſerue him, leauing their oldefriendes in Vera Crux,

the vveſt India. 
Allo Naruaes began to flatfer Murezuma , and ſent him 
woꝛde that Cortes abode in that country againſt the will 
of his pꝛiuce, and that he was a couetous rebell, who rob⸗ 
bed his tountrep, and that he pꝛetended to kill Mutezuma 
and to make himſelfe king. Alſo that his comming was to 
ſet him at libertie, and to reffoze vnto him all that thoſe 
wicked fellowes had taken from him. And becauſe that o⸗ 
thers ſhould take example ol their factes, he would com⸗ 
maund them all to be ſlaine, willing him to take no care, 
fo; in ſhozt ſpace they would ſer each other. And that when 
be had ſet him at libertie with reſtitution of his gods, her 
would incontinent depart his countrey.. Thele treaties 
were ſo foule and abominable, with the iniurious woꝛzds 
which Pamfilo de Naruaes ſpake opẽly againſt. Cortes and 
his men, yea they ſiæmed odious vnto all his own hoſt and 
armp, e ſome of his owne men checked him foz the ſame, 
Eſpecially Bernardine de Santa ( lara, who ſcing the coun⸗ 
trey ſo peaceable, and ſo wel pleaſed with Cortes, he tould 
not let but repzehend. Naruacs in his wozdes. Alſo the lie 
cenciat Aillon required him diuerſe times toceaſs fro his 
llanderous talke, vpon paine of death,e.lofſe of his godes, 
and alſo not to pꝛocted toward Mexico, foz the great hurt 
that might enſue, with llander among the Indians,diſqui- 
etneſſe among the Spaniards, and offence to the Empe- 
roʒ his Maieſtie. Pamfilo de Naruaes being nidued with 
bis talke laide hand vpon Aillon, being a chiele iudge foz. 
the king, and appꝛehended alſo his ſecretarp, and an other 
officer, and fozthwith ſhipped them, + ſent them to Iames 
NVelaſques gouernour of Cuba. But when Aillon ſaw him 
ſelfe at ſea, and free lrõ Naruaes, he began to theaten the 
Mariners, cõmanding them not to pꝛeſume to carrie him 
to Cuba to V. claſques his power, but only to Sato Domia- 
go, wher he was one of p kings coſiſel in chãtery:the ma⸗ 
riners fearing the kings iuſtice, obeped his comandment, . 
and 
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and when he was apoꝛted at Santo Domingo , he wholy 
enlozmed the Conncell there, of Naruaes and his wicken 
dealing, whoſe teſtimonie and infozmation did much ble⸗ 
miſh the credit of Velaſques, t exalt the traueis of Cortes. 
A eruell pro · After that Naruaes had ſhipped away Aillon, he pꝛotlai⸗ 
clamation. ned warre, with fire and ſwoꝛde againſt Cortes, and pꝛo⸗ 
miſed tertaine markes ol Golde to him that ſhoulde ap⸗ 
pꝛehend oz kill him, oz Pedro de Alvarado, and Gonſalo 
de Sandoual, with ether pꝛintipall perſons of his compa⸗ 
A mad recko- nie. Alſo he made diviſion of his gods among his men be- 
ning. foze they came to poſſeſſe it. ſurely theſe thꝛœ points 
were of a man without wiſedome oz diſcretion. 
Pany of Naruaes his compante did amotine theme 
ſelues, thzough the commaundement of the Licenciaf 
Aillon, and thzough the fame and liberalitie of Cortes, 
Mhervpon incontinent one Pedro de Villalobos a Pops 
» tingal,and ſire oz ſeuen mozefled vnto Cortes, yea and o⸗ 
thers wꝛote vnto him, offering themletues to his ſeruice, 
1c il by chaunce theyſhouldencounter. : 
Agoo”-*P- Cortes reteiued the letters, but kept in Mencefrom bis 
companie the firmes of thoſe which had wzitten to him. 
Some do thinke that Cortes had ſubozned them with let⸗ 
ters, faire pꝛomiſes, pea, and a hozſe loade of chaine s any 
planches of golde, which he ſent ſecretly to Naruaes his 
campe with a ſeruaunmt of his, publiſhing likewiſe, that he 
had an army ot two hundzed Spaniards in Zempoallan, 
where he had none at all: theſe policies nbught well be, 
foz he was pꝛudent, carefall and quicke in his buſineſſe, 
and Pamfilo de Naruaes was flouthfultand care leſſe. 
Naruaes made anſwer to Cortes his lefter by ſeignio; 
Bartholome de Olinedo, the ſubſtance of his meſſage was, 
that foꝛthwith hee ſhoulde repaire to the place where be 
was abiding, and there he ſhould ſer the Emperozs cum⸗ 
million and ozder, wperin was authozitie giuen to 2 
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take andkeepe that countrey foz Iames Velaſques, yea and 
that already he had made a towne of men onely, with all 
officers there vnto appertaining. 

Alter this letter and mellage ſente, he diſpatched likes 
wiſe one Barnaldino de Queſada and Alonſo de Mata, to 
require Cortes to depart and leaue the countrey vpõ pain 
of death, and to notiſie vnto him theſe ades: by ozder of 
law. Cortes laide hande vpon Alonſo de Mata, berauſe be 
named himſelfe the kings Notary,and ſhe wed no title oz 
authozitie fo2 the ſame, 


Thetalke that Cortez had with his 
owne ſouldiers. 


Ortes perteiuing the ſmall fruite that his 
letters (pꝛeſentes) andmeſſengers,obtats 

IA ned at the handes of Naruaes, and that in 
Ano caſe, he woulde ſhe we his commiſſion 


nid to goe vnto him, and accozding to the 
olte Þ;onerbe,face to face doth get reſpect, and likewiſe if 
it were poſſible, to agree vpon ſome god czder and quiet⸗ 
neſſe:tuher vpd he ſent Rodrigo Aluares ueio2,with 
John Velaſques, and Iohn d el Rio, to ffeate with Naruaes 
of many matters, wherot tha things were the pꝛincipal⸗ 
eſt, The ſirf was, that they two might meete alone, oꝛ els 
ſo many,fo2 ſo many,and that Na chuld permit Cortes 
ts abide in Mexico, and he withall his company ſhoulde 
coquere Panuco oz other kingdoms, alſo 5̊ Cortes would 
pay the charges, and haue canſideration fo gratifie his 
ſouldicrs,02 elſe that Naruaes ſhuld abide in Mexico, and 
deliver vato Cortez. 400,of his men, to the intent p with 
them, and his owne men he might pzoceere toſ>ke ether 
countreyes to conquere. Laſte m_ he required to ſæ the 
kings 
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kings commiſſion, foz that he would obey the ſame. Nar- 
uaes like d none of theſe offers, only he accrpted that they 
ſhould merte togither with ech of them ten Gentleme foz 
ſecuritie, bound with ſolemne othe,and firmed this agrees 
ment with their names. But it toke no cffect,fo; Rodrigo 
Aluares aduiſed Cortes that Naruaes had made a ſnureto 
appꝛehend him, oꝛ to kill him at their meeting. Cortes. 
vnderſtode the matter, oz elſe he had ſome other intelli⸗ 
gence by ſome that loued him wel. And this fozmer agre⸗ 
ment taking no place,Cortes determined to goe vnto him, 
But befoze his departing, he declared vnto his copany, 
faying, I truſt ye haue in remembꝛãte what + how much 
J haue done foz you, ſince y beginning of this enterpaiſe, 
vea t alſo how loningly and friendly pe haue dealt fo2 me: 
Pe ſhall now vnderſtand that Iames Velaſques, in ſlœd ot 
thanks giuing vs, hath ſent ts murder vs, Pamfilo de Nar- 
uaes, who is a ſtubboꝛn and an vnreaſonable man, one rea⸗ 
die to exetute our god deſertes done in the ſeruice of God 
and our Pꝛince, with an euil reward. And y cauſe is only, 
foz doing our duetie in the ſending of the kings parte and 
poztid to his Rotall perſon 4 not vnto him. Alſo thts Nar- 
uaes hath already confiſcated our gode s, and giuen them 
to other men, and our bodies condemned to the Gallows, 
yea and our fame and honour plaide at tables, with great 
iniurious and dCanderous woz2es pzoclaimed againſt vs, 
which things fruly are notofaChaiſtian , no noꝛ yet we 
with Gods helpe will let the matter fo to ſlippe: yea and 
though we ought to leaue the reuengment vnto God, pet 
we will not ſuffer them to enioy our trauails and paines, 
who are nom comen white fingered to ſpoile the bloud of 
their neighbours, vea and like made men to ſtriue againſt 
their owne nation, ſowing llaunder among thoſe Indians 
which ſerued vs as our frends,yea # pꝛocuring moze cruel 
warres,then the ciuill war betweene Mario t 8 
. cla 
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Ceſar and Pompeio, who turned vpſivowne the Romaine 
Empire. Wherfoze I do determine tomethimbyy way, 
and not to ſuffer him to come vnto Mexico, ſc; it is better 
to ſap, Gad ſaue vou, then they to come ⁊ ſap who is there 2 
yea t though they are man, a god heart doth bzeake euil 


foztune,as it hath appered by vs, who haue paſſed thzough 


the pikes ſince our comming hither: mozeoner, J doubt 
not but that many of Narnacz his company will come vn⸗ 
fo vs, Therefoze my deare friends do J giue you aduiſe of 
my pꝛetence, to the entent that thoſe which will-goe with 
me, may pzepare themſelues, and thoſe that will not, let 
them remain to kep Mexico and Mucezuma, which is as 
much in effect, At the end of his talke he pzomiſed great 
' rewards if that with victozy hee returned. His men ans 
ſwered all with one voyce, that they were all at his como 
mande ment, and readie to fulfill his will, yet ſome feared 
the pꝛide and blindneſle of Pamfilo de Naruaes: on the os 
ther ſite the Indians began fo be luſtie, to ſee diſſention as 
mong the Spaniardes, and that the Indians of the coaſte 
were topned in league with the new come men. 

| The requeſts of Cortez to Matezuma. 
A Fter all this talke andanſwere ol his ſouldiers, hee 


went to viſit and to commune with Mute zuma foz to 


depart on his tourney, with ſomewhat the leſſer care, and 
alſo to pzone the mind and will of Mute zuma, vnto whom 
he vttered his mind as followeth. Sir, pou know the loue 
that J haue, and deſire to ſerue pon, and chiefly the truſt 
againe, that you will haue to my companions when J am 
gone from this Titie, Therefoze J pꝛap you, that it may 
pleaſe pleaſe vou to remaine here in this lodging, and fo

haue re garde vnto theſe ſtraungers, which J leaue with Oh viſe 
yon : alſo à commend vnto pou, the golde and Jewelles Cortes. 


whiche is in their cuſtodie, and giuen vnto vs of pour 
owne liberalitie. Foz J do now goe to ſignifie vnto thoſe 
| Ak 2 which 
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which of late are comen in the new flete,how.your high- 
neſſe doth tommaunde that J departe from this land, and 
that they doe not agrauate oz moleſt pour ſubiedes, no: 
vet pꝛeſume to enter into your countrep, but that they res 
maine on your coaſf, vntill we bee readie to departe with 
them, accoꝛding to your will and pleaſure, And if in the 
meane ſeaſon, any of your ſubiecs be ſo bnaduiſed, as to 
moleſt my inen, which nowremaine in pour power and 
Guarde, that then it may pleaſe you to be their ſhiclde, 
ſuccour, and onely defence. Ifutezuma pzomiſed to fulfil. 
his requeſt, wiſhing him mozeoner,thatifany in his iour 
ney ſhoulde offende him, then immediatly to aduiſe him, 
and that he would ſend his men of war to chaſten them, 
yea andalſo(if it pleaſed him,) he woulde giue vnto him 
guides to ſafe conduc him thꝛough his owne dominion 
to the Sea toaſt, who ſhauld pꝛouide him of all neteſſa⸗ 
ries by the way, Cortes kiſſed his handes foz his curteſis,. 
with moſte hartie thankes foz the ſame, and gaue vn⸗ 
to him certaine Spanniſhe apparell, and other glaſen 
Jewels, and alſo other like treaſure fo his Noble men, 
which tode by at all thefalke, But in effect he tolde him 
not what he pꝛetended to doe, no2 vet the ne wes of Pam- 
filo de Naruaes his pꝛotit dings was not come to his eare, 
92 elſe, it may be that Mutezuma diſſimmuled the matter 
with inwarde pleaſure, that one Chaiſttan ſhould kill the 
other, thinking thereby to haue moſt (ure his libertie, and 
the Goddes pleaſed. | 


Theimpriſonment of Pamfilo de 
Naruacz. - 
(tate was ſo well beloued among his companie, 
that they offered willingly to goe with him, hy rea⸗ 
ſon whercof he choſe.250,men fitte fo his iourney, 
and. ather. 200. in guard of Mutczmaand the Citie, 
with 
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with Pedro de Aluarado, foz their Captaine, He leftal, 
ſo with them the artillarie, and foure Foyſts ready made, 
to haue the lake in ſubiection, beſ&ching them oncly to 
haue ſpeciall regarde, that Mutezuma ſled not from them 
to Naruaes, and not ts permit him to goe out of their fozt 
oz ſtrong houle, 

With thoſe few Spaniards Cortes toke his iourney 
with no moze but eight oz nine Yozſemen , and certaine 
Indians foz his ſeruice, and cariage. 

Paſſing thzongh Chololla and Tlaxcallon,he was ho- 
nourably receiued andlodged, and about fiftœne leagues 
from Zempoallan, where Naruacs was abiding, he mette 
with two Pꝛieſts, and his olde eſpeciall friend Andres de 
Duero, who had lent him money foz the ſetting fozth of 
that voyage. Theſe the perſons came to require him to 
obey the Generall lately come as Lieutenant to the Go⸗ 
uernour Velaſques,and to deliuer vnto him the countrey, 
with all the foztes oz Caſtele therein, aduiſing him, that 
if he would not accompliſh the ſame, that then he woulde 
pꝛoce de againſt him, euen as an enemie and Rebell, to 
the execution ot death. Like wiſe, if he would fulfill the 
requeſt made vnto him, that then he ſhould haue libertie, 
and conuenient ſhipping to depart, both foz him, and as 
many as would goe with him. Cortes anſwered, that hee , gute man 
would rather ſuſfer death, then to leaue the Countrep, ; 
which hee had conquered and pacified with his handes 
and induſtrie, without anie commaundement from the 
Emperour ; and (quoth he) if agaynſt all equitie and iu⸗ 
ſtice, he will contend with me in warre, J will defend me 
as well as J may, and if 4 haue the victozie (as J truſt in 
God, and the right that J haue on my ſide,) J ſhall not 
ſtand in ne de of ſhipping, and if J be ſlaine, much leſſe. 
Whercfoze J doe require him to ſhewe vnto me his com⸗ 
million and aut 30zitie had from the Emperour, foz vatill. 
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| J doe both ſe and read the ſame , J will accept no a⸗ 
greement ; and ił (quoth he) that he refuſe the ſame, that 

then J dare warne,admoniſh,and require him to returne 

ta Cuba, the place from whence he came, and if he wil not 

obey my pzecept, J will then appꝛehend him, and ſende 

him pꝛiloner in pꝛons to the Emperour : and with this 

aunſwere diſpatched the th2z&e meſſengers, ſending alſo a 

Notarie of his owne, focommaund him to take his ſhips 

ping, and to depart without making any alteration in 

the country, oꝛ the enſuing of further murders and ſtrife 

and if not, that vpon Whitſunday, which was within? 

thze dayes following, he meant to bee with him at ſup⸗ 

per. Pamfilo de Naruaes made a mockerie and ieaſt at 

his commaundement , and toke Pziſoner the Nofarie 

Which came from Cortes, with that oꝛder, holding Cortes 

foz madde , who made ſo many bꝛagges with ſo (mall a 
companie.And befoze Iohn Velaſques de Leon, and Iohn 
de Rio, Cortes his friends, he muſtred his men, who were 

in number foureſcoze hargabuſhers, a hundzed and twen⸗ 

tie Croſlſebowes, fire hundzed men with other weapon, 

_ ncertain© and foureſcoꝛe Yozſemen, ſaying, how will Cortes defend 
recken''s himſelfe againſt vs, nay at length he will know his du⸗ 
tie: he pꝛomiſed money to him that ſhould either kill, oz 

take Cortes pꝛiſoner. And the ſame offer made Cortes 

againſt Pamfilo,who made a rounde of his fotemen,and 
ſkitmiſhed with his Bozſemen,ſhoting off bis artillarie, 

to put in feare the poꝛe Indians, 

Naruaes fignified againe vnto MHutezuma with the 
meſſengers, who caried all the triumph and muſter pains 
ted, all his fozmer dealings, but hearing that Cortes was 
nere at hand, he ſent out his light Yozſemen to diſcry his 

All Naruaes his Bozſes were readie ſadled and bꝛide⸗ 
led, and his meu armed, Cortes entred ſo cloſe and ſecret 

that 
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that no man almoſt heard him, and the firſf woꝛde her 
ſpake, hauing all his men within with him, was, ſhut 
the gates, and ſtrike, downe with him. There were at 
that time many ſhining woꝛmes, which with their gli⸗ 
ſtering ſemed matches of Bargabulh, ſo that if one pte 
at that time had bene diſcharged, they would haue beene 
in a great feare. 

Naruaes being about to put on his pꝛiuie coate , came 
one vnto him, ſaying: Sir, Cortes is nere pour lodging, 
let him come in (quoth he) foz he tommeth to talke with 
me. Naruaes had his men in foure Towers of his lod⸗ 
ging, and he himſelfe was in the one, with a hundzed 
Spaniards , and at his doze thirtene pieces of D2di- 
nance ready charged, Cortez commanded his chiefe Shi- 
riſfe, Gonſallo de Sandoual, with foztie oz fiftie of his fel⸗ 

lowes, to go vp into Naruaes his chamber, and he himſelf 
with other twentie men abode at the doꝛe to defende and 
kepe that none might enter thereat, vntil he had finiſhed 
his buſineſſe. The reſidue of his men beſieged the other 

Lowers,ſo that tyey might not ſuccour one another, 

Naruaes hearing the noyſc , would needes fight, al⸗ 
though her was required to tay his handes, and come 
ming out at his Chamber doze,they ſtrake out one of his 
eyes with a pile, and then they laide hande vppon him, 
dzagging and dzawing him downe the ſtapzes by the 
heeleg, and when bee (awe himſelfe bzought befoze Cor- 
tes, he ſapde, oh Senior Cortes, thanke your great foztune 


in hauing my perſon pꝛiſoner: who aunfwered him as A darke nicht 
gaine, oh Naruacs, the hauinz of thy body pꝛiſoner, is the for Nituaes. 


leaſt thing that J haue done, ſithence J came into this 
land, Cortes commaunded foꝛthwith to lap him in pꝛons, 
and to tarrie jim to the rich towne of Vera Crux, where 
he abode pꝛiſoner certaine peares. 

Chis combat eadared but a while,foz within one hour 
Pamfila 
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Pamfilo de Naruaes,and the chiefeft of his companic were 
taken pꝛiſoners, and their weapons © armoz taken from 
all the reſt. There were flaine ol Naruaes his men ſixe⸗ 
terne, and of Cortes his ſide were killed only two perſons 
with a pete of Dzdinance, They had noleyſure to giue 
fire to their Oꝛoinance, with the great diligence and haſt 
of Cortez, ſauing vnto one peece that killed the two men. 
be touch holes were ſtopped with ware, thꝛough the 
great raine that had fallen. By this meane thoſe that 
were ouertome, did take occaſſion to imagine that Cortes 
had ſuboꝛned the maſter gunner,andothers, 

Cortes vſed great ſobzietie and diſcretion, ſoʒ he would 
not permitte any ot the pꝛiſoners to bee reuiled oz miſu⸗ 
ſed with any iniurious woꝛdes, no noz pet Naruaes, who 
had ſpoken ſo much euill of him, although many ol his 
men deſired reuengement. Pedro de Maluenda ſeruant to 
James Velaſques, who was chiefe Ste warde to Naruaes, 
fledve to the Shippes with all the tuffe that her covloe 
get, without any let of Cortez. ere may you ſc what 
differente and aduantage is betwirt man and man, what 
did each of theſe Captiues ſap, thinke, and doe, ſeldome 
time doth happen, that ſo fe we ol one nation doth ouer⸗ 
come ſo many of the ſame nation, eſpeciallythe greater 
number being freſh,luſtie,andin a ſtrong holde.

=) Fter that Cortes had obtained victoꝛie 
» *7 againſt Naruaes, he knew very wel the 
l moſt part of his company, vnto whom 
ye ſpake curteouſly, pzaping them to 
l lozget the things paſt, and ſo would he 
Cel allo, Andalſo likewiſe, that it might 
| pleaſe 
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pleaſe them to goe with him to Mexico, which was the 
riche it Citie of all that India. Me alſo reſtoꝛed to every 
man his armour and weapons, Which were taken from 
them in their ouerthꝛow. He alſo left very fewe of them 
pꝛiſoners with Naruaes. The Yozſemen toke the flelde 
with ſtomacke tofight, but after they bad heard of his of- 
fer, they ſubmitted themſelues. An canclufion, all thoſe 
that were come, hoping of ſpople, wereglad to Accept his 
offer, and to goe with him with faithfull pzomile truly to 
ſerue him. 

De receiyep his power in Vers Crws,and bought thi⸗ 

ther the nauie of Naruaes. Me alſo diſpatches two hundzed 
Spaniards to the xiuer.of Garay.; and ſent alſo Iohn Ve- 
laſques de Leon with other two hundꝛed men, to inhabite 
of Coazacoalco. He diſpatched alſq a Spaniard by poſte to 
Mexico, with newes of the victozie, andihe himſelle fols 
lowed towarde Mexico, with the great care that he had 
of thoſe-whome hee had leſt there inguarde of Mutezuma 
and the Citie. 

The Polte that went on this tourney, in ſkede of 
2 was ſoze wounded;by the Indian Rebellen, but 
jgh he was ſo hurte, vet he returned to Cortes, with 
s that Mexico was renolted, and that they bad bur. 
ned the foure Foyſtes, alſo aſſieged the @puniſhe. houſe; 
and thzowne downe a wall, and myned another, yeaand 
ſet fire vppon the munition, taken away their vittailes, 
and had bzonghte them to ſusbe extremitie, to be either 
ſlaine, oz remaine paiſoncrs,ſauing that Mutezuma cams 
maunded to ceaſſe the combatte, yea and foz all that thep 
woulde not leaue their armoure, noz depart from the 
ſiege, only they ſomnetphat 1 their ſurie foz _ 
p2inces ſage. 41.1117 
Theſe newes were cozrowuil to Cortes; foa thereby 
his pleaſure was turned into 2 rather _ 
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haſk to ſuctoure his friendes and 3 fo2 if he hadde 
delayed his comming but a {mail while, be had fomide 
them epther flaine ,* 02 elſe their bodies ready to ſacri⸗ 
fice: buthiogreateft comfozte was, that Mutezuma res 
mained fill pziſoner . Me muffered his men in Tlaxcal. 
lan; and founde ofhis:Spaniſhe nation a thouſand fte 
men and nere a hundzꝛed Pezſemen. Me pꝛocteded foꝛ⸗ 
wardes towarde Tezcuco, where he founde none of the 
Gentlemen of his acquinfance, no yet he there was re- 
teiued „ as in time paſt he had bin, but rather he found a 
greate alteration, in the Countrey, and alſo may tolones 
_—_—— 02 elſe rebelled. Tezcuco met with him 
aSpa whome Aluarada had ſente'todeffre him to 
come vnto them, and to certiſie him ot᷑ all the pzemiſſes;. 
ſaying: mozeoner , | that __ Ws: —_— their furye

With this — cans another from Mutezuma; 
who declared vnto Cortes; that his Lozde was innecent. 
of all that was done, pzaying him, that if he had contei⸗ 
ued anp euill opinion agaàinſte him, to putte away the 
ſame againe, and that it mighte pleaſe him to goe di⸗ 
real to his oon houſe, where: he dbove bis comming; 
with the Spaniche guarde that he hadde leſte · witd him, 
= were allue and in god bealthe as de hadde lefte

With this melſage, o ter and bis companye —— 
all that nighte, and the nexte dap, 
dave, he entred into Mescico at dinner time, with bt his 
bundzed Yozlemen; and the thouſande fotemen, witha 
greate of they2 friendes of Tlaxcallan, Hucxe- 
cinco, and Chololla, br:t he ſaw but few folke in the ireets, 
and ſinal entertainment, with many bzidges bzoken, and 
Bther euill tokens; © 
Vr came to bis lodging) 2 
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nie whiche coulde not well be lodged there, ha ſent them 
fo the great Temple. Mutezuma came fozthinto the yard 
to receine him, full heauie andſozrowfall , as it ſemed, 
ol that offence-which his ſubieces had done, excuũng him⸗ 

elfe: and then euerpe one entred into his lodging and 
Chamber: but the toy and pleaſure of Pero de Alua- 
rado was incomparable, ſaluting the one the other, with 
demaundes and queſtions howe they fared , yea and 
bow much the one company declared of pꝛoſperitie and 
eg the other againe replied as much of ſozrow and 

ouble.

> Ones pzocured to knalve þ pzincipul cauſe 
S| of the inſurrection of the Mexican Indi- 
ans, andhaning a generall dayof hearing, 
I tbe charge being laide againſt them, ſome 
aid, that it was thzough the letters 4 per⸗ 
ö <5 (waſton of Naruaes: Others aunfipered, 
their defire and meaning was, to expell the 
atcoꝛding to agremente made, foz in theyꝛ ſkirmiſhes 
they cryed nothing but gette you hence , get pou hence: 
Dther layde, that they pzetended the libertie o Mutczu- 
ma, foz in their Combates they woulde (ape , lette gos 
.oure God and Ring, 'ifyou:lift not to be laine. O⸗ 
thers ſaide, that they were Therues, and hadde robbeb 
thepꝛ golde and plate from them, which was in vale we 
moze then ſeanen hundzcdthouſande. duckettes: Others 
cryed , here ſhall vou leaue ide golds. that vou haue 
taken from vs. Others ſaide, that they coulde not as 
byde the ſabte of the Flaxcaltecas und other theyz 
moztall enemies. Manpe belæued that the mutiays 
was fo; thzowing downe theyz Goddes and Joolles: 
Ll 2 Eache 
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each of theſe canſes were ſufficient to rebell, hole much 
moze altogither. 

But the chieteſt and molk pꝛintipall cauſe was, that 
after the departure of Cortes fowarty Natuaes, happened 
a ſobemne holiday, which the Mexicans were wont to ce⸗ 
lebꝛate, and deſiring to obſerue the ſame, as they were 
wont to do, they tame and beſought Captaine Aluarado 
to graunt them licence, and not to imagine that they were 
ioyned togither to kill the Spantardes. A luarado gaue 
them litence, with ſuch conditions, that in their ſacrifice 
ſhoulde no mans bloud bee ſpilte, no: pet to weare any 
weapon. 

At this fealk, fire himdꝛeth Gentlemen and p2incipall 
perſons iopned "togither in the great Temple: ſome do 
ſap;; that-thep: were moꝛe then à thouſande perſons of 
greate eſtate, but that nigyte they made a maruellous 
great nopſe, with coznets,ſhels,cloucn bones, where with 
they made a ſtraunge muſicke: they celebzated the feaſt, 
their nakvd bodiescoucred with tele, made and w;ought 
with pzectous ffones; cotlers, girdles,::b2acelettes, and 
many other Jewelgof golde, ſilucr. and aliofar, with gals 
lant tuffes of frathers on their heades. They daunced a 
daunte called Mazeualrzrh; which is to ſap, deſerte with 


paine, and ſo they tall Mazauaſra huſhandman. This 


daunte is like Netotiht li, mhith is another dauncei The 
manner is, that they lale mattes in tha Temple yarde, 
and with the founde of the ir Dzummes; called. Atabals, 
they'daunce around; hande tirhande; ſome ſinging, and o⸗ 
thers anſwere,whichſonges were in the benozand pꝛaiſe 
ef the God 83) Sainte; whoſe ſeaſte it is hoping fo2 this 
ſeruite tu haue taine, cone; healthe,victozie; peate, chil⸗ 
den, v2: anye: _ thing _— they wo. pom Ire y 03 
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Ehele Indian Gentlemen being occupied in their daun⸗ 
ling and teremonies, it foztuned that Pedro de Aluarado 
went to the Temple of Vitzilopuchti to behold their dos 
ings, and whether his going was ol his owne accozde, oz 
by the conſent of his tõpanie A am not certaine, although 
ſome ſapo that he was aduiſed how the mutinie was ther 
tonſpired, as after did follow: others holde opinion, that 
their onely going to the Temple was to beholde the mar⸗ 
uailous and ſtraunge daunce. And then ſeing them ſo 
richly attired,they coueted their Gold and Jewels which 
they ware, and beſieged the Temple with tenne Spani⸗ 
ardes at each doze,and the Captaine entred in with fiftie 
men, and without any Chꝛiſtian reſpect lle we and murde⸗ 
red them all, and toke from them all their treaſure, Al⸗ 
though this fact ſemed odious vnto Cortes, vet he diſſimu⸗ 
led the matter, foꝛ feare leaſt he ſhonls hurt his owne pꝛo⸗ 
cedings,as time did the require, not knowing what nerde 
he might haue of them, but eſpecially to auoide contention. 
among his company,

He cauſe of this rebellion, being well 
knowen, Cortes demaunded how their e⸗ 
nimies fought, mary (quot the) after 
they had taken weapon againſt us foz. 
the ſpace of ten dayes are w, they neuer 
caſed with great fury to aſſault and coin- 
bat our houſo, and e with fe are leaſt Mutezuma ſhoulde 
eſcape ano llee vntoa Naruais, durſt not goe out of dozes 
to fight in the ftreete, but one lp ta defende the houſe with 
Sſpeciall care of Mutezuma, accozding to your charge gi⸗ 

ui dnto vs. Alſo we being but few, and the Indians many, 
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who ſtill refreſhed their men, they did not only weary ve, 
but alſo put vs in great feare and cleane out of courage, 
pea, and if at the greateſt bꝛunt Mutezuma perſonally had 
not aſcended to the toppe ol the wall, comtmaunding them 
i euer they meant to ſeæ him aline, to lay and teaſe from 
their enterpzile. | | } 
At the fight of Mute zuma they were all amazed, an 

incontinent ceaſed the combat and aſſault. bey ſaid al 
fo that with the newes of the vicozie had agaynſt Pamfi- 
lo de Naruaes, Mutezuma required his mon to leaue off 
from their pꝛetence: nol withſtanding the Indians calling 
to remembzante, that Cortes was comming with a grea- 
fer company,at whoſe returnethey ſhould haue the moꝛe 
ſo doe, began a frech to aſſault the houſe , wherevpon 
ſome doe thinke, that it was agaynſt the will of Mu- 
teruma. But it followed, that one day the 
ffanding in great perill , charged their greateſt peece of 
92dinance. t giuing fire,the pete diſcharged not: the In- 
dians ſeeing the ſame, beganne a freſh with a maruellous 
terrible noiſe, bling ffaues, bowes, launces,and ſtones, 
that came as thicke as haile , ſaying , nowe will we re- 
derme our king, ſette our houſes af libertie,and reuenge 
our ininries. But in the middeſt of their furie the pete 
went off, without any moze pꝛiming oꝛ touch, with a 
great and fcarefull thundering, the pcece being great 
and full of hayle ſhotte, with the maine pellotte, made a 
fraunge ſpoyle among them, and with fears they retired, 
But pet they began toſay, well, well, ſhoztly ſhall. your 
fleſh be boyled, although we meane nat to eat it, fo2 truly 
it is vorp tarraine, and god fo2 nothing. But pet we will 
beſtow the ſame vpon the Eagles, Lions, Tigers, and 
Snakes, who ſhal be the graues fo2 your filthie carkaſes. 

But ſoꝛttzwith if ye let not Mutezuma depart, and rey 
Hoze him to his libertie, ye ſhall-quickely bane = re⸗ 
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tvardfozyour pꝛeſumption and pꝛide, who durſt be ſo bold 
as to lap hand on Mutezuma being our God and Lozde, 

that giueth vs our dayly fode, And yet pee with pour fil- 

thy theues handes pꝛeſumed to touch him, oh why doth 

not the earth open ſwallow pou, which taketh other mes 
gods: But marke the ende, foꝛ our Gods whoſe religion 
vou did pꝛophane, will rewarde you accoꝛding to pour de⸗ 
ſert 2 and if they do not ſhoztly execute their wzath, then 
let vs alone, ſoʒ we will out ol hand make an ende of you, 

And as foz thoſe theeues and villaines of Tlaxcallan pour 
ſlaues, ſhall not depart pꝛapſing their games, who nowe 
pꝛeſume to take their maiſters wines, yea 4to demaund 
tribute of them, vnto whome they themſelues are tribu⸗ 
toꝛs. Theſe and ſuch like wer the wozdsof the Mexicans. 
But our men,although they were in a maruellous feare, 

pet they repꝛehended their folly as touching Mutezuma, 

faying that Mutezuma was no God, but a moztal man as 

they were, and no better, and that their Gods were vaine 
idols, and their religion moſt falſe and abhominable , and 
that onelyour God was bolt, iult, true, and infinite,

But he commaunded a certaine pzincipal Gentleman 
of Mexico, who ſtode there pzeſent , that out of hand he 
ſhould commaund the market to be furnifhedas in times 
paſt, This Indian vnderftandingy Cortes had ſpoken cuil 
of them,made as though he went tofulfil his commaunde- 
ment : but hee went to pzoclaime libertie, publiſhing the 
heinous + iniurious wozds which he had heard, ſo that in 
ſhozt ſpace the matter began to ware hotte, fo2 (ome went 
and bꝛake downe the bzivges, others went to tall all the 
Citizens, who ioynedthemſelues togither, and befleged 
the @pantards houſe , with ſuch ſtraunge noyſe that one 
could not heare another: the ſfonesflew like baile,dartes 
and arrowes filled the @paniarvs yarde, which troubled 
them much. Cortes ſteing this bzoyle, he with certaine 
of his men went out atone deze. and an other Captain at 
another, with eache of them two hundꝛeth men. They 
fought with the Indians, who flew foure Spaniards, and 
wounded many moe, and of them were ſlaine very fewe, 
with their ſuccoure and defence at hande. If our men 
fought with them in the reetes, then would they ſloppe 
their paſſage af the bꝛidges: if. they aſſaulted their houſes, 

then they were beaten with Cones from the toppe of their 
bouſes which wereflat ruffed,andat their retire they per- 
ſecufedthem terribly, 

They ſet fire vppon the Spaniards houſe in ſundzie 
places, but chiefly in one place they coulde not aplake the 
fire a great while, vntill they thzewe downe certaine 
chambers and walles, whereas they bad entered at plea- 
ſure, had it not bene foz the Artillerie, Cxoſlſebowes, and 
handgunnes, which were there in defence of that _ 
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This combat endured all that day vntill night, yea and in 
the night alſo they had their hands full: our men had litle 
leiſure to ſlerpe, but rather ſpent the night in mending the 
walles e does, and curing the wounded men who were 
moze then foure ſcoze, and like wiſe to ſet their men in 02- 
der and read ineſſe foz the fight of the next day following. 
It was no ſoner day, but the Indians began their aſ⸗ 
faulta freſh, with moze courage andfurie then the day be» 
foze.ſo that our men werefaine fo truſt to their artillery, 
the which the Indians feared not a whit : foz if a ſhot cars 
riedtenfftene o twentie Indians ata clappe, theꝝ wouls 
cloſe againe as though one man had not bene miſſing. cor 
ten tame aut with other two hundzeth men, and gate ſome 
'bzidges,burned ſome houſes, and flew many that defended 
them, But the Indiam were ſo manyin number, that ns 
burt appeared, yea and our men were ſo ewe in compart-. . 
ſonof the them, that althongb they foughtall the day, vet hay: 
they much ado todefendthemſelues, howmuch moze ta 
offend. That day neuer a Spaniard was ſlaine outright, 
but tie (coze of them were wounded and hurt, whereby 
they hadinough to do to ture them foz that night,: and to 
p2ocure remedie anddefence againft the hurts which they 


receined from the houſe toppes. They inuented Engines. firaunge 
of timber made vpon wheetes, and foure ſquare;couered inuenuon.

I the while that the Engins were a making, our 

men came not out ta fighte, being occupied: in the

many. iniurious wozdes, thꝛeatening them, that il they 
would not de liuer Mute zuma, that they would giue them 
the moff cruelleſt death that euer . 
1 Cortes deſired: Mutezuma to goe vp into the Zotte, 
which is the tappe of the flatte roufe of the bauſe, and to:

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Who certified the Citizens ofthe certeintie of his death, 
that at that pꝛeſente time were gluing battery to the 
bane; But pet fo2 all this they woulde not leaue off the 
combat, nm vet the wartes, as ſome ot our men thought 
they wonlde; but rather pzec#ded on their purpoſe, with 
greater courage and defire of reuenge. And when they re⸗ 
tyꝛed, theꝝ made a pu itull lamentati n, with pꝛe paration 
to bury their king in c hapultepec. On this ſozt died Mu- 
tezuma , who was holden foza God among the Indians, 
Some ſaythat ber deſüred to be Baptiſed at the Shaoue⸗ 
fide be foꝛe his death, and they pꝛolonged the matter, thin⸗ 
king at Caſter following to haue Chziſtened him with 
honour and triumph. But as it happened, it had bene bets 
ter to haue done it at that time accoꝛding to his requeſt. 
But with the comming of Pamfilo de Naruaes the thing 
was alſo delayed, and after he he was wounded it was 
likewiſe foꝛgotten, with the troubles that they were in. 
It was credible enfozmed, that Mutezuma was neuer 
conſenting to the deaih of any Spaniarde, no vet in cons 
ſyiracie againſt Cortes, hut rather loued himentierly:yet 
ſome are of another opinion; and both giue god reaſons 
to appꝛoue their arguments, but the truth could not well 

be unowen, foz at that time our men vnderffove not the 
language, and againe, Mutezuma after bis death J lefte 
none to open that ſecrete; * 

The Indians affirme that he was ofthe greateſt bloud 
of all his linage, and. the greateſt king incſtate that cy 
uer was in Mexico. It is alſo to be noted, that when the 
king doms do malt flozilh, then are they nieſt to a change, 
dz elle tu chꝰeunge their Lozd, as doth appeare inthis his 
ſtozyof Mutezuma. Dur men loft moze by þ death of Mu- 
tezumathen the natural Indians, it we cofiver the murder 
and deſtruction that incontinent did follow. Autezuma 
was a man very. mode rate in 5 diet, and not ſo viſious 
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as other Indians, altbongb be 2 Þe was 
' alſoliberall and fre harted :hec was eſtmes fo; a verie 
wile man, in my judgement he was either wile in letting 
things paſſe after that ſozt,o2 elſe a very fale, that did not 
vnuderttand their doings : de was as deuout as warlike, 
foz he dad bene pꝛeſent in many battailes: and alſo other 
nine times victozie man fo2 man in the field, be raigned 
ſeuentie yeares and tertaine moneths.

ter the death of Mutczuma , Cotes 
ent vnto his Nenewes, and to the o⸗ 
2 deer Noble men who mainteined the 
*Q warres, veftring them to ten e. ſpeak 


and fo chale another king, and allo to burp the dead, and 
that he would come to his buriall as his friend: likewiſe 
de ignifted vnto them, that foz the loue he bare vnto Mu- 
tezuma who had intreated foz them , hee had ſtaied from 
the finall ſpoyle of the Cittie, and cozrection of them foz 
heir rebellion and obſtinatie. But now that he had not 
vnto Whome to haue reſpect, det would both burne their 
houſes, and chaſten them, if that they lubmitted not 
themſolues to his friendſhip. 

Ther anſwered, that they woulde neytber leane the 
wars, uon vet tſtme his friendſhip, vntil they ſawthem- 

felues in their libertie, and their waongs whollpreuen- 
 ged, ves and chat without his counſell they eouſd elect 
the king vato whom of right ts Ray" 
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And ſithens the Gods hath taken our welbeloued Mute · 
zuma, we will giue his body a Sepulchze, as vnto ſuch a 
King doth appertaine: pea and if be would goe and beare 
bis friend Mate uma companꝑto the Gods, that then he 
ſhould come fozth, and they auld quickly diſpateh him: 
and as fo2 the reſidue; they manly han rather war then 
peace, yea and that they were: not menne that did peelde 
with woꝛdes. Alſo ſeeing their King was dead, foz whoſs 
reſpecte they ceaſedto burne their houſes , roſt their bo⸗ 
dies, andeate their ſleſha, but nowe(quoth-they)if ye dey 
part not, wa will not dally lang time with vo. 
Cortes finding them ſtout and ſtubbe ne, liked not the 
bargaine. Againe be knewe well that their meaning 
was, that if they hadde departed from the Citie, ta haus 
ſpspled and murderedthem by the way, And ſeeing that 
their liuea, rule andgouernment:couſiffed in ſtrength of 
band and gam courage, he camo fozthin a mazning with 
the tha ingines, faure pietes af D2dinance.,and fiue hũ⸗ 
med Spaniards, and thꝛœ thouſand Tlaxcalrecastofight 
with theenemies , and ta hurne and ſpayle thetrhonuſes; 
Cher bꝛongbte the engines niere unto eertaine greafs 

houſes whiche ſtode nere vnto a hꝛinge 5: — they 
fcaling tadders on the walles, and ſo gat vp to the toppe 
where manye people were, and there combatted a while, 
but ſhoꝛtip turned to their fozte againe, without doing a⸗ 
ny greate hurte, with-ane Spaniarde flaine, andmanye 
wounded; and alſo the engines baoken and ſpoyled; yea 
the wulticude of Indians were ſs thicke, and ſie we vpan 
the Oꝛdinante inſuche (o2te , thatthey hat no leyſure to 
diſcharge them. The (fones came alfd ſo thicke from the 
houſe toppes, that the enemies were ſone at an end. And 
the Citizens hauing houſed them againe in the ſoꝛte and 
lodging, began ta amende the hurt done in their bouſes, 
and arocouer the ſertetes that were loft ; alſo the greate

ut dunwzeth pꝛimpall 
men hadde fo2tified theme lues with vittalles, ſtones,

that Tower rereuned much hurt. Although Cortes was 
ſomewhat ſadde un heatiie;: yet he ceaſed not like a god 
Captaine tocomfoxtand-encourage his monne-; ana al⸗ 
waves was the firſt nut anie Hunt oz ali, andahis 
beart couloe unt permit him ta remain pemod vp in 
that ſot, wherefoze he take thꝛer hundꝛed Spaniardes, 
and went to aſſiege the high tower. The o; faure dapes 
he ceaſed not that enterpꝛiſe, but conide not come to the 
toppe, : boring lo us bnthing, andmanie perſons in ves 
feritqofthe Came], wet 2 with fit munition foz 
che en tame — Drege 
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purpoſe.ſo 
the tapes, ding ta their houſe with.bzoken pates, ſs 


that our Spaniartes diſmaicd moz2 and moze , and mas 
ny murmuted at the matter: you may well indge hows 
Corrs his yeurt was afflightsd,fo; the Indians entreaſen 
ccilbin courage, hauing the better hand, and dayly victozie 
from the high Lower. But aowe Cotes determined to 
leaue his boaſe;; and not to returne there vnto againe, 
vntell he dad wenne te Tower. Ye bound his Target 
to zes atme-which yad beene hurt befoze, and be ſe ged the 
Tower againe with manp of bis men, Ilaxcaltecas and 
other kriends, and manp times although they were beas 


ten dolune, roſe againe ſuccouring one another, fill at 


length they got to the toppe, and there fought with the 
Indians till ſome ot them le pt out of the Comer, and ſtod 
banging vpon Abs liſts ot the wall, which were the in 
nuander: the one higher then the other, and a fate bzoate,

Cottes being occupied in dam⸗ 
ming vp the ditches, and making plaine way of the bꝛid⸗ 
ges, there tame cerfaine meſſengers vnto him, ſaying, 
that neare at hand, abode many noble menandCapfaines 
to treate of peace,requiring him to come vnto them, pꝛax⸗ 
ing him to bꝛing Tlamacazque his pziſoner, who was one 
of the pꝛintipalleſt of the Diuels Cleargie there, to hears 
the treatie of the matter. | 
Cortes went, and carried the Pꝛieſt with bim, tohome 
he appointed to require them to ceaſſe from contention, 
— their ſiege, but hee came not backe with 
- All this was a fayned fetche , to ſe the ſtate 
— — 03 elſe to recouer their religious 
Tlamacazque. Cortez (ing their deceit , went his way 
to dinner, and was no ſ@ner ſet at his meate , but cer- 
taine Tlaxcalrecas came running in with an open crie, 
Laying, that their enemies hadde recouered againe the 
bzidges, and wente armed vp and downe the ſtrates, 
and hadde alſo flaine the moſte of the Spanꝑpardes that 
were lefte in guarde of the bzidges. Incontinent Cortez 
went out with the Yo:zlemen, who were readieft at that 
time, and made way thzough the troupe of enemies, fol- 
lowing them euen vnto the firme lande, but at their re⸗ 
turn, the fotemen that were hurt and weariedin keeping 
of the ſtraxte, could not ſuſteine the fazce and ſurie of the 
infinite number of Indians, which came vpon them, yea 
With much adw they could eſcape home to their fozt, 
The multitude was not ſo great of Indians in the trete, 
buf alſo by water in Canoas, fo that tones flew on both 
fides,and galled our men cruelly, Cortes was hurt in one 
ol his knees very ſoze, whereupon it was blowne abzoade 
though the Citie, that Cortes was ſlaine, which newes 
did greatly diſcourage our men , and much animate the 
An Indians. 
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Indians. But pet Cortes foz ail his paine and hurt, tea⸗ 
ſed not to embolden and encourage his ſouldiers, who let 


a freſh vpon the enemies, At the fartheſt baidge fell two 


Þozſes,which troubled much our men that followed, Cor- 
tes made ſuch way among the Indians, that the Yozſemen 
had reaſonable paſſage,and being the hindmoſt man hims 
ſelle, he was in great perill of taking. It was a maruell 
to ſee what a ſpzing he gaue with bis Pozle , and thereby

| Aſſone as be had ended his ſupper, he ſent ſome of his 
men to guard the lkreete and bzidges, and to defende the 
ſame againſt the enemie.

The Indi- 
ans were ſo many, that it the Chꝛiſtians ſhould but only 
haue cut their thzoats without reliſtance,yet they had bin 
to ewe fo that purpoſe. 

They were alſo in ſuch neceſſitie of bzead, that pin⸗ 
ched them ſoꝛe. Their pouder and ſhotte was ſpent, and 
almoſt all other * Their pouſe was — 

ate u 
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beaten downe about their eares. All theſe cauſes were 
ſufficient to leaue Mexico, and toſ&ke to ſaue their liues: 
vet on the other ſide, they iudged it an euil caſe, to turne 
their backes to their enemies, foz (quoth they) the very 
Kones riſeth vp againf him that flieth. They feared as 
gaine the paſſage of the arches where the bꝛidges hadde 
bene,ſo that now they were full beſet with ſozrowe.care, 
and miſerie: but in fine, they all agreed to depart that 
night, ſoꝛ many dayes befoze, one of their companie 
called Botello, who pzeſumedto haue god ſkil in the Art 
of Nigromancie,dio declare vnto them, that if they would 
depart from Mexico at acertaine houre appoynted , that 
then they ſhould eſcape, oʒ elſe not:but whether they gaue 
credite to his ſayings 02 no, they fully determined to de⸗ 
part that night; and like unto politicke and god Souldi- 
ers, they pꝛepared a bꝛidge of tymber to carrie with 
them, to paſſe ouer the arches where bzidges had bene, 
Mhis is molt certain? , they were all pꝛiuie and agreed 
to the departure, and not as ſome repozt, that Cortez fled 
away, leauing aboue two hundzeth @panyaryes in the 
houſe , who knewe nothing of dis departurn , ad were 
afterwardes all flaine , ſacrificed, and eaten in Mexico, 
fo2 ont of the Cittie hee couls not haue departed ſo ſe⸗ 
tretely, but it ſhoulde haue come to their eares ; howe 
muche moze out of one houſe , where they were all to⸗ 


gither. bis 7-551 i tt 
Cortes called lohn de Guzman his Chamberlain,com- 
maunding him to open the Hall where the treaſure was, 
and called all the officers and others, to(& the diſtributi⸗ 
on of the ſame. Firſt the Kings poztion was deducted, 
and hee gaue a Yoaſe of his omne, and men to carrie it: 
and foz the remainder, ye wilted cuery man to take what 
he liſte; fo; he gaue it franckly vato them. The ſauldiecs 
which had come with Naruacz, & now ſerued Cortes, were 
f An 2 ſome⸗ 
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ſomewhat hungry of treaſure, 1 
golde and other riches, as they mightpoſſibly carry, but it 
colt them deare, foz at their going out of the Citie , with 
the waightof their heauie burthens , they could neither 
fight,noz. yet make haſte on their way, vpon which occaſt- 
on, the Indians caught many of them, and dzew them by 
the heeles to the flaughter-houſe of Sacrifice, where they 

were flaine and eaten : yet thoſe that eſcaped, hadeache of 
them ſome p2ofite , fo2 that pzaie was well wozth ſeuen 
dundzetb thouſand Duckets ; but being things wzought 
in great —— troubleſome to carries, ſo that he 
which carrie beft, Pet ſome do thinke, that 
rags 0-19 6 great part of the treaſure, 
but it was not ſo, foz after our men hadfaken what they 
— came in the Tlaxcaltecas,and made ſpoyle of 

reſt, 

Cortes gaue charge to tertaine ot his men, to gard with 

much reſpect, a ſonne and two daughters of Mutezuma, 


. Cacama, and his bzother, and many other great Gentle⸗ 
men bis 


He alloappointed other foztie men tu carry the bzidge 
of timber, and other Indians to carry the Oꝛdinance, and a 
litle graine of Centli that remained. 
The vantguard hee committed to Gonſalo de Sando- 
ual, and Antonio de Quiniones: and the rereguarde bee 
committed to Pedro de Aluarado, and he himſelfe remai⸗ 
ned with a handaeth men, to ble his viſcretion.. In this 
oder, and with god deliberation, at mignight he departed 
from Mexico in a darke myſt, and ſo quietly, that none of 
the Indians knew thereof, commending themſelues vn- 
to GM D, beſteching him in their pꝛapers, to deliuer 
them from that damnger ; and then hee take the

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Che firkk arche wherot the bꝛidge wasthzowne down, 
they paſſed with the timber bzidge which they taried with 
them at eaſe. | 
An this meane time the watehe and eſpies which wars 
ded in the hieſt temples, had deſcried their flight, and bes 
gan fo ſounde their inffruments of warre with a marue- 
lous crie, ſaying, the v ſlie, they fie : And ſodeniy with 
this nople,they hauing no armour to puton,nozother im- 
pedimẽt, ioyned an infinit company of them togither, and 
followed with great teleritie, pea and with ſuche a heauis 
and terrible noiſe, that all the lake pzonounced the Eccho, 
ſaying, let the curſed and wicked be ſlaine, who bath done 
vnto vs ſuch great hurte. ä 
But wen Cortes came to plante his bꝛidge vpon the 
ſecond arche ol the Citie, there mette him a greate com- 
pany of Indians to.defende the ſame ,. yet with much adoe 
be planted his bzidge and paſſed thervpon with ſiue hozſe- 
men and a hundzed Spaniardes, and with them pzoceded 
thꝛough the Calſey to the maine lande, paſſing many pe⸗ 
rilous places, wherein ſwamme both man and hozſe, foz. 
the bzidge of timber was bzoken : this done, be lefte his 
fte menne on the firme lande, vnder the gouernment of 
Iohn Xemarillo,and returned back with the fine hoz\men. 
foz to ſuctour and helpe the reſivne of his company which 
were behinde. But when he came vnto them, he found 
ſome fighting with great courage, but many lain, He lolt 
alſo his golde andfardage, his oꝛdinante and pꝛiſoners, 
pea in fine he found, a maraellous change and alte ration 
of the eſtate he lefte them in, wherevpon like a god Caps 
taine he ſhewed his wiſdome and valour,helping and re⸗ 
couering as many of his men, as he might, and bꝛought 
them into ſaletie. e lefte alſo Captaine Aluarado to ſut⸗ 
tour the reſt. > 
But Aluarado with all his power and ſtrength could 
Bn 3 not 
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not reũſt the furie of the enemies , wherefoze with the 
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Launce in his hande hee beganne to flie,ſceing the great 
ſlaughter of his companie , ſo that hee was foꝛted to paſſe 
ouer the dead carkaſes, vea, and vpon ſome that were not 
thꝛoughly dead, who made a lamentable, pitifull, and 
dolefall mone. And comming to the next arche, whoſe 
hꝛidge was bꝛoken downe,of neceſſitie he toke his lance, 
and there with leaped ſuch a ſpate, that the Indians were 
amazed to (&, foz none of his fellowes could doe the like, 
although they appꝛoued the enterpꝛiſe, and were dzow- 
ned fo; their labour. | 
' When Cortes ſawe this ſozrowfull ſight, he ſafe him 
downe,nof to take any reſt fo; his wearineſſe, but only to 
bewaile the dead men, vea, and alſo them that were aliue 
and in great daunger, and alſo to ponder the vnſtedlaſt⸗ 
neſſe of the cruell foꝛtune in the perdition of fo manie his 
friends, ſuch great treaſure and lozdſhippe,ſo great a Ci⸗ 
tie and Kingdome , but alſo to bewaile the ſozrowfull 
eſtate that bee himſelfe ſtode in, (ing the moſt of his 
men wounded andhurt, and knowing not whither togo, 
fo2 that he was not certaine of the helpe and frientſhippe 
of Tlaxcallan, Pea and what hard heart, would not haue 
relented to behold the dead bodies, who a little befoze had 
entres that ſame way, with ſuch magnificall triumph, 
pompe and pleaſure. But yet hauing care of thoſe whom 
he þadleft on the firme lande, he made haſt to Tlacopan. 
This ſozrowtfull night, which was the tenth of July, in 
An.1520.were flaine about 4 50.@paniards, 4000, Indi- 
an friends, and 46. hozſe, yea and(as J iudge) all the pꝛiſo⸗ 
ners which were in his companie. At this miſhap had foz- 
tuned in the day time, - poſſibte ſo many and ſo great a nũ⸗ 
ber had nol periſhed: But where it foztuned by night, the 
noiſe of the wounded was ſozrowfull, e of the victozs hoz- 
rible andfearefal, The Indians cried vicozy,calling vpon 
| their 
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their diuelich and filthie Gods with ioy and pleaſure: our 
men being ouercome,curſed their vnfoztunate lot, pea the 
hower, and he that bzought them thither, others cried vn⸗ 
to God foz ſuccour, others ſaid helpe, belpe,foz I ſtande in 
daunger of dzowning. J know not certatnly whether mo 
periſhed in the water oz the lande, hoping to ſane thems 
ſelues by ſwimming and leaping ouer the luces and bzo-s 
ken places, foz they ſay that a Spantarde was no-ſoner 
in the water, but an Indian was vppon his barke. They 
haue great dexteritie and ſkill in ſwimming, ſo that cat⸗ 
ching any Spaniard in the water, they would take him by 
the one arm, and carry him whither they pleaſed, pea and 
wold vnpanch him in the water. It theſe Indians had not 
occupied themfelues in faking the ſpoyle of thoſe that 
were fallen and Claine , certainely one Chꝛiſtian had not 
cſcaped that day. But in fine the greateſt number of Spa- 
niards that were killed, were thoſe that went moſt laden 
with gold plate and other ie wels, and thoſe which eſcapad 
were they that caried leaſt burdens,and the firſt that with 
noble courage made way to paſſe thzough the troupe of 
Indians. . | 
Nowe wee may ſafely ſay, that the conefous deſire of 


gold, wherofthey hadplenty, was cauſe of their death, and 


they may aunſwere that they died rich. After that thoſe 
Which had eſcaped, were palt the talſep, the Indians ſtaied 
and followed them no further, either foz that they conten- 
ted themſelues with that which they had done, oz elſe 
they durſt not fight in open field : But pꝛincipallp it is 
thought , that they above to mourne and lament foz the 
death of Mutezuma his chiidzen, not knowing till then 
their ſozrowefall ende. But now ſing the thing pꝛeſent 
befoze their eyes, they wang their hands, and made a pi⸗ 
tiful vole and trie, and the rather becauſe they themſelues 
had llaine them againſt their wils, 2 
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The battellof Otumpan, a notable victorie.

Cortes came vnto them 
re 28] and comfozted them, and placed them 
Se IS 81 in oꝛder befoze him, requiring them 
to make haſt, vntill they might roms 
ly,befoze ſuch time as the men el Tlaco- 
pan ſhould hear of the newes paſſed, t ſo to arm theſelues 
and ioine with foztie thouſand Mexicans, whoafter the 
mourning foz theirfriends, came marching after them, 
Be placed in the vantgard the Indians his frends,t paſſed 
th2oughcertaine tilled ground, and continually fought as 
they went, vntill they came toahighhill, where was a 
tower, anda temple, which is called our Ladie church at 
this day. The Indians flue ſome of the © which 
came in the reregard, andmany ol their Indian friends, 
befoze they could get vp to the top of the hill, They loſt 
much of the gold that has remained, and with great ha⸗ 
$ard eſcaped thzough the multitude of Indians with life : 
their hozles which remained aliue, were foure and twen⸗ 
tie, who were tired both with tranell and hunger, and the 
Spaniards their maiſters, with the reſidue could ſcarcely 
ſtirre hand oꝛ fete with wearineCe of fighting,and penu⸗ 
rie of hunger, foz all that dayand night they ceaſed not 
from fight, eating nothing at all. 

In this Temple were reaſonable lodgings, where 
they Coztified themſeines as well as they might, and 
danke one to another, but their ſupper was very flender. 
After their ſimple feaſt was ended, they went and be held 

. 
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an infinite number of Indians, which had beſef them al- 
molt round about, making a maruetlous ſhoute and crie, 
knowing that they were without vicuals, whiche onely 
is a warre wozſer then to fight; with the enemie, They 
made many ſiers with the wodde of ſacrifice, rounde a- 
bout the tower and temple ; and with this policie,at mid⸗ 


night departed ſecretely. At happened that they had Tlax- A paiafal 
caltecato be their guide, who knew wel the way,afſuring man. 


tobzing them into the iuriſdictid of Thxcallan:with this 
guide they began to iourney. Cortez placed his wounded 
men and tardage in the middeſt of his company, the ſoul- 
divurs that were whole and in health, he deuidedinto the 
vantgarde e regard: he could not paſſe ſo ſecretly, but that 
they were eſpied by the Indian ſcoute, whicye was nere 
at hand, who gaue aduiſe therof incontinent. Fiue hoꝛſmi 
Which went befs2e to diſcouer, fell among tertaine copas 
nies of Indians, which attended their coming to robbe the, 
and ſing the hozſemen, they ſuſpected py the whole army 
was at hand, whervpon they ſled, but pet ſeing them few 
in number, ſtod c iopned with the other Mexicans, that 
folowedepurſuedourmen the leagues, vntil they came 
to a hil where was another temple with a god tower and 
looging , where they lodged that night without ſupper, 
They depared in the mozning from thence , and wente 
thzoughacragged Enaughtie wap, to a great towne the 
enhabitantes whereof were fledde foz feare, ſo that they 
abode there two daies to reſt thẽſelues, to ture their men, 
and hozſes:alſo they ſom what caſed their hagery ſtomaks 
and carried from thence pꝛouiſion, although not much, foꝛ 
they had none to tarrie it. And being departed fro thence, 
many enemies purſued the « perſecuted them very ſoꝛe. 
Likewiſe p; guide erred out of his way, t at lẽgth came to 
alittle village of few houſes,where they repoled pnight. 
In the mozning they pzoceeded vppon their way, and the

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enemies ſtill purſuing und troubled them ſoze all the day. 
Cortes was woũde with the ſtripe of a ſling, and ther⸗ 


Cortez woun- with was in greate daunger of life, foꝛ his head ſa ranck⸗ 


ded with a

led, that of neceſſitie they were fozced ta take out cer⸗ 
taine peeces of his ſkull, whervpon he was dꝛiuen to ſ&ke 
a ſolitarie place in the widerneſle to cure bim, and in 
going thitherwardes, the enimies wounded fine Spa⸗ 
niardes and foure hozfes , whereof one died, and that was 
eaten among them foza ſumptuous ſupper , and pet not 
ſufficient ſoꝛ tdem alb, fo2 there was none of them which 
were not vered with hunger. I ſpeake not of their 
woundes and wearinefle, thingesſufficientto have made 
an ende or life. But cerfainely the paniſhe nation can 
abide moze hunger then any other, andeſpecially theſe 
with Cortes did ſhewe the pzofe. The nexte day in the 
mozing departing from a little Millage, and fearing the 
multitude of enimies, Cortes commaunded ech hoꝛſeman 
to take a ſicke manne behinde him, and thoſe that were 
ſomewhat ſtronger, to holde by the hozſetailes and tir» 
roppes: helikewiſe made churches ſoꝛ otherſome to cafe 
them, and would not leaue ane at his men be hunde him fo 
be a pꝛay and ſupper foz the Indianenimies. This aduiſe 
was very p2ofitable as things fel ont,yea alſo there were 
ſome of them that caried vpon theirbacke their fellowes, 
and thereby were ſaued. They had not tournied a full 
league into a plaine ftelde, whenthere mette them an in⸗ 
finite number of Indians who compaſſed th round about, 
and aſſaulted aur men in ſuch (ozte,that they verily belæ⸗ 
ued that dap to ende generally their lines, fo2 there were 
many Indians that durſt wꝛaſtell with dur men, man to 
man, vea and layd ſome of them in the duſte , and dae we 
them by the herles, whether it were with the great tou⸗ 
rage which they had, oz whether it were with the trauail, 
hunger and hurtes of our men Jknownot,but greate pi⸗ 
| tie 
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tie it was fo ſee, how they were d2zawne by the Indian eni⸗ 
mies, and what grieuous mone they made, 

Cortes that wente with vigilant care comfozting his 
men, as muche as was poſlible to doe, and well peruſing 
the great daunger that they were in, commending him⸗ 
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ſelfe to Ood, ſette ſpurres to his hozle and made way tho⸗ On valiane 


row the greateſt troupe of Indians, and came vnto the caps 
taine generall who bare the Royall Candartof Mexico, 
and paſſed him thꝛaugb with his Lance, wherofbe inton⸗ 
tinent died. But when the Indians ſawe the ſtandart fal- 
len, they thzew their aunciente on the grounde and fled, 
ſcattering them heere and there like men amazed, knows 
ing not whither to fly, fo; ſuch is their cuſtome in warre, 
that when they ( the generall flaine:, they fozthwith 


leaue the field. Then our weary ſoules beganto recouer 


hart and ſtrength, and the hozſemen followed the to their 
great annoyance and ſlaughter. It was crediblyrepozted,

that there were that day in field,200000, Indians. And the ooo. 
Rel:e whcre this battaile was fought is called Otumpan: Indians. 


there was neuer a moze notable fade done in India, noz 
greater vicozy ſince the firſt diſcouery ofthe-ſame, And 
as manye Spauiardes as (awe Hernando Cortes fighte 
that day, did holde opinion, that neuer one man did moze 
greater feates4narmes, and that he only was the meane 
in his owne perſon to ſaue and deliuer them all.

Fter this bictozy obtained, Cortes with his 
company went to lodge ina houſe planted 
alone, in a plaine grounde, from whence

in his fanour; fo; all thing that de pꝛetendeth, happeneth 
tleane contrary, Chat night Cortes himſelfe was ſcoute, 
not betauſt he was moze whole then his lellowes, but 
like a god Captaine, he deuided the trauaile and paines e⸗ 
quali, euen as their hurte and damage was come. 

Being day, they iournied in plaine and ſtraight way, 
directly tothe and Pꝛouinte of Tlaxcallan, 
they paſſe by a wert fountain of water, where they well 
refreſhed themſelnes,andaftertheycame to Huazilipan, a 
towne of Tlaxcallan, of. 4000. houſhelos, wher they were 
toningly recetued, e abundantly pꝛouided foz th2@dayes, 
which they abode there refelhing and curing their weary 
bodies. Dome of the townes men would giue tht nothing 
without payment, but the moſte parte did ble them very 
gently : Unts this Towne came Maxixca, Xicotencatlh, 
Axotecalth, and many other pzincipal perſss of Tlaxcal- 
lan, and Huexozinco with; 50. men of war, who were 
going to Mexico to-ſaccour the Spaniardes, knowing of 
their troubles, but not of their hurt and ſpoile, vet ſome 
holde opinion that they hauing certaine knowledge of 
all their miſhappes and flight from Mexico, came only to 
comfozte them, and in the name of all their communal⸗ 
tie and ſtate, to offer them their Towne , in concluſion, 
they lemed woll fo: their niſfo;tunes ; and a⸗ 
gaine toyfull to ſes them there : Vea ſome of them with 
anguiſhe of harte wepte , and ſayde , we did aduiſe and 
warne vte, that the Mexicans were Traptours and wic⸗ 
ked perſons „ and pet ve woulde not bel ue vs: we do 
pittie and be waile your erdubles, but if it pleaſe von, 
tetts vs goe thither to reuenge pour iniuries, and the 
death of your Chziltians,; and our Citizeas:andifnow Po 
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will nat, that then it may pleaſe you to goe with vs home 
to our houſes, fc; to recreate pour perſons, and to curs 
your wounds, 

Cortes did toꝛdial ly retoyte, to heare and finde ſuch ſue⸗ 
tour and friend ſhip. in ſuch god men of warre, whereof 
he ſtwde in doubt as he came thither ward. Ye gaue them 
molt heartie thankes foz their louing ofer, curteũe, and 
god will. Ye gaue vnto them of ſuch Jewels as remay» | 
ned, and ſaid vnto them, the time will come, that J ſhall 
deſire your helpe againſt the Mexicans, but now pꝛeſent⸗ 

ly it is needfull to cure my ſicke and wonnded men. 

The noble men that were there pꝛeſent, beſought him 
to giue them leaue to ſuirmiſh with the Indians of Culhua, 
foz as yet many of them wandered thereabout. Cortes 
graunted their requeſt, and ſent with them ſome of his 
men, which were luſtie, and in god health, who pzoceeded 
fo:thall togither , and in that journey flue many Indian 
enimies, ſo that after this time, the enemies appeared no 
moze. Then with triumph, pleaſure, and victozie, they de⸗ 
parted toward the Citie, and our men followed. It is 
_ credibly repoꝛted, that twentie thouſande men and wo⸗ 
men met them by the wap with ſundzy kinds ol meates: 
J doe bele&eue that the moſt of them came to ſ& them, foz 
the great loue which they bare vnto them, and likewiſe 
toenquire oftheir friendes which had gone with them to 
Mexico,of who few returned. In Tlaxcallon thep were 
honoarably recctued, and well vied. Maxixca gaue his 
houl to Cortes, and the reſidue of his companie were hos 
ſted at Gentlemens houſes , who cheriſhed them excics 
dingly, whereby they fo2gat the papnes, ſozrowes, and 
traueis paſt, fo in fiftcene _ mann „ theplayon the 
bare ground. 

Certainly the Opaniardes were much indebted to 
the * their loialtie and faithfull friendſhip, 
Oo 3 eſpecially 
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eſpecially vnto that god and vertuous Gentleman Max- 
ixca, who thzewe. Nicotentatl downe the ſtapꝛes and 
ſteps of the chiefe Temple, foꝛ giuing his counſcil to kill 
the Spaniardes, meaning to reconcile himſelfe to the 
Mexicans. | 

He alſo made two Dzations, the one to the men, and 
the other to the women, in the great fauour and pꝛaiſe 
of the Spaniards, putting them in remembꝛance, howe 
that they had not eaten ſalt, noꝛ wozne cloth of cotten wol 
in many veares befoze, vntil now that their friends were 
tome: andto this daꝝ theſe Indians doe much pꝛeſume of 
their fidelitie , and like wiſe ol the reſiſtaunce and battell 
they made with Cortes in Teoacazinco, ſo that now when 
they celebꝛate an great feaſt, oz reteiue any Chꝛiſtian 
vizeking, there commeth ol them out into the field ſixtie 
02 ſeuentie thouſand men, to ſkirmiſh and fight in the 
ſame oꝛder as they did with Cortez.

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The Captaine of Vera Crux ſent fiftic Spaniards and 
fine Yozlmen fo2 the ſanie, who at their return, were ſlain 
and taken pꝛiſoners with all that treaſure , by the men of 
Culhua, who had rebelled thzongh the comming of Pam- 


filo de Narusez, robbing t ſpoiling ſundꝛy dayes.1But whe | 


Cortes vnderſted this newes, his iop was turned to ſoz⸗ 
row,not onely fo2 the gold and treaſure ſa much, as foz the 
loſſe of his men, fearing alſo ſome ather warre o2 bpzo2e 
ts haue bene in the rich towne of Vera Crux, whereupon 
he ſent a meſſenger thither, who returned in ſhoꝛt time 
certifying that all the inhabitauntes there were in god 
health, and alſo all the Comarcans quiet, and without any 
token of alteration. This newes and anſwere pleaſed 
Cortes and all his company, Which deſired to go thither, 
but he would not permit them, wherefoze they beganne 
to murmure and to exclaime, ſaping: what thinketh Cor- 
tes, what meaneth he to do with vs? why will ye keep vs 
here to die an cuill death? what haue wee offended him, 
that he will not let vs goe? we are alreadie full of weari⸗ 
neſſe, our bodies are pet full of freſh woundes, we haue 
ſpent our blond, and are now without ſtrength and appa⸗ 
rell: we ſer our ſelues in a ſtraunge Countrep, and full 
of miſerp, enuironed with ene mies, yea and without hope 


to come to that high place from whence we fell, yea then 


mighte we be accounted foz wozle then madde men, to 
come into the perilles from whence wee eſcaped ; wer 
meane not now to ende our liues ſo deſperately, as he 
woulde haue vs, foz with the inſatiable thirſte of ho⸗ 
noure and glozie, hee eltemeth not his life , neyther 
" ourss, Mer doth not like wiſe conſider, that he wanteth 
men, hozles, artillerie, and armoure, things ſo neteſſa⸗ 
rie fo2 the warres, yea, ha alſo wanteth victuall, which 
is a thing moſte pzincipall of all: what ſhall wee ſay, 
but that he erreth, and is deceiued, in giuing _— — 
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theſe Tlaxcakecas, who are like vnto the other nations 
of India, which are light,chaungeable,and loners of new 
things, yea and rather, in effect of troth, they better loue 
the Culhuacans, then the @paniſh Naticn, yea e although 
they now diſſemble, yet when they ſhall ſ& a great army 
of Mexicans come vpon them, they will then deliuer vs 
aliue, to be caten, and ſacrificed, ſoz it is an olde rule, that 
friendſhip Toth not long endure bctwirt them that are of 
ſundzy religion, appareil, and ſperch. 

After all theſe complaints and murmurations among 
themſclues,they made a pꝛoteſtation and requeſt, in ſoꝛm 


as it were in the name of the King and all the companie, 


pꝛaping him incontinent to depart from thente, and to go 
with them to the Towne of Vera Crux, beſoze the ene⸗ 
mies might diſturbe their way and paſſage,and then they 
to remaine both bought and ſolde, and ſhut vp as it were 
in a pziſon : alſo they declared, that in Vera Crux thcy 
choulde haue better oppoztunitie to make themſelues 
ſtrong, if that he meant to returne againe bpon Mexico, 
92 elſe to take ſhipping, it ſo it ſhould ſeeme conuenient. 
Cortes hearing this requeſt, and determination of his 
Soul diers, was at his wittes ende, imagining that their 
pzetence was, onely to pꝛocure him to goe from thence, 
and afterwardes to rule him at their pleaſures, and being 
a thing cleane contrary to his pzetended — he an⸗ 
ſwered them as followeth.

| dreds haue bin ſuch, that J ſtand bound 

neuer fo fozact them, oz elſe fo ſhew my lelfe an ingrate⸗ 
full man. And thinke you not god friends, although J dw 
not fulfill the thing whiche you fo earneſtly deſire, that 
therfoze J eſtem not your authoꝛitie:but in not granting 
to the ſame, I do exalt and eſtem you in greater reputati⸗ 
on: foz why? in our departing now from hence, our honoz 
is blotted and ſtained foz euermoze, and in abiding here, 


we ſhall like val iant men pꝛeſerue the ſame, Uhat nati⸗ 


on is there, that had rule, dominion, aud Empire in this 
woꝛld, that hath not bin onercome at ſome time: What fas 
mous Captain returned home to his houle, foz the loſle of 
one battaile? none fruly,foz he that doth not perſeuer, ſhal 
neuer triumph with Lady victozy:be that refireth,ſhews 
eth that he flieth, and remaineth a mocking ſtocke foz all 
men? but he that ſheweth nobly his face, doth vtter the 
courage of his heart, pea & is both feared,and alſo beloued. 
It we now ſhould depart from hente, theſe our friends 
would accept and iudge vs foz cowardes, and refuſe pers 
petually our friendſhip. Likewiſe our enemies would 
iudge the ſame , and neuer hereaffer ſtand in feare of vs, 
which ſhould bee a great ſhame vnto our eſtimation. Js 
there any among vs, that would not hold himſelle * 
f PP Mp ed, 
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fed, if it ſhoulde be ſaide, that he turned his backe and fled, 
how much moze would it be a diſhonoz foz vs all to haue 
the ſame reſpozt? 

I doe muche maruell af the greafeneſſe of pour innin» 
cible heartes in battell: pou were wont to be deſirous of 
warres, and nowe that ſuche iuſt and laudable warre 
doth offer it ſelfe , you doe feare and refuſe the ſame: ſure 
it is a thing cleane contrary to our nature. Mhat is he 
that will pꝛate of harnes, and neucr weare none? It was 
neuer pet (ne in all this India and new wozld, that any 
ol our nation retired with feare. And woulde pou nows 
that it ſhould be ſaid, that Cortes and his company fledde, 
being in ſecuritie, and without perill oz daunger? J bes 
ſeech God not to permitte anyſuche thing. The warres 
doe muche conſiſt in fame: why then? what better thing 
would pou deſire, than to be here in Tlaxcallan in diſpite 
of all youre enimies , pea pꝛoclaiming open war res as 
gainſt them, and they: not dare to annoy vs? Thercfoze 
yon may well conſider, that here you are woze ſure then 
if you were from hente, ſo that here in Tlaxcallan you are 
honozed with ſecuritie and ſtrength, and beſides this, you 
haue al things neceſſarte foz phiſick and medicine, to cure 
youre woundes and obtaine youre health: yea;and J am 
volde toſaye , that if you were in youre owne naturall 
Country,you ſhould not haue the like, noz yet be fo much 
made off. 

A do nowe meane to ſend foz our men thatare in Coa- 
zacoalcoand Almeria , 8nd ſo we ſhall haue a reaſonable 
arme:pea and although they come not, wee are ſufficient, 


foz we were fewer in number when firſt we entred into 


this Countfrey, banuing no friendes: and likewiſe you 


knowe weil, it is not the number that doth fighte,but the 


conragions hearte and minde. J haue ſene one of you 


dilcomfite a whole * Ionathas did, vea and many 
among 
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among you haue had vicozy againſt a thouſand, yea ten 
_ thouſand Indians, as King Dauid had againſte the Phi- 
liſtines. Jloke daylyfoz Bozſes from the Jlandes,and 
otber armoure and artillerte we ſhall haue from Vera 
Crux. Andasfoz vittailes, take you no care,fo2 J will 
pꝛouide pou abundantly, fo2 theyare thingsthat alwaies 
followe the Congueroures ; and as foz theſe Citizens of 
Tlaxcallan, I binde my felfe that you ſhal finde them truſs 
fie, lopall, and perpetuall friendes , fo2 ſo they haue pꝛo⸗ 
miſed me vppon their ſolemne othes, yea, and ifthey had 
meante otherwiſe, what better oppoztunitie ot time could 

they haue wiſhed , then theſe latter dayes , where as we 

lay ſtcke in their owne beddes and houſes, yea ſome of vs 

lame, wounded, and in manner rotten, and they like lo⸗ 

uing fricndes haue not only holpen you , but alſo ſerued 

vou with diligence of ſeruantes, foz they woulde rather 

choſe to be your ſlaues, then ſubiectes to the Mexicans : 

thcyz hatred is ſuche to them, and their lone ſo greate to 

you, And becauſe you ſhall ſ& the troth,J wil now pꝛoue 
them and vou, againſte theſe of Tepeacac , who ſie we of 
late dayes twelue Spaniardes. And ifthis tourneyhaps 
pen euill, then will J follow your requeſt, and it᷑ it pleaſe 
God that it happen well, then will X entreate and pzap 
vou to follow my counſell. 

The Souldiers hearing this tomfoꝛtable ſpœche, be- 
ganne fo lay aſide their deſire to goe from thence to Vera 
Crux. They aunſwered generally, that they woulde obey 
bis commaundemente , it ſhoulde ſeme with the pꝛomiſe 
made, touching the ſucceſſe of the victozy in Tepeacac, 
and light!yſeldome it happeneth, that a Spaniardſaith 
no, when he is required to goe on warfare, foz it is holden 


foz a diſhonoz and ſhame.

o Ortes founde himſeclfe at hearts eaſe with this ans 
ſwer,fo2 it was a thing that had much trobled him: 
and vndoubtfedly if he had followed his fellowes de⸗ 
maund, be ſhould neuer haue recouered Mexico as 

gain, and the like wiſe had bene llain in the way towards 
Vera Crux, foz they had many perillous places to paſſe. 
Ech one of them waxed whole of his wounds, ſauing ſome 
which died foz want of loking to in time, leauing their 
woundes filthie & vnbound, as Surgions do aſfirme, with 
alſo their great trauel and weakneſſe, And like wile other 
ſome remained lame & halt, which was no ſmall grief and 
loſſe: but the moſt part recouered health, as J haue detla⸗ 
red. After twentie dayes fully paſt, which they had abode 
in Tlaxcallan, Cortes determined to make war with the 
Indians of Tepeacac, which is a great Tone, and not far 
from thence, foz they had ſlaine twelue Spaniards, which 
came from Vera Crux, towards Mexico, Likewiſe they 
were of the league of Culhua, and therfoze were holpen by 
the Mexicans,and did many times great hurt to the inhas 
bitants of Tlaxcallan, as Xicotencatl did teſtifie, Corres 
deſired his louing friend Maxixca,and diuers other Ot u⸗ 
tlemen, to goe with him, who foꝛthwith entred into coun- 
fell with the ſtates 4 communaltie of the Citie, and there 
determined with generall conſent to giue vnto him foztie 
thouſand fighting men,befides many Tamemoz,whoare 
fote carriers, to beare the baggage , victuall, and other 
things. With this number of Tlaxcaltecas, his own men 
and hozſes,he went to Tepeacac, requiring them in ſatiſ⸗ 
faction of the death of the twelue Chziſtians, that they 
Gouldnowyeld themſelues toy obedience of the Empe⸗ 
coz, and that hereafter neuer moze to receine any Mexca 
| into 
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into their fowne oz houſes, neither yet any ofthe Pꝛo⸗ 
nince of Culhua. . 

The Tepeacacs anſlwered,that they had flaine the Spa- 
niards foz god and iuſt cauſe, which was, that being 
time of warrs they pꝛeſumed to paſſe thꝛough their couns 
trey by fozce , without their will and licente. And alſo 
that the Mexicans and Culhuacans were their frends and 
Lozts, whome alwayes they would friendly entertaine 
within their towne and houſes, refuſing vtterly their ol⸗ 
fer and requeſt , pꝛoteſting to giue no obedicnce to whom 
they knewnot, wiſhing them therefoze,to returne incon- 
tinent to Tlaxcallan, except they had deſire to ende their 
wearie dayes, 

Cortes inuited them diuerſe times with peace, and ſer⸗ 
ing it pꝛeuailed not, he began his wars in earneſt. Their 
enimies likewiſe with the fauour of the Culhuacans were 
bꝛaue and luſt p, and began to ſtoppe and defend their pꝛe⸗ 
tended entrance. And they being many in number, with 
dinerſe valiant men among them, began to ſkirmiſh ſun- 
dꝛy times, but at the end they were ouerthꝛowne, and mas 
ny llaine, without killing any Spaniard, although manie 
Tlaxcaltecas were killed that day. ä 

Che Lo2ds and pzincipall perſons of Tepeacac ſing 
their ouerthꝛow, and that their ſtrength could not pꝛe⸗ 
uaile, velded themſelues vnto Cortes foz vaſſals of the 
Emperour, with condition to baniſh foz euer their allyed 
friends of Culhua. And that he ſhould puniſh and cozrect 
at his will and pleaſure, all thoſe which were occaſion 
ofthe death of the tweluc Spaniards. Foz which cauſes 
and obſtinacie, at the firſt Cortes iudged by his ſentence, 
that all the Townes Which had bene pꝛiuie to the mur⸗ 
der, ſhould foz ener remaine captiues c ſlaues:others afs 
firme, that he ouercame them without any condition, and 
co2rected them foz their diſobedience, being Sodomites, 
PP 3 + Iidolas 
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idolaters and eaters ol mans fleſh, and chicfly foz example 
of all others, And in concluſion, they were condemned foz 
ſlaues, and within twentie dayes that theſe wars laſted, 
pe pacified all pꝛouinte, which is veric great: he dzaue 
from thence the Culhuacans:he thzew down the idols, and 
the chieleſt perſons obeyed him. And foz moze aſſuraunce 
he built there a towne, naming it Segura de la Frontera: 
he appointed all officers foz the purpoſe, being a fowne ſi⸗ 
tuated in the high way fro Vera Crux to Mexico, wher⸗ 
by the Chꝛiſtians and ſtraungers might paſſe without 
daunger. In theſe warres ſerued like faithfull friendes 
the Indians of Tlaxcallan, Huexozinco and Chololla, pꝛo⸗ 
miſing the like ſeruice t ſuccour againſt Mexico, pea, and 
rather better then wozfe, With this vicozie. the Spa⸗ 
niardes recouered great fame, foz they were thought to 
haue bene ſlaine. 


The great authoritie that Cortes had among

and many other things: and w2ote his letters foz the ſame 
to the licenciat Rodrigo de Figueroa, & to the whole ma⸗ 
giſtrates of Chancery,certifying them of all their pzoc&- 
dings in that country, beſeeching them ol helpe and ſuccoz, 

: and 
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and that fozthwith to be ſent by the m eſlengers. 

This done, he ſent twentie hozſemen , two hundzed 
Spaniards, and many Indians vnto Zacatami,t Xalaxin- 
— were townes ſubiect to the Mexicans, and pla⸗ 
ted in the high way to Vera Crux, who had ſlaine tertaine 
Spaniardes paſſing that way . This companie went 
thither, with their accuſtomed pꝛoteſtations, which pꝛe⸗ 
uailed not, where vpon followed fire and ſpople, many 
Gentlemen and other pzincipall perſons tame to vtlde 
themſelues fo Cortes, moze foz fcare than foz god will, 
crauing pardon foz their offence , pꝛomiſing alſo not to 
offend againe , noz yet at any time to take armour as 
gainlt the Spaniards. Cortes pardoned them, and then his 
armie returned, with determination to kepe his Chꝛiſt⸗ 
maſſe in Tlaxcallan, which was within twelue dayesfol- 
lowing. He left a Captaine with thze ſcoze Spaniards 
in the new towne ot Segura, to keepe that paſſage, and alſo 
to put in feare the Comercans that dwelled thereabout : 
he ſent befoze his whole armie , and hee himſelfe went 
with twentie hozſemen from the nce to Coliman,to lodge 
there that night, being a Citie ot his allied friends, and 
there to oꝛdaine and make by his aua hoꝛitie, both Noble 
men and Captaines, in lue of them which died with the 
diſeaſe of ſmall pockes, Ye aboade there thz& dapes, in 
the which the newe Lo2des were ozdained, who alfter⸗ 
wardes remained his eſpeciall friends. The next day 
he came to Tlaxcallan, being fire leagues diſtant from 
<thence,where be was triumphantly receiued, And truly 
at that time he made a tourney molt wozthy of renowne 
and alozte. 

At this ſeaſon his deare friend Maxixca was depars 
ted this tranſitozie life, foz whome he mourned cloathed 
in blacke, after the Spaniſh faſhion : he left behind him 
tertaine ſonnes,of whom the eldeſt was xij.yeares ol age, 
whome 
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whome Cortes named vnd appointed foz Lozd of his fa- 
thers eſtate, and the commons did certifie it to appertaine 
vnto him. This was no (mall glozie foz Cortes to giue 
eſtates, and alſo fo take them away at his pleaſure , yea 
and that thoſe Indians ſhould haue him in ſuch feare- and 
reſpect, that none durſt doe any thing in accepting the 
— of their fathers without bis god will and 

icence, ,. , 

Now ortes pzocured that euerꝝ man ſhould make his 
harneſſe, weapons and pꝛouiſlon ready and in god oꝛder: 
be made alſo great haſte in building Uergantines,foz his 
timber was alreadie cutte and ſeaſoned: hee ſent vnto 
Vera Cru fo2 ſayles, tackle,nayles, roapes and other ne- 
ceſſarie things, whereof there was ſtoꝛe remaining ofthe 
furniture of the ſhips that were ſunbe. And hauing want 
ol pitch,fo2 in that countrey the Indians knew not what it 
ment, he commaunded certaine of- his mariners fo make 
the ſame in the high mountains where was ſtoze of Pine 
trees, and not farre from the Citie.

—— many Spauiardes by twentic and twen- 

tie in a companie from Cuba, Santo Domingo, and other 
Alands. Although that journeycoſt ſome their lines, fo; 
in the way they were murd2red by thoſe of Tepeacac and 


Xalacinco, as is befoze declared, yetnotwithſizoing there 
came 
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came many to Tlaxcallan, whereby his holte was much 
encreaſed , beſeching him to make haſte towarde the 
warres. 

It was not poſſible foz Cortes fo haue eſpies in Mexico, 
fo2 the Tlaxcaltecas were knowen by their lippes, cares, 
and other tokens , and alſo they had in Mexico garde and 
great enquirie ſoꝛ that purpoſe, by reaſon wherof he could 
not certainely knowe what paſſed in thoſe parties, accoz- 
ding as he deſired, foz to haue pꝛouided hunſelfof things 
needefull : yet a Captaine whiche was taken pꝛiſoner in 
Huacacholla,certified þ Cuetlauac Lo2d of Iztacpalapan, 
Neuewe to Mutczuma, was elected Emperoar after his 
Uncles death, who was a wiſe and valiant man, and her 
it was that had T21ue Cortes out of Mexico, wid now had 
foztified Mexico with many bul warkes and caues, and 
with many and ſundꝛy ſoztes of weapons, but chiefly ves 
ry long Lance, pra and planted them in the grounde to 
reſiſte and mcieft the hozſemen. He pꝛoclaimed pardon 
and free libertie, without paying any tribute foz the ſpace 
of one whole pere, yea and further as long as the warres 
ſhould laſt, he pꝛomiſed alſo great re wardes to all them 
that ſhoulde kill any Chꝛiſtian, oꝛ expulſe them from that 
Countrep. This was a policie whereby he gatte muche 
credit among his vaſlals, vea and gaue them greate cou⸗ 
rage to play the valiant men. All thisnewes was found 
to be true, ſauing onely Cuetlauac was dead. And that 
Quahutimocein,nenew alſo, as ſome da ſay,of Mutezuma, 
raygned at that time, who was a valtant man and a god 

warrter, as hereafter ſhalbe declared, who ſente his meſs 

ſengers thzough out his Empire, pzoclaiming as greate 
rewardes as Cuetlauac had done befoze , declaring vnto 
them, that it was moze reaſon to ſerue him then ſtraun- 
gers, and alſo to de fende they2 olde auncient Religion, 
and not to crevite ſuche Chꝛiſtians as woulde make 
Q them⸗ 
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themſelues Loꝛds ot other mens 0 pca, t make them 
flaues and captiues as they had done in other places. Qua. 
hutimoc encouraged much bis ſubiects, and kindled with 
his talke their wꝛath againſt the @paniardes : yet there 
were ſome pꝛouintes that gaue no eare to his infoꝛmati⸗ 


vn, but rather leaned to our ſive, oz elſe medled with ney⸗ 


ther ſide. Cortes ſeeing the effect of the matter, determi⸗ 
ned foꝛthwith to begin the warres : he muſtered his men 
on Saint Steuens dap, and found foztic hoz\men, and fine 
hundzeth andfoztie fotemen, whereof ſoure (coze were 
Pargabulhiers, and Croſſebow men, nine pertes of Oꝛ⸗ 
dinance, and little ponder : his hozſemen bee diuided into 
foure ſquares, and his fotemen info nine: he named and

mite nerdes conſeſſe their vnfainod friendſhip , fox pꝛe⸗ 
. ſente'wozkes dbe teſtiſie Cho ſame; : They will not onely 
be ameane to bꝛing others their neighbours to our ſer⸗ 
nice, but alſo haue now in readineſſeaooo00,men of war, 
to ſend with vs, befides a great nũber of Tameme: oz cars 
riers to carrie ai our-pzouifion,Veealfa,are nomthe'ame 
Which an waies heretoloꝛe te haue bene, fo2 J as witnefle. 
being vdur taptainezhaue had the victozy of many battails 
fighting with a. 100 · yea and 0000. enimies: we got alſo 
by ſtrength of arm manyſtrong cities, pea and bzought in 
ſubiettion many pꝛouinces, not being fo many in number 
as we are nowe, - fo2 when we cane firſte into this conn⸗ 
frey we were not ſo many as now pzeſently we are. As 
gaine in Mexico they feare our tomming:it ſhould alſo be 
a blot vnto our honour that Quahutimac ſhuld inherit the 
kingdome that coſt our fritd Mute: uma his lite. Like wiſs 
A eſteme al that we haue done is nothing, if we win not 
Mexico, our victozies ſhoulde alſo be ſozowfull if we re⸗ 
nenge not the death ol our derre fellowes. Che chieſe and 
p2incipal cauſe of our comming into this countrep, was to 
fet foꝛth the faith ol Jeſu Chaiſt, 4 therwithal doth follow 
honour and p2ofit which ſeldome times do dwel togither. 
In thoſe fewe daies that we were in Mexico, we put 
doivne the idols, we cauſed ſacrifice and eatiug o mans 
ficthe to b layde aſioe, and alſo in thoſe-vayes: wer bes 
ganne to conuert ſome to the faith. It is not therefoze 
nowe reaſon to leaue of ſo laudable an enterpziſe , ſo 
well begunne. Let vs nowe goe whither holy faith doth 
call vs, and where the finnes of our enimies deſerueth 
ſo great a puniſhment, and it yes well remember, the C$ 
tizens el that citit were not tonte it ta murder lach an in⸗ 
finite number ol men, women e "I beroze the toſs, 
. 4 2 in 
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in their filthic ſacrifice , foz honour of their Dineliſhs 


Goddes, but alſo to eate their ſleſhe, a thing inhumaine, 
and much abhozredof God, and al god men doth pzocure, 
and eſpecially Chailtians , tovefende and punilheluche 
odious cuſtomes. 

Beſides all this, they 3 that þozrible unne foz 
the which the fine cities with Sodom were burned by fire 
from heauen : Why then what greater occaſion; ſhoulde 
any man withe foz in earth , then to aboliſh ſuch wicked⸗ 
nelle, and to plant among theſe bloudie tirants the faith 
of Jeſu Chaift, publiſhing his holy goſpel?Therfoze now, 
with topfall hearts lette vs pꝛoci de to ſei ue God, honour 
ver nation, to inlarge aur P2zinces dominions, and to en⸗ 
riche dur ſelues with the godly p2ay of Mexico, to mozs 
row God willing we will beginne the ſome. 

All his men anlwered with cherefull ccunftenannce, 
that they were readie to depart when it pleaſed dim, pꝛo⸗ 
niifing their faithful ſernice vnto him. It ſhould ſame the 
tather-with the dere of that pleaſure and great treaſure 
which ther had eight moneths entoyed befozc. 

Cortes commaunded to pꝛoclaime th2zoughout his ar⸗ 
my, tertaine oꝛdinauntes of warre fo2 the god gouerne⸗ 
nint-df his hoſt; which he bad watttenamoug others:ann 
were theſe thatfolloweth: :

Che next daß he idurne ed fours 
leagues, into the territoꝛie of Mexico, and there was loa⸗ 
ged on the ſide ol an hill, where many had periſhed colde, 
bad it not beene foz the ſtoꝛe of wodde Which they found 
there. In the mozning he aſcended vpwards on this bill, 
and ſent his ſcoute offoure fetemenjutid fdtirs hozſmen to 
diſconer , who found the way ſtopped with great trees 
newly cut downe, and placed croſſewiſe in the way: but 
they thinking that vet fozwardes it was not ſo, pzoceeded 
fozth as well as they might, till at length the let with 
great hugie trees was ſuch, » they could paſſe no further, 
and withthionewes week fozeedto retiirne ,' certifying 
Cortes that the hozſemen tould not paſſe that way in any 
wiſe. Cortes demaunded of them, whether they had ſerne 
any people, they anſwered no,  wherevpon he pzoccedsd 
fozward'withaliths hozſerſon,: and a thouſand fotemet,; 
conunaunding all the refidge of his arme ti 
wi 
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with as much ſperde as might bee, ſo that with that com⸗ 
panie which her carried with him, hee made wap, taking 
abap the trees that were cutte downe to diſturbe his paſs 
ſage : and in this ozder, in ſhozt time paſſed his holte, 
without any hurt oz daunger , but with greatpaine and 
traue ll, fo certainly if the enemies had beene there fd de⸗ 
fend that paſſage, our men had not paſſed , foz it was a 
verie euill way, and the enemies alſo thought the ſame 
to bee ſure with the tries which were croſſed the way, 
wherevpon they were careleſſe of that place, and atten- 
ded there commingin plaine ground : foz from Tlaxcal- 
lan to Mexico are thze wayes, ofthe which Cortes choſe 
the wozlk, imagining the thing that aftcrwards fell out, 
oz elſe (ome hadde aduiſed him how that way was clears 
from the enemies, And beingpalt this croked paſſage, 
they eſpied the lake of Mexico, and gaue vnfoGod molt 
heartie thankcs foz the ſame , and there made a ſolemne 
bowe and pꝛomiſe, not to returne, vntill they had wonne 
Mexico, oz lalt their lines, They abode there and reſted 
themlelues, till all the whole armie were come togither, 
to diſcende downe into the plaine , foz nowe they might 
deſcrie the fires and beacons of their enemies in ſuns 
dzie places, and all thoſe which hadde attended their 
comming by the other two wapes, were now gathered 
togither, thinking to ſette vppon them betwirxt cer- 
taine Bzidges , where a great companie aboade, expet⸗ 
ring their comming: but Cortes ſent twentie Hozſe⸗ 
men, who made way among them, and then followed 
the whole armie, who flue: manie ol them „ without 
recepuing anie hurt . And in this ozder they came to 
Quahutipec , which is of the iuriſdiction of Tezcu- 
co. where they aboade that night, and in that place 
founde neyther manne noꝛ Woman : but not farre 
off was pitched the Campe of the Indians of _

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«great houſe, ſufficient fo him and all the@paniardes, 
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which might be nerre a hundꝛed thouſand men of warre,

diers were warned tobe in a readineſſe at a call, if neede

Che next day in the moꝛning he departed from thence 
toward Tezcuco, which ſtandeth thꝛe leagr:es diſtanf, 
and pꝛoce ding on the ir tourney, foure pꝛincipall perſons, 
inhabitants of T ezcuco, mette with them, bearing a rod 
of golde, with a little flagge, in token of peace, ſaying,

offend anp, but rather to do you god. A will alſo receiue 
and hold your Lozd foz a friend, with condition, that hee 
doe make vnto mes reſtitution of the treaſure which ber 
toke from fine and foꝛtie @paniards, atidth:&hundzeth 
Tlaxcaltecas, all which were byhis tommaundement als 
ſo ſlaine of late dayes. They aunſwered that Mutezu- 
ma cauſed them to be murthered,who had likewiſe taken 
the ſpoile, and that the Citiens ol Tezcuco were not cul- 
peble in that fact and with this anſwer they returned. 
Cortes went fozwardon his way, and came to Quahuti- 
chan, and Huaxuta, which are ſubiects of Tezcuco,whore

The Mexi- 
cans combatted the Towers, where Cortes was lodged, 
who incontinent came foꝛth and dꝛaue them alog the cal- 
ſey, vntil be had wonne another bzivge x a bulwarke, and 
made a great ſpoile among them, with the oꝛdinaunce and 
hozſeme, purſuing them to the vtmoſt houſes of the Citie: 
and becauſe many of the Canoas which were on the other 
fide of the Calſey galled Cortes and his menne, he bzake 
dolone lo muche of the calſey , that he might well- paſſe 
fome of his Uergantines to the otherſide, the which with 
few encounters ſhutte vp the Canoas on that ſide, within 
the ſuccour of Mexico: and in this wiſe he remained Lozd © 
ouer bothe the lakes. f 
The next day Sandaual departed from Iztacpalapon to⸗ 
ward Culhuacan, and in this way he toke and ſpoiled a lit⸗ 
tle Citie that ſtandeth in the lake, becauſe they tame out 
ta reſiſt him. Cortes ſente vnto him two Uergantines to 
paſſe his men where the calſeꝝ was bzoken, Sandoual left 
his company with Criſtoual de Olid, t᷑ wt to Cortes with 
tenne hozſemen,and when he came he found him in fight 
with the enemies, and he alighting from his hozſe,an In- 
dian perſed him thzough the fote with a dart. Many Spa⸗ 
niardes were hurte that day, but their griefe was well

Ortes pꝛetended to enter the Citie, and to gette 
what he could, and allo to (& what ſtomacke the 
enimie had: be ſent ts aduiſe bis captaines, that 
eche of them ſhoulde doe the like, requiring them 
to ſend vnto him ſome of their boꝛſemen and lotemen. e 
gaue ſpeciall commaundemet to Criſtoual de Olid to haue 
regard ts the kerping of his calſep, and to foz{& that the in⸗ 
habitats of Xochmilco, Culhuacan, IZtacpalspan, Vitziler 
puchtli, Mexicaleinco, Cuetlauac, and other cities therea⸗ 
bouts come nat that way behind them and vnwares. We 
commaunded that the Wergantines ſhould goe along the 
calſey on both the fides, if any neede ſhould happen, Cortes 
early in the mozning came out of his campe with, 200+ 
Spaniards, and, 80009, Indian frends; they bad gone but 
a ſmall ſpace, when they met with their enimies ll ar⸗ 
med, keping the gappe where the calſey was hakt, which 
bꝛoken place — be a ſpeares length, and as much i 
dept 
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depth. They fought with them, who foz a great ſpace de⸗ 
fended themſelues be hinde a bulwarke , but in fine, he 
wanne the paſſage, and followed them vnto the entrance 
of the citie, where was a Tower, and at the fote thereof 
abzidge dzawen , where a god ſtreame of water palled. 
This place was very ſtrong to combat, yea and fearefull 
to behold the paſſage where the dꝛaw bzidge was. They 
ceaſed not ſhoting ofarrowes and hurling of ſtones, fo 
that our mencoulde not come nere, vntill the Uergans 
tines came, and by me anes of them they wanne that fozt 
with leſler paines then they imagined: foz without the 
— it had not bene poſſible to haue entred the

The enimies being now fled from fhat holde, our men 
alanded there, with the Indian friendes, who incontinent 
dammed vp the bꝛoken place with tones and earth. The 
Spaniardes of the vantgarde, toke another bulwarke, 
whiche was plantedin the largeſt and fayzeſt Crete of 
the Citie, and purſued the enemy to another dzaw bꝛidge, 
which remained, but with one polke oz beame, vppon the 
which many ol the Indians paſſed oner , and then toke the 
beame-awaye and abode to defende the plate: but when 
eur men appꝛoached t ſawe how the matter went, Cortes 
tommaunded two peces of Oꝛdinaunte tobe bzoughte, 
with the which, and with their Harquebuſhes, they did 
great hurt among the Mexicans, who began fo fainte, and 
loſe their courage, the which being vnderſtode, certaine 
Spaniards ſwam oner where the dꝛaw bꝛidge was, with 
their weapons in their mouthes. But when the ene my 
ſawe them paſſe ouer, they began, as well from that place 
as from the houſe tops, zoties and bulwarkes, which they 


had defended foz the ſpaceoftwo houres , to flie, Cortes 


and his whole army being paſſed suer, he commaunded 
to damme vp that bzoken a the dzawe —_ 
EY: i 
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they came to an other bzidge which had no bulwarke, but 
was nears one of the chiefeſt places of the Cittie , and 
there placed a peece of Oꝛdinaunte wherewith they did 
great hurt, and ſceing them now paſt all the bzidges, they 
determined to enter into the heart of the Cittie. Muhen 
the Mexicans perteiued their determination, they began 
fo pꝛouide every one foʒ himſelſe, foꝛ (ome fled one way, 
and ſome another, but the moſt went ta the great temple 
of Idols. The Spaniards and their friends purſued after 
them, and among the thꝛong got into the Temple, where 
they flew many, and at length they went vp into the high 
Tower, and there thzew downe the Idols, among whom. 
they made a great ſpoydle. 

© Qualiutimoc beganne to repꝛehend his men foz their 
cowardie and flight, who gathered themſelues togither, 
and conſidering their ouerſight , and that there were no 
hoꝛſes, began a freſhe to ſette vppon the Spanpards, and 


with foꝛce and ſtrength dzaue them. ont of all the circuite 


of the Temple, and made them truſt to their fœte. But 
when Cortes ſawe his men come flying, bee cauſed them 
to returne and to ſhe we face vnto the enemie, declaring 
vnto them how ſhamelull a thing it was to ſlie: But ſees 
ing the ſtrength and multitude ol their enemies, ther had 
no other remedie but onelp to retire to the greate market 
place, yea t from thence alſo theꝝ were expelled, and loſt a 
pece of their Oꝛdinance. But being now in this extre- 
mitie, there came thz& hozſemen who played the valiant 
men, and made way th2ough the troupe of enemies, who 
at. the ſight of the hoꝛſes began to tlie, and our men to fols 
low-with ſuch heart and courage, that in ſhoꝛt time they 
wanne the great Temple againe. : then came other fire 
bozſemen who iopned with the other thꝛer, and lay in am⸗ 


buch, where they flew zo. Mexicans. The day being now 
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farre ſpent and the night at hand, Cortez commanded his 
army to retire, and they obeying his commandement, had 
not ſo ſone turned theirdiokes;butani infinite number ol 


enemies were at their bieles, who if it had not bene foz the 


hoꝛſemen, had ſlaine many Spitiyards, foz they came vp- 
on them like tauening dogs without any feare, yet with 
the ſutcour of the hozlemeni, the enemy was put againe to

This was a ſozrowfull newes to the-Mexicans; to 
heare of the ſuccour which Don Hernando: hadde ſent to 
ſerue Cortes, and with · halden the ſame from them yea 
and alſo among them were came kinſmen, þzethzen, and 
fathers, to many ot —— were in AMexins,. inthe. 
ſeruice of Quhutimoc. r e | 

Two dayes after that theſe men were come, there 
came alſo men of Xochmilcqg.:apdcertaine-huſbandmen 
of the Mountains, who [pake the Orhomiclh ſpeech, bel&- 
ching ( ortes fo pardon their long tarrying, offering alſo: 
both men and vittailes foz the lege, Cortes was pleaſed 
with their comming and gentle offer, foz they being his 
friends, he was aſſured of them of Culhuacan,and ſaid vn⸗ 
to them, within theſe th2> daies (God willing) J will 
combate the citie, therefozeagaind that time I pzay von 
pzepare pour ſelues aceozdingly,andtberinſhallJ-know 
whether you be my friends oꝛ no: and with this anſwere 
they departed, pꝛomiſing to fulfill his requeſt, as they did 
indeed. This done, be (ent thz& Mergantines to Sandoual, 
and other thzc to Alvarado, foz to diſturbe any ſuccour 
that might come from the land to the Citie,andlike wiſe 
to defends and aide the Spaniardes- af all times, when 
they would land vpon the cawſey,to combate the Citie, 
foz-he wel vnder ſtod how pzofitable thoſe vellels would 
be nere puto the bꝛidges. 

The captaines of the Wergantines ceaſed not night and 
day to runne the coaſtand- Townes ol the lake, where 
they take many boates from the enemies, laden with 
men and vittaile, and permitted none to come into the 
Citie,noz pet any to come out. 

The day appointad to the enemies foz the tombate, 
Cortes made his paalers unto God, e then ä = 

| aptaine 
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Captaine what he ſhould do, and came fozth withtwentle 
hozſemen,thzi hundzed Spaniards, anda great namber 
of Indians, with their peces of Dzdinance, and where in 
th;& ozfoure dayes befoze they had not ſuirmiſhed, time 
ſeruedthe Mexicans at wil to op al thoſe places which 
were dammed vp befdz? , and alſo to build better Bul⸗ 
warkes then thoſg which were thzowne downe , atten⸗ 
ding with thathozrible notſe accuſtomed, But when they 
ſaw they Uergantines-oweach ſide; their iop was turned 
intoſozrow;' and began to faint; the whith our men vn⸗ 
derſtode well, and there with alanded themſelues vpon 
the cawſep, and wan the bul warke and the bzidge, Our 
army pzoceeding ſoꝛ ward, ſet vppon the enemies, vntill 
they tame to another inge; the! which was likewiſe 
wonne in thozt time „ and this purſued from bꝛidge to 
bꝛidge, alwapes fighting, vntill they had dziuen them 
from thecawſey and ſtrietes. 

Cortezfoz his part loſt no time,fo2 he with ten tbou⸗ 
ſand Indians laboured to dame vp ag aine the lluces and 
vꝛoken plates of the bzidges, making the war plaine both 
foʒ Hoꝛſamen and ſdtemen: it was ſo mach to doe, that 
all thoſe ten thouſandIndians were oceupted! theririfrous 
the mozning vntill euening. 

Che other @dpaniardes and Indian friends kkirmithed 
continually, and ine — their enemies. Like wise 
the dzſemenſoſeotrdd the ſtrates: that the enemies 
wete fdzced: to lock than tp in their houles and temptes. 
It was a nutabie thing to how aur Indians plaped the 
"men' that dap agaynlt the Citizens: ſometimes they

Cortes ſeing the Mexicans fo Gente and bard barted, 
with full determination either to delende themſe lues oz 


elſe to dye, thereupon he bethought bimſelfe vppon two 
things, the one was, that he ſhould not obteine the trea⸗ 
ſure which he had lene in the time of Mutezuma: the a⸗ 
ther was, that they gaue him orcaſton totally to- deſtroy 
the Citie. Both theſe things gruedhim much, but eſpe⸗ 
cially tbe deſtruaion ol the Citie. e imagined with him⸗ 
ſeife what hee might do, to bzing them to acknowledge 
their erroz, and the burt that might fall vpon them; and 
fo; theſe conſiderations hee pluckt dawne their Towers, 
and bzake their Jdolles, De burned alſo the great houſe

While this houſe was a burning, Gor- 
tes gathered his men, and retired to his Campe. The

den with the ſpoyle,and came behinde the reſt. The boꝛſe⸗ 
men relieued our men, and cauſed the enemy to retire, in 
ſuch wile , that befoze night all our men were in ſafetie 
and the enemies in their houſes, the one ſoꝛt full of fozow, 
and the others wearied with fight e trauell, The flaugh- 


ter was great that dap, but the burning and ſpsyle of hous 


ſes was greater, to beſides thoſe which we haue ſpoken 


of, the Uergantines did the like where they went, and the 


other Captaines alſo were not idle where they were ap- 
pointed. . | ;

„ Alus: ado ſalne his ownefolly, in not heleuing Cortez, 
who bad alwaies fozewarned bim, not to pꝛoced fo2ward, 
vntill he had made the way ſure behinde him: but Alug- 
rado his Tounſellcrs paite their counſel with life, Cortes 
ſozrowed fo2 the ſame;fo2 the like had happened vnto him, 
il he had giuen cre dite to their counſel}.

All his company Spaniards toynfly , with the Kings 
Treaſurer „ ſing the determination of Cortes, and the 
hurt alreadie receiued, beſought and alſo required him to 
paſſe his Campe vnto the Parket place: who aunſwe⸗ 
red them, that they had ſpoken like valiaunt men, but 
as yet(quoth beit is not time conuenient, and we ought 
to conſider better of the matter: foz why ?the enemies are- 
fatly determined to ende their lines in defence of that 
plate. But his menne replied ſo muthe, that hee was 
compelled againe to graunt their requeſt, and pꝛoclai⸗ 
med the entrance foz the next day following. Pe wzote 
alſo in his Letters to Gonſalo de Sandoual, and to Pedro 
de Aluarado, the inffrucions of the thinges that they 
ſhoui de doe, whiche was in effect; to Sandoual, that 
hee ſhould remoue his Campe with all his fardage „ as 
though hee woulde retire and flie, and that vppon the

to pzocure to winne that bzoken hidge, where Aluarz- 
do of late receiued the fople : and if hee fo:tuned to winne

Pats Aluaradohee gaue commiſſion, that hee Gould 
paſſe as farre into the Citie as hee might poſſible, requi- 
ring him alſo to ſende vnto him eightie @paniardes.

bꝛoad, and two fadom in depth. When Cortez was aduer⸗ 
tiſed hereof, he went thithor is remedie the lame ,- but he 
| wasno ſwner come, when be ſaws his mem fing, and 
ing into the water, with feare of the cruoll enemies, 
ch lollowed, who leapt after them into the water, to 
kilt them. There tame alſo along the caivſey manie Indi- 
nun boats al enemies, who toke many of þ Indian friends 
and Spaniards aliue.

bin foz one Franciſco de Olea his ſeruãt, who cut off at one 
blowe the armes of them that has holde of him, and he by 
the enemies was immediately ſlaine, ſo that he died to 
ſaus his maſters life.

The impriſonment of Quahutemoc. 
Ortes ſeeing the great extremitie that thoſe 2 
waetchedpeople were in, thinking nowe that they 
woulde yeelve vnto him, there vpon he ſpake to an 
Uncle of Don Hernando de Tezcuco, who was tay 
ken pꝛiſoner the dayes befoze, whom he defired to goe to 
the king, and treate of peace:this Gentleman refuſed the 
meſſage, knowing the determinate will of Quahutimoc, 
but thꝛough much entre atie he granted to his requeſt. Do 
the nert day following Cortes entered into the Citie, and 
ſent that Gentleman, and certatne Spaniardes befoze 
him. The Indian guarde of that ſtrœte reteiued him with 
the hanoz which vnts ſuch a noble man did appertaine. He 
pꝛoocded fozward toinard the king, being come where 


de was, he dettared vnto him his embaſſage. When Qua- An cuill re- 
hutimoc had heard his tale, he was ſo moned with ire and ard. 


choler, that fozthwith he commanded him to be ſacrificed, 
and gaue the @paniarvs foz their aunſwere blowes with 
tories; canes and arrowes, ſaying aiſo that they deſired 
death and no peate, and ſought ſoffoutly that day, that 
thoyine man of our men, and one hoſe, Likewiſe on 
men many 'wereſlaine. —

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The next day Cortes entred the Citie againe, but her 
foughtnot, hoping then that they would ſubmitte them ⸗ 
ſelnes, but pet the Citizens had no ſuch thought. Me came 


nerre vnta a tertaine bulwarke on hoꝛſe backe, and ſpans 


vnto tertaine Gentſemen with whome he was acquaine 


ted, ſaying, that now within a ſhozt ſpace he could make 
an ende of their finali deſtraction, but pet of meere com» 
paſſion he wilhedit not, foz the lone which he bare vnto 
them, ſo that they woulde in time render themſelues: 
whtrefoze(quoth he) eutreat ye the king to dee the ſame, 
and in ſo doing ye ſhall be well vſed, and haue vittailes 


ſufficient. The Gentlemen hearing theſe wozds, fell on 


weeping, and anſwered, that now they knew well their 
errour, and felt the ir loſſe and deſtruction, netwithlkan⸗ 
ding they were bound ta obey their king and Gods. But 
vet( quotu ther) abide a while, and me wil certiſie Quahu- 

timoc what vou haus ſaid, 4 in ſhoat ſpate they went and 
returned againe, Caving | that the next day without faple 
their L02d would come and talke with him in the market 


place. TWth this anſ were Cortes returned to his campe, 


und thought at their mFting to conclude an honcarable 
peace. Da againſt the next day he cauſed a Canapie and 
chaire of eſtate to be ſet in the market plate, acco2ving to 
the Mexican bie, and alſo a dinner to be pꝛepart d. The 
day following came Corttvat the boure appointed, with 
many et his men armed, nut the ning came nat: neue rthe⸗ 
leſſe he ſent ſiue nabis men to treate af the matter, extu⸗ 


ſing the kind, ſaying he was not well at eaſe. Corte; — 


comed thoſe Gentie men. and was glad ol their comming, 
hoping thereby to conclude and make ſome god ende. 
And when they had dined and well refreſhed their hun⸗ 
gie bodies, Cortes gaue them vicuais,and deſired them 
to returne againe to to the King, and to declare vnto him 
that without his pꝛeſence the concluſion coulde not bee 
certaine, 


tertaine. They went and returned againe within two 
houres, and bꝛought vnto Cortes certaine matels made of 
cotten woll, ver god c well wzought, with anſwe re that 
the king would not came in any wiſe, both loꝛ ſhame and 
feare. And the next day theſe meſſengers came again, ſap⸗ 
ing that the king would come to the place appointod. But 
pet he came not, although Cortes attended his comming 
moze then ſoure houres, who wing the mocke rp, he foꝛth⸗ 
with lente Sandoual with his Uergantines one wan, and 
be himſelle went anather,combatting the houſes ( foꝛttes 
that yet remained, where he ſounde ſmall reſiſtaunce , fo 
that he might doe what be pleaſed, There was that day 
Daine and taken p2iſoners aboue. 40000. perlons, and then 
be retired to his campe. The lamentabie crie and maur⸗ 
ning ol the women andchildaen woulde haue made a ſto⸗ 
ny hart retent, the ſtench alſo of the dead bodies was woe 
derfall noiſome. T hat night Cortes purpoſed to make an 
end the next day ofthe wars, and Quahutimoc pzetended 
toflie , and fozthat purpoſe had enbarqued himſelfe in a 
Canoa of twecie o2c8.Whe the day appeared, Cortes with 
his men, and foure peces.of ozdinance.came ta the cozner 
where thoſe that yet remained were ſhut vp, as cattell in 
a pounde. Ye gaue oꝛder to Sandoual and Aluarado what 
the y ſhould do, which was, to be ready wih their Uergans 
tines, and to watche the coming out of the Canoas which 
were hidden betwixt certaine houſes , andeſpecially to 
haue regard vnto the kings perſon,and:not to hurte him, 
bat to take him aliue. He commaunded the reſidue of his 
men to fozce the Mexican boates to goe out, and he him- 
ſelte went vp into a Tower, enquiring ſoꝛ the King, aud 
there founde Xihuacoa, gouernour and Captaine genes 
rall of the Citie, who woulde i in no wiſe yelde himlſelfe, 
Chen came out ofthe Citie a greate multitude of olds 


folkes,men,women and childzẽ, — take boate. The 
as 
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was ſo great with halt fo enter the Canoas,that many by 
that meanes were dzownedin the lake. Cortes requires 
his men not tokill thoſe miſerable creatures : But yet he 
tould not ſtay the Indians his friends, who five q lacrificed 
aboue fifteene thouſand. Affer this, there was a great ru⸗ 
moꝛ among the common people, that the king would flie, 
making a piteous mone, and ſaying that they ſozrowfull 
creatures knew nof-whither to go: But yet pꝛocuring to 
go info the Canoas'; Which were ſo full that there was no 
roume fo2 them, by reaſon thereof many were dzowned. - 

The men of warre ſf@vin ihe houſe foppes and zoties 
beholding their perdition. All the nobilitie of Mexico 
were embarked with the King, Then Cortes gaue ſigne 
with the ſhot of a handgun, that his Captaines ſhould be 
in a readineſſe, ſo that in ſhoꝛt ſpace they wanne fully and 
wholp the great eitie'of Mexico. The Hergantines likes 
Wiſe bake in among the fleete of boates, without any re⸗ 
liſtance, and eueryone ſought where he might beſt ſuccour 
himſelfe.the Koyall Standart was beaten downe. Garcia 
Holguin, who was Captaine of a Uergantine,had eſpied 
agreat Canea of twentie ozes depe,laden with men. And 
one of his pꝛiſoners ſaide vnto him, that the king went in 
that great Canoa, Holguin being glad of the newes, gaue 
chaſe to that Canoa and ouerteke him, In his fozeſhip he 
had thꝛc Crofſebowe men; And when Quahutimoc who 
fed on the puppe of the Canoa readie fo fight, ſawe thoſe 
bowes-reaby bent, and many dꝛawen ſwoꝛdes, he yeelded 
himſe lle, dselaring that he was the king. Garcia Holguin 
being a glad man ot his pꝛiſoner, tłe and carried him vn- 
ts Cortes who receiued him reuerently. When Quahut:- 
moc tame neare vnto him; he laide his hand vpon Cortes 
his dagger; ſaying, J haue done all my pollibilitie to ↄc⸗ 
fend me and mine, accozding to my dutie, hoping not to 
haue come to this eſtate « place where now Jftand; And 
conſidering 
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conſidering that you may do with me what vou pleaſe, X 
beſœch you to kill me, and that is my only requeſt. Cortes 
comfozted him with faire wozds, giuing him hope of life 
and ſeniozy, and foke him vp into a ʒotie, requiring him 
to commaund his ſabiecs to pceld and render themſe lues: 
he obeyod his requeſt, At that time there was about thꝛer 
ſcoꝛe and ten thouſand perſons, iuho in ſteing their Pꝛince, 
den downe their weapons, and ſubmitted themſelues. 


The taking of Mexico. 


] N the ozter bekoze: declared, wanne Hernando Cortez 
the famous Citie ol Mexico,on Tueſdap being the thir⸗ 
teene of Auguſt, An. 1521.in remembzance whereof, and 
of the great victozy, euery veare on that day they make a 
ſumptuous feaſt and (alemae pzoceſſion, wherein is carris 
ed the Standart ropall, with the which the Cittie was 
wonne. The ſiege endured ther moneths,and had there⸗ 
in 200000. Indians, 900. Spaniards, 80. hozſes, 17. peces 
_ of D2dinance, 13 Mergantines, and 6000. Canaos. In this 

ſiege were ſlaine fiftie @paniards and ſire hoꝛſes, and no 
great number of the Indians their friendes. There. was 
laine on the contrary ſideahundzeth thouſand, and ſome 
affirme many moe: but J ſpeak not ol them that died with 
hunger and peſtilente. 

At theefence of te tie were all thenobilte, by reas 
fon whereaf many org ling, ne. The, of people 
was great, who eate.litle,dzanke fault water, and flept 

among the dead bodies, where was a hozrible ſtenche: 
foz theſe cauſcs the diſeaſe a peſtilence fell among them, 
and thereof died an inũnite number. Vl bere vpon ia to be 
conſidered, their ſled/aſte determination, fozalthaugh 
they were! Flicted wich ſuch hunger, that they were dzis 
nen to eate boughes, Tyndes.of tres, and to dzinke ſalt 
P 2 2 water, 
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water, vet would they not perlde themlelues, But at the 
laſte they woulde haue ſubmifted them; and then their 
king Quahutimoc woulde not, becauſe at the beginning 
they refuſed his will and counſell, and alſo with their ge⸗ 
nerall deaths, ſhould appeare no cowardiſe , fo2 they kept 
the dead bodies in their houſes to keepe that ſecrete from 
theyꝛ enimies, Pere alſo is to be noted, that although 
the Mexicans eate mans fleſhe, yet they eate none of their 
owne Citie oz friendes, as ſome doe thinke : foz if they 
had, there woulde not ſo many haue died with hunger. 
The Mexican woman were highly commended,not only 
becauſe they aboade with their huſbandes and Fathers, 
but alſo foz the greate paines they toke with the licke 
and wounded perſons, 'yea andalſo they laboured in ma⸗ 
king flings, cutting ſtones fitte ſoʒ the ſame, and thzow- 
ing ſfones from the zoties,: foz' therein they did as mur 
— as their men. The Citie was peelted to the ſpoils; 
and the Waaniardes tobe the Golde, Plate and Feds 
chers, the Indian friends had all the reſt ofcloth and other

went thither., did pzonounce Nunio de Guſman and his 
fellow foz partiall Judges, and enemies vnto Cortts, and 
condemned him ts pay all his godes whiche were euill 
ſold. But when Nunio de Guſman vnderſtod that de was 
put out of office;he then was afraid, and toke his iourney 
againlt the Teuchichimecas, ſeking after the Towone ot 
Culhuacan, from whence the Mexicans deſcended. e cas 
ried in his companie fine hundzed Spaniartes, whereof 
the moſt were hozlemen, and manp ol them went as Palo 
ſouers, and againſt their willes. 

In Mechuacan tze toe pailoner the king Caconcin;whe 
was a great friend vntoCortes, a ſeruitoz vats the Spa⸗ 
niards,and vaſſall to the Emperour, and as the fame go- 
eth, he toke from him ten thouſand markes of plate, and 
much golde, and after ward burned him, and many other 
Gentlemen, and pzincipall perſons of that kingdome, bes 
cauſe they ſhould not complaine,ſaying,that a dead dogge 
biteth not. Be toke from thence ſire thouſand Indians fog 
the ſeruice of his armie, and with them conquered Na- 
lixco,which is now called the newe Gallizia, Me abode 
there,vutill the Uizerop Don Antomo de Mondoza, and 
Chancerie of Mexico,cauſed him to be appꝛehended, who 
ſent him pꝛiſoner into Spain, to giue account of his office, 
IA Nunio de Guſman had biene ſo god a gouernour and 
Judge, as he was in bloud a Gentleman, he had then en⸗ 
toyed the beſt plot of ali the Weſt India, but he behaued 
himſelfe euill, both with the Indians and Spaniards, 

The ſame yeare that he came from Mexico, went thi- 
ther foz pꝛeſident Sebaſtian Ramirez, who was a Biſhop, 
and had in time paſt beene pꝛt ident in Santo Domingo, 


and the Licenciates Iohn de Salmeron, Gaſco Quiroga; 


Franciſco Ceynes, and Alonſo WE fop ge to 
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- Theſe Judges gouerned well che land, and cauſed the 
Citie of Angels tobe inhabited, which the Indians called 
Cuetlaxcoapan, that is to ſap, a @nake in water. The rea⸗ 
ſon was, betauſe they haue two fountaines, the one of euil 
water, and the other of god. Chis Citie ſtandeth twentie 
leagues from Mexico, in the high way to Vera Crux. 
Che Biſhop let the Indians at libertie, and therefoze ma⸗ 
ny Spaniards departed from thence , who had inhabited 
there befoze., and went to ſceke their lining at Calixco, 
Hnnduras, Quahutcmallun,and other places where warrs 
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The returne of Cortes to Mexico. 


JN this ſeaſon arrined Cortes at the rich Towne of 
A Vera Crux, and when his comming was publiſhed, 
how he came with tite of Marques, and had bzought 
his wife:with him, an infinite number of Indians came to 
vifite him, and almoſt all the @paniards of Mexico, ſo 
that in fewe dayes there came a thouſande perſons of his 
owne nation, who made their complaintes vnts him, how 
they were vndone, and that the Judges which had bene 
theoe,had deſtroyed both him e them,andaſked his iudge⸗ 
ment whether that nowe they might kill both them and 
theirs, Cortes hearing the ir odious requeſt, repzehended 
them, and alſo gaue them hope ſhoꝛtlp torel&ue their ne- 
cefſitie with news -diſcoueries , and in this ozder fearing 
ſome mutinie, he held them in pleaſure andpaſtime, 
When the Pꝛeſident heard bow Cortes was viſited of 
the Þpanyardes, they commaundedfozthwith euery one 
of them thauld immediately returne to Mexido, oz elſe 
where their dwelling places were vpon pain of death, yea, 
and they were about to appꝛehende Cortes fog a * 
0 
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of vpꝛoze, and to ſende hith backe againe pziſoner into 
Spaine. But when he ſawe how ſane theſe Ausges wert 
moued.. he commanded to pzoclaime hinmelfe openly in 
Vera Crux, Captaine Generali of all thevominions of 
the newSpaine, and there cauſed the Eniporodrs letters 
pattcnts to bee read , whacd thing being Knowens ig - 
Mexican Judges, it cauſev the to win their noſes, 

ter this viligence ended, de de parted fotbarbMextico with 
a great company of Mpantarus and Indiums, among when 
were a god compan of hogſe mon: vat when he kame td 
Tezcuco, the Pꝛeſident ſent to tommaund him not to es. 
ter into Mexico, vpon paine of loſle of his gods, and his 
bodie to be at the kings pleaſars; ' 

Þee obeped the commaundement with great wiſe- 
dome, being a thing conuenient to the ſeruite of theSm- 
perbur, and pzofite of the din whith de hav wohne with 
great toile and labour : but yet hy adove th Tezcuco with 
à greater mateſtit and Cocirtzthen'the Pzeſident in Me- 
vtico, ans wzote biko him, that by ſhouls corifiver his g 
will and whole intent, and not to giue octaſton to the In. 
dians 2 11, anvfoxthe Spaniardes hee might adute 
'bimſel | o | ; a 
- The Indians vnderſtanding the viſcoꝛd betwixt the pꝛe⸗ 
fident and Cortes, ue as many Spaniards as they conlde 
get at aruauntage, fo that infewe-vapes there-wanfed i 
bone two hundꝛe det the Sjumitth nation, being Naine as 
well in Townes, as in the high wayes, yea and alſs they 
hadcommuned among themfelties torebell in verde. But 
when the Biſhop anvthe Judges heurd this newes, they 
began fo feare nge matter, andconfivering that they had 
no better remedy; no} other fare velente, but onfp name 
balo?, perſon andauthozitie of Cortes, they ſent to deſire 
him to tome vnto Mexico, wherevpon hee obſeraed their 
conunande ment and requeſt, and wont toward —_—

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well accompanied 59m, men of warre, ſo that he ſhewed 
bimſelfe in eſtate a genorati;Captaone; All the Citizens 
came out to receine him and the lady Parques bis wife: 
his entrie into thea®Wtie was a day of great pleaſure as 
mong them, Thewthit ÞP2eſident and Judges entred into 
tounſell foz to remabie the great hurt which has bin done 
by the Indians. Cartoxfoke the matter in hand, and appzes 
bended many Indium of whome ſome hes barned, others 
were tozne with wag he did ſuch coxrection,that in ſhozt 
time all the Connwy@as quiet, andtbe high waies withs 
out daunger, a tpitngDozthie of great nes.

They woꝛſhipped the Sunne.vato whom they ves 
to offer @nakes,Lizards, and ſach other beaſtes, They 
likewiſe offered vato their God all kinde of foule , from 
the degree of an Eagle. ta a little Butterflie, They blen 
not ſacrifice of manſlaughter,noz had any Mal les. no not 
fo much as af the Sunne, whom they held fo2 the (ole and 
oncly\Bor, They married bat with one women, and in no 
degree oi kinred. They were aſkonte ea warltke pcople, 
be Cealon whe reof they were Lozdsofthe land,

K Lthough one bzother was heyze to an other among 
be Mexicans, and after their deteaſſe, did inherite 
the Sonne of the eldeſt Bzother, yet they toe no 
poſſeſſton of the ſtate oz name of king,vntil they were ans 
naunted and crowned openly. ©. 

As ſame as any king of Mexico deteaſſed, and bis fune- 
rats ended, then were called to Parliament the Lozd of 
Tezcuco,and the load of Thacopan, who were the chiefelk 
eſtates, and then in oꝛder alt other noble men, who owed 
any ſeruite to the Pexitan Empire. And being come to⸗ 
ther. if any doubt of the inhericance ol the Crowne hap⸗ 
pened, tyen'the auatter was decided withall bafte ; then 
tos newe king being knawne;be: was ripped Carke nas 


(ozte was carried among _ ts the great . 
cc 2 
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of Viezilopuchth with great ſilente and without any ioy 
oz pleaſure 1: Two Gentlemen of the Citie whoſe office 
it was, tedde him vppe the ſtaires ofthe Temple by the 
armes, and be foe him wente the Pꝛinces of Tezcuco and 
Tlacopan, who that vay did weare their robes of Cozonas 
tion, where vpen was painted their armes and title. Ae⸗ 


_ ris fewe of theLaitie wente vp into the Chappels, but 


onfythofe that were appointedtoattire the newe king, 
and to ſerue in other Ceremonies , foz all the reũdut 
ſtode vpen the ſteppes and belowe, to beholde the Cozo⸗ 
nation. Theſe Pagiltrates being aboue inthe Chaps 
poll, came With great humillitie and reuerente, kneling 
down vpd theirknees befoze the doll of'V rzilopucheli, 
and touched te tarth with one finger and then kiſſed the 
ſame, Then came the high pꝛieſt cloathed in dis pontifi- 
call veſtmentes, with many others in his companp, who 
did weare ſurpliſces ; and without ſpeaking any wozde, 
they painted-oz contoured the Kings perſon, With ynke 
made fo2 the purpoſe, as blacke as any cole. After this 
Ceremonpe done, they bleſſed the annointedKing, and 
ſpꝛinckled him foure times with a certaine holly water, 
that was made at the time of concecration of the Cod, 
made of dowe oz paſte, with a ſpzinckle made of beughes 

of Cane leaues, Ceder, and willow leaues. Chen they put 
vpon his head, a cloth paintes with the bones and ſkulles 
ol dead men, and next theyclothenhim with a lack gar⸗ 
ment, and vpon that another ble lu, and both were painted 

with þ figures of dead mens ſkulles 6bones. Thenthey 
put about his neck certaine laces, 'whereat did hang the 
armes ol Crowne. And behind his backe theyiv-hang 
tettaine litle bottels ful ot powders, by vertue. wherefhe 
was belluered from pe ſtilence and diſeaſes, actagting is 
their opiniontpea e tderby witches, noz witchcrafts could 
not hurt him, noꝛ vet emilunenne dece ue him. —

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with thoſe relickes he was ſure from all perill and daun⸗ 
ger. , Upon his left arme they bound a little bagge ol in⸗ 
tenſe, and then bzought vnto him a chaffing dilh of imo 
bers made of the barke ofan Oke tree, Then the king a⸗ 
roſe, and with his owne hande thzew ef the ſame incenſe 
intothechaffing diſh; and with great reuerence bzonght 
the ſame to the Bad Virzilopuchtli, and after he had ſma⸗ 
kes him there with, he latte bim downe, then came the 
bigh Pꝛieſt and twke his oath to maintaine the re ligion 
ol the Goddes, to kr pe alſo all the lawes and cuſfomes of 
his pʒe deteſſours, to maintaine iuſtice, and not to agra⸗ 
uiate any ol his vaſſals oz ſubiects, and that he ſhould bee 
valiant in the warres, that he ſhould cauſe the Sunne to 
giue bis light, the clawdes to vtelde raine, the riuers to 
runne , and the earth to bzing fo2th all kinde of graine, 
fruites, and other nedefull hearbs and trees, Theſe and 
many other impoſſible things the newe king did ſweare 

to perſeme: and then he gaue thankes to the high pꝛieſt, 
and commended himſelf to the Soddes, and to the lokers 
on, and they who b2ought him vp inthe ſame oꝛder, cas 
ricth him downe againe. Then all the people cried, the 
Goddes pꝛeſerue thenewking , and that he mayraigne 
many yeares in health with al his people. But then ſome 
began to dance, other to play on their inſtruments, chew⸗ 
ing outwardly their inward toyes of heart. And befoze 
the kung came to the fote of the ſteppes, all the noble men 
came to ptelde their obedience, and in token ol louing and 
faithfull ſubiectes, they pzeſented vnta him feathers, 
fringsofſnaile ſhelles, Collers, and other Jewelles of 


golde and ſiluer.alſo mantels painted with death, e bare 


him company vnto a great hall within the compaſſe of the 
temple, and there left him. - The king ſitteth downe vn⸗ 
der his cloth ofcftate,called T lacatecco, and in four daies 
departeth notentel the * of the temple, the * 
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he ſpendes in pzayers, ſacrifice and penaunte, he eafes 
then bat once a dax, and euery dax he bathes dimſelſe, 
and againe ia the night in a greate ponde of water, and 
then lettes himſelfe bloud in his eares, and ſenſeth theres 
with the gos ol Mater, called Tlaloc:he likewiſe ſenſeth 
th- other idols, vnto whome he offereth bzead, flowers, 


Papers, and little Canes, died in the blond of his duns 


tongue, noſe, handes, and other partes of his body. After 
the foure dapes expired, then tome ali the Noble men to 
beare him companꝑ to bis pallaice, with greate triumph 
ani pleaſure of ali the Citie, but after his conſecration 
fews 02 none dare loke him in the face. 

And now with the declaring of the actes and Ceres 
monies that the Mexican Kings are crowned, J ſhall not 
neæde to rehearſe of other kings, fo2 generally theyali do 
vſe the ſame oꝛder, ſauing that other Pzinces goe not vp 
to the toppe ofthe Temple, but abide at the fote of the 
Teppes to becrowned, and after their Cozonation they 
come to Mexico foz their confirmation, and then at their 
returne to their countrey, they made neun! 
and banquets.

their fathers,mothers,wines oz thiltzen, to another place 
by themſelues, aiſo thoſe who flew their maiſters oz any 
religious perſon went to another place. The common 
ſozte of people were buried, but Lozdes and rich men had 
their bodies burned e their aſhes buried. In their ſhzeuds 
they hada great diffcrence , foz many deade bodies were 
buried better apparrelled then when they were on hue. 
Women were ſhze wded after another ſoʒt. And he that 
ſuffered death foz adultery, was ſh;ewded like vnto the 
God ol li acherꝑ, called Tlazoulceucl,he that was dzowned 
like vato the God of water named Tlacoc, and he that died 


with dzunkenneſſe was ſhzewded like vnto the God of 
wine called Ometochtli. But the ſouldier had an honsza⸗ 


ble ſhzewde like vnto the attyze of Vitzilopuchtli, and the 
like ozder in all other ſoztes of deathes.

The dead bodie was laid vpon a faire matte and was 
watched foure nights, with great lamentation and monrs 


ning: then the bodie was waſhed, and a locke e bairę 


cut from the crowne of his head, which was pꝛeſerued 
as a great relicke , ſaying that therein remained the re⸗ 
membꝛante ol vis ſoule. This done, à fine Einerald'was 
put in his mouth, and his bodie ſhzowvedin ſeuenteent 
riche mantles, of colours, both rich and coſtly webugbt. 
Upon the vpper mantle was fette the deniſe oz armes of 
Viezilopuchth ez Tezcalipuca,*0z ſome other Idoll, in 
whome the Ring had greut confidence in his tice time, 
and in his femple ſhould the body be buried. Upon his face 
they put a viſoʒ, paynted with foule and Diuclliſh ie⸗ 
ſtures, beſette with many Jewelles, pꝛecious ſtones, and 
peat les. Then they killed his ſlaue, whoſe office was to 
light the Lampes, and make fire vnto the Goddes of his 


' Pallaice, Theſe things done; they carried the dead bodie 
vnto the Temple:fomefollotved him with dolefull tune, 


—_ ſung the death of the King by note, fozſowas'the 
cuſtome. 
The Noble men and Gentlemen of his houſhold car- 


ried Targets,Arrowes, Pafes; and Enſignee to thzows 


into the fire where the body ſhould be buried in the Tem⸗ 
ple, Che high Pꝛieſt and all the Clergie received him at 
the Temple gate, with a ſozrowfullſorig, and after bee 
had ſaive certaine wozds , the bodis was thzowne into a 
great fire made foz the purpoſe, with all the Jewels that 
hee had about him, and all the other things 2 = 
: 8 z0ug 
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bzonght to honour the buriall:alſo a dogge newly ffrangs ' 
led with an Arrowe, which was to guide him his way, 
In the meane while that the King and dogge were 
burning, the Pzieffs ſacrificed two hundzedperſons, how⸗ 
beit in this Ceremonie there was no o2dinary tare, foz 
ſometimes they lacrificedmany mot: they were opened 
with a-raſour of flinte in the bzealtes „and their hearts 
taken out and thzowne'inko the fire where the Kings boy 
die was, Theſe miſerable perſons being ſacrificed , and 
their bodies thzowne into a hole/'they beleuedalſuredly 
that thoſe Houlde lerne foz his llaues in another wozlde: 
ſome of them were Dwarffes,monftvus and defvzmed 
perſons, with ſome women. Thepplaced about the dead 
bodte of the King befoze his burtall, Roſes, Floures,and 
ſandzy diſhes ol meate and dzinke, and no treature durft 
touch the lame, but onely the rt it lemed tobe an

Che next day following; al the aſhes were gathered 
gither, and the teeth with the Emer#w that was in = 


Mouth, the which things were put into a cheſt, paynted 
on the inſide with hozrible figures of dinels,and the locke

flaine foz to attõpanꝝ him into Hell: theſe wzetched folke 
that ſhould be ſlaine were banque ted 4 filled with dzinke; 
becauſe they ſhoulde receiue their death with lefſe paine, 
Cbe newe king did appoint thoſe- who ſhoulde die fo; to 
ſerue the king his father, but yet many ol them hab rather 
paue bene without his ſeruice, notwithſtanding ſome ſim⸗ 
ple ſoules eſteemed that odious death foz a thing of im⸗ 
moztall glozy. Firſt, ſeuen Gentle women of noble pas 
rentage were appoinfed to die, the ona to haue the office 
df ker per ot his iewels which be was wont to weare, ano⸗ 
ther to the office ofcup-bearer , another to giue him wa⸗ 


ter with a baſon and ewer, another to giue him al waies 


the vꝛinall, another to be bis Coke, and another to ſerue 
fo; laundzefſe. They ſle we alſo many woman flanes, and 
trie maydens, foz to attend vpon the Gentle women, and 
mozeouer, one ofenety veeupation within'the cite. When 
all theſe that were appointed to die were wathed etheyz 
bellies full with meate & dzinke, then they painted their 
faces yellow , and put garlandes of ſwerte flowers vpon 
each of their heads. Then they went in oꝛder of pꝛoceſſion 
befoze the-beare wheron the dead ing was carried, lome 
wente playing on inffrumentes made of ſnaile ſhelles;o- 
thers played vpon bones andſhelles of ſeaturtils, others 
went whiſtling, and the moſt part weeping: the ſonnes of 
the dead king e other noble men carried vpõ their ſhoul⸗ 
ders the beare where þ coꝛſe lay, + pꝛocededſwith an eaſte 
pate towarde the Temple of the God Curicaueri: his kinſ⸗ 
men went round about þ beare, ſinging a ſozrowfull ſong, 
The officers and houſhold 1 ofthe Court —_ 
ag 
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Pagiltrates and rulers of iuſtite bare the dtandarts ani 
diners other armes. 

About midnight they departed in the oꝛder afozeſaide, 
out ol the kings pallace, with great light of fire bzandes, 
and with a heauie noyſe of trumpets and dꝛummes. The 
Citizens which dwelt where the cozſe paſſed, attended ta 
make cleane the ſtræte. And when they were come to the 
temple , they went foure times rounde about a great fire 
made of the won of Pine tree, which was pꝛepared to burn 
the dead bodie: then the beare was laide vppon the fire, 
and in the meane while that the bodie was burning, they 
mawled with aclubbe thoſe which had the garlandes,and 
afterward buried them by foure aud loure, as they were 
apparelled behinde the temple. 

The next dax in the moꝛning, the alhes,bones and Jeo 
wels, was gathered e laide vpon a rich mantle, the which 
was carried to the temple gate, inhere the pꝛieſts attended 
to bleſſe thoſe diuellich relickes, wherof they made a dowe 
oz paſte, and thereof an image which was apparelled lyke 
a man, with a yiſoz on his face, and all other ſoztsof Jews 
— the AKL wont ſont. 1 that it ſer⸗ 


placed the. 
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gold and filner, with bow and arrowes, and many gallant 
tuffes of —— with earthen veſlels, as pottes, diſhes, 
and platters, ſo that the graue was filled vp with houle - 
bold ftuffe, cheſts couered with leather, apparell,icwels, 
meate, dꝛinke, and armoz.This done, the grape was chut 
vp, and made ſure with beames, bezds,audflozed with 
earth on the toppe. 


All 
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Ml thoſe Gentlemen which bad ſerued oꝛ touched any 
thing in the buriall, waſhed theinſelues,and went to din⸗ 
ner in the Court 02 yard of the Kings houſe without aup 
table, and hauing dined,they wiped their hands vpon cers 
taine lockes of Cotten woll, hanging downe their heads, 
and not ſpeaking any woꝛde, except it were to-aſke foz 
dzinke. This Ceremonie endured five dapes, and in all 
that time no fire was permitted to be kindled in the City, 
except in the kings bouſe and temples, no2 vet any cozne 
was ground, oz market kept, noz none durſt go out of 
their houles.ſhewing all the ſozom that might be poſſible 
foz the death of their king. 


The order of Matrimony among the Indians. 


was vſed a pꝛincipall ceremonie and 
a D token ot mariage, that p Bzidegrome 
2 his Bꝛide, agaynſt the day of mas 
riage, had their heades polled, which 
err toſignifie, that from that day foz⸗ 
© Th|warde, all childiſh ozders ſhoulde ber 
aide aſide, and from that time newe 
haire migbt grow, to declare another kinde of life, The 
chife knot of marriage vſed in Michuacan, was, that the 
Bꝛide doe loke direcly vpon her ſpouſe,fo; otherwiſe the 
matrimonie was not perfite,noz auailable. 

An Mixteoapan which is a great pzouince,they vle to 
carric the Bzidegrome to be married vpon their backes, 
which is to be vnderſtode,that he goeth againſt his will, 
but pet they take handes, in token that the one ſhall helpe 
the other, and then they knit both their mantels togither 
with a great knot, ſignifying that they ought continually, 
wyile life laſteth, to dwell togither.

NB Tlaxcallan and many other cities, | 
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The Indians called Macatecas, tonſumme not their Pa- 
trimonie in twentie dayes after their mariage,but abids 
in faſting and pꝛayer all that while, ſacrificing their bo⸗ 
dies, and annointing the mouthes of the I dols with their 
abone pꝛoper bloud. 

In Panuco the huſbandes buy their wines foz a bow, 
two arrowes, and a nette, and afterward the father in 
lawe ſpeaketh not one wozde fo his ſonne in lawe foz the 
you of a whole yeare, And when the huſband happeneth 

to haue any childe, he lieth not aty moze with his wife in 
two peares after, fo2 feare leaſt ſhe might be with childe 
againe befoze the fozmer childe were out of daunger, 
although ſome doe ſucke vntill twelue peares of age, 
and foz this conſideration they haue many wiues. Likes 
wile there is an oꝛder among them, that no woman may 
— oz dzefle any thing being wich their menſtruall 0zs 
dinarie. ; 

Dinozcement was not permitted without a iuſt cauſe 
and authozitie of Juſtice, among thoſe who were openly 
married,but the other ſoʒt might be as easily fozlaken as 
taken. 

Jn Nechuacan was not permitted any diuozcement,e 2 
cept the partie made a ſolemne oath, that they loked not 
the one on the other ſtedlaſtly and dirccly at the time of 
their marriage. But in Mexico they muſt pzone how the 
wife is barren, fcule, and of a naughtie condition: but if 
they put away their wines without oꝛder and tommaun⸗/ 
dement of the Judge, then the haire of the offenders head 
is burned in the market place, as a ſhame oz puniſhment 
ofa man without reaſon oz wit. 

Che paine of adulferie was death, as well fo2 the man 
as the woman: but it the adulferer were a Gentleman, 
his bead was decked with feathers after that he was han⸗ 
ged, and his bodie burned „ and fo2 this offence was no 
pardon,

pardon, eyt her foꝛ man oꝛ woman, but ſoꝛ the anoiding of 
adulterie, they doe permit other common women, but no 
ozdinarie ſtewes. 


OftheTudges and order of Tuſtice, 


A Mexico were twelue Judges, who were all noble 
men, graue, and well learned in the Mexitan lawes. 
Thele men lined onely by the rents that pꝛope rl ap⸗ 
pertaine to the maintenannce of Juſtice, and in anie 
cauſe iudged by them, it was lawfull foz the parties to 
appeale vnto other twelue Judges, who were of the pꝛin⸗ 
tes bloud, and al wapes abode in the Court, and were 
maintained at the Kings owne colt and charges. The in- 
fericur Judges came o2dinarily once euerꝑ moneth to cõ⸗ 
ſalt with the higher. And in euer foureſcoze dayes came 
tbe Judges of cucryP2ouince within the Pexican Emo 
pire, to conſult with the Judges of Mexico, but all doubts 
full cauſes were reſerued to the King , onely to paſſe by 
his ozder and determination. The Painters ſerued foz 
notar ies, to paint all the caſes which were to be reſolued, 
but no ſute paſſed aboue foureſcoze dayes without finall 
ens and determination. There were in that citie twelue 
Sergeants, whoſe office was to arreſt, and to call parties 
befoze the Judges. Their garments were painted man⸗ 
tels, wherby they were knowne a farre off. The pꝛiſons 
were vnder ground, moyſt and darke, the cauſe whereok, 
was to put the people in feare to oſfend. If any witneſſe 
were called to take an oath, the ozder was, that he ſhoulde 
touch the ground with one of his fingers, and then to 
touch his tongue with the ſame , which ſignified that he 
had ſwo2ne and pꝛomiſed to ſpeake the troth with his 
tong, taking witnes therof,of p eorth which did maintain 
bim. But ſome do interpꝛete the oatb,y if the partioſware 
not 
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not true, that then he might come to ſuch extremitie, as ta 
eate earth, Sometime they name and call vpon the God 
ol the crime, whole cauſe the matter touched, 

The Judge that taketh bzibes oz gifts, is foꝛthwith 
put out of his office, which was accounted a molt vile and 
ſhamefull repꝛoch. The Indians did affirme that Necaual- 
pincintli did hang a Judge in Tezcuco, foz giuing an vn⸗ 
guſt ſentence , he himſelle knowing the contrarie. The 
murther is executed without exception, | 

Che woman with childe that wilfully caſteth her crea⸗ 
ture, ſuffereth death foꝛ the ſame, becauſe many women 
did voluntarily vſe that fact, knowing their childꝛen could 
not inherite. Che puniſhment of adulterie was death. 

The Thefe foz the firſt offence, was made a ſlaue, and 
banged foz the ſecond, The traitoz to the king and conv 
mon weale,was put to death with extreme tozments, 

Che woman taken in mans apparel! died foz the lam?, 
and likewiſe the man taken in womans attire.Euery ons 
that chalengeth another to fight, except in the wars, was 
condemned to die. In Tezcuco the ſinne of Zodomie was 
puniſhed with death, and that law was inſtituted by Ne- 
caualpincineli,and Necaualcoio, who were Judges, which 
abhozred that filthy (in, and therefoze they deſerued great 
p2aiſe, foz in other pꝛouintes that abhominable ſinne was 
not puniche d, although they haue in thoſe places common 
ſtewes, as in Panuco,

T the ende of euerp twentie dayes, is celebꝛated a 
A teſtinal fealf called Tonalli, which falleth continu⸗ 
ally laſt dayofeuery month, but the chiefelt ſeaſt 
ind yere,when moſt men are ſacrificed t a: — 
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the ende ofenery fiftie two veares. But the Tlaxcaltecas 
and other eommon weales, ds celebzate this ſeaſt euere 
fourth peare. 

The kalt day of the firfmoneth is called Tlacaxipe- 
-ualizelt, on the whiche day were ſlaine a hundzed flaues, 
which were taken in the warres , aid after the ſacrifice, 
theic fleſh was eaten in this oꝛder. All the Citizens, ga- 
khered themlelues togither in the bigh Temple,and then 
the Pinifters oz Pꝛieſtes came and vſed certaine cere- 
montes, the which being ended, they toke thoſe which 
were to be (acrifiſed, by one and one, and laid them vppon 
their backes-vppon a large ffone, aud then the laue be- 
ing online, they opened him in the dꝛeaſt, with a knife 
made uf flinte Rome, and take cim his heart, which they 
thꝛew immediately at the fote of the Aulter, as an offe- 
ring, and anointed with the freſh bloude, the face of the 
God Vitzilopuchtli, oz any other Jdoll. This done,they 
pluckt off the (kinnes of accrtaine number of them, the 
which ſkinnes ſo many auntient perſons put incontinent 
bppon their naked bodies, all freſhe e bloudy,as they were 
Keane from the deade carkaſſes. And being open in ths 
backe part and ſhoulders, they bled to late them, in ſuch 
ſozte that they came fitte vppon the bodies of thoſe that 
ware them, and being in this oꝛder attired, they came 
to daunce among many others, In Mexico the king him 
ſelfe did put on one of thele ſkinnes , being ol apzinci- 
pall captiue z and datmted among the other ——— 
perſons, to exalte and bono; the feaſt , ans an int 
number followed him to behold his terrible teffure, al- 
though ſome hold opinion that they followed him to con- 
template his greate deuolion. After the ſacrifice en- 
ded, the owner of the lanes did carry their dovies home 
to their houſes , to make of their fleſhe a ſotemne feaſfe 
to all their kriendes, leaning _ heades and hartes — 
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the Pꝛieſts, as their dutie and offering, And the ſkinnes 
were filled with cotten wall, oz ſtrawe, to be hung in the 
temple, and kings pallaice,fez a memozie, - 

| The lanes when they went to their ſacrifice, were 
apparelled in the habite oz deuiſe of the Jdol vnto whom 
eachof them did commend himlelfe ; and mozeouer they 
decked them with feathers,garlandes and floures,Pany 
of theſe ſezt of people, do gos to the laughter with iovfull 
countenaunce , dguncing , demaunding almes thzough 
the Citie foz their ſacrifice , all the which almes is due 
vato the pꝛieſtes. When the greene cozne was a fte a- 
boue the , they vſed to go vnto a tertain hil which 
was \foz ſuch denotion , and there ſacriũiſed two 
childzen, a bop, and agirle of thz& pc res of age, to the da⸗ 
noz of Tlaloc god of water , beſteching him therefoze de- 
uoutlye , to haue alwaies a care to pꝛouide them water: 
thele childzen were fre bozne, and therfoze theyz hartes 
were not taken out. of theix bovies , but after that their 
thꝛots were cut, their bodies were waapped in a new mis

Che feaſte of Tozoztli was, when the fieldes ot Maiz 


were growen two fote high, then a certaine ſumme of

| {..-.iar, foz Ulceroy, at whoſe arriuall 
there returned from thence Sebaſtian Camires, who had 
gouerned that counfrep with great diſcretion, and woztby 
commendation. Jn recompence whereof the Emperour 
made him Pzifident of the Chancerie of Valle dolid, and 
Biſhop of Culuca. Don Antonio de Mendoſa, was aps 
pointed viceroyin the yeare.153 4. whocarried with him 
many artificers verie expert in their ſciences, likewiſe 
th:ough his interceſſion, a money houſe was erected in 
Mexico: he alſo cauſed ſilke to be made and w2ought in 
that countrey, and planted many Mul berie trees foz the 
ſame, Although the Indians little care foz ſuch things 
thꝛough their louthfulnes and great liberty. This vice- 
roy Dou Antonio, called all the Biſhops, Cleargie, and 
learned men togither, to conſult vpon eccleſlaſticall mat⸗ 
ters, which tended to the doctrine ol the Indians. At that 
inſtant was decrekd, that the Indians ſchoulde bee inftrac- 
ted onely in the Latin tong, which they learned very wel, 
and alſo the Spaniſh tong. They learned the $Puffcke 
with god will, eſpeciallp the flaute : their vopres are not 
god foz the pꝛicke ſong. At that ſeaſon was alſo decreed, 
that no Indian ſhould take ozder of Pʒieſthod. 


The 
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The vizeroy Don Antonio, built certaine townes with 
Romaingpillers,in honoz of the Emperour, and cauſed 
his name to be grauen in Marble. He alſo began the Key 
dz wharfe in the pozte of Medellin, a coſti and neceſfaris 
wozke : he alſo reduced the Chichimecas focinell lining: 
he ſpente much niony in the entraunte of Sibola, without 
any pꝛollt, ant alſo thereby retained an enimie ts Cortes. 

likewiſe diſtouered much land on the ſouth coalt nere 
Xalixcothe ſent alſo ſhippes to Molluca, foz ſpices, which 
were lolt : he behatted himlelle very i. in the re- 
bellioa time of the Indians of Piru. 

Che Emperour commannded him afterwarde to got 
vnto the Pirufoz viczroy , the Licenciat Gaſca, 
who gouertied there, was 2d info Spaine, and like⸗ 
ile haning vnderſtod his god gogernement in the new 
Spaine, although ſome tomplaintes were made of him. 
At grieued Don Antonio de Mendoſa, to depart from the 
newe Spaine , where be found himlelfe well beloued a⸗ 
mong the Indians, who had cured him of ſundzy diſſeaſes 
with bathes of Vearbes , where befoze he was ſtarke 
lame, and alſo poſſefſedof lands, Cattle, and other riche 
things, which be was loth to leaue. Likewiſe he deffred 
not to haue to deale with other newe men, whoſe condi- 


tions be knew not, although he knewe that the Pirulcros 


were ſtubboꝛne andvnruly fellowes. But ofneceſſitte 
he was compelled to take that ſonrney by lande from 
Mexico to Panama,which ſtandeth fine hundzed leagues 
diſtant, in the yeare a i351, And that yeere came Don Luys 
de Valaſco fe; vizeroy to Mexico, who was a Gentleman 
wile and diſcreet in his gouernement. The office of vize-

Cortes went to lawe with the K icenciat Villa lar 
the Kings Atturrney, about cerfaine of his vaſſalls, and 
alſo the Wizeroy aſſiſted againſte him as muche as het 
might, pon conlideration whereof, hs was enfo:cedto 
con into Spaine in Anno. 154 0.#hdbaonght Don Mar- 
tin his ſame and heire / being achilde of eight veares of 
age, und his ſonne Don Luys, to ſerue the pꝛinte: he came 
verp rich, but not lo richas the firſt time. He entred into 
great frienochip with the Carvinall Loaiſa, and the he⸗ 
cretarie Cabos, but itp3euntlod not.foz q Emperoz was / 
gov ints Flamders about matters ol Gant. 

In the peare ry 4 ids Emperour perſonally went to
